HEN the two former 

V Volumes of theſe Me- 
| moirs were publiſhed , 
the Author's Friends had no deſign of 
letting the reſt of his Papers go 
abroad ; as well becauſe thoſe already 
printed contain the moſt remarkable 
I ranſations that paſſed during the 
whole time that England was govern- 
ed without a King, as becauſe much 
of this following Part conſiſts of 
Things relating to his own Perſon. 
But the good reception which the other 
V olnmes have found in moſt parts of 
2 Europe, 


PASETACE 
Europe, and the inceſſant Inquiries 
of divers Perſons of Worth and 
Honour concerning theſe Remains , 

bas induced the Friends of the PY 
thor to think that the Publick might 
have juſt cauſe to complain, if they 


ſhouid be denied the View of the fol- 


lowing Papers. And indeed, after 
a careful peruſal of them, they find, 

if they miſtake not, that they will 
"ford ſuch Iofirufions as may prove 
not unſerviceable to the World. For 
Men will ſee that tho" the moſt vio- 
lent Animoſity and Deſire of Re- 
wenge had ſo poſſeſs d the E "gh iſh 
Court azainſl thoſe who had any part 
in the death of Charles L = they 
thought the moſt baſe aud treacherous 
ways of compaſſing their Ends, not 
fo be rejected ; yet many Tears were

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ſpent, many Vilains unſucceſsfully 
employ'd , ſome of them puniſhed, 
much Treaſure conſumed, and more 
Infamy contratted, whillt they could 
not find means to aſſaſſmate more than 
one of all thoſe wbo had withdrawn 
themſeFues from their Fury ; and 
that the principal Perſon againſt whom 
they direted their Malice, lrued to 


ſee that Tyranny brought to the laſt 


degree of Contempt, which had taken 


fo much Pains to deſtroy him. The 


Tragical End of the King's Fudees 
may be an Inſtrufion to thoſe who 
ſhall in future time appear in the De- 


fence of Liberty, to avoid all occaſe- 


ons of Diviſion, to uſe their Power 
with Moderation, and to content 
themſelves with ſuch a Share in the 
Publick Felicity , as may be conſe:

ftent with the Publich Safety. Men 
may learn from the Iſſue of the 
Cromwellian Tyranny, That Liberty 
and a Standing Mercenary Army 
are incompatible. For 'tis as clear as 
the Sun at Noon-day, that the Par- 
liament by negle@ing to put a Pe- 
riod to the exorbitant Greatneſs of 
Oliver Cromwel im mediately after 
the Battle at Worceſter, drew 
Deftruttion pon themſelves "nd the 
whole Common-wealth ; and pave 
tbe Army ſuch an opportunity to feel 
their Strength as naturally led them 
to Connſels deſtrufive 10 the Go- 

Vernment. This produced that mon- 
ftrous Tyranny of the Oſurper and 
bis Baſha s under the Name of Ma- 
jors General , and afterwards com- 


peed the P eop! le to ſuffer the returu 


of 
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of Charles Il. The Ingratitude of 
that Prince to the Presbyterians , 
who had ſo well deſerved from him 
by betraying all into his Hands, may 


ſerve to admoniſh thoſe who go un- 


der that, or any other Denomination 
of Religion or Party, That no T ruſt 
can be ſafely repoſed, where there is 
ound an incompatibility of Manners 
and Principles ; and that a Revenge 
taken againſt thoſe who will not let us 
poſſeſs all, is a ſlender Satisfafion 
for the bagard of utter Ruin. But 
theſe, and perhaps many other more 
uſeful Refleitons, judicious Men will 
be much better able to make, than 
others to ſuggeſt.

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* HE Convention at Weſtminſter 
having thought themſelves ſuffici- 
ently authorized to alter the Go- 
EE vernment , by virtue of which 
they had been called together, and rewarded 
Sir John Greezvil for the Mefage he had 
brought, the Proclamation for the readmiſ- 
tion of Monarchy in the Perton of Charles. 
Stuart, was publiſhed on the Eighth of 
May, in the prefence of the new General 
George Monk, Bonfires were made, the 
Bells were rung, and much Happineſs ex-. 
pected from this Change. The Officers of 
the Army ſubſcribed a Declaration, and pre- 
{ented it to 370k to be ſent to the King, itt 
which they cxpreſſed a Retolution to be- 
come true and faithful Subjects, and to ac- 
cept of the King's Grace and Favour, accord- 


Ing: to the Fenour of His late Declaration 
| B from 


EÞ 
from Breda. Whilſt theſe Things were do- 
ng, I kept my ſelf private at the Houſe of a 
particular Friend, till I might better under- 
ftand what the Iſſue was like to be ; for the 
Council of State had, on the Day I arrived 
at London, ſent Orders into the Weſt of 
Ezeland for ſeizing my Perſon, which pro- 
bably might have been ſerved upon me, 1t I 
had returned by the uſual Road. Fiftcen 
Commiſſioners were appointed to be ſent to 
Breaa to complement the new King, and to 
attend him in his Paſſage to Emgland, Five to 
be nominated by the Lords, and Ten by the 
Commons. But every Man expecting ſome 
Mark of Favour to be conferred on him for 
this Service, great Contentions aroſe among 
the Members for that Employment. To 
theſe, many others, eſpecially of the looſer 
fort of Men, added themſelves ; and ſome, 
to make an early Offer of their Subjection, 
and to provide themſelves of Favour and 
Places, went over before the Commiſſioners, 
and being one Day with their King in his 
Apartment, boaſting of their Loyalty and 
Services, he called for Wine, and applying 
himielf to the Duke of York, drank to the 
Health of thoſe Gentlemen, with this Re- 
mark, "That he was now even with them, 
having as he thought done as much tor them 
as tiey had done tor him. 

The Committee of Privileges and EleQti-

cons having declared me to have been duly 
TC» 
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returned to ſerve for the Borough of Hzzae#: 
in the County of Wilts, and made their Re- 
port, which was agreed by the Houſe, I re- 
ceived an Order for my admiſſion to fit as a 
Member , but clogged with this unuſual 
Clauſe, That I ſhould attend my Duty in the 
Houſe , and take my Place by a certain Day ; 
which would be within ten Days after the 
Date of the ſaid Order. Sufpecting that the 
reaſon of this Inſertion might proceed from 
ſome Information given by the Council of 
State that T had withdrawn my ſelf, TI 
thought fit to make my Application ta 
Mr. Arthur Anzeſly, knowing him to be a 
leading Man among them, as well to give 
him Satisfaction touching the cauſe of my 
abſence, as to learn from him what might be 
the Reaſon of that addition. And tho? I well 
underſtood, That being now declared tobe a 
Member of that which was called a Houſe 
of Commons, no other Power could ſeize 
me without Breach of their Privileges ; yet 
the ſame Council of State {till fitting, which 
had procured from the Secluded Members a 
Power to ſeize any Member that did not 
lit, and conſidering that "Things were carried 
on with the utmott Treachery, I ſent a Ser- 
vant to let him know I would wait on him 
at Night. He received me with great Civ1- 
lity, and having conducted me to his Apart- 
ment, I acquainted him, That the end of 
my coming to him at that time, was to al- 
Þ 2 urs 
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ſure him that my late Privacy did not pro- 
ceed from any deſign that I had on toot 
againſt the preſent Power ; but that finding 
the Wheel to go round fo faſt, that it was 
difficult to gueſs where it might reſt, I 
thought a Man, who had been engaged with 
the firſt againſt the King, and always zeal- 
ous for a Common-wealth Government , 
might be excuſed, it he was unwilling to be 
found in Priſon at the King's return ; eſpe- 
cially ſince it was well known that a War- 
rant had been ſigned for my ſeizure : And 
therefore I defired he would favour me to in- 
form thoſe that were in Power, with the 
true Reaſons of my abſence. He anſwer'd, 
That tho? T had been zealous in the way 
I mentioned, yet that he and others were 
well fatished, that my Intentions were di- 
rected to the Publick Good; and tho? he 
could not blame me for taking Meaſures to 
avoid a Confinement, yet he aſſured me that 
a Hair of my Head ſhould not ſufter any 
more than his own. He then acquainted 
me with the Paſſages that had happened in 
the Houſe upon the Report from the Com- 
mittee touching my Election : That tho” 
nothing was ſaid againſt it ; yet becauſe I 
was the Perſon concerned, who, as they 
ſaid, had conſtantly oppoſed them, and 
withdrawn my ſelf out of their Protection, 
a Vote of the Houſe had probably paſled 
againſt agreeing with the Committee, - ” 
a

had not ſtood up and deſired the Houſe, 
« That they would not do an Act upon a 
« Perſonal Uiſtaſte, of which they would be 
& aſhamed when they ſhould better conſider 
« the Matter : 'That Juſtice ought to be 
« impartial, and that nothing being al- 
& ledged againit' the Report of the Com- 
«< mittee, it ought to be taken for good : 
« That if the Perſon concerned had done 
« any thing amiſs, he being a Member 
« ought to anſwer it in his place. This 
Motion being ſeconded by Mr. Matthew Hate, 
prevailed with the Houle to allow the Re- 
port with the addition betore-mentioned. 
He took this occation to tell me, "That there 
was a young head-itrong Party in the Houle, 
who inall Debates were tor the moſt violent 
Courſes, and that it would be very dithcult 
to keep them in order; yet advited me to 
take my Place in the Houle as ſoon as I 
could. I thought fit to follow his Council, 
not only to undeceive thoſe who thought T 
would continue in my Rettrement, but allo 
by coming among them beiore I was ex- 
pected, to diiturb the Meaſures of thoſe who 
waited for my Ruin, I chole to go into the 
Houſe early in the Morning, and umnmedi- 
ately went up into the Speaker's Chambers, 
where I was no ſooner fate down, when 
Major Robert Harley came to me and deſired, 
Thar if any thing ſhould be objected againit 
me by any Member of the Houſe, which 
2 ne

he ſuppoſed would happen, and that the 
Houſe ſhould-require me to anſwer, I would 
by all means forbear to ſay any thing in 
juſtification of the Proceedings of the High 
Court of Juſtice againſt the late King, be- 
cauſe it would not be ſuffered. I told him 
that unleſs I was conſtrained, I ſaw no Rea- 
ſon to mention that Matter ; but in that 
Caſe, tho? it ſhould coſt me my Lite, IT could 
not prevaricate. 

Some of the Members, who during the 
time of the Parliament's Proſperity had gone 
as high with them as any others, now re- 
proached me with the preſent Condition of 


Afairs; To whoml contented my felt to re- 


ply in general, "That if they liked it not they 
might thank themſelves; and that as to my 
own Particular, my Conſcience did not at all 
accuſe me for contributing to the Change, 
or not uſing my Endeavours to prevent it. 
Others ſaid, They had frequently admoni- 
Thed us that Things would be brought to 
this paſs, by rendring the Foundations of our 
Party too narrow. But to theſe I anſwered, 
'T hat they knew my Principles and Practiccs 
to have been ſuch in that reſpect, as had 
drawn upon me the Cenfures of many. 
Divers of thoſe who in Rzchara's Convention 
had joined with the Common-wealth Intereſt, 
now appeared to be totally altered, whilit 
others who had oppoſed them at that time, 
now wiſhed for Sir Hexry Vane and ſore 

| others 
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others to balance the Royal Party. But 
thoſe who had continued in their Fidelity to 
the Publick Cauſe, tho? they durſt not ſpeak 
out by Reaſon of the prelent Torrent, yet 
ſhook their Heads to exprelis their diſlike of 
the preſent Afﬀairs. 

The Commiſhoners who had been Voted 
to be ſent to Breda being to be nominated 
that day, I took my Place 1n the Houſe, di- 
vers Members follicited me to inſert their 
Names in my Paper. But tho' it was my 
fortune to be one of this Convention, that I 
might not altogether neglect my own Pre- 
ſervation ; yet reſolving to have no part in 
betraying the Common-weaith, by Re-eita- 
bliſhing the Government, againit which Thad 
engaged, and contracting the Guilt of that 
Blood which had been {hed in the late Wars, 
I determin'd to put in no Paper of Names. 
'To this end I went out of the Houle ; bur 
the Serjeant at Arms being commanded by 
the Speaker to call in all the Members to be 
Numbred, and ſeeing me, was very earn- 
e[t with me to return to the Houle; I told 
him, TI defigned not to put in any Paper, 
and therefore it was not neceſlary I ſnoutd 
be Numbred. In the mean time, the Scr- 
jeant received freſh Orders to ſummon the 
Members, and repeating his importunity 
with me, told me plainly, 1t I would not 
g0 into the Houſe, he would inform the 
ppcaker of my Refuſal ; which had he done,

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*tis probable T ſhould have been ſent to 
the Tower, But having defired him to in- 
quire of ſome ancient Member, whether it 
was neceſſary for one who would put in no 
Paper, to be Numbred with the reſt ; he 
went to Mr. Pierrepoiat, and Scrjeant Glyn 
to ask the Queſtion ; who, I ſuppole, ſatisfied 
the Serjeant it was not neceſſary : For look- 
ing down from the Gallery, I perceived 
both of them to ſmile whilſt he was with 
them; but eſpecially becauſe I heard no 
more of that Matter. | 

This Bulineſs being over, the Houle fell in- 
to a Debate touching Perſons to be entruſted 
with the great Seal. All agreed in Mr. Tyr- 
rel; but it was objected againſt Serjeant 
Fountain, That tho? he had. been formerly 
for the King, yet he had of late ſhewed 
himſelf a great Promoter of the Reforma- 
tion of the Law. Many prefſed that the 
Earl of Mazcheffer might be one of the Com- 
miſhoners; but others who were better 
inform'd of Afﬀairs, objecting, That it 
would be a diſhonour to the Earl, to be put 
into a Place, which they aſſured the Houſe 
was already given away to another Perſon, 
no more was faid concerning hum. In the 
Afternoon I went to the Committee of Ele- 
ctions, which fate in the Houſe: Another 
day I tate with the Members in the Abby 
to hear a Sermon, and indeavour'd in all 
things ſo to carry my ſelf, as to give no 
v4 Es Occaſion 
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Occaſion to ſuſpect me to be under any 
Apprehenſions of Danger ; hoping by this 
means to diſcourage my Enemies from mo- 
ving any thing againſt me, which 1 knew 
the Cavalier Party inclined to do out of 
Principle; and divers of. thoſe who had 
ſerved the Parliament, would nor fail to 
comply with, from a prudential Care of 
themſelves; hoping not only to make their 
own Peace, by Sacrificing thoſe who had 
been moſt faithful to the Publick, but alſo 
to procure Favour and Preferment for them- 
ſelves. 

During this time, I had ſent Orders to 
my Bailiff in Irelazd, to fell my Stock, 
which in Sheep, Black Cattle, Corn and 
Horſes, might amount to about Fifteen 
Hundred Pounds, and to Collect the Rents 
that were due to me from my Tenants. 
But he being Negligent, I made over my 
Stock to my Brother-in-Law, Colonel Kemp- 
ſor, for Satisfaction of my Siſter's Portion, 
preſſing him to ſend ſome Perſon forthwith 


to take Poſſeſſion ; which not being done 


with the Expedition that was requiſite in 
ſuch a Conjuncture, Sir Charles Coote, with- 
out any Order or Pretence of Authority 
irom the Parliament, made Seiſure of all ; 
torcing my Tenants to Pay my Rents to 
him, and Commanding my Servant not to 
diſpoſe of any part of my Stock but by his 
Order : Only tour ſtone Horſes which 1 had 
bred,

bred, and were then in my Stable, were 
taken away by Colonel Theophilus Jones; 
theſe Men, who had engag*d in the ſame 
Cauſe, out-doing our Enemies in Rage and 
Craelty to. us. 

In the Convention things went Iigh, 
Men not daring to ſhew Moderation leſt 
1t ſhould be called Diſaftettion to the King ; 
but in private, divers Members of both 
Houſes declar'd themſelves of Opinion, That 
a General Indemnity ought to be granted for 
all that had paſſed, without any Exception. 
The Earl of Northumberland was heard to 
ſay, That tho? he had no part in the death 
of the King, he was againſt queſtioning 
thoſe who had been concern'd in that At- 
' fair; that the Example migtitbe more uſe- 
ful to Poſterity, and profitable to future 
Kings, by-deterring them from the like Ex- 
orbitancies. And the Lord Fairfax on that 
Subject plainly ſaid, That if any Perſon 
muſt be excepted, he knew no Man that de- 
ſerved it more than himſelf, who being Ge- 
neral of the Army at that times, and having 
Power ſufficient to prevent the Proceedings 
againſt the King, had not thought fit to 
make uſe of it to that end. Divers alſo 
. of the Commons moved that Limitations 
and Conditions might be drawn up, on 
which they {ſhould Conſent to receive their 
King ; *till at length finding that Mozk who 
had rhe Power in his Hand, gave ſtan 
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E Tntelligence of all that was ſaid and by 


whom, none of them qurſt inſiſt any far- 
ther on thoſe Heads. And that he might 
compleat his Treachery, when the Lord Say 
propoſed to him, that for the quiet of 
Mens Minds, an Act of Indemnity ſhould 
be paſſed, in which ſome of thoſe who had 
been principally concerned in the death of 
the King might be excepted ; He in a great 
Rage anſwer'd, Not a Maz; for if I ſhould 
ſuffer ſuch a thing, I ſhould be the arranteſt 
Rogue that ever lived. Yet for all this, 
under Colour that the Houſe might have 
better Terms from their King, by relying 
on his Ingenuity than by -Capitulating with 
him, eſpecially at a diſtance, he had the Con- 
hdence to move them, That their Com- 
miſſioners might be impower'd {imply to 
invite him into Ez2/azd. Which Motion 
concurring with the Opinion of the untore- 
ſeeing Cavaliers among them, and diiliked 
only by thoſe who had not Courage enough 
ro publiſh their Diſſent, for tear of expo- 
ling themſelves to a future Revenge, was 
taken for the Senſe of the whole Houle, and 
{o paſled. 

Sir Charles Coote having opencd the 
bloody Scene by the ſeizure of the Chicf 
Juſtice Coke in Ireland, a Party of the Staf- 
fordſhire Militia, Commanded by one Co- 
ionel Bowyer, thought themſelves ſufficicatiy 
Authorized to act in the hike manner ; and 
there- 
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therefore ' ſeized Major General Harriſoz 
with his Horſes and Arms, he having re- 
fuſed, upon Advice of their Intentions, to 
withdraw himſelf from his Houſe, account- 
ing ſuch an Attion to be a Deſertion of the 
Cauſe in which he had engaged ; tho' many 
Precepts and Examples might be produced, 
even from the Scriptures, to juttifie Men 
who endeavour to avoid the Cruelty of Ene- 
mies and Perſecutors, by removing them- 
felves where they may be protected. For 
that only can properly be called a Deſertion 
of the Cauſe, when Men diſown it to ſave 
their Lives, and not when they enaeavour 
to ſecure themſelves by lawful Means, in 
Order to promote it. But TI ſhall not take 
upon me to Cenſure the Conduct of the 
Major General, not knowing what extra- 
ordinary Impulſe one of his Virtue, Piety, 
and Courage may have had upon his Mind 
in that Conjuntture. Sure I am, he was 
every way ſo qualified for the part he had 
in the following Sufferings, that even his 
Enemies were aſtoniſhed and confound- 
Ed. ' 

The King's Party in the Houſe of Com- 
mons having got ſuch an Aſcendent, that it 
was no longer ſafe to oppoſe them, drove 
on furiouſly, and procured a Reſolution to 
be paſſed for ſeizing the Perſons of all tho: 
who had ſigned the Warrant for the Exc- 


cution of the late King; which though car- 
ried

ried with all poſſible Privacy, yet being not 
deſtitute of Friends among them, I had 
timely Notice of their Intentions : And be- 
cauſe I doubted not that the Houſe where I 
liv'd would be ſuddenly ſearched, T went 
to another in Southampton Buildings, belong- 
ing to one of my Relations, where I had 
appointed ſome Friends to meet me 1n the 
Evening, and to bring me an account of 
what had' paſſed at Meſtmin/ler. When I 
came to the Houſe, T found my Friends 
had been in great Pain for me; the time 
that T had appointed for our Meeting being 
paſsd by almoſt two Hours, through the 
Fault of my Watch. Upon the account I 
received of the State of our Afﬀairs, we en- 
ter'd into a Debate concerning the Courſe 
I ſhould take to -preferve my telf from the 
Danger that threatned me; and the Com- 
pany adviſed that I ſhould forthwith re- 
move from the Houſe where I was, becauſe 
the Entrance was in fo publick a Place that 
it was probable I might have been obſerv'd 


& at my coming in: For this Reaſon I con- 
© ſented to go immediately to the Houſe of 
= another Friend, which was not far diſtant, 
EZ and had a back Gate leading to ſeveral 0- 
E ther Houſes, with an intention to ſtay there 
= till Night, and then to repair to a more 


private Place in Loadoz, which had been 
prepared for me {ome Days before. Night 
being come, and I ready to depart, my 
Friend,

Friend, tho? not inſenſible of the Danger 
that might enſue by Entertaining me, would 
by no means let me go, alledging, That on 
the Night of that Day, when a Reſolution 
of ſuch Importance had paſſed the Houſe, 
the Watch in Loxdoz would not fail of their 
accuſtomed Diligence. 'This being ſecond- 
ed by ſome of my neareſt Relations, who 
alſo adviſed me to ſtay, I was contented 
to acquieſce; and the next Morning was 
informed that the Watch had hardly per- 
mitted any Coach to paſs into Lozdoz with- 
out {ome kind of Search. | 

The Order for ſeizing the King's Judges, 
not producing that ſudden Effect the Com- 
mons expected, provoked them to ſuch a 
degree, that they commanded their real and 
perſonal Eſtates to be forthwith ſeized in an 
extraordinary manner, contrary, I prefume, 
to the known Laws, which provide that no | 
Confiſcation ſhal} be made till atter Convi- F 
ction. But it ought not to ſeem ſtrange, | 
that thoſe who had ſo far parted with their Þ 
Prudence, to recal from a twelve Years Ba- | 
miſhment, the Son of a Father whoſe Head 
had been publickly taken off, and inveſt 
him with the Government of a Nation, 
where this had been done, ſhould be no 
more fſollicitous for the Privileges of their 
Country-men. 

The Houſe having received Information 


that Major General Harri/oz was brought 
Prifoner

Priſoner to Lozdoz, they order'd him to be 
ſent to the Tower, and that all his Horſes 
which had been taken from him by thoſe 
who had ſeized him at his Houſe, ſhould be 
brought to the Stables in the Mew/e, for the 


_ uſe of their King. Chiet Juſtice Coke being 


alſo ſent to London by Sir Charles Coote, was 
by another Order committed Priſoner to the 
ſame Place. 

In the mean time the Commiſſioners ſent 
from Ezgland to attend the new King, ar- 
rived at Breda, where Mr. Dezz:l Hollis, ac- 
cording to the InſtruQtions he had received 
at Weſtminſter to impart their Meſſage to the 
King, going about to execute that Order, 
was interrupted and ruffled by Mr. Hepry 
Howard, Brother to the Earl of 4razdel, who 
ſaid, It was inſolent 1n him to pretend that 
Honour, which belonged to another of the 
Commiſſioners, and named one that was his 
own Kinſman. But Mr. Hollis affirming , 
That the Houſe had entruſted him with 
their Complements and Pelires, the King 
thought fit to make up the Difference, and to 
ſuffer Mr. Holl;s to perform his part. Fifty 
thouſand Pounds were ſent over by theſeCom- 
miſſioners to pay the Debts of the King, and 
to equip him tor his Journey to England, to- 
oether with conſiderable Sums of Mony for 
the Dukes of Tore and Glocefter, Pivers 
private Perſons alſo had taken care to make 
their Preſents. Among others, Mr. Willa 
Lenthal, 
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(16) 
Lexthal, late Speaker of the Parliament, had 
commiſſionated a Friend to give the King 
Three thouſand Pounds from him, and to 
deſire that he might continue Maſter of the 
Rolls ; but the Perſon he had employ'd was 
told, "That the Place was already promiſed 
to another. | 

Whilſt theſe Things were doing in Hot- 
{and, the Houſe of Commons were prepa- 
ing a Bill of Indemnity with all poſſible Di- 
ligence, that it might be ready to paſs at the 
arrival of the King. They unanimouſly” 
agreed, That ſome of the King's Judges 
ſhould be excepted both as to Life and Eſtate, 
the remaining Diſpute being only about the 
number. Some propoſed, "That all might 
be excepted, others would be contented with 
Twenty, and many with Thirteen: But 
Mozxk who had betray*d them all, expreſſing 
his Deſires to be for Moderation, they were 
reduced to Nine, which that Boutefeu Pryz, 
contrary to the Orders of the Houſe, under- 
took to name. Yet I was ſo far obliged to 
him, that my Name was not upon his Lift. 
Monk at laſt prevailed with the Houſe to 
bring the number to Seven. 

Colonel Johz Jones, who had ated as a 
Member of the High Court of Juſtice, being 
walking one Evening at ſome diſtance from 
his Lodging to take the Air, was ſeized, and 
ſear Priſoner to the Tower by Order of the 
Houſe ; together with Mr. Gregory _—_ 
another 
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B19 
another of thoſe Judges, who had conceald 
himſelf at a mean Houſe near Grays Tr. 
But ſome Perſons having obſerv*d that bet- 
ter Proviſions were carricd to that Place than 
had been uſual, procured an-Officer to ſearch 
the Houſe, where they found Mr. Clemerr, 
and preſuming him to be one of the King's 
Judges, tho* they knew him not perſonally, 
carried him betore the Commiſſioners of the 
Militia for that Precinct: One of theſe 
Commiſſion ers, to whom he was not un- 
known, aiter a ſlight Examination, . had pre- 
vailed with the reſt to diſmiſs hi m; but as 
he was about to withdraw, it happen'd 
that a blind Man who had crowded into the 
Room, and was acquainted with the Voice of 
Mr. Clemeat, which was very remarkabie, 
deſired he might be called in again; and de- 
manded, it he was not Mr. Gregory Clement. 
The Commiſſioners not k cnowing how tO re- 
tute his Requelt, permitied the Queſtion to 
> ased; and he not denying himiclt to be 


the Man, was by that means diſcovered, and 


{cnt to the Tower likewiſe. 

Many of the Judges paſſed over into Hol- 
land and other Parts beyond the Seas, divers 
of them not without 5 reat Danger of being 
{urprized. Of theſe, . Cornelins Holland 
being at Colcheſter, in or Ger to depart wit 
the firſt occafion, the Mayor of the Town 
was inforn'd that a ſuſpected Perion was 
lodged at a certain Inn; and that they fup- 

C. poted

poſed him to be Major General Lambert. 
Upon this Notice the Inn was ſearched, and 
his Horſe with other Things ſeized at Four 
in the Morning: But Mr. Holland was al- 
ready gone Abroad to receive a Sum of Mony 
from a Merchant of the Place, who was to 
begin a Journey to London early that day ; 
and having received Advice of what had 
paſſed at the Inn, he was by the favour of a 
Friend convey*d out of Town, and by that 
means made his Eſcape. 

The new King being ſuddenly expected, 
great Numbers of thoſe who had been Of- 
ficers in the Cavalier Army, or were other- 
wiſe Zealous for him, procured Horſes and 
Cloths, for the moſt part upon Credit, and 
formed themſelves into Troops under the 
Lord Lztchfield, Lord Clevelaud, and that 
Apoltate Browz the Wood-monger, in order 
to attend him at his Reception. And News 
being brought that he was put out to Sea, 
Mozk, accompanied with a Guard of Horſe, 
marched to Dover, and received him at his 
Landing : The King embraced him, kifled him, 
and called him Father ; and it might be truly 
{aid, that in ſome reſpeQs they were very near- 
Iy Allied. At Cazterbary the King preſented 
him with the George and Garter ; the firſt was 
put on by the Duke of York, the other by 
the Duke of Glouceſter, And becauſe it was 
ſuſpected that the Army which had fought 
againſt him, might Kill retain ſome of rheir 
fOre 
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former Inclinations: It was reſolved that the 
King, with his Brothers, ſhall lodge ar 
the Houſe of Colonel Gzbboxs, one of their 
Officers, at Rocheſter. Many Knights were 
made in this Journey , and Bonfres were to 
be ſeen in great Numbers on the Road ; the 
inconſtant Multitude in ſome places burning 
the Badges of their own Freedom, the Arms 
of the Common-wealth. Moz/'s Army was 
drawn up on Blackheath, and by the bet 
Judges was thought to deſerve the Fool's 
Coar rather than the Souldier's Caſaque. 

The Lord Mayor, Sherifts and Aldermen 
of the City, treated their King with a Col- 
lation under a Tent, placed in St. George's 
Fields; and Five or Six Hundred Citizens 
cloathed in Coats of black Velvet, and (not 
improperly) wearing Chains about their 
Necks, by an Order of the Common Coun- 
cil, attended on the Triumph of that day ; 
with much more empty Pageantry which I 
purpoſely omit: But 1 muſt not paſs over 
the Folly and Infolence manifeſted at that 
time by thoſe who had been 1o often 
Defeated in the Field, and had contributed 
nothing either of Bravery or Policy to this 
Change, in ordering the Souldiery to ride 
with Swords drawn through the City of 
Lonaon to White-Hall, the Duke of York and 
Monk leading the Way ; and intimating (as 
was ſuppoſed) a Reſolution ro maintain that 
by Force which had been obtain'd by Fraud. 
C2 The

The Lords, with thoſe who fate in the 
Houle of Commons , received the King at 
WVWhitchall after this tedious Cavalcade, where 
the Speakers of both Houles loaded him with 
Complements; and took the beſt Care they 
could to make him believe himſelf to be the 
bett, greateſt and braveſt Prince in the whole 
World. His anſwer to them was ſhort, by 
Reaſon, as he ſaid, of his preſent Diſcompo- 
{ure cauſed by the great Acclamations he had 
received in his Paſſage, wluch yet he pretend- 
ed had been very agreeable to him, as they 
were Expreſſions of the Attections of his Pco- 
le. 
= Moſt of thoſe who had attended this Entry, 
finding the Streets through which they had 
paſſed to be full of People, returned to the 
City by the way of Holborz ; by which means 
[ had a View of them from the Houle where 
I then was. And, T confeſs, it was a ſtrange 
Sight to me, to ſe the Horſe that had for- 
merly belonged to our Army, now put upon 
an Employment 1o difterent from that which 
they had at firſt undertaken ; eſpecially, when 
I confider'd that for the moſt part they had not 
been raiſed out of the meaneſt of the People, 
and without diſtinction, as other Armies had 
been ; but that they conſiſted of ſuch as had 
enga ed themſelves from a Spirit of Liberty 
1n the Detence of their Rights and Religion : 
}ut having been corrupted under the "Ty- 


ranny of Cromel, and kept up as a ftanding 
Force

Force againſt the People, they had forgotten 
their firſt Engagements, and were become as 
Mercenary as other 'T roops are accuſtomed to 
be. | 

The Diſſolution and Drunkenneſs of that 
Night was fo great and ſcandalous, in a Na- 
tion which had not been acquainted with ſuch 
Diſorders tor many Years paſt, that the King, 
who ſtill ſtood in need of the Presbyterian 
party which had betray'd all into his — 
tor their Satisfaction, cauſed a Proclamatio 
to be publi{'d, forbidding the drinking of 
Healths. Bur reſolving, for his own part, 
to be oblig'd to no Rule of any Kind, he 
publickly violated his own Order in a few 
days, at a Debauch in the Mulberry Garden ; 
and more privately at another Meeting in the 
City, where he drank Healths to the utmoſt 
Exceis till two in the Morning. 

The Bill of Indemnity being not yet #- 
nithed, the Commons, out of a tender Care 
for their own Perſons and Eſtates, reſolving 
to make 1t ready with all Diligence, proce ed. 
cd to the Nomination of the ſeven Perſons 
who were to be excepted for Condemning, 

the late King to Death ; and ha ving —_—_ f 
that Major General Harriſon , John Lifle, Ei; 

and Willian Say, Eſq; ſhould be three of th: ſ 

Number, 1t was contrived that a I ctter hou 
be brought to Mozk at that initant(not without 
Suſpicion that he was the Author ot the ie- 
!1gn, to the end I might be inſerted) inform- 
C3 1136 
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ing him, that T was in Arms at the Head of 
ſeveral hundred Men, in one of the Iſlands 
called the Holmes, and had declared againſt 
this Convention. The Letter being commu- 
nicated to the Houſe, who were ready to 
give Credit to any thing of that Nature, had 
probably anſwered the end of the Contrivers 
of this Deſign, if ſomething, of which I was 
not inform'd, had not obliged them to ad- 
Journ abruptly. Yet upon this Alarum, one 
of my Friends in this Houſe, who had ſerved 
in the King's Army, and to whom I had 
been formerly uſeful at the time of his Com- 
poſition, came in a great {urprize to one that 
was his Siſter-in-Law, and alſo-related to me, 
acquainting her with the Report; and tel- 
ling her that he had engaged many Members, 
that were of the King's Party, to be for me; 
but that, if this ſhould prove to be true, nei- 
ther they nor he could poſſibly ſerve me ; and 
therefore deſired her to give me Notice with 
all Diligence of what had paſſed, that I might 
take ſome Courſe to ſatishe the Parliament of 
the Falſhood of this Rumour. She promiſed 
him to endeavour fo to do, and in the mean 
time aſſured him that ſhe knew the Report 
to be falſe. Upon this Aſſurance, which 
he immediately reported to the Party above- 
mention'd, I am inclined to belteve it chiefly 
came to paſs, that when they proceeded to 
compleat the Number of Seven, who were to 
be excepted both for Life and Eſtate, and had 
Al agreed

agreed that Colonel John Jones, Mr. Corne- 
tins Holland, and Mr. Thomas Scot, ſhould 
be added to the three before mentioned, a 
Motion being made by one Colonel Skip- 
with that I might be the {eventh Man, he 
was not ſeconded : So that another Member 
propoſing Colonel Bark/tcad, and no Man 
daring to ſay any thing either in Extenuation 
of the pretended Crime, or Commendation of 
the Perſons concerned, he was voted to fill up 
the Number. Chict Juſtice Coke, who had 
been Sollicitor to the High Court of Juſtice, 
Mr. Broughton who had been Clark, and Mr. 
Edward Denay their Serjeant at Arms, were 
alſo excepted in the ſame manner. And 
that no Means of gratifying the Paſſions of 
our Enemies might be omitted, having al- 
ready, under pretence that ſome of the late 
King's Judges were fled, order'd their E- 
itates to be ſeized; it was contrived by 
the Creatures oi the Court, who were a 
great part of the Houſe, that a Petition 
jhould be drawn and preſented to the King, 
to ifſue out a Proclamation for requiring all 
thoſe of the Jate King's Judges and others 
there named, to {ſurrender themfetves 
within the Space of Fourteen Days, under 
Pain of Exception from the Benetit of 
the Act, both tor Lite and Eſtate. 

This Petition having had its rife from the 
Court, and on that account received with Joy 
by the King, ſoon produced a Proclamation 
C 4 as 
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as had been deſired, which being publiſhed 
near my Lodgings , I heard the "Officer di- 
ſtinttly , as he read it aloud to the People. 
But I found it difficult to reſolve what to do: 
For tho* the Proclamation from Breda had 
declared the King would be ſatisfied, if ſome 
few Perſons who had an immediate Hand in 
the Death of his Father, might be excepted 
from the Indemnity ; yet finding Iumſelt now 
poſicſs'd of the Throne, *rwas vilible to all 
Men that he ufed the urmoſt of his Endeavours 
to influence the Houte of Commons to greater 
Severities than were at fir{t pretended ; : and 
partly for Rapine, partly for Revenge, to 
cxcept a great number of thoſe , who had 
taken part - with the Parliament, from any Be- 
nefit of the A& except only as to Life, their 
Eſtates being declared to be confiſcated to the 
King. Among thoſe who appeared the moſt 
baſely ſubſervien tro theſe Exorbitancies of the 
Court, Mr. |Wilian Pryzn was linguiarly re- 
markable, brin ging in a Claute for excepting 
all thoſe who had taken the Oath at the Coun- 
cil of State for abjuring the Family of the 
Starts, Which the Clark undertaking to read 
without any Order ot the Houle, Mr. Clerg es 
Brother-in-Law to Mozk, perceiving that V 1cc- 
Admiral Lawſoz would by this mcans be ex- 
cluded irom Pardon, and knowing that Moxk 
had engaged tO brins him off clear, molt 
ſharply” rcbuked the Clark for his Officiouſ 
with the help of his Friends put a 
{rop to that Motion. The 
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The Commons being acquainted , by Sir 
Harbottle Grimeſioa their Speaker, That Mr. 
William Heveningham, Mr. Simon Mayae, and 
others of the late King” s Judges had rendred 
themſelves into his Hands according to the 
late Proclamation, order'd them to be in the 
Cuſtody of the Serjeant at Arms attending the 
Houſe : Which when ſome of my Friends 
and Relations heard, they conſulted what 
might be belt ror me ro do in this Conjuncture. 
Sore were of Opinion T ſhould ſurrender my 
ſelf as others had done. Others were unwii- 
ling to adviſe in a Caſe wherein my Lite was 
concerned ; yet gave ſome obſcure Intinia- 
tion, that if they were 1n my Condition, they 
would not put themſelves into the Hands of 
their Enemies: And one of them who was 
not unacquainted with the publick Afﬀairs, 
gave it for his Opinion, "That I Thould by no 
means render my felt. Of this I received an 
Account 'by my Wite. But not being in the 
number of the Seven who were to be cx- 
cepted, and my Affairs by reaſon of the ſud- 
den Change altogether unſettled, I was wil- 
ling to improve c the preſent Opportunity, and 
v i might have no Favour 1n relation to my 
Eſtate, yet to ſettle at leaſt my private Afﬀairs 
as W ell as I could. Tothis endI inclined to 
iurcender my {elf according to the Prociama- 
Xe and drew up a Petition con a1ning - 
Subitance, That whereas TI | ha a cagazed wit] 
the Parliament on the bcha!t of the Common- 
w caitl, 
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wealth, and had diſcharged the Truſt repoſed 
in me with as much 'Tenderneſs to thoſe of 
the contrary Party as my Fidclity to the Par- 
liament would permit, Providence having 
order'd that the former Government ſhould 
be re-eſtabliſhed in this Nation, I thought it 
my Duty as a Member of the Common- 
wealth, to declare my Reſolution to ſubmit to 
the preſent Powers, that T might with the 
reſt of the good People of Ezz1aza enjoy the 
Benefit of their Protection. Having ſigned 
this Paper, and preſuming upon the Friendſhip 
of Mr. Arreſley, I ſent it to him by my Wife 
deſiring his Advice. But he being lately 
{worn a Privy Counſellor, and with his Con- 
dition altering his Manners, when he had 
peruſed the Paper, he delivered it again to my 
Wite and ſaid, That the Lieutenant-General 
was very good at drawing Letters of Recom- 
mendation. My Wite told him, That what 
was contained in that Paper was as much as 
my Conſcience would give me leave to fay ; 
and received for Anſwer, That then TI ſhould 
do better to ſay nothing ; which was not alto- 
gether without Reaſon; for ſome of thoſe 
who had petitioned the Houſe, and nor ac- 
knowledged themſelves guilty of a Fault, were 
for that Cauſe excepted, who otherwiſe, as 
Men thought, would not have been ſo 
created. 

There being ſome Relation between the 
Earl of Ormond and me, I directed my Wite 
ro 
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(27) 
to apply her ſelf to him on this occaſion. He 
received her with great Civilities, and made 
her large Promiſes, preſſing her with great 
Importunity to acquaint him , if I were in 
Enzland, But ſhe deſired to be excuſed in that 
Particular, as a thing not proper to be com- 
municated to any Perſon in ſuch a Conjun- 
&ture. In the mean time my Friend, whom 
T mentioned before, continued to adviſe that I 
ſhould not by any means render my {elf, af- 
firming that the Houſe of Lords would not 
fail to make ſome addition to the Exceptions, 
and that ſome of them had intimated that I 
was likely to be One. Being not a little {ur- 
prized with this Information, tho? the Rea- 
ſons above-mentioned inclined me to ſurrender 
my ſelf, yet I was unwilling to expoſe my 
Life to the Fancies of ſuch an uncertain ſort 
of Men; and therefore by my direction, my 
Wife went to Sir Harbottle Grimeſton, and 
acquainted him with the ſtate of my Afairs, 
and the Doubts which I lay under, of which 
he ſeemed very ſenſible, communicating his 
Thoughts very freely co her, and telling her, 
That 1t was his Opinion the Lords would reſt 
fatisfhed with what had been done; but if they 
ſhould not, it would be. the moſt horrid 
thing in the World, ſhould the Houſe of 
Commons agree with them 1n excepting any 
Man who had render*d himſelf : But withal 
acquainted her, That the Houſe was ſo com- 
poled, that no Man could undertake to - 
| what

what they would not do ; adding, That he 
ſhould dine that day with Mr. Hollis and 
other leading Men of the Parliament, and that 
he would inform himſelf from them touching 
that Particular, of which he would then give 
her the belt Advice he could. The time 
which he had fixed being come, my 
Wife went to him again, and was informed 
by him, That he had been with that Com- 
pany he had mentioned to her, and had found 


them all to be of Opinion that the Houſe 


would never be guilty of fo unworthy an 

Action; and therefore adviſed her to perſuade 

me to come in, giving her an Order under his 

Hand to ſecure me from any ſeizure in my 

way to him, and promiſing to ſpeak to the 

Serjeant at Arms to be moderate in his De- 

mands of Caution for my Appearance. Un- 

der the favour of this Warrant I went to a 

Place where divers of my Friends were, in 

order to feal ſome Writings for ſettling my 
private Afﬀairs, which was the principal Mo- 
tive that had prevailed with me to render my 
iclt; and having diſpatcl'd that Buſineſs, T 
went to the Speaker's Chamber ; who being 
not there, I took Mr. James Herbert, a Mem- 
ber of the Convention, with me to the Houle 
of the Serjeant at Arms, where finding that 
he had received Orders from Sir Harvottle 
Grimeſton concerning me, Mr. Herbert gave 
his Word for my Appearance, till I {hould 
procure Perſonal Security. "I his Engage- 
| ment: 
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(29) 
ment made me very uneaſie; for I thought 
my felf oblig'd, what-ever might be- 
come of me, to take care that Mr. Herber: 
might not ſuffer for his Friendſhip to me. But 
after two or three days I prevailed with the 
Serjeant to accept the Security I had provid- 
ed: They were, my Unkle Colonel Thomas 
Stradlizz, who had been conſtantly of the 
King's Party ; and by being engaged for ſome 
Debts ot his Brother Sir Eaward Straaling, had 
ruurd his Fortune : 'The ſecond was Colonel] 
Eawara Sutton, ore Knighted by the King 
ſince his Return, and who had no other E- 
ſtate than in the Right of his Wite : The third 
was one Mr. Etherizztoa, who had been Poi- 
ſefſor of a conſiderable Eſtate ; but for many 
Years paſt had not been worth any thing : 
The fourth was Thomas Aſhton, a Citizen of 
London, who had been my Taylor ; but was 
now intheſame Condition with Mr. Etheriz2- 
70a, Colonel Swttoz was Arreſted as he was 
coming to me, and by that means prevented ; 
Mr. Eiherington being furniſhed with a clean 
and, Hat and Cloak, paſſed without diſpute ; 
{o did Aſhton, and of Colonel Srradlizz there 
was no colour to doubt. I gave the two firſt 2 
little Mony, with which they were well pleai- 
cd; and I was abundantly ſatisfied that this 
Bulineſs paſſed thus over. 

When Sir Harbottle Grimeſton having re- 
ported to the Houle that I had render'd my 
ielt, and defired to know their Plealure con- 
Cerning 


(30) 
ccrning me; ſome of my Friends moved that 
I might be continued in the Cuſtody of the 
Serjeant at Arms, which being put to the 
Queſtion, was accordingly order'd. Whilſt 
theſe things were doing, my Lady Yaze told 
my Wife, that Mrs. Mozk had ſaid, ſhe would 
g0 upon her Knees to the King, and beg that 
Sir Heary Vane, Major General Lambert, and 
Lieutenant General Lzalow, might die with- 
out Mercy ; and one of my Friends who tre- 
quented the Court, aflured me, he heard Moxk 
{aying to the King, That. there was not a Man 
in the three Nations more violent againſt him, 
or more dangerous to his Intereſts than I was ; 
to which the King made anſwer, That he had 
been otherwiſe informed by many of his Par- 
ty, who had received Civilities from me in 
their Troubles. But that which made me 
moſt ſenſible of my Danger, was, that Secre- 
tary Maxrice, with whom T had been ac- 
quainted for ſome time, not knowing that I 
had rendred my {elf to the Speaker, told a 
Perſon whom he knew to be my Friend, That 
where-ever I was, I ſhould do well to be up- 
on my Guard; for if I ſhould be taken, I 
was a dead Man. 

Some Members of this Convention, who 
had engaged to do me all the good Offices 
they could, preſuming the Houle would pro- 
cced forthwith to impoſe certain Fines upon 
thoſe of the late King's Judges who had ren- 


dred themſelves ; and therefore defiring to lee 
a Par- 
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a particular of my Eſtate, that they might 
know '-how to moderate my Fine when it 
ſhould be debated, I drew it up as well as L 
could at that diſtance from my Papers, and 
ſent it to them. And now my Friends ſup- 
poſing my Buſineſs to go on proſperouſly in 
the Houſe of Commons, began to apply them- 
ſelves to the Lords on my behalf, in Caſe they 
ſhould add any farther Exceptions to the Bill 
of Indemnity ; and received Promiſes of Af- 
ſiſtance from all they thought fit to ask, ex- 
cept only the Earl of Northampton ; who ſaid 
to my Wive's Father, That I had been a 
great Enemy to the King : However, I made 
rhe beſt uſe I could of this time in ſertling my 
private Afﬀairs; and my Brother Kempſor had 
prevaiPd with my Lord Brozhil to write to 
Sir Charles Coote, that my Stock might be de- 
lIivered to him upon Security to be reſponſt- 
ble where it ſhould be adjudged to belong. 
But Coote was ſo iar from farisfying either 
his own Conſcience or the Lord Brozhi in 
this matter, that fearing T might be in a Con- 
dition to call him to account tor the Injuſtice 
he had done to me ; he wrote a Letter to the 
King, in which having firtt inveyed againſt 
me as the molt bitter of all his Enemies ; 
he informed him , That Gining with me one 
day at my Houte, I had ailured him, thar 
Crommel had not proceeded to Extremities 
againſt the late King, 1f I had not prefied 
him, and almoſt forced him ro ther Refotu- 
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tion: And for Confirmation of the Truth of 


this, he deſired that the Lord Broghil, who, 
he ſaid, had dined with me the fame day, 
might me interrogated. But when the King 

asked my Lord ÞB-ozhi1 concerning this B aſt: 
neſs, he proteſted, "he had not charged his 
Memory with any ſuch thing ; adding, That 
he thought it 093 a a Man of Honour 
to remember ar y thing to the prejudice of a 
Gentleman who had ſpoken freely at his own 
Table. 

The Army being not yet disbanded, the 
King thought convenient in ſome meaſure ſtill 
to cajeole the Presbyterian party ;and therefore 
Mr. Richard Baxter, and Mr. Edmund Caiamy, 
were appointed to be his Chaplains in Ordina- 
ry. But he could not forbear, on ſome Occaſi- 
ons, to diſcover his Contempt of the Men of 
that Sort, particularly when Mr. Cafe, who 
thought he had deſerved highly of the King, 
would have preſſed with his uſual freedom 
into his Preſence ; and being denied entrance, 
had fent 4n his Name, tho” in anſwer to his 
importunity he was admitted ; yet by the 
Carriage of thoſe who were preſent, and de- 
rided his Habit and unmannerly way of Ap- 
proaching the King, he might eaſily perceive 
how difagrceable his Company was in that 
Place. Yer the King having demanded what 
te had to fay, he told him he had a Word 
of Advice to his Majeſty; and going on to 
perſwade him to a Care of his Party, he was 
interrupted 
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interrupted by the King, who ſaid he did 
not remember that he had made him one of his 
Council. However, the Earl of Northumber- 
land, the Farl of Mazchefter, the Lord: Ro- 
berts, and Mr. Dewz:/ Ho lis, were {worn of 
his Privy Council; and the Earl of Manche- 
fter made Chamberlain of the Houſhold. But 
Mecuk, tor a Reward of his Treachery to 
thoſe 'who had entruſted him, not only re- 
ceived the Garter, but was continued to be 
General of all the Forces : : and obtained the 
Parchment Honour of Duke of 4/bermarle, with 
aivers Penſions and Lands of great Value. 
To theſe Favours was added the C Charge of 
Maſter of the Horie, which by the Induſtry of 
his Wite, who having been an Exchange-wo- 
man knew-how to drive a Bargain, was by 
the Sale of Places improved to the utmolt Ad- 
Vantage. 

Having acquainted thois who had a nw Cr- 
ed for my Appearance at the time w hen't ther 
centred into that Obligation, of my Intentions 
to withdraw my felt, if I ſhould find my 

Life in danger ; ; I took care at all times w hen 

the Houle w -45 litting, leatt Tt hould be ſurpriz 
ed and {eized by an Drs ler from them, to - Ay 
the Gates of my Houiz, which were divers, 
to be well guarded; and for the molt part 

retired to ſome other place during that time. 
When the Houſe was up, TI uled to take more 
Liberty, having daily Advice from ſome 

Members of what had paſled among them. 
D lhe 
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The Bill of Indemaity being brought to 
the Lords, a great Contention aroſe concern- 
ing the number of Perſons to be excepted ; 
the Widow of Dr. Hewet, with Mrs. Penrud- 
dock, and divers others ſoliciting them with 
ſuch importunity for particular SatisfaQtion, 
on account of their Relations who had been 
put to death, that they found themſelves ob- 
lig'd to appoint a Committee to hear their 
Demands. 'The Lords alſo were inclined to 
Revenge their own Order on the Perſons of 
ſome in the High Court of Juſtice, by whom 
{ome of their Number had been Condemn'd, 
and to except one of the Judges for every Lord 
they had put to death; the Nomination of 
the Perſon to be excepted being referred to 
that Lord who was moſt nearly related to the 
Perſon that had ſuffered. According to this 
Rule, Colonel Croxtoz was nominated by the 
next Relation to the Earl of Derby, Major 
Waring by the Kinſman of another, and Co- 
lonel 7 7tchburn by a third : The Earl of Dex- 
bizh, whoſe Siſter had been married to the 
Duke of Hamilton, being deſired by the Lords 
to nominate one to be excepted, in Satisfa- 
ction. for the death of his Brother-in-Law, 
named a Perſon who had been ſome time 
dead, of which ſome of the Houſe being in- 
torn'd, they called upon him to name ano- 
ther; but he ſaid, That ſince it had fo fal- 
len out, he deſired to be excuſed from na- 
ming any more. 'This Action, tho? ſeeming 
ro 
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to proceed from Chance, was generally &- 
ſteemed to have been voluntary, the Earl of 
Denbizeh being known to be a generous Man, 
and a lover of his Country. 

And now the Royal Party, in the Houſe 
of Lords, began to diſcover their Intentions 
to except all the King's Judges from the Be- 
nefit of the Indemnity, which was commu- 
nicated to me by Sir Johz Winter, Secretary to 
the Queen-Mother, in a Viſit he made me at 
my Houſe: He alſo inforn”vd me, that Sir 
Henry Vane, Sir Arthar Haſterig, and the Mar- 
quis of Argyle, had been feized and ſent to 
the Tower by the King's Order. In conclu- 
lion, he ſaid, That whilſt the King was treat- 
ing - with Mozk about his Reſtitution, and 
conſidering that T was then at the Head of the 
Parhament's Forces in Irelaza, he had ac- 
quainted him, that he had no greater difficul- 
ty to encounter than how to prevent me from 
obſtrutting the Deſign ; and that he would 
have given me any Conditions, to have been 
atſured of my Service: From all which Con- 
{iderations, he adviſed me rather to withdraw 
my felt, than to ſubmit ro the Mercy of my 
Enemies. 

Colonel Izzoldsby on account of his Service, 
in the Suppreſſion of the Party that had fol- 
low'd Major General Lambert, was not ac- 

epted from the Act ; nor Colonel tchinfor, 

though he had bin as Zecaious againit the late 
king, at the time ot his I'ryal, as any other 
42 © 
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of his Judges. But having joyned watlt 
Monk 1n his treacherous Deſign, he had ob- 
tained a Pardon from the King, whilit he 
was beyond Sea. It was agreed in the Houſe, 
That Colonel Aariaz Scroop and Colonel Laj- 
{els ſhould have the benefit of the Act, pay- 
ing one Years value of their Eſtates. Ma- 
jor Liſter was not inſerted, as was {uppoſed, 
by the Credit and Intereſt of Mr. William 
Pierrepoiat ; and Colonel Thomlinſon was ex- 
cuſed upon information given to the Houle 
by Mr. Seymour, that the late King, when 
he waited on him a Day or two before he Sut- 
tered, ſignified to him his Pleaſure, that the 
Colonel ſhould receive Favour on account of 
his civil Carriage to him, during his Confine- 
ment. But the Son would .not think this to 
be ſufficient for his Exemption ; declaring to 
ſome about him, that he ought of all Men to 
be excepted, becauſe he had an Opportunity, 
and a fair offer to let his Father Eſcape, which 
he refuſed. On this ground the Earl of Lzzch- 
field moved for his Exception : But the Earl 
of Brijto! being engaged for Thomlinſon, and 
preſuming to be better acquainted with the 
King's Intentions, undertook to reprove the 
Earl of Lzchfeld to iharply, that the Dil- 
pute had almoſt ended in a Quarrel. 

Theſe Conteitations and Delays in finiſh- 
ing the Act of Indemnity and Oblivion, made 
the Peopie not onlv murmur, but begin to 
GOubt, that nothing of that Nature would be 
paſſed 
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paſſed for their Security ; eſpecially, after the 
Earl of Brijfo! had made a Speech in the 
Houſe of Lords, which according to his man- 
ner of Oſtentation he cauſed to be Printed ; 
where after much boaſting of his important 
Employments abroad, he deſired that the Act 
might paſs with the Exception only of thote 
who had a Hand in the death of the King, who, 
he moved, might be more particularly deſ- 
cribed in another Bill to be drawn for that 
purpoſe. By which no Man could know 
whether he intended not, that not only his 
Judges and the Members who fate after the 
Year 1648. with thoſe who petitioned for Ju- 
{tice againſt him, but even all thoſe who had 
in any way contributed tro make War tor the 
Parliament {ſhould be excepted. Bur the 
Court having not yet disbanded the Army, 
would not venture too far in irritating the 
People; and therefore prefſed that the Bil! 
might be haſtned to a Concluſion. 

Great Endeavours were uſed by the Friends 
of thoſe who had been excepted in the Houſe 
of Commons, to procure them to bz omitted 
by the Lords: And the Earl of Letchfield 1ol- 
liciting the Lord Start9z for his Vote in the 
behalt of Lieutenant General Flzetwood, rc- 
ceived his Promile to that effect, on condi- 
tion he would cngage to be for me on the 
like Occaſion, Of this the Lord $:4rt07 1n- 
tormed me in a Viſit he and his Lady were 
pleaſed to make me in that Conjuncture.

Having obſerved which way the Lords in- 
clined, I drew up the State of the Caſe, as 
well as I could, of thoſe who had rendred 
themſelves upon the Proclamation, accompa- 
nied with ſuch Reaſons.as then occurr'd to 
my Thoughts, why the Houſe of Commons 
ſhould not agree to any Enlargement of the 
Exceptions made by them : 'T his Paper I de- 
fignd for the Preis; but having ſent it to 
Mr. Heary Martin tor his Opinion, he re- 
turned for anſwer, That nnleſs my Name 
were ſubſcribed, the Houſe of Lords would 
not fail to call it a Libel; and therefore ad- 
viſed that it ſhould be preſented in the form 
of a Petition, upon which I laid it aſide. 
Divers Meſſages were ſent from Whitehall 
by Hjade and others to the Lords, for the dil- 
patch of the Bill; but meeting with little ſuc- 
cels, by reaſon of many Obſtrudions that 
were continually laid in the way, the King 
came 1n Perſon to the Houte, and preſſed 
them to Expedition, thanking the Lords for 
excepting thoſe who had been the Judges of 
the King his Father; Who, he ſaid, were gazlty 
of ſach a Crime, that they could not Pardon them- 
ſelves, much leſs expeit it from others, By 
which he not only manifeſted his own re- 
vengeful Temper, and the little regard he 
had to the Promiſe he had made in his Pro- 
clamation from Breda, to refer himſelf whol- 
ly to the Parhament tor Pardoning what had 
been done during the late Troubles ; but his 
| 0D: ime 
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Imprudence in this fo early Violation of the 
Privileges of the Parliament, by taking no- 
tice of what was depending in the two Hou- 
ſes, before it came to be 1udicially prefented 
to him ; and by that means fomenting a Di- 
viſion between them concerning an Afﬀair in 
which he himſelf was principally interelted. 
He told them, * Other ways might be found 
to meet with thoſe who were of turbulent amd fa- 
ions Spirits; 1nfinuating, 1f I miſtake not, 
that his Intentions were not to be guided 
by the Direction of the Laws, but that he 
had ſome ſecret Reſerves to render the Act 
of Indemnity inſignificant ; concluding with 
defires, that they would be caretul to make 
Proviſion for his Iriſh Subjects, who had ma- 
nifeſted great Aﬀection to him during, his 
Exile ; expreſſing the ſame Zeal in the latter 
part of his Speech for the bloody Iriſh Re- 
bels, as he had done 1n the former, againſt 
thoſe who had dared to defend the Liberties 
of England. And by this means the Iriſh grew 
1mmediately to that Confidence, that one 
Fitz-harris 'publickly affirmed in V/eſfminſter- 
Hall, That they were the belt Subjects the 
King had; and for that reaſon ſhould be ſoon 
reſtored to the Poſteſſhon of their Lands; of 
which the Houle being informed, they com- 
mitted him to the Gate-hox/e ; but aiter two 
days, he was by the Prevalency ot the Court 
Faction diſcharged from his Impriſonment. 
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The King, who had not only an inclina- 
tion to re-eſtabliſh the Iriſh in their Eſtates, 
but had by a Treaty formerly made with 
them , obliged himſelf to that Condition, 
tound ro {mall difficulty to carry fair with 
thoſe of the Army, who were concerned in 
the confiſcated Lands. He was not willing 
to ſend any. one into that Government, who 
{hould be ungrateful to the Iriſh ; and durſt 
not employ ſuch as he and they delired, for 
fear of the Engliſh: For an Expedient there- 
fore, .1t was propoſed that the [Lord Roberts 
{hould be ſent as Deputy to Mot, who when 
he contracted to fell his Maſters, had deſired 
the Lieutenancy of Ire/azd for himſelf: But 
being told, that 1f he would have that Em- 
ployment, he muſt go over and execute it in 
his own Perſon ; he thought not convenient 
to accept it on thoſe 'Terms, apprehending 
that 1t would be no hard matter to Supplant 
and Ruin him in his Abſence. However, 
the Lord Roberts had the 'T:itie of Deputy, 
and was addreſſed by that Name ; bur finding 
he had only ſerved for a preſent Occaſion, he 
delired to be re-called from that Employ- 
ment. 

Finding my Friends to grow every day 
morc apprehenſive of the Dangers that threat- 
ned me, I removed from my Houſe; and on 
this Occaſion received a Signal Teſtimony of 
the Friendſhip of Chiet Juſtice Cote, who be- 
ins little Sollicitous for himlelf, ſolemnly pro- 
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reſted in a Meſſage he ſent me, That if he 
were in no hazard on this Occaſion, he would 
willingly lay down his Lite to ſecure mine, 
who, he was pleaſed to ſay, might be more 
uſeful to the Publick, than he could hope to be. 

'The Earl of Aztrim, an Iriſh Papiſt, and 
principally concerned in the Rebellion of that 
Country, had been ſeized at the fame time 
with the Marquis of Are yle, tho? for a diffe- 
rent Reaſon; the latter tor his Services in the 
Cauſe of Liberty and Religion, rhe former 
for unſeaſonably a{tirming, That the Iriſh 
were authorized by the late King to a& as 
they had done. Both theſe T.ords coming to }. 
Loxdoz to Congratulate the Reſtitution of the 
King, were ſent to the 7 over ; The Laird cf 
Swiztown Was allo made Priſoner, and ſcnr in 
Cuſtody to the ſame Place. "Phe cauſe of his 
ſeizure was at firſt reported to be for delizn- 
ins to Stab the King, as he was pretending 
to Cure the Diſeaſe called the King's Evil: 
But afterwards they changed their I.anguage, 
and gave out that it was for deicrting the 
Scots after the Battle of Daxbar, and read- 
ring himſelf to O/zver Cromwell, Sir Henry 
Vaze and Sir Arthur Haſſeriz were allo ſeized, 
under the pretext that they had endeavourcd to 
perſuade divers Officers of the Army to form 
a Party 1n order to oppote the prefent Power. 
Burt this ſoon appeared to be a Fiction, and 
that the delign was to take away their lives 
by any means; the King, when he heard 
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they were in Cuſtody, offering to lay a Wa- 
ger they ſhould not eſcape. Colonel Axtel, 
who had behaved himſelf honeſtly and brave- 
ly in the Service of the Common-wealth, was 
about the ſame time trapann'd by a Cavalier, 
under pretence of treating with him for the 
Purchaſe of ſome Lands, and ſent Priſoner to 
the Tower. 

The Lords being preſſed, as T mention'd 
before, to diſpatch the Att of Indemnity, 
came at laſt to this Reſult, touching the twen- 
ty Perſons propoſed by the Commons to be 
excepted from all other Benefit of the Act, ex- 
cept only as to Lite, That Sir Henry Vare, 
Sir Arthur Haſlerig, Major General Lambert, 
and Colonel Axte/, ſhould be excepted both 
as to Life and Eſtate; the other ſixteen to be 
made uncapable of any Office or Employment 
in Church or State. The News of this Re- 
folution being carried to the King by the 
Duke of York, the Duke of Buckingham, and 
Mozk, he openly expreſſed his Joy ; and when 
they told him, that the Chief Juſtice St. Johz”s 
had narrowly eſcaped, he wifted he had 
been added aiſo; of which Particulars I re- 
ceived Information by a Perſon of Honour 
then preſent, immediately after they had 
parted. 

* The next thing to be conſidered, was haw 
to treat thoſe of the late King's Judges who 
had rendred themſelves upon the Proclama- 
tion, which held no long Debate; thoſe who 
were 
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were inclined to do that which was juſt, de- 
cent and reaſonable, being far the leſſer num- 
ber: Yet the Earl of Southampton had the 
Courage to move, That fince ic was not 
thought fit to ſecure the lives of thoſe who 
had been induced to {urrender their Perſons 
upon the Faith of the Proclamation, they 
ought at leaſt to give them the like number 
of days for ſaving themſelves, as were ap- 
pointed by that Paper for their coming in: 
But Finch, who had formerly fled from the 
Juſtice of the Parliament, oppoſed that mo- 
tion, and ſaid, That by ſuch means the 

might be enabled to do more Miſchief (as he 
knew had happened in his own Caſe): Upon 
this, Mr. Thomas Challonzer, with thoſe of the 
Judges who had rendred themſelves, were 
pur into the Exception for Life and Eſtate ; Sir 
Henry Mildmay, Mr. Robert Wallop, the Lord 
Moanſon, Sir James Harrington, Mr. James 
Challozer, and Mr. Johz Phelps, were except- 
ed from receiving any Benefit of their Eſtates, 
and ſubjected to fuch farther Puniſhments as 
ſhould be inflicted upon them, their Lives 
only to be preſerved: Colonel Hacker who 
was one of thoſe to whom the Warrant of the 
High Court of Juſtice, for the Execution of 
the King had been directed, together with 
Mr. Hugh Peters, and the two Perſons who 
were in Mask upoa the Scaffold when he was 
Beheaded, were excepted by the Lords both 
jor Life and Eſtate. da | 
{ Ws. The 
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The Bill with theſe Alterations being ſent 
down to the Houſe of Commons for their 
Concurrence, {ſeemed unwilling to Sacrifice 
thoſe, who upon Invitation and Promiſe of 
Favour, had rendred themſelves ; and there- 
fore refuſed to conſent to the Exception of Sir 
Arthur Haſleriz, Sir Henry Vane, and Major 
General Lambert from the Benefit of the Act 
as to their Lives; ſome of them ſaying in 
the Houſe, 'That thoſe Gentlemen having had 
no immediate Hand in the death of the King, 
there was as much Reaſon to except mo!t of 
themſelves. Yet they agreed to except Colo- 
nel Daniel Axtet, Mr. Hazh Peters, and the 
reſt as deſired. And to ſhew their readineſs 
to gratify the Revenge of thoſe at the Helm 
with the Blood of as many as they could tind 
any Colour to abandon ; being inform*d that 
Mr. Johz Carew, who had not at all conceaPd 
himſelf, had been ſeized by a Warrant from 
a Jultice of the Peace ; that 115 Name being 
miſtaken in the Warrant, and the Officer re- 
fuſing to detain him mill that Error ſhould 
be amended, Mr, Carew had told him that he 
was, as he conceiy*d, the Perſon deſigned to 
be ſeized, and therefore acquainted him with 
the Place to which he was going; yet for 
all this (tho? happening within the fourtcen 
days limited by the Proclamation, and on the 
way to Lozdoz, where ſuc! Perſons were d1- 
rected to render thentfelves) the major part 


of the Houſe of Commons voted this not to 
be 
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be a Surrender, and excepted him both in 
Life and Eſtate. Mr. Gregory Clement being 
already a Prifoner 1in the Tower, was put into 
the ſame Condition: And Colonel Aaz:ar 
Scroop, tho? he had rendred hunfelf within 
the time limited by the Proclamation, and 
tho? the Commons had declared themſelves 
contented with the Forfeiture of a Years Va- 
lue of his Eſtate; yet upon information from 
that Renegado Þrowy, of ſome private diſcourſe 
between them, in which the Colonel, as he 
faid, had juſtified the part he had in doing 
Juſtice upon the late King ; they condemn'd 
him wi out a Hearing, and added him to 
the Exception both in reſpect to Life and E- 
ſtate : An Action of ſuch a Nature, that I 
ſhall forbcar to give it the Name it deſerves. 
But the King not fatisted with theſe Sacrifi- 
ces, greedy 0j Revenge, and forgetting his 
Meſſage from Þreaz, encouraged his Crea- 
tures 1n the Houte of Lords to in{iſt upon their 
Exceptions; but the Commons being averſe 
to break the publick Faith in every particu- 
lar, a Conference of both Houſes was appoint- 
ed; in which ſome of the lower Houle pret- 
ſing the Promiſe of the Proclamation, the 
Chancellor preſumed to aftirm, 'Fhart the 
Proclamation was only in tlie Nature ot a 
Sabpeaa : But the Commons were not latish- - 

ed with this Definition. 
Having received Advice from divers Per- 
{ons of Honour, That the Court was —_—_ 
Ec 
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ed that I had not been excepted, and that Rs- 
bizſon, Lieutenant of the Tower, had declared 
his Reſolution to move the Houſe that their 
Priſoners in the Serjeant's Cuſtody might be 
committe to the Tower, my Servants having 
alſo acquainted me that the Serjeant had en- 
deavoured to inform himſelf if I continued 
{till at my Houſe, I reſolved not to appear: *: 
any more in Publick ; and having the offer of | 
a Houſe near Richmond for my Retirement 
I went down thither, where I paſſed ſome 
days very quietly, and had the advantage of 
walking in the Park. Having one day made 
an Excurſion as far as Major General Lambert's 
Houſe at Wimbleton, T perceived Words to this 
effect written on the out-ſide of a Banqueting- 
houſe, The way to rain Enemies, is to atvide 
their Councils; which Leſſon had he practiſed, 
the Confulions brought upon the Nation had 
poſſibly been avoided. | 
Puring theſe Conteſts between the two 
Houſes, touching the Exceptions to be made, 
Sir John Bourchier, who had been one of the 
King's Judges, and had rendred himſelf with- 
in the time limited by the Proclamation, being 
ofa great Age and very Infirm, was permitted 
to lodge at a private Houſe belonging to one 
of his Daughters. In this place he was 
ſe1z'd with ſo dangerous a Fit of Illneſs, that 
thoſe about him who were his neareſt Re- 
lations, deſparing of his Recovery ; and pre- 
fuming that an Acknowledgment from __ 
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of his Sorrow, for the part he had in the Con- 
demnation of the King, might tend to procure 
ſome Favour to them from thoſe in Power, they 
earneſtly prefled him to gtve them that Satisfa- 
Aion. But he being Iughly diſpleaſed with their 
Requeſt, roſe ſuddenly from his Chair, which 
for {ome days he had not been able to do with- 
out Aſſiſtance; and receiving freſh Vigour 
from the Memory of that ACtion, ſaid, T 
tell you, It was a juſt Act; God, and all good 
Men will own it. And having thus expreſ- 
ſed himſelf, he fate down again, and ſoon 
after quietly ended his Life. 

The Court Party among the Commons, 
tho? they could not bring the Houſe to an in- 
tire Violation of the publick Faith ; yer fo 
far prevailed that they conſented to facrifice 
the Eltate and Liberty of Sir Arthar Hafleris ; 
and that Sir Hezry Vane, with Major Generat 
Lambert ſhould be excepted both for Life and 
Eſtate, with this Reſerve, That if upon 
Tryal they {hall be found Guilty, the two 
Houſes then to join 1n a Petition to the King for 
the Pardon of their Lives. But the Lords 
finding they could not bring the Commons 
to a full Compliance m the matter of Excep- 
tions, deſired another Conference ; which be- 
ing agreed, the Chancellor, atter he had en- 
deavoured to perſuade them, that the diffe- 
rence between the two Houles was rather 
in Form than Subſtance, offer'd for an Expe- 
dient, that no Sentence to be pronounced a- 

| gainft 
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S4inſt any of thoſe that had been added by 
the Lords, ſhould be executed otherwiſe than 
by Act of Parliament ; telling them he af- 
fured himſelf they would accept this Propo- 
fition, and hoped allo that none of the King's 
Judges, who after their ſurrender, might 
withdraw themſelves from their Protection, 
{hould participate of this Favour ; which laſt 
Clauſe I took to be particularly levelPd at 
me, having been informed that the Serjeant's 
Deputy attended with Souldiers, had very 
lately ſearched my Houle. 

At laſt the Commons, partly from Incli- 
nation and partly for their own Safety, con- 
ſented to paſs the Alterations as they had 
been made by- the Lords; (or rather by the 
King) wluch Bulineſs being over, the Houſe 
order'd the Serjeant at Arms to deliver thoſe 
of the King's Judges who were in his Cu- 
itody, into the Hands of the Lieutenant of 
the Tower, "They were Colonel Aarian Scroop, 
Mr. William Hevenineham, Mr. George Fleet - 
wood, Colonel James 1 emple, Mr, Peter 'Tem- 
ple, Mr. Henry Smith, Mr. Simon Mayne, Co- 
lond Thomas Whyte, Colonel Johz Downs, Co- 
lonel /izzcent Potter, Mr. Heary Martia, Co- 
lonel Edmand Harvey, Alderman T1/azc Pex- 
#ington, Mr. Gilbert Millinzton, Colonel Ro- 
vert Lilbora, Mr. Anuzujtia Garland, and Co- 
lonel Owe Roe, Sir Harareſs Waller, who 
had been in Frazce, returwd to Ezz/and upon 
rhe Proclamation and rendred humfelt; Lage 
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finding his Surrender not like to anſwer his 
Expectation, he had withdrawn together with 
Alderman Titchburz trom the Serjeant at 
Arms ; yet upon farther Conſideration, rhey 
both came in. So that when by Order of the 
Houſe, the Serjeant was called to give an ac- 
count of his Prifoners, and had acquainted 
them that I was not to be found, a Motion 
was made to add my Name to thoſe who 
were excepted both tor Lite and Eſtate : But 
one Mr. Srazuton a Member of this Houſe, 
and my Country-man, moving, that before 
they ſhould proceed to Extremities, they 
would examine the Bond T had given tor my 
Appearance, to ſee 1t I had broken the Con- 
dition ; they let it drop for that time, hoping 
that by this ſeeming Gentleneſs I might be 
perſuaded to ſubmir. 

Information of theſe things being ſent to 
me by the above-mention'd Mr. Swaztoz and 
Colonel Hez/ey, who was alſo a Member, I 
repair'd privately to Londor, in order to con- 
{ult with fome Friends touching the courſe E 
ſhould take in this Conjuncture. Upon which 
my Wite went to Sir /Harbottle Gr imeſton, then 
Speaker of the Houſe; and finding him till 
to perſiſt in his Advice for my Surrender, 
{he took the liberty to fay, That ſhe appre- 
hended great danger in that Counſel ; becauſe 
ihe thought thoſe, who to gratitie the Court, 
had already fo far reczeded trom their own 
Reſolutions, and permitted that Pertons who 
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had rendred themſelves upon the faith of the 
late Proclamation, {hould be excepted both 
as to Life and Eſtate, tho* with the Limita- 
tion mentioned, might juſtly be ſuſpeCted of 
being capable to be drawn yet farther; and F 
to conſent, that after they ſhould be declared | 
Guilty, an Ac& might paſs for putting the | 
Sentence in Execution. But tho? it were ſup- ': 
poſed that this Houſe would never be induced +» 
to ſuch an Action; yet they might be dif | 
ſolved, and the Perſons excepted kept in Pri- © 
ſon, till ſuch ſhould be procured to fit in that ' 
Place who would not be ſo ſcrupulous ; eſpe- 
cially ſince it was viſible that the Clauſe of 
Limitation was fo doubtful, that it might at- | 
ford a Pretence for interpreting it to be 1n- 
tended not only of this, but of any Parlia- 
ment thar ſhould think fit to uſc their Power 
againſt the Perſons excepted. "The Speaker F 
icemed much oftended with this diſcourſe ; F 
and going down the ſtairs with her, told her Þ 
he would waſh his Hands of my Blood, by 7 
alluring her, That if I would ſurrender my |: 
felt, my life would be as fate as his own ; F 
but it I refuſed to hearken to his Advice, 
and {ſhould happen to be ſeized, I was like to 
be the firit Man they would execute, and ſhe F 
to be left the pooreſt Widow in Ez2/ad. But F 
another of my Friends who was well ac-E 
quainted with the Deſigns of the Court, and Þ 
had all along adviſed me not to truit their Fa- Þ 
vour ; now repeated his Perſualtons to with- 
| draw 
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draw out of Ezelaud, aſſuring, that if T ſtaid 
L was loſt; and that the fame fate attended 
Sir Heary Vane and others, notwithſtanding 
all Engagements to the contrary. He added, 
that there was a defi7n on foot to ſeize the 
Eſtates of all thoſe vwho had been Out-law'd 
in the late King's time, of which number my 
Father having been one, 1t Wouid be difficult 
for me to eſcape Ruin on that account. 'The 
Advice of my Friend whom I had always 
found to be intirely ſincere, and knew to be : 
well inform*d of Afﬀairs, was of great weight 
to induce me to relolve upon departing from 
England; in which Refoitution 1 was confirm- 
ed by the fric adly Counſel of the Lord O/- 
ſry, eldeit Son to the Marquiis of Ormond, 
who with divers others that had obſerved the 
Inconſtancy and Irrefolution, to {ay no worle, 
of thoſe in _ Houſe of Commons in Sacri- 
hicing Mr. Carew and Colonel Scrop to the 
Revenze of the Enemy, concurr'd in giving 

the ſame Advice. 
The tune appointed for my departure from 
Enpland being come, ajcer i had ficitled my 
Affairs in the beſt manner 7 could, and taken 
leave of my dearcit Frieads and Relations, I 
went into a Coach about the clotc & the day, 
and paſſing through the Ciry over Lopdon- 
Bridae to St. Geor2r's Church in Southwark, I 
found a Perſon hs tO receive me with 
two Hories, one of which 1 mounted and 
began my Fournzy. My Guide was fo well 
E 2 acquainted 
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acquainted with the Country, that we avoid- 
ed all the conſiderable Towns on the Road, 
where we {ſuſpected any Souldiers might be 
Quartered; and the next Morning by break 
of day we arrived at Lewis without Interrup- | 
tion. On the Txeſaay fullowing, a ſmall Veſ- | 
{el being prepared for my Tranſportation, I | 
went on board; but the Wind blowing hard | 
and the Veſlel having no Deck, I removed 
into another that had been provided for me 
by a Merchant of Lews, and was ſtruck up- | 
on the Sands as ſhe was talling down to rc- 
ceive me. This Veſſel had carried over Mr. 
Richard Cromwel forme Weeks before, and lay | 
very commodiouſly for my Safety on that | 
Occaſion; for after I had cnter'd into Her 
to ſecure my {cif from the Weather, till T © 
might put to Sea in the other, the Searchers | 
came on board my {mall Veſlel to ſee what F 
ſhe carried, omitting to ſearch that in which ? 
T was, not {uſpecting any Perton or Thing to ? 
be in her, becauſe ſhe was {truck upon the 
Sands. But the Storm {till continuing, and 
the Men thinking not fit to put to Sea, we 
continued in the Harbour all that day and 
the night following ; The Maſter, who had 
uſed the Ports of Ire/aud whilſt T had been in 
that Country, among other things, cnquir- 
ing if Lieutenant General Laualow were not 
1mprifoned with the reſt of the King's Judges ; 
to which 1 anfwer'd, That 1 had not heard 
of any fuch thing. 
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The next.Morning we ſet Sail, and had 
the Wind 1o favourable, that we arrived ; in 
the Harbour of Dzepe that Evening before the 
Gates were ſhut ; where going athore T was 
conducted by the Maſter, to the Houle of 
one Madame de Caux to whom I was recom- 
mended, where I was reccived with ail pot- 
ſible Demontitrations of Civility ; the Gentle- 
woman leaving it to my Choice cither to 
continue at her Habitation in Diepe, or to £0 
to her Houle in the Country ; which Jait I 
choſe to do, as well that I might enjoy the 
liberty of taking the Air, as to avoid the 
Iriſh who were in great numbers in the 
Town, and who probably might hive tcen 
me in Jſrelaad when I lerved the Parliament. 
I had not been many days 1n this Place, when 
I received Letters from Ezgland with a Printed 
Proclamation incloſed, raking norice that I 
had withdrawn my {elf from the Officer”s 
Cuſtody, forbidding any Perſon to receive 0 r 
entertain me under pain of High Dilplcature ; 
requiring all Perſons to {eize "and ſecure my 
Perſon, and propoſing the Sum of three Hun- 
dred Pounds as a Reward tor thoſe who 
ſhould pertorm this Service. Thele Leiters 
accompanied with the earne[t Defires of my 
Friends for my removal co ſome Place more 
diſtant from Ezzland, obliged me to thin 0 
leaving that Place; and accordingly having 
prepared my {elf for my Journey, and _ L 
leave of the good Family where 1 jial by w 
[1 3 4\) 
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fo kindly received and entertain'd, I ſet for- 
ward for Geneva, and paſſing by Ronen, a 
place of great Trade and the Scat of one of the 
French Parliaments, I arrived 1n three Days 
at Paris. In this Town I viewed ſuch things 
as were accounted wort 53h paſſing ſeve- 
ral Days in this Exerciſe. The Logvre 
ſeemed to me rather like a Ga rri{fon than a 
Court, being very full of Soldiers and Dirt. 
I ſw the Kings Stable of Horſes, which 
tho nct extraordi rarily furmſhed, gave me 
more Pleaſure than 1 ſhonld have mecerved by 
ſeeing their Maſter, who tiunks jit to treat 

them better than his miſerable Þ *cople. ButTI 
loathed to {ce ſuch numbers of idie Drones, 
who in ridiculous Habits, wherein they place 
a great part of their Religion, are to be ſeen 
in every part, eating the Bread of the credulous 
Multitude, and Jeavi ing them to be diſtin- 
guiſhed from the Inhabitants of other Coun- 
tries by thin Cheeks, Canvaſs Clothing and 
Wooden-Shoes. 

Having made what ſtay I thought neceſſary 
in Paris, and taken Bills of Exch ange for 
Geneva, I departed for L.yoas in the Compar ' 
of a German Lord, from whom TI received 
great Civilities during the Journc y. Being 
arrived at L 1015, tho the reſt of the Company 
were examined, and obliged to give in their 
Names; yet, by I know not what Accident, 
nons of the Officers asked me any Queſtion of 
thor nature, but permitted me to go quietly to 
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che Inn that had been taken up for us, whery "C 
we were no ſooner enter?d, when divers Fry 
ars of ditferent Orders cr owded in to beg or 
rather command {ſomething ; one of theſe be- 
having himſelf in ſo lewd a manner, to a 
Youth who came in our Company trom 'P arts, 
as obliged me to ſhew my Reſentment of his 
Impudence. The next Day atter my arrival 
at Lyons, I fet forward tor Gene: Va, continuing 
my Journey without interruption, till I came 
to the Reclaſe, about {ix Leagues diſtant irom 
that City, where the King "of France main- 
tains a Garrifon, becauſe it lies upon his Fron- 
tier. Here I was informed they would examin 
us ſtrictly, and oblige us to lodge our Arms 
with them ; but they oriy defired M fony to 
Drink, which I will lingly gave. The ſame 
Day I paſſed the River Rys/ze, and underitood 
that I was then within the Territorics of Ge- 
zeva, Which was no {mall ſatisfaction to me, 
hoping I 1 night enjoy fome mealure of quicr 
in that free City, and perhaps the Socicry of 
ſome of my Friends and Countrymen ; divers 
of whom I knew had been necelſirared tO re- 
tire into Forreign Parts. 

At Geneva I took up my I tains in the 
Houſe of one Monſficar Pez7zo!, who having 
{erved in the Army of the Parliament under= 
ttood the Engliſh Tongue ; and having heard 
that Mr. Wan Cavicy an able and antient 
Member of +: \rliament had paitedthroug 121 part 
of Frazxce, | hoped to find him 1n this place ; 
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but upon inquiry, I was informed, That there 
were no Engliſh Men in the Town, except 
one Mr. Fe/toz and his Servant. In the Houſe 
where lodged, the Miſtreſs being an Engliſh 
Woman, 1 found good- Beer, which was a 
great refreſhment to me, after the fatigue of 
my Journey, and conſtant uſe of Wines, by 
which my Body had been much diſtempered 
with Rhcums. The next Day after my arri- 
val, I received a Bill of Exchange, incloſed in 
a Letter from Monſieur Marga, a Banker of 
Parts, for fix hundred Crowns, payable by a 
Merchant of Gezeva ; but having a conlidera- 
ble Sum remaining, of the Stock I brought 
with me from Lozdoz, and received no Advice 
of that Supply, I writ to Monſieur Mares, to 
keep the Mony in his Hands till I ſhould re- 
ceive Letters from my Friends. 

I had not been here many Days, before I 
was informed, "That various Reports had been 
raiſed, in Ezelazd, concerning me ; ſome ſay- 
ng that T had been taken as I was endeavour- 
1ng to make my Eſcape in a Duguiſe; others, 
That upon notice given that I was concealed 
at the Houſe of a Country-man, ſome Per- 
{ons coming to ſeize me, and offering Mony 
to that purpoſe, the Man of the Houle retu- 
{ſing the offer, had cauſed me to be conveyed 
from thence by a private way. 'Thete things 
Deng beheved by many, {crved to amule my 
Enemies, who {ufpettcd me to be {till 1n Eze- 
{azd, and doubting the Fidelity of the Army, 
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doubled their Diligence to find me out. But 
my Friends and Relations being adviſed of 
my retirement, were not at all diſturbed at 
their Proceedings. 

The Convention before their Adjournment, 
had referred to the King the things in Diſpute 
between the Epiſcopal and Presbyterian Par- 
ties, who in proſecution of their Defires, re- 
quired them to conſider, how far each Party 
could condeſcend for mutual Accommodation. 
The Presbyterians tinding the Tyde to be 
againſt them, agreed with the Biſhops in ma- 
ny particulars, deliring only to be diſpenſed 
with in wearing the Surplice, reading fome 
parts of the Liturgy and uſing ſome Ceremo- 
nics; on which Conditions they promiſed to 
ſubject themſcives to the Biſhops, as Super- 
intendents of the Church, it ſome Minitters 
might be joyned with them in the Act of Or- 
dination. Theſe Propolitions and Conde- 
{centions being communicated to the Biſhops, 
and thoſe of the Biſhops to the Presbyterians, 
it was ſoon perceived, by diſcerning Men, 
that theſe two Competitors for Ecelcefiaitical 
Power and Riches, would not be ealily brought 
to agree. However, the King thinking fit 
to temporiſe, as long as the Army was on 
toot, appointed a Conterence between the 
WuMſzgrceing Parties, at which he was pretent 
ia Perſon ; where tho the Biſhops appearcd 
as inflexible as before, yet the King, tor the 
Reaſon abovementioned, tiought convement 
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to Publiſh a Declaration, forbidding the Li- 
turgy, Surplice and ſome Ceremonies, to be 
impoſed upon thoſe who ſhould be unwilling 
to uſe them. Which ſhew of Moderation 
took ſo much with the Presbyterians, who 
were ready to ſtretch their Conſciences to the 
utmoſt, that they preſented their humble 
Thanks to him tor this Favour. The like 
method was obſerved to lay thoſe aſleep who 
had purchaſed the Church-lands, and who 
promiſed themſelves full ſatisfaction , accor- 
ding to the Meſſage from Bzcda ; Commuſſio- 
ners being appointed to that end. But after 
they had Sate once or twice, and heard bit- 
ter Invectives againſt the late Sales, as Sacri- 
tegious, the Purchaſers finding them for the 
moſt part to be of the ſame Opinion, were 
quite diſcouraged from any farther proſecution 
of that Matter. 

In the mean time the Bufineſs of the Coun- 
try Gentlemen who were Members of this 
Convention, was, during their Adjournment, 
to be aſſiſting in the railing thoſe great Sums 
of Mony they had laid upon the People; tor 
the Payment of which, the intended disband- 
ing of the Army attorded a moſt plaulible 
Pretence, that the Laws, as they ſaid, might 
run in their proper Channel, without impe- 
diment or controll : But indeed that the Vien 
in Power might deliver themlelves from the 
fear of thoſe who had reduced the Govern- 
ment within its proper Channel, and that the 
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Word of their King, with the aſſiſtance of 
an inconſiderate Party, might paſs for a Law 
without control]. 

The firſt Letters I received from England, 
after my arrival at Gezeva, informed me that 
Major General Harriſon, Mr. John Carew , 
Chief Juſtice Coke, Mr. Huzh Peters, Mr. Tho- 


as Scot, Mr. Gregory Clement, Colonel Aarian 


Scroop, Colonel John Jones, Colonel Francis 
Hacker and Colonel Daziel Axtcl being accuſed 
of having contributed 1n their ſeveral Stations, 
to the Leath of the King, had been Con- 
demned and Executed. "This important Bu- 
ſineſs had been delayed during the time that 
Mr. Love was to continue Sherift of Lozxdon, 
he being no way to be induced, either for 
Fear or Hopes, to permit Juries to be pack'd, 
in order to ſecond the Deſigns of the Court. 
2ut after new Sheriffs had been Choſen, more 
proper to ſerve the prefent Occaſion, a Com- 
miſſion for hearing and determining this Mat- 
ter, was directed to Thirty four Perſons, of 
whom Fifteen had actually engaged for the 
Parliament, againſt the late King ; either as 
Members of Parliament, Judges or Officers 
in their Army ; moſt, 1t not all of them, the 
Lord Mayor excepted, having been put into 
Places of "Truſt and Profit {ince the late Re- 
VOLUtiOn. 

Colonel Georze Monk being Commiſſionated 
to be of this number, was not aſhamed to ſit 
among them, any more than Mr. Dezz// _ 
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Z and the Earl of Maxcheſter, who having 
been two of the ſix Members deſigned by the 
late King for Deſtruction, before the begin- 
ning of the War, and therefore perſonally 
concerned in the Quarrel, had contributed the 
utmoſt of their endeavours to engage divers 
of the Gentlemen (upon whom they were 
now to fit as Judges) on that ſide, were not 
contented to abandon them in this change, 
but affiſted in Condemning them to Dye tor 
their Fidelity to that Cauſe, which themſelves 
had betrayed. Mr. Arthur Aznefley who had 
been allo a Member of the Parhament, whulit 
they made War againſt the King, was alſo 
one of this number. Fizch who had been 
accuſed of High Treaſon twenty Years before, 
by a full Parliament, and who by flying trom 
their Juſtice, had ſaved his Life, was ap- 
pointed to judge ſome of thoſe who {ſhould 
have been his Judges; and Sir Orlapao Bridgs- 
man, who upon his ſubmiſſion to Cromwe! had 
been permitted to practiſe the Law in a pri- 
vate manner, and under that colour had terved 
both as Spy and Agent for his Maſter, was 
entruſted with the principal management of 
this tragical Scene ; and 1n his Charge to the 
Grand Jury, had the Aſſurance to tell them, 
That no Authority, mo ſingle Perſon, or come 
munity of Mea ; act the People Colledtively or 
Repreſertatively, had any coercrve Power over the 
Ky2 of England. For Proof of which Atler- 
tion he cited Spercers Cale in the time of 
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Edward the 1T, And After-Ages may with as 
much Reaſon Cite the Proceedings of this 
Court for Precedents of the ſame kind. 

All Things being prepared, and the Court 
aſſembled at rhe Sefſion-houſe in the 01d Bailey, 
Sir Hardreſs Waller, Major General Harriſoz 
and Mr. Hevezizgham were order'd to be ſet 
to the Bar, where the Inditement being read, 
containing many ſtrange Expreſſions, it was 
contrived that Sir Hardreſs Waller (who was 
known to be a Man that would ſay any thing 
to fave his Life, and was prepared to that pur- 
pole) ſhould be firſt demanded whether he 
were Guilty or not Guilty. Which being 
done, he after a little ſhifting, according to 
the expectation of the Bench, pleaded Guilty, 
taking the Blood which had been ſhed during 
his Employments in the Army upon his own 
Head. But when Major General Harri/o 
was required to Antwer, he not only pleaded 
mot Guilty, but juſtified the Sentence paiſled 
upon the King , and the Authority of thoſe 
who had Commiſſionated him to act as one 
of his Judges. He plainly told them, when 
Witneſles were produced againſt him, that 
he came not thither with an intention to deny 
any thing he had done, bur rather to bring 
it to Light, owning I1s Name ſubſcribed to 
the Warrant for Executing the King, 'to be 
written by humicit ; charging divers of thoſe 
who fate on the Bench, as is Judges, to 
have becn formerly as active jor the Cauſe, in 
Which 
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which he had engaged, as himſelf or any 
other Perſon; affirming that he had not ated 
by any other Motive than the Principles of 
Conſcience and Juſtice ; for proof of which 
he ſaid it was well known, he had choſen to 
be ſeparated from his Family, and to ſuffer 
a long Impriſonment, rather than to.comply 
with thoſe who had abuſed the Power they 
had aſſumed to the oppreſſion of the People. 
He inſiſted that having done nothing, 1n re- 
lation to the Matter in quettion, otherwiſe 
than by the Authority of the Parliament, he 
was not jultly accountable, either to this or 
any other interior Court; which being a 
Point of Law, he deſired to have Council 
aſſigned upon that Head ; but the Court over- 
ruled ; and by interrupting him frequently, 
and not permitting him to go on 1n his dc- 
fence, they cleauly manifeſted a Reſolution of 
gratifying the Reſentments of the Court upon 
any Terms. So that a haſty Verdict was 
brought in againſt him, and the Queſtion be- 
ing asked, it he had any thing to fay, why 
Judgment ſhould not paſs, he only ſaid, That 
ſince the Court had retuſed to hear what was 
fit for him to Speak in his Defence, he had 
no more to ſay ; upon which Br:idgmaz pro- 
nounced the Sentence. And that the Inhu- 
manity of theſe Men may the better appear, 
I muſt not omit, that the Executioner in an 
ugly Drets, with a Halter in his Hand, was 
placed near the Major General, and continued 
| there 
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there during the whole time of his Tryal ; 
which Aion I doubt whether it was ever 
equalPd by the moſt barbarous Nations. But 
having learn'd to contemn ſuch Baſeneſs, af- 
ter the Sentence had been pronounc'd againſt 
him, he faid aloud as he was withdrawing 
from the Court, That he had no Reaſon to. 
be aſhamed of the Cauſe in which he had 
been engaged. This Sentence was ſo barba- 
rouſly executed, that he was cut down a- 
live, and ſaw his Bowels thrown into the 
Fire. 

Mr. Joha Carew was a Gentleman of an 
ancient Family in the County of Cormwall, 
educated in one of the Univerſities, and at the 
Inns of Court. He had a plentiful Eftate, 
and being choſen to ſerve in the Great Parlia- 
ment, he was elected into the Council of State, 
and employ'd in many important Afﬀairs; in 
which he ſhewed great Ability. He found 
the ſame uſage from the Court as Major Ge- 
neral Harriſoz had done, being frequently in- 
terrupted, and Council denied, tho? earneſtly 
deſired by him in thar Point of Law touch- 
ing the Authority by which he had aQed: 
When he ſaw that all he could fay 'was to no 
purpoſe, he trankly acknowledged that he 
fate in the High Court of Juſtice, and had 
ligned two Warrants, one tor ſummoning 
the Court in order to the King's Tryal, and 
another tor his Execution. Upon this the 
Court, who were well acquainted wath the 
Dit- 
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Diſpoſition of the Jury, permitting him to 
ſpeak, he ſaid, That in the Year 1640. a Par- 
lament was called according to the Laws and 
Conſtitution of this Nation: That ſome 
Differences arifing between the King and 
that Parhament, the King withdrew his Per- 
{on from them ; upon which the Lords and 
Commons declared — Here the Court 
being Conſcious that their Cobweb-coverings 
were not ſufficient to keep out the Light of 
thoſe Truths he was going to produce, con- 
trary to the Liberty they had promiſed, in- 
terrupted him, under colour that what he 
was about to ſay, tended not only to juſtifie 
the Action for which he was accuſed, but 
to caſt a Ball of Diviſion among thoſe who 
were preſent. But Mr. Carew going on to 
ſay, The Lords and Commons by their De- 
claration—— Judge Foſter interrupted 
him again, and told him he endeavour'd to 
revive thoſe Differences which he hoped were 
laid aſleep, and that he did 1o to blow the 
Trumpet of Scdition ; demanding it he had 
ever heard, or could produce an Act of Par- 
lament made by rhe Commons alone. 'To 
Lis he would have anſwered, but was not 
permitted to finiſh what he began to ſay, or 
hardly any one thing he endeavour'd to {peak 
in his Defence during the whole Tryal; Mr. 
Arthur Anneſley particularly charging him 
witi the Excluſion of the Members in the 
Year 216498, of which number he had been 
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one ; to which he only replied, That it ſeem- 
ed ſtrange to find a Man who fate as a Judge 
on the Bench to give Evidence as a Witneſs 
in the Court. Thele irregular Proceedings 
unbecoming a Court of Judicature, obliged 
Mr. Carew to addreis .himſelt to the Jury, 
leaving them to judge of the Legality of his - 
Tryal; and appealing to their. Confciences, 
whether he had been permitted to make his 
Defence. But they who were not to be di- 
verted from the Reſolutions they had taken, 
without any regard to the manner of his 
Tryal, declared him Guilty as he was ac- 
cuſed. 

Colonel Aariaz Scroop was accuſed for fſit- 
ting as one of the Judges in the High Court 
of Juſtice, when the King was brought to 
anf{wer as a Priſoner at the Bar, for ſigning 
one Warrant for ſummoning that Court to- 
gether, and another for the Execution of the 
King. He denied nothing of this, but plead- 
cd the Authority of the Parliament in his 
Juſtification ; denying that he had been acted 
by any Motive of Malice as the Inditement 
had untruly ſuggeſted ; and aſſerting, that in 
what he had done relating to the King, he 
had follow'd the Light of his Reaſon and the 
Dictates of his Conſcience. At this Tryal 
the principal Witneſs was that Brows, who 
having been Major General in the Service of 
tlie Parliament, and mention'd already 1 this 
Work to be of a mercenary Spirit, was now 
F brought 
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brought to betray a private Converſation ; 
and to depoſe, that talking one day with Co- 
lonel Adrian Scroop in the Speaker's Chamber, 
and telling him that the Condition of the 
Nation was ſad ſince the Murther of the 
King, the Colonel had anſwer'd, That Men 
had different Opinions touching that Matter; 
and being deſired by the ſaid Browz to explain 
himſelf, he told him, he ſhould not make 
him his Confeſſor. Tho? this Evidence be 
in appearance very inſignificant ; yet having 
influenced the Houſe of Commons, as I men- 
tion*d before, *tis not to be admiur'd if it took 
effect with a Jury in an inferiour Court, who 
taking every thing ſaid againſt the Perſon 
accuſed for ſubſtantial Proof, made no ſcruple 
of bringing; him in Guilty of Treaſon. 

Mr. '[ homas Scot was onthe ſame day brought 
toa Tryal, orrather to receive the Sentence of 
Condemnation : He was charged with fitting 
in the High Court of Juſtice at the King's 
Tryal, with ſigning the two Warrants above- 
mention'd ; and deſiring that the following 
Inſcription might be engraved upon his Monu- 
mument, Here lies Thomas Scot, who aajude'd 
the late King to die. Divers Witneſles were 
produced to prove theſe things; and among 
them Mr. |/i/l;amz Lenthal Speaker to the Par- 
lament, who, tho? when the King enter*d the 
Houſe of Commons, and had demanded of him 
the five Members, he knew how to anſwer, 
That he had neither Ears to hear, Eyes to ſee, or 
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Mouth to ſpeak except what the Hoaſe gave, could 
now appear as Evidence againft Mr. Scot for 
Words ſpoken in Parliament, which he was 
conſcious to himſelf was a high breach of Pri- 
vilege ; acquainting the Court, that the Perſon 
accuſed, had juſtified in the Houle the Proceed- 
ings againſt the King. Mr. Scot ſaid in his De- 
fence, that whatever had been ſpoken in the 
Houſe ought not to be given in Evidence a- 
eainſt him, not falling under the Cognizance 
of any Inferior Court, as all Men knew : 
That for what he had done in relation to the 
King, he had the Authority of the Parlia- 
ment for his juſtification : "That the Court 
had no right to declare whether that Autho- 
rity were a Parhament or not; and being 
demanded to produce one Inſtance to ſhew 
that the Houſe of Commons was ever poſ- 
ſels'd of ſuch an Authority, he aſſured them 
he could produce many. But having begun 
with the Szx02 Times, he was interrupted 
by the Court, and told that the things of 
thoſe Ages were obſcure. Finding he might 
not be permitted to proceed in that way, he 
took the liberty to tell them, That he could 
not ſee for what Reaſon it was not as law- 
ful tor that Houſe of Commons in which he 
had fate as a Member, to mate Laws, as for 
the preſent Convention which had been cal- 
led by the Authority of the Reepers of the Li- 

berties of England. IL had the Authority of 

Partzment, the Legiſtative Authority to ju- 
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ſtike me— Here the Court interrupted 
him; bat having no Reaſons to give, F:zch 
ſaid in a Paſſion, Sir, if you ſpeak to this 
purpoſe again, I profeſs for my own part I 
dare not hear any more: ?Tis a Doctrin fo 
Poiſonous and Blaſphemous, that it you pro- 
ceed upon this Point, I ſhall (and I hope my 
Lords will be of the ſame Opinion) delire 
that the Jury may be immediately directed, 
Mr. Scot replied, My Lord, I thought you 
would rather have been my Council, as I 
think *tis the Duty of your Place. But 1n this 
matter I ain not alone, neither 1s it my fin- 
gle Opinion: Even the ſecluded Members 
owned us to be a Parliament, elſe why did 
they, ſupported by an armed Force, intrude 
themſelves contrary to the Reſolutions of the 
Houſe, in order to procure the Major Vote 
for our Diſſolution ? 'To which Mr. Azzeſly 
anſwered, That it the ſecluded Members had 
not appeared in Parliament, and by that 
mcans put an end to all Pretences, the Peo- 
ple had not fo ſoon arrived at their Happineſs, 
Theſe, with many other things of equal force 
being {aid by Mr. Scot in his Defence, rather 
to juttifie himſelt to his Country, than from 
any Hopes of Conſideration from thoſe with 
whom he had to do; the Jury as directed, 
found him Guilty alſo. 

Colonel Johz Jones and Mr. Gregory Cle- 
»:nt finding ail that had been {aid in Vindi- 
cation of the things objected againſt the Gen- 
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tlemen who had been already tried, to prove 
ineffectual, informed the Court that they 
could fay no more than had been already al- 
ledged ; and therefore confeſſed the Fact, up- 
on which they were declared Guilty, as the 
Perſons before mention*d had been. 

On the Thirteenth of November, 1660. the 
Sentence which had been pronounced in con- 
{ſequence of the Verdict, was executed upon 
Major General Harriſoz at the place where 
Charing Croſs formerly ſtood, that the King 
might have the pleaſure of the Spectacle, and 
inure himſelf to Blood. On the Fitreenth, 
Mr. Johz Carew {uffer'd there alſo, even their 
Enemies confeſſing that more {teddineſs of 
Mind, more contempt of Death, and more 
Magnanimity could not be expreſſed. 'To all 
who were preſent with them, either in Priſon 
or at the Place where the Sentence was execut- 
ed, they owned that having engaged 1n the 
Cauſe of God and their Country, they were 
not at all aſhamed to ſuffer in the manner 
their Enemies thought fit, openly avowing 
the inward Satisfaction of their Minds when 
they reflected upon the Actions for which 
they had been condemned, not doubting the re- 
vival of the fame Cauſe; and that a time 
{ſhould come when Men would have better 
Thoughts of their Perſons and Proceedings. 

Mr. Johbz Coke, late Chief Juſtice of Ire/nna, 
nad in his younger Years ſeen the belt part 
of Earope ; and at Rome had ſpoken with uct 
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Liberty and Ahility againſt the Corruptions of 
that Court and Church, that great Endea- 
vours were uſed there to bring him 1nto that 
Intereſt : But he being reſolved not to yield 
to their Sollicitations, thought it no longer 
ſaſ> to continue among them, and therefore 
departed to Geneva where he refided ſome 
Months in the Houſe of Signior G70. Dioadati, 
Miniſter of the 1ra//a» Church in that City; 
after which he returned to Erg/azd and ap- 
plied himſelf to the Study of the Laws; and 
1n that Profefion became 1{o conſiderable, that 
he was appointed by the High Court of Jus 
ſtice to be their Sollicitor at the King's Tryal, 
TI have already faid, that he was ſeized and 
impriſoned by Sir Char/es Coote, who joining 
with Mozk in his Treachery to the Common- 
wealth, ſent him over to Ezg/azad, that he 
might ſacrifice him to his new Maſter, 1n Sa- 
tisfaction for the Blood of his Party which 
he himſelf had formerly ſhed. Being brought 
to his Tryal, he was accuſed of prelerring, in 
the Name of all the good People of Ee /aud, 
an. Impeachment of High 'Trealon to the 
High Court of Juſtice againſt the late King; 
That he had ſigned the {aid Impeachment 
with his own Hand; T hat upon the King's 
demurrer to the . Juriſdiction of the Court, 
he had preſſed that the Charge might be ta- 
ken for confeſſed ; and therefore had demand- 
ed Judgment from rhe Court againſt rhe 
King : But this Inditement being more par- 
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ticularly charged upon him in the three fol- 
lowing Articles, 


Firſt, That he, with others, had propound- 
ed, counſelled, contrived, and imagin'd 
the Death of the late King. 

Secondly, That to bring about this Con- 
ſpiracy, he, with others, had aſſumed 
Authority and Power to accule, kill and 
murder the King. 

Thirdly, That a Perſon unknown did cut 
off the King's Head ; and that the Pri- 
ſoner was abetting, aiding, aſliſting, 
countenancing and procuring the ſaid 
Perſon ſo to do. 


He anſwer'd, Firſt, That he could not be 
juſtly {aid to have contriv'd or councelled the 
Death of the King, becaule the Proclamation 
for the King's Tryal, even by the Contefſion 
of his Accuſer, was publi{Þ'd on the Ninth 
of January, which was the day before he was 
appointed Sollicitor to the High Court of Ju- 
ſtice. In the Second place, tho? the Court 
ſhould not admit that to be an Act of Parlia- 
ment, which authorized him to do what he 
did; yet he aſſured himſelf they would 
allow it to be an Order, which was enough 
co juſtifie him. Thirdly, That he, who had 
neither been Accuſer, Witneſs, Jury, Judge, 
or Executioner, could not be Guilty of 'Trea- 
ſon in this Caſe. He urged, that having act- 
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ed only as Conncil, he was not anſwerable 
for the Juſtice or Injuſtice of the Cauſe he 
had manag'd ; That being placed in that Sta- 
tion by a publick. Command, it could not 
be ſaid he had ated Maliciouſly or with a 
wicked Intention, as the Inditement men- 
tion'd; That Words {ſpoken do not amount 
to Treaſon, much leſs when ſet down in 
writing by the direction of others ; eſpecially 
ſince no clear Proof had been produced, that 
his Name ſubſcribed to the Charge againit 
the King was written by himſelf. He ſaid, 
that to pray and demand Juſtice, *rho Inju- 
{tice be done upon it, could not be "Treaſon 
within the Statute ; that when he demanded. 
Juſtice, it might be meant of Acquittal as 
well as of Condemnation; and that if it 
ſhould be accounted Treaſon in a Councellor 
to plead againſt the King, it mult alſo be Fe- 
lony to plead againſt any Man who may be 
unjuſtly condemn'd for Felony ; That the 
High Court of Juſtice, tho* now called Ty- 
rannical and Unlawful, was yet a Court, had 
Officers attending them, and many think 
had Authority, there being then no other in 
this Nation than that which gave them their 
Power; and if this will not juſtifie a Man 
for acting within his own Sphere, it will 
not be lawtul for any one to exerciſe his Pro- 
teſſhon unleſs he may be ſure of the Legality 
of the Eiftabliſhment under which he as. 
Thek and divers other things of no leſs 
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weight he ſaid in his Defence; but the Cabal 
thinking themſelves concern'd to prevent the 
like in time to come, and to terrify thoſe who 
were not only able but willing alſo to be em- 
ploy'd in ſuch Service, procured from the 
Jury a Verdict of Condemnation againſt him 
according, to their detire. 7 

The Charge againſt Mr. Hyzh Peters was, 
for compaſling and imagining the Death of 
the King, by conſpiring with Oliver Cromwel 
at ſeveral Times and Places, and procuring 
the Souldiers to demand Juſtice ; by Preach- 
ing divers Sermons to perſuade the Souldicry 
to take off the King, comparing him to 
Barabbas, and applying part of a Pſalm where 
tis ſaid, They ſhall bind their Kznzs in Chains, 
&c. to the Proceedings againſt him; affuring 
them, that it they would look into their Bi- 
bles they ſhould find there, That whoever 
ſheddeth Man's Blood, by Man ſhall his Blood be 
ſhed; and that neither the King nor any o- 


ther Perſon are excepted from this General 


Rule. He was alſo accuſed of faying, That 
the Levits, Lords and Lawyers muſt be taken 
away 1n order to eſtabliſh a Common-wealth; 
That the King was a Tyrant, and that the 
Office it ſelf was Chargeable, Uſeleſs, and 
Dangerous. Theſe, with other things of 
like Nature being ſworn againſt him, Mr. 
Peters {aid in his Defence, 'T hat ' the War be- 
gan before he came into Enzlazd ; Thar fince 
his Arrival, he had endeavour'd to promote 
ſound 
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found Religion, the Reformation of Learning 
and the Law, and Employment of the Poor ; 
That for the better effeCting theſe Things he 
had eſpouſed -the Intereſts of the Parliament, 
in which he had acted without Malice, Ava- 
rice or Ambition ; and that whatever Preju- 
dices or Paſſions might poſſeſs the Minds of 
Men, yet there was a God who knew theſe 
things to be true. It was not expected that 
any thing he could fay ſhould fave him from 
the Revenge of the Court, and therefore he 
was without Heſitation brought in Guilty. 
This Perſon had been a Miniſter in Ezz/azd 
for many Years, *till he was forc'd to leave 
his Native Country by the Perſecution ſet on 
foot in the time of Arch-biſhop Lad againſt 
all thoſe who refuſed to comply with the In- 
novations and Superſtitions which were then 
introduced into the Publick Worſhip. He 
went firſt into Ho!lazd, and from thence to 
New England ; where after {ome ſtay, being 
informed that the Parliament had reheved the 
People in fome meaſure from the Abules in 
Church and State, and defign'd to perfect that 
Work, he return'd to Ezz/azd; and in all 
Places, and on all Occaſions encouraged the 
People to appear vigorouſly for them. Ha- 
ving paſled fome time in Exgland, he was 
made Chaplain to a Brigade that was ſent 
againſt the Iriſh Rebcls, and obſerving the 
Condition of the plundered Proteſtants in that 
Country to deſerye Compaſſion, he went 1n- 
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to Holland, and improved the Interſt he had 
there with ſo good ſucceſs, that he procured 
about Thirty Thouſand Pounds to be ſent 
from thence into Trelaad for their Relief. He 
was a diligent and earneſt Sollicitor for. the 
diſtreſſed Proteſtants of the Vallies of Pzed- 
mont, who had been moſt inhumanly Perſe- 
cuted and reduced to the utmoſt Extremities 
by the Tyranny of the Duke of Savoy; and 
in Gratitude to the Hollayaers for the San- 
Etuary he had found among them in the time 
of his Diſtreſs, he was not a little ſerviceable 
to them in Compoſing their Differences with 
Exgland in the time of Crommel. 

An Order being made, that the Chief Ju- 
ſtice Coke and Mr. Peters ſhould die on the 
ſame day, they were carried oa two Sledds 
to the Place appointed for the Execution of 
the Sentence that had been pronounced againſt 
them, the Head of Major General Harriſon 
being placed on that which carried the Chief 
Juſtice, with the Face uncovered, and di- 
reted towards him ; which was ſo far from 
producing the deſigned Effect, that he not 
only ſeemed to be animated with Courage 
from the Reflection he might make upon that 
Obje&t ; but the People every where expreſ- 
ſed their Deteſtation of ſuch Uſage. At the 


Place of Execution, among other things, he 


declared that he had uſed rhe utmoſt of his 
Endeavours that the Practice of the Law might 
be regulated, and that the publick Juſtice 
PS 0 | might 
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might be adminſtred with as much Expedi- 
tion and as little Expence as poſlible ; and 
that he had ſuffer*d a more than ordinary Per- 
ſecution from thoſe of his own Protefſion 
on that account. - He ſaid he underſtood 
not the meaning of the Court, when they 
affirmed, That if the Lords and Commons 
had brought the King to the Bar, 1t had been 
Freafon in them ; and as to the part he had in 
the Action with which he was charged, he 
was fo far from repenting what he had done, 
that he was molt ready to ſeal it with his 
Blood: Here the Sheriff rudely interrupting 
him, he replied, That it had not been the 
Cuſtom 1in the moſt barbarous Nations, much 
teſs in Exgland, to inſult over a dying Man; 
adding, that he thought he was the firſt who 
> ever ſuffered Death for demanding Ju- 
ice. 

When this Victim was cut down and 
brought to be Quartered, one Colonel 7 arzer 
called to the Sheriff's Men to bring Mr. Pe- 
ters to fee what was doing; which being 
done, the Exccutioner came to him, and rub- 
bing his bloodv Hands together, asked him 
how he liked that Work? He told him he 
was not at all terrified, and that he might 
do his worſt. And when he was upon the 
Ladder, he faid to the Sheriff, Sir, You have 
butcher*d one of the Servants of God before 
my Eyes, and have forc'd me to fee it m 


order to terrifie and diſcourage me ; but God 
has

has permitted 1t for my Support and Encou- 
ragement. _ 

On the Sixteenth of October, Mr. Thomas 
Scot and Mr. Gregory Clement were drawn 
in one Sledd, and Colonel Adrian Scroop with 
Colonel John Joxes in another, to Charizg 
Croſs, in order to ſuffer Death as the reſt had 
done. Mr. Scot was a Gentleman who” ha- 
ving becn equcated in the Univerſity of Cam- 
brige, had lived privately in the Country, till 
upon a Recruit of Members to ſerve in the 
Parliament, he was choſen to be of their Num- 
ber; and in that Station carried himſelf with 
ſuch Conitancy and Zeal for the Service of 
the Common-wealth, that during the Inter- 
ruption of the Parliament by Cromzwel, the 
Country in which he lived, as a Mark of 
their Eſteem, choſe him to ſerve them as 
often as there was occaſion. When the Par- 
liament was a ſecond time interrupted by the 
Army, he held a conſtant Correſpondence 
with AMozk for their Reſtitution ; 1n which 
he was very Inſtrumental, as well by cauſing 
the Letters he received from Mozk, declaring 
hi. Reſolution to live and die with the Par- 
liaii.car, to be printed and publi{f*d, as by 
other Services. He had been ſeveral times 
choſen a Member of the Council of State ; 
and rhe Parliament being again reſtored, they 
appoiried him to be Secretary to that Board, 
and depured him for one of the two Commil- 
lioners they ſent to accompany Mozk in his 
march 
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march to Loydov. To this Gentleman Moxk 
folemnly ſwore at St. Albazs, That he would 
be faithful to the Parliament ; in confidence 
of which, when Mr. Scot had reſumed his 
Place in the Houſe, he undertook ſo largely 
for his Integrity. But when his Treachery 
was too manifeſt, he endeavour'd to paſs be- 
yond the Seas, and was taken by Pirates ; 
who having plundered him, ſet him aſhore 
in Hampſhire; yet by the Aſfiſtance of his 
Friends, he procured another Veſſel to Land 
him in Flazders, where he was no ſooner ar- 
rived, but he was ſeized by an Agent for the 
King. Don Alonzo de Cardenas, then Gover- 
nour of the Spaniſh Netherlazds, who had 
been Ambaſſador for the King of Spain in 
Erglana, during the Government of the Com- 
mon-wealth, remembring the particular Ob- 
ligations he had to Mr. Scot, cauſed him to be 
ſet at Liberty. Being freed from theſe Dan- 
gers, and afterwards finding his Name to be 
inſerted among, others of the King's Judges 
who were required to render themſelves if 
they expected any Benefit by the Act of In- 
demnity ; in confidence at leaſt of faving his 
Life, he ſurrendred himſelf to the Engliſh 
Agent within the time limited by the Procla- 
mation. And tho? he was thus enſnared, yet 
he was not unwilling to confirm what he 
had done, with the Teftimony of his Blood, 
which he did with the greatelt Demonltra- 


tons of Cheertulneſs and Satisfaction of Mind. 
He 
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He attempted ſeveral times to ſpeak to the 
People at the place of Execution, in juſtifica- 
tion of that Cauſe for which he was to Dye ; 
but thoſe who feared nothing ſo much as 
Truth, interrupted him {ſo often, that he 
found himſelf obliged to ſay, That ſarely it 
muſt be a very bad Cauſe which cannot ſuffer the 
Words of a dying Man. 

Mr. Gregory Clement being the next that Suf- 
fer'd, was a Citizen and Merchant of Lozaoz, 
who by trading to Spiz, had raiſed a very 
conſiderable Eſtate. He was choſen a Mem- 
ber of the Parliament about the Year, 1646. 
and diſcharged that Truſt with great Diligence, 
always joyning with thoſe who were moſt 
affectionate to the Common-wealth, tho he 
never was poſſeſsd of any place of Profit un- 
der them. Being appointed one of the Com- 
miſſioners for the Trial of the King, hedurſt 
not refuſe his aſſiſtance in that Service. He 
had no good Elocution, but his Apprehen- 
ſon and Judgment were not to be deſpiſed. 
He declared before his Death,” that nothing 
troubled him fo much, as his pleading Guilty 
at the time of his Trial, to fatisty the impor- 
tunity of his Relations, by which, he faid he 
had rendered himlelt unworthy to ye in fo 
olorious a Cauſe. 

Colonel Aarian Scro9pp was deſcended of an 
antient Family, and poiletied of a contiderable 
Eſtate. His Port and Meen was noble, and 
the endowments of his Mind every way an- 
iwcrable 
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ſwerable. He appeared early in the Army of 
the Parliament, being preſent and engaged at 
the Battleof Edge-hill, in the Head ofa Troop 
of Horſe, which he had raiſed. . He was firſt 
advanced to the degree of a Major, and ſoon 
after appointed to be Colonel of a Regiment 
of Horſe. He had been, for ſeveral Years, 
Governour of the Caſtle of Biol, and when 
the Parliament thought fit to {light that Gar- 
rifon, they made him one of their Commiſſio- 
ners for the Civil Government of Scotland, 
in conjunction with the Lord Broghil, Mozk 
and others. In ail theſe Employments he 
manifeſted ſuch Abilities and Fidelity, that 
the Parliament appointed him to be one of the 
Commiſſioners for the Trial of the late King ; 
in which Place he acted with all the impar- 
tiality that becomes a Judg in whom {ſo great 
a Truſt is repoſed, and who ought to be no 
reſpeCtter of Perſons. The hard meaſure he 
received from the Convention at Meſtzniz/ter, 
i have already mentioned ; 1t remains only to 
give ſome Account of what he ſaid at the 
Place where he {uflered Death, which was to 
this purpoſe, That tho he had been accultom- 
ed to be ſeen in better Places, and other kind 
of Circumſtances, yet it .being the Will of 
God he ſhould be brought into this Condt- 
tion, he ſubmitted cheerfully ; that he never 
had entertained Maliceagainſt any Man, and 
that he now wiſhed no ill either to the Jury 
who found him Guilty, or to the Judges who 

pro- 
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Yronounced Sentence ; or even to the Perſon 

y whole means he was brought to that Place, 
who, he preſumed, was ſo well known, that 
it was not neceſſary to name him. He faid 
he ſhould nor boalt of his Birth, or Education, 
or the private Conduct of his Life, becauſe 
he was going to appear before a Tribunal 
where all Men muſt come; and where the 
juſtice or injuſtice of every Action would be 
manifeſt, deſiring the People in the mean time 
not to think uncharitably of him ; for he was 
firmly perſwaded he ſaftercd tor the Cauſe of 
God and his Country. 

Colonel Jehz Jozes who next appeared on 
this Bloody "Theater, was a Gentleman of 
2 competent Eſtate in North-}i/ales, and 1o 
well beloved in his Country that he did con- 
liderable Service to the publick Caule by his 
Intereit 1n thoſe parts. He reduced the Itle 
of Azole/ey to the Obedience of the Common- 
wealth, and was ſoon atrer choſen to ſerve in 
Parhament tor that Place. He had been one 
of the Council of State, and inthe Year, 1650. 
was conſtituted one of the Commiſiioners of 
Parliament for managing the Civil Atjairs of 
Irelazd, This Trutit hediicharged during the 
courſe of divers Years, with gic:r Diligence, 
Ability and Integruy, in proviting for the 
happineſs of that Councry, and bringing to 
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erciſe of their Authority, after the long inter- 
ruption, they choſe him to be one of thofe 
eight Perſons, to whom they committed the 
care of the publick Safety, till they could eſta- 
bliſh a Council of State. Of this alſo he was 
choſen a Member, and ſoon after ſent by the 
Parliament to his former Truſt in Irelazd, 
where he continued till the late Change. Be- 
ing drawn to Charing Croſs on the {ame Sledd 
with Colonel Scrogp, the Gravity and graceful 
Meen of theſe aged Gentlemen, accompanied 
with viſible marks of Fortitude and internal 
Satisfaction , ſurpriſed the Spectators with 
Admiration and Compaſſion. 

Colonel Daniel Axtel was next brought to 
Frial. The chief Heads of the Inditement 
againſt him were, That he commanded the 
Guards both at the Trial and Execution of 
the King ; that he ordered the Souldiers, in 
a tumultuous manner, to demand Juſtice and 
afterwards Execution ; that he threatned to 
ſhoot a Lady, who from a Gallery that was 
near the Court where the King was 'Iricd, 
had contradicted the Preſident when he was 
Speaking concerning the Charge; that he 
{ent for and encouraged the Executioner, and 
that he had upbraided with Cowardice one of 
the Perſons, ro whom the Warrant for {ceing 
Execution done upon the King was' directed, 
tor retuſing to Sign it. And theſe, with ſome 
other 'T hings of leſs weight, were called Com- 
paſſing and Imagining the Death of the King. 
Colonel 
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Colonel Hercales Huncks, who was one of the 
Three to whom the ſaid Warrant had been 
directed; one of the forty Halberdiers at- 
tending the High Court of Juſtice, and one 
who had oppoſed with more than ordinary 
vehemence all thoſe who were for the King, 
was the principal Witneſs againſt him. Co- 
lonel Axte/ having firſt acknowledg'd his Ign: 
rance in, matters of Law, and therefore 
firing that no undue advantages might 
taken againſt him on that account, proceeded 
to ſpeak to rhis Effect; That the War was 
made by the joynt Authority of the Lords and 
Commons aflembled in Parliament, who 
claimed a Right of employing the military 
Force of the Nation tor the publick Saiety, 
as appears by divers Acts and Declarations 
publiſhed by their Order. This Authority 
raiſed an Army, made the Earl of Effex Ge- 
neral, then the Earl of Mazcheſter of the Forces 
of the Ealtern Aſſociation, and after that cre- 
ated and authoriſed Sir Thomas Fairfax to be 
General of all their Forces. Under this Au- 
thority, ſaid he, Tatted, which I conceive to 
be Legal, becauſe this Parliament was not on- 
ly called by the King's Writ, and choſen by 
the People, but alfo becauſe a Bill had paſſe, 
that they ſhould not be Diſſolved otherwiſe 
than by their own Conſent. Having this un- 
queſtionable Authority for my Juſtihcation, 
I prelume my Caſe comes not within the reach 
ot the Statute 25th Edwara III, which could 
G 2 by 
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by no means intend ſuch a Power as was not 
only owned and obeyed at Home , but ac- 
knowledged by Princes and States Abroad, 
to be the chief Authority of the Nation, by 
ſending Agents and Ambaſſadors to them. 
The Judges, who ought to be the Eye and 
- Guide of the People atted under them, divers 
of them publickly declaring that it was Law- 
ful and Juſtifiable to obey the Parliament. 
But if their Ats may not be accounted ſuch, 
tho? they carried that Title, and were obeyed 
by the Judges, Miniſters, Officers of State and 
the whole Nation; yet ſurely they cannot be 
denied to be Orders of Parliament ; which 
would be ſufficient to juſtify any Man who 
acted by them. This Parliament ſo Confti- 
tuted, fo Acknowledged and fo Obeyed, ha- 
ving made choice of a Perſon to be General 
of their Forces, I was by that General, 1n 
vertue of the Authority he had received from 
them, conſtituted an Officer under him : And 
theretore whatever I have done was as a Sol- 
dier and according to the Duty of my Office, 
for if 1 was in Weſtmiaſter-Hall at the time 
of the King's Trial, I was there by a Com- 
mand of the General: And if it be ſo great a 
Crime to have been an Officer in that Army 
which was raiſed by the Parliament, the 
Earls of Eſſex and Mancheſter, the Lord Ge- 
neral Fairfax, Moak and others who have acted 
by the ſame Authority, were no leſs Criminal 
than my felt. He cited the Declarations of 

the 
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the Lords and Commons, publiſhed when 
they engaged the People to take Arms, in 
which they aſſerted, That it was repugnant 
to Reaſon that the Judgment and Actions of 
the Parliament might not be a Rule and 
Guide to the Nation in their Duty ; and de- 
clared that the Perſons who ſhould act under 
their Authority ought not to be queſtioned for 
ſo doing : He therefore preſumed that an 1n- 
ferior Court would not expound the- Law con- 
trary to the Judgment of the High Court of 
Parliament ; adding, That if the. Houſe of 
Commons who are the Repreſentatives of 
the whole Nation, may be Guilty of 'Trea- 
ſon, it will follow that all the People of Ez- 
lana, who chole them, are guilty alſo, and 
then where will a Jury be found to try this 
Cauſe 2 My Commullion 1s dated the 27th 
of March, 1648. ten Months before the King's 
Death. The Commiſſton by which General 
Fairfax was authoriſed to give mine to me, 
he received trom the Lords and Commons 
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my Duty in going to my Regiment : For if 
the General ſays, go to ſuch a Place and itay 
there, 1ifI refuſe, by the Law of Arms I am 
to Dye. But if I obey, it ſeerns Lamain dan- 
ger alſo, The Quettion therefore in Law, 
1 humbly conceive, will be this, and I delire 
it may be truly and fairly ſtated, Mhether a 
Map who is 2uided by the Tudement of the Lords 
a4 Commons aſſembled in Parliament, actins 
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only according to that JTudement of Parliament, 
aud under their Authority can be queſtioned for 
Treaſon? To this the Council anſwering , 
That he was not accuſed of levying War, 
but of aiſiſting at the Tryal and Execution of 
the King, and encouraging the Souldiers to 
clamour for Juſtice and Execution ; the Co- 
lonel replied, That he was no more Guil- 
ty than the General, that his Preſence in 
We/{minſter - Hall was not Voluntary, and 
that he was there by Command. This he 
preſſed ſo home upon the Court, appeal- 
ing to themſelves for their Judgment in the 
Caſe, that they were neceſſitated to fly to 
their old Refuge of queſtioning the Autho- 
rity by which he had ated. To the reſt 
of the Evidence he ſaid, That if any Lady 
had talked aloud during the time of the 
the King's Tryal, to the Interruption and 
Diſturbance of the Court, he ſuppoſed it 
was no Treaſon to bid her hold her Tongue ; 
That if he ſmiled, as Colonel Temple de- 
pos'd, it could not amount to ſo great a 
Crime; That if ſome Souldiers did cry out 
Tuſtice, it was not by his Inſtigation ; yet 
he hoped that to defire Juſtice, which is 
one of the principal Attributes of God, is 
no Treaſon. Having faid theſe with many 
other things in Iis Detence, he addreſs'd him- 
{clf -to the Jury, and acquainted them that 
he left his Caſe and his Life in their Hands. 
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In anfwer to theſe Arguments, Bridemay, 
who was Preſident of this Aſſembly, content- 
ed himſelf with repeating that ſtrange and 
unheard of Doctrin, That mo Perſon whatſo- 
ever, nor Community, not the People. either col- 
leftively. or repreſentatively, have any coerciue 
Power over the Kjng. For this he quoted 
ſome Precedents as little to the purpoſe as the 
Aſſertion it ſelf, and then concluded the Caſe 
to be ſo clear, that the Jury needed not to 
ſtir from the Bar. It ſoon appear'd that he 
knew the Men, for they fully anſwered his 
Expectations; and as they were direCted, 
without any difficulty, declared Colonel A4x- 
tel to be Guilty of the "Treaſon with which 
he had been charged. 

Colonel Francis Hacker being appointed to 
appear alſo in this Tragical Scene, he was 
brought to the Bar ; where an Inditement for 
compaſſing and imagining the Death of the 
King was read againit him, and to prove the 
Accuſation Witneſſes were produced, who 
depos'd, that he was one of the Perſons that 
were upon the Guard and kept the King Pri- 
{oner ; That the Warrant for ſ{ceing the Sen- 
tence that had been pronounced by the High 
Court of Juſtice againſt the King put in Exe- 
cution, was directed to him with others ; That 
in Proſecution of that Commiſſion, he had 
Gerd a Warrant for Executing the King ; And 
that he took the King, by vertue of the War- 
rant he had received, out of the Cuſtody of 
"0-4 Colonel 
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Colonel Thomlinſon, and conducted him to 
the Scaffold on which he had been put to 
Death. Colonel Hacker excepted not againſt 
any of the Jury, finding all of them to be 
of the ſame Stamp ; and faid little more in 
his Defence than that he had aftcd by the 
command of his Superiours, and that he had 
always endeavoured to ſerve his Country in 
gn his publick Actions; fo that his I ryal was 
quickly difpatcivd, and he declared Guilty of 
High Treafon. He was a Gentleman of a 
conſiderable Eſtate, derived to him from his 
Anceſtors, who lived in the County ol Lezceſter : 
He had paſied through ſeveral iJegrecs of 
Command in the Service of the Pa cliament, 
and particularly diſtinguifyd himlelt ar the 
Battle of Worceſter, in the Head ot a Regi- 
ment of Horſe which he had raiſed oa that 
occaſion for the Defence of his Country : He 
refuſed his Aſſiſtance to ſupport the Ulurpa- 
tion of Mr. Richard Cromwell, tho? he had 
forced a Knight-hood, as tis call d, upon him, 
and preſented him with two Swords, refu- 
{ing to obey his Orders, and joining with the 
Common - weals b Party in his Depoſition : 
He had continued in the Command of his Re- 
giment till he was taken in Cuſtody, having 
had Afſurances from 51924, that he ihould be 
fully indemnified, So that when le came to 
London, he made a Vit to 449k, and was 
——_ with all the A ppcarances of Friend- 
thip and Aﬀeftion. BPyr che next day after 
he 
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he had been thus careſſed, he was ſeized, ex- 
amined and ſent to the owe. 

Colonel Dazxte! Axtel had been Captain, 
Major and Lieutenant Colonel in a Regiment 
of Foot ; in the laſt of which Employments 
he had aſſiſted at the Tryal and Execution of 
the late King. When Lieutenant General 
Cromwell was {ent by the Parhament into Tre- 
land with an Army againit the Rebels, and 
the Regiment in which Colonel Axte/ ſerved 
was drawn out by Lot for that Expedition, 
he cheerfully undertook the Employment ; 
and for his Fidelity, Courage and Condu&t, 
was ſoon preterred to the Head of a Regi- 
ment ; and not long after was made Gover- 
nour of Kzlkexay and the adjacent PrecinCE, 
which important Truft he diſcharged with 
Diligence and Succeſs. In this Station he 
ſhewed a more than ordinary Zeal in puniſh- 
ing thoſe Iriſh who had been guilty of mur- 
dering the Proteſtants; and on this account, 
as well as for what he had done 1n relation 
to the late King, the Court had procured 
him to be excepted out of the Act of Indem- 
nity. 

Captain Milliam Hewlet was alſo accuſed 
and tried for cutting, of the King's Head, or 
at leaſt for being one of che Perſons that ſtood 
Masd upon the Scattold during his Execu- 
tion ; and tho? divers creditable Witneſſes de- 
pos'd, that Gregory Bandon, who was common 
Hangman, had contefled and owned to have 
EX 
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executed the King ; yet the Jury found him 
Guilty of the Indictment. But the Court be- 
ing ſenſible of the injury done to him, pro- 
cured his Reprieve. 

Thoſe whom I mention'd before to have 
been excepted both for Life and Eſtate, with 
a reſerve, that if upon Tryal they ſhould be 
found Guilty, Sentence of Death ſhould not 
be executed againſt any of them except by 
Act of Parliament, were brought to be tried 
before this Court ; where ſome of them plead- 
ed Guilty ſimply ; but others, tho they ac- 
knowledged the Guilt, denied the Malice ; 
and ſome confefling the FaQt, denied the Guilt. 
Of this laſt Number was Colonel Hezry Mar- 
tin, of whoſe Tryal I ſhall only mention 
ſome few of the mott remarkable Paſſages, and 
ſo leave this melancholy Subject: For if I 
ſhould give an 'account, tho? with all pol- 
fible brevity, of what paſſed in the Court 
during - their Seſſion, together with what 
might be neceſſary to ſay concerning the Per- 
ſons accuſed, I ſhould be carried too far from 
my Purpoſe. Colonel Henry Martiz was 
charged with Signing and Scaling the Precept 
for tummoning the High Court of Juſtice ; 
with Signing the Warrant for Executing the 
King; with ſitting in Court almoſt every 
day of his Tryal, and particularly that on 
which he received the Sentence of Death. 
Totheſe things he anſwered, That he declined 
a9t to acknowledge the Matter of Fact that 
Was 
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was alledged againſt him, the Malice im- 
puted to him by the Indictment ſet aſide. 
Upon which, being told by one of the Coun- 


| cil, That he ſeem?d to be of Opinion, that 
a Man might fit and adjudge a King to 


Death, and ſign a Warrant for his Execution, 
meekly, innocently, charitably and honeſtly. 
He anſwer'd, that tho? he ſhould not com- 
pare his Knowledge in the Law with that of 
ſuch a learned Gentleman ; yet according to 
that little Underſtanding he had been capa- 


| ble of acquiring, he preſumed, That wo Katt 
could be named, which in it ſelf is 4 Crime, but 
= only as it is cireamflantiated; and to make good 
E that Aſertion, gave ſeveral Inſtances. But 
* the Council to prove that he had ated Ma- 


liciouſly, produced a Perſon who depos'd, 
that he ſigned the Warrant merrily and in a 


| jeſting way, as he was rallying with Lieute- 


nant General Cromwel/, To which he replt- 
ed, That ſuch a way of doing a thing does 
by no means imply Malice. 'Lhe Council 
finding their Inſinuations and Aggravations 
of the Charge againſt him {ſo eafily blown a- 
way by theſe and other Anſwers, made up 
with Paſſion what they wanted in the weight 
of Reaſon ; the Sollicitor General exclaimins, 
That all good People abhorr d the Action ; and that 
he was ſorry to ſee ſo little Repentance. To this 
the Colonel only ſaid, He hoped that what 
was urged by the Council, would not make 
that Impreſſion upon the Court and Jury as 

lcem'd 
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feem*d to be defign'd; and that if it were 
poſſible for that Blood to be in the Veins a- 
g4in, and every drop of that which was ſhed 
in the late Wars, he could wiſh it with all 
his Heart: But he preſumed 1t might be 
iawful to ſay in his own Detence, That what 
he did, he thought at that time he might do, 
There was, ſaid he, a Houſe of Commons 
as I underſtood it to be, tho? perhaps Your 
Lordſhips think them not to have been a 
Houſe of Commons: However, they were 
then the ſupreme Authority in Erg/azd, and 
acknowledged and reputed ſo to be both at 
Home and Abroad ; I ſuppole he who gives 
Obedience to the Authority ae fat#o 1n being, 
ſufficiently ſhews himſelf to be of a peaceable 
Temper, and far froma 'I raytor : T here was 
a Statute made in the time of Hezry the VIE. 
£0 indemnify all thoſe who ſhould take Arms 
for a King ae fatto, tho? he were not 1o ae 
jare. And if a ſupreme Officer de fatto can 
juitifie a War, I preſume the ſupreme Au- 
thority in Ezzland, tho? de facto only, may 
juitifie a Court of Judicature. If it ſhould 
be faid, That the Authority by which we 
acted was only one Eſtate of three, and but 
part of that; I anſwer, It was all that was 
then Exiſting. And I have heard Lawyers 
ſay, That 1it there be Commons appurtenant 
to a Tenement, and that the 'Tenement be 
all burnt down except one {mall Stick, the 


Commons itill belong to that ſmall Piece as 
| much 
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much as when the Tenement was all ſtanding. 
I ſhall alſo humbly offer it ro Conſideration, 
whether the late King for ſome time before his 
Tfial, could truly and properly be called a 
King, who was not in the Execution of his 
Office, but made a Priſoner, and no way con- 
cern'd in the Adminiſtration of Publick Afairs. 
But notwithſtanding theſe and divers other 
things which he ſaid in his Defence with as 
much Preſence of Mind as Solidity of Argu- 
ment, he was brought in Guilty of the Treafon 
tor which he had been accuſed ; in purſuance 
of which VerdiQ, the Sentence of Condemna- 
tion was paſſed againſt him, the Convention 
making no Proviſion for {ecuring the Lives 
either of him or the reſt of the Gentlemen 
that had been decoy'd into a Surrender of 
their Perſons, tho” they had 1mplicitely pro- 
miſed them Favour. 

The Army that had .ſo long ſtood in the 
way of the Court, was now wholly disband- 
ed, except only Mozk's Regiment of Foot ; 
and that was balanced by a Regiment of 
Horſe raiſed under colour of being a Guard 
tothe King. 1his, together with the Pay- 
ment of their Arrears, and a Liberty of trad- 
ing in Corporations was the Reward they 
received for their Services, notwirhitanding 
all the fair Promiſes both of 31:4 and the 
King. And thus theſe Men who had accu- 
mulated Treachery upon '"Freachery, were 
diſmiſs'd with Infamy ; for rhe very acknow- 
ledgment that was made by the King, That 
they 
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they had been the chief Inſtruments of his 
Return, reproach'd them with Infidelity to 
the Parliament, and their own defires to be 
abſolved from the Guilt of their former AQi- 
ons, was a Confeſſion that they had been Re- 
bels to the King. However, the Diſſipation 
of theſe Men was not cauſed by the King's 
Averſion to a ſtanding Army ; for the whole 
Courſe of his Life demonſtrates the contrary ; 
but being perſuaded that they who had al- 
ready made ſo many Changes in England, 
were able to bring about another, and to turn 
him out again with as little Conſideration as 
they had brought him in, he thought it moit 
ſafe and neceſſary to free himſelf at once from 
{uch dangerous Companions. 

This Work being accompliſh'd, the Court 
began to take off the Mask : For tho? the 
King had publiſh'd a Declaration for Accom- 
modation in Matters of Publick Worſhip and 
Ceremonies, and tho? the Epiſcopal Party in 
the Convention had patiently permitted a 
Committee to be appointed to conſider of that 
Matter ; yet being delivered from the terror 
of the Army, they oppoſed the Report of the 
Committee with ſuch violence, that it was 
not thought fit to preſs it any more : By which 
means all the hopes of the Presbyterians va- 
niſhed, and this Mountain brought torth a 
Mouſe. The natural Tendency of theſe things 
was ſo viſible, that Vir. Pryz, who had ma- 
 niteſted a more than ordinary Zeal for dis- 
banding 
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banding the Army, finding his ExpeQtations 
defeated, and the Presbyterian Party ſo mi- 
ſerably deluded, after he had made Report of 
the number of Regiments that had been diſ- 
banded, deſired the Houſe, that they would 
be mindful not to do thoſe things that might 
bring them together again. Upon which the 
adverſe Party fell upon him with that fury, 
that if the Houſe had not riſen immediately 
in great diſorder, he had been obliged to 
explain himſelf at the Bar. 

But for all this, the Convention, tho? called 
in the Name of the Keepers of the Liberties of 
Enzland, as it they had deſigned to put the Peo- 
ple beyond the Hopes of any Remedy, made a 
Preſent to the King of the Cuſtoms and Exciſe 
during his Life, beſides other great Sums 
charged upon the Nation to ſupply his pre- 
ſent Occaſions: And tho? before the Paſſing 
of the Bill of Indemnity they had ſeemed fen- 
ſible, that they were in honour-concern'd to 


make Proviſion for the Security of the Lives 


of thoſe, who having fate as Judges of the 
late King, had rendred themſelves into their 
Hands upon the Proclamation which had been 
publiſfd by their Advice; yet they not only 
abandow'd thoſe poor deluded Gentlemen who 
lay under the Sentence of Condemnation, and 
waited for the Favour they had implicitly 
promiſed ; but alſo paſſed a Bill of Axtainder 
againl{t thoſe of the King's Judges and other 
Perſons, who having been excepted out of 
! 
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the Act, had eſcaped their Hands, adding to 
other unuſual Clauſes, That all Truſts for their 
Uſe ſhould be forfeited. But the Duke of York, 
upon whom theſe confiſcated Eſtates were be- 
ſtowed, mult be ſupplied by any means. 

Henrietta Maria of France, Widow to the 
late King Charles, who had been a principal 
Inſtrument to adviſe and encourage him. in 
his illegal Actions, paſſed over into Ezg/and 
about this time ; and being arrived at Loz- 
aoz, the Houſe of Commons, in which were 
many Perſons, who had been Members of that 
Parliament which had threatned to accule her 
of High Treaſon, not only congratulated her 
Return, but preſented her Daughter that had 
accompanied her in her Journey, with the 
Sum of Ten "Thouſand Pounds. Burt not- 
withſtanding all the flattering Subſerviency 
they could ſhew, and all that they could do 
to procure themſelves to be thought fit for the 
Service of the Court ; yet being not thoroughly 
principled to do the Work of the Church, 
they were acquainted that they ſhould be dif- 
ſolved on the 24th of December next enſuing ; 
againſt which time 1t was aelired, that all 
Bills under Conſideration might be made rea- 
dy. And leaft the People fhould, upon the 
Diſſolution of this Aflembly, form a Body 
of Men, and aſſert their Liberties, it was 
pretended that a Great Plot to ſeize the King 
and the Tower, to kill che Queen with all thote 


that ſhould be found of the French Nation, 
and 
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and to reſtore the Parliament, was carrying 
on throughout Exe/ard. Under this colour 
Major General Overtoz, Colonel Desboroagh, 
Colonel Salmon , Lieutenant Colonel Farley, 
Major Whztby, and divers other Perſons were 
ſeized 1n Loxaoz ; and Colonel Dackenfield, Ma- 
jor Anthony Morgan, and ſeveral others were 
impriſoned 1n the Country. 

During the Noiſe of this Conſpiracy, the 
Queen accompanied by Her Daughter and 
Jermyn return'd to France, which induced ma- 
ny to believe rhat ſhe was terrified by the 
Deſigns againſt her Perſon. But ſhe, who 
knew the Plot to be no more than a Fiction, 
had other real Grounds for her departure. For 
having endeavoured to perſuade her Son to 
remove the Chancellor Hyde from his Coun- 
cils, and finding ſhe effetted nothing by her 
continual Sollicitations, ſhe ſoon grew weary 
of Exglaud ; where, tho? by the Importunity 
of the King, ſhe had at laſt admitted the new 
Dutcheſs of Tork to come into her Preſence ; 
yet by applying her Self to other Company, 
not deſiring her to fit, and taking the firit op- 
portunity to withdraw from the Room, ſhe 
abundantly ſhew'd that ſhe thought her not 
worthy to be treated as a Daughter. Theſe 
were the principal, if not the only Reaſons 
that moved the Queen to quit the Court of 
her Son, and to retire into her own Country, 
tho? to give a better colour to her departure, 

H and 
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and to conceal theſe Pomeſtick Diviſions , 
they made uſe of the Pretences before men- 
tioned. 

On the Day of the Diſſolution of the Con- 
vention, Sir Harbottle Grimeſton who was their 
Speaker, made a Speech to the King filled 
with the greateſt Flattery : In anſwer to 


which, the Chancellor was no way ſpariry of | 


Complements, applauding the Wiſdom of the 
Houſe in the King's Relititution, and their 
diligent Endeavours to give his Majeſty Satif- 
faction, by ſettling Things in ſuch a manner 
as might prevent new Di{turbances and 'Trou- 
bles. Yet he could not forbear to reflect upon 
them for not infeſting the King with the 
Militia, (which he ſaid had been the great 
Bone of Contention during the late War) nor 
declaring any thing concerning that Matter, 
but leaving it uncertain as they found it, and 
conſequently a Foundation of new Differences. 


To prevent which, and to ſecure the Peace of | 


the Nation, he acquainted them that the King 
would be conſtrained to cſtabliſh it for. the 


preſent as formerly his Predeceſſors had done. . 


And to convince them of the Neceſlity of this 
arbitrary Proceeding, he took occaſion to put 
them in mind of the late Plot (an admirable 
State-Engine fitted for all Times) telling them, 
That tho? the Perſons engaged in this Con- 
ſpiracy were only the Lees of the People, yet 
{mall Beginnings ought not to be negleRted, 
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eſpecially conſidering that all Things in this 
Deſign had been brought to a Head ; that I 
had been nominated to command two thou- 
fand five hundred Men in Lozaoz, who were 
ready to ſeize the Tower ; that the like num- ' 
ber was enliſted under my Command in the 
Weſtern Parts of Ezgland; and that another 
Perſon , whom he named not, had as many 
in tfle North ready to proſecute the ſame De- 
ſign. To give the belt colour they could to 
theſe Falſhoods, all Places where it could be 
ſuſpe&ted I might lie concealed , were Gili- 
gently ſearched ; my Wite was ſeveral times 
plundered of her wearing Clothes ; the 
Lodgings of Colonel Kempſor my Brother-in- 
Law were ranſack'd, and many of his Goods 
taken away; all my Writings, wiuch I had 
recommended to the Care of a Friend, were 
betray*d by a Servant in hopes of Reward, and 
ſeized ; and one who had waited on me in my 
Chamber was impriſoned in the Gate-houſe, 
where he lay Ten Weeks, becauſe he could nor 
diſcover where I was. 

Colonel John Barkſtead and Colonel Okey, 
with Colonel Waltoz and Colonel Dixwel, 
who had been Commiſſioners in the High 


{ Court of Juſtice ac the 'I'rial of the late King, 


having made their Elcape from Enzland into 
Germany; were received :1o Protection at 
Hanaw, and made Burgelles of tie Town. 
Of theſe Colonel Brtread and Colonel Okey 
took a Journey to Holand, to meet ſome Re-

ſoners to the Tower, Two Things ſeemed Þ 
eſpecially remarkable in this Action, the | 
Treachery of Downixz, after he had given af 
{urance to a Perſon ſent to him by Colonel | 
Okey to that end, that he had no Orders to 
look after him ; but chiefly the barbarous part Þ 
acted by the States in this ConjunQture, who, Þ 
tho? they had themſelves ſhaken off the Yoak Þ 
of Tyranny, and to that time had made ita F 
Fundamental Maxim to receive and protect all Þ 
thoſe who ſhould come among them ; yet F 


contrary to the Principles of their Govern- F 
ment , and the Intereſt of their Common- | 
wealth, to ſay nothing of the Laws of God, F 
Nature and Nations, without any previous Þ 
Engagement to the Court of Exglazd, con- | 
tributed as much as 1n them lay to the Deſtru- F 
ction of theſe Gentlemen, But a Treaty was 


to be made with Ezelard, and their Trade ſe- ] 


cured 
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cured at any rate, tho? the Foundations ſhould 
be laid in Blood. 

Mr. Miles Corbet was a Gentleman of an an- 
cient Family in the County of Norfolk, He 
had applied himſelf with Diligence to the 
Study of the Laws of Erg/ad in the Society of 
Lincolus-Inn, and tor the ſpace of Thirty ſeven 
Years had been choſen to ſerve his Country in 
the ſeveral Parliaments that were called. Be- 
ing appointed one of the High Court of Ju- 
ſtice for the Trial of the late King, he ap- 
peared not among the Judges by reaſon of 
ſome Scruples he had entertained, till the Day 
that Sentence was pronounced. But upon more 
mature Deliberation finding them to be of no 
weight, he durſt no longer abſent himſelf, 
coming early on that Day into the Court, that 
he might give a publick Teſtimony of his Sa- 
tifattion and Concurrence with their Pro- 
ccedings. He was afterwards by the Parlia- 
ment made one of their Commiſhoners for the 
Civil Government of Ire/and, in which Em- 
ployment he manifeſted ſuch Integrity, that 
tho? he was continued for many Years in that 
Station, yet he impaired his own Eſtate for 
the Publick Service, whilſt he was the greateſt 
Husband of the "Treaſure of the Common- 
wealth. The day betore his death he aſſured 
his Friends, That he was ſo throughly 
convinced of the Jultice and Neceſlity of that 
Action for which he was to die, that if the 
Things had been yet intire, and to do, he 
H 3 could 
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could not refuſe to at&t as he had done, with- 
out affronting his Reaſon, and oppoling him- 
{elf to the DiCtates of his Conſcience ; adding, 
that the Immoralities, Lewdneſs and Cor- 
ruptions of all forts, which had been intro- 
duced and incouraged ſince the late Revolu- 
tion, were no inconſiderable Juſtification. of 
thoſe Proceedings. » 

Colonel John Barkſtead was a Citizen and 
Goldſmith of Loxaov, who being ſenſible of 
the Invalions that had been made upon the 
Liberties of the Nation, took Arms among the 
firſt for their 1efence, in the Quality of Cap- 
tain to a Foot Company in the Regiment of 
Colonel Yexz : He had not been long in this 
Employment, before his Merit advanced him 
to the degree of a Major, in which Station he 
was made Governor of Reddizz : And after- 
wards being preferr'd to the Command of a 
Regiment, he was conſtituted by the Parlia- 
ment in con{ideration of his Services, Lieu- 
tenant of the Tower of Loxdonw. When he 
was brought to confirm with the Teſtimony 
of his Blood that Cauſe for which he had 
tought, he performed that part with Chear- 
tulneſs and Courage, no way derogating from 
the Character of a Soldier anda true Engliſh- 
man. | 

Colonel Okey was alſo a Citizen of 
Lonaon, and one of thoſe who appeared early 
in the Service of the Parhament. He had 
been farſt a Captain of Foot, then a LA 
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of Horſe, and afterwards Major in the Regi- 
ment of Sir Arthur Hiflerisg, in the Year 
1645. at the time vwher: the Army was new 
modelPd, he was mat. Colonel of a Pegi- 
ment of Dragoons, which was atte; wards 
converted into a Regiment of Heorf?2. In 
theſe Employments he diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
by his Courage, Conduct and Fidelity ; and 
during the Ulſurpation of Oliver Crommwel was 
diſmiſs'd from his Command in the Army, on 
account of his Aﬀection to the Common- 
wealth, He was choſen by the County of 
Bedford to repreſent and ſerve them in the 
Convention that was called by Richard; and 
after the Reſtitution of the Great Parliament, 
they reſtored him to his Command in the 
Army. Being ready to ſuffer for that Caule 
which he had {trenuouſly defended, he ſaid 1n 
the preſence of many Witneſſes, That 1f he 
had as many Lives as he had Hairs on his 
Head, he would willingly hazard them all on 
the ſame Account. The Sentence agaivlt theſc 
three Gentlemen having been executed on the 
19th of April 1662. the King beſtowed the 
Body of Colonel Okey upon his Wite to Gif- 
poſe as {ſhe thought fir; upon which ſhe or- 
dered him to be interr*d at Stepaey where his 
frft Wite lay in a Vault that he had purchaſed 
for himſelf and Family. Bur the Report of 
this Funeral being ſpread among, the People, 
ſeveral "Thouſands of them aſſembled them- 
ſelves in and about /Vewgate Market where 
H 4 the

the Body lay, reſolving to attend it to the 
Grave. And tho? they behaved themſelves 
with Decency and Modeſty, yet the King 
upon notice of this appearance, was ſo alar- 
um'd, that he revoked his Grant to the Colo- 
nels Wife, diſpatch'd Orders to the Sheriff to 
diſperſe the Company, and commanded the 
Body to be interred in the Tower. 

The Report of the Inhumanity of the States 
towards our Friends being brought to Gezeva, 
we began to doubt whether that little Com- 
mon-wealth, who were under great Appre- 
henſions of the King of Frazce, might not, 
if our Enemies could engage him to preſs 
them, follow the Example of the Datch, and 
deliver us up alſo. We reſolved therefore 
either to procure forthwith an aſſurance of 
Safety for our Perſons, or to make the beſt 
Proviſion we could for our Selves in ſome 
other. Place. To this end we employ'd Mr. 
Perrot our Landlord to diſcourſe with Mon- 
ſicur Yoiſiz the principal Syndic, and to deſire 
him to inform us what Uſage we might ex- 
pect, in caſe we ſhould be demanded of that 


State. The Syndic upon this Application pro- 


miſed to ſerve us to the utmoſt of his Power, 
aſluring us that if any Letters ſhould come to 
his Hands concerning us, he would not only 
give us timely Notice, but if ſuch a thing 
Jhould fall out in the Night, he would caulec 
the Water-Gete, oi which he always kept the 
Key, to be opened for our Eicape; and if we 

{hould 
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ſhould be obliged to depart by Day , we 
ſhould have a free Paſſage through any of the 
City-Gates that we ſhould chuſe : To all 
which he added this farther Promiſe, That 
when his Brother Syndic Monſieur Dapain 
ſhould rerurn from Ber» where he then was, 
| they would conſult together how to make 
| our Reſidence more ſafe to us either by a pub- 
lick Af or otherwiſe, as ſhould be found 
| moſt convenient. With theſe Aſſurances I 
| was fully fatisfied, being as I thought as much 
' as could be expected. But Mr. Liſle and Mr. 
| Cawley who were likewiſe in the ſame Place, 
| made many Objections againſt our ſtay, and 
| preſſed Mr. Perrot upon the return of Mr. 
| Dupaiz, to put him upon conferring with 
+ Monſieur YVoiſzz touching our Aﬀair, Mr, Per- 
* rot upon this went to the Nephew of the aid 
Monſieur Dapaiz , who was Procurator-Ge- 
| neral of Gezeva, and by him was adviſed that 
| we ſhould addreſs our {elves in a publick man- 
| ner to the Council for their Prote&tion. This 
| way I oppoſed as a thing not fit for us to ask 
' or the City to grant, leaſt they ſhould be 
| brought into Difficulties, and perhaps Danger 
upon our account. But Mr. Perrot affirming, 
| that the Procurator was of Opinion, That it 
was both eaſy and fit to be done, and that his 
| Brother who was a leading Man in the Coun- 
| cil was of the ſame Judgment, I thought they 
were beſt acquainted with their own Afairs, 
and therefore reſolved to let them proceed as 


they 
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they pleaſed. Having made their Attempt, 
they found the Succeſs I expetted. For the 
Buſineſs being brought before the Council, 
Monſieur Let one of the Syndics, from whom 
the firſt Syndic had endeavoured to conceal 
his Correſpondence with us, expeCting the 


Payment of a great Debt due to him from | 
the King of Ezz/and, or poſſibly inclining in | 
his AﬀeCtions to that Intereſt, not only ob- | 
ſtructed the Addreſs, but charged thoſe who | 
had promoted it with a deſign of ſurpriſing 
the Council. However the Council was ſo | 
favourable, that tho? they thought not con- # 
venient to grant the Requeſt, yet being un- 7 
willing to deny us their Protection, they put Z 
off the farther Conſideration of that Aﬀair to 
another Day , ſome of their Members in | 
Friendſhip to us adviſing privately that it 
ſhould be withdrawn, which was done ac- 
cordingly. In the mean time that we might | 
not be wanting to our ſelves in this Conjun- 
Qture, we made Application to the Lords of | 
the Swiſs Canton of Berz for their Protection, | 
in which we were molt friendly aſſiſted by | 
Monſieur Bailival Lieutenant - Governor of | 
Lauſanna , who had been lately put into that F 
Place upon_ the death of one Godward , the Þ 
only Friend to Monarchy and Enemy to our | 


Cauſe that lived in that Town. 


Mr. Lifte and Mr. Cawley meeting with this F 
diſappointment at Gemeva reſolved 19 remove, Þ 
| -irry them Þ 
ro ff 


and to that ead hired a Boat tc 
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to Lauſanna, T accompanied them to the 
Water-ſide, and whilſt I was taking leave, a 
Letter was brought to me from the Perſon we 
had employ*d to their Excellencies of Ber ; 
in which I was aſſured, 'T hey had readily con- 
deſcended to our Delires. This was an In- 
couragement to me to continue ſome time 
longer at Geneva, not doubting their Pro- 
tection when they ſhould find us to be favoured 
and countenanced by the:r beſt Friends and 
Allies. Therefore a day or two after the de- 
parture of my two Friends, I went to the prin- 
cipal Syndic, and having excuſed them as well 
as I could for leaving the Town without wait- 
ing on him, I acquainted him that the Appli- 
cation to the Council was made without my 
Advice, and that I was before, as wellasnow, 
fully atisfied with the verbal Engagement he 
had given for our Security ; which I had no 
ſooner ſaid, when he, not without Diſcom- 
poſure, and as I conjectured, Fear, made an- 
{wer, "That he could no longer think himſelf 
obliged by his Promiſes, having gone fo far, in 
expectation that what had paſſed between us 
!hould be kept ſecret ; whereas now hethought 
the King of Ezz/avd might have notice of it. 
Upon this Retractation, thinking it too hazard- 
ous to remain any longer at Gezeva, I de- 
parted the next Day, accompanied by a parti- 
cular Friend, for Lanſanna, where we found 
Mr. Life and Mr. Cawley, who had received 
the Act of Protection from the Lords of Berz 
granted 
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granted under our own proper Names, which 
I mention' for their Honour , who {hewed 
their Courage and Generolity in owning us 
and our Cauſe, when we had been abandoned 
by thoſe, whoſe true Intereſt was the ſame 
with our own. 

In the Month of July 1662. I received Let- 
ters from Englavd with an Account of the 
Frial, Sentence and Death of Sir Henry Yare ; 
of which IT ſhall only ſay, That he behaved 
himſelf on all thoſe Occaſions in ſuch a manner 
that he left it doubtful, whether his Eloquence, 
ſoundneſs of Judgment, and preſence of Mind, 
his Gravity and Magnanimity , his conſtant 
adherence to the Cauſe of his Country, and 
Heroick Carriage during the time of his Con- 
finement and at the hour of Death; or the 
Malice of his Enemies and their frivolous Sug- 
geſtions at his Trial, the breach of the Pub- 
lick Faith in the Uſage he found, the Incivi- 
lity of the Bench, and the ſavage Rudeneſs of 
the Sheriff, who commanded the "Trumpets 
ſeveral times to ſound that he might nor be 
_ by the People, were more remark- 
able. 

The following Account of this (and ano- 
ther TranſaQtion which I care not to inſiſt up- 
on) being ſent to me at Gezeva, I may not 
omit to inſert in this place, becauſe it ſeems to 
give the true Reaſons of the Court of England 
tor hurrying Sir Hezry Vane out of the 
World. 

On 
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&« On Friday laſt being the Sixteenth of this 
Inſtant Jane 1662. Sir Henry Vane pleaded 
for his Life, and Major General Lambert 
for his; or rather, the firſt pleaded for the 
Life and Liberties of his Country, and the 
other for his own. The Iflue in all appear- 
ance will be, that Sir Hezry will be put to 
death and Lambert pardoned, tho” both are 
under Sentence of Condemnation. 'The 
reaſon of this diſtinction is no other, than 
the manner of their Defence, the one al- 
ledging the Authority of the Great Parlia- 
ment tor his Juſtification, and that he was 
indemnified by the Act of Amneſty ; the 
other meanly extenuating and excufing what 
he did againſt Sir George Boothe and Monk 
(which was the principal part of the Accu- 
ſation againſt him) by pleading Ignorance 
of their Intentions, neither of them having 
declared that they defigned to reſtore the 
King, and Mozxk to the contrary having 
openly declared for the Reſtitution of the 
Parliament. Sir Hexry Vane was long 1n his 
Defence, but not tedious: He much per- 
plexed both Court and Council, and has 
acquired eternal Reputation by nobly plead- 
ing for the dying Liberties of his Country ; 
it being clear that all the Party which ſeem- 
cd to be indemnitied by the Act of Amnelity, 
ſhall be puniſhed in his Perſon ; and that for 
this Cauſe only, That 1n his pleading he 
undertook by the Authority of the faid 
«Far» 
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« Parliament to juſtify what he had done 
«© maintaining, That the Houſe of Commons 
« repreſenting the whole Body of the People, 
&« in caſe of difference between the Authority 
« Royal and Politick, poſſeſſes a juſt Power 
& to defend the Rights of the People, and to 
«< authorize the People of Exgland, and every 
& one of them, to defend them. 

Sir Henry Vane was a Gentleman of an an- 
cient Family in the County of Darham, eldeſt 
Son to Sir Herry Vaze, who had been Secre- 
tary of State and Comptroller of the Houſe- 
hold to the late King. Being ſcandalized with 
the Innovations brought into the Publick 
Worſhip, he went to New Ezzland, and re- 
mained there for the ſpace of five or {ix years ; 
the two laſt of which he was conſecutively 
choſen Governor of that Country, tho? not 
exceeding the Age of Twenty tour Years. 
In the beginning of the Great Parliament, he 
was elected to ſerve his Country among them, 
without the leaſt application made on his part 
tothatend: And in this Station he ſoon made 
appear how capable he was of managing great 


 Afairs, poſſeſſing in the higheſt PerteCtion, a 


quick and ready Apprehenſion, a ſtrong and 
tenacious Memory, a profound and penetrat- 
ing Judgment, a juſt and noble Eloquence, 
with an eaſy and graceful manner of Speaking. 
To theſe were added, a ſingular Zeal and 
AﬀeCtion for the Good of the Common- 


wealth, and a Reſolution and Courage; not 
eo 
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to be ſhaken or diverted from the Publick 
Service. He had been removed by the late 


| King from being Treaſurer of the Navy, for 
| performing his Duty in the Houſe of Com- 


mons, and being reſtored to that Employ- 


| ment by the Parliament, he freely contributed 
' one half of the Profits, amounting to the Sunz 
| of Two thouſand Pounds yearly, towards 
| carrying on the War for the Liberties of Exg- 
| land, When that War was ended, he put the 
| Receipt for the Navy in ſuch a way, that by 
| Order of the Parliament, the whole Expence 
© of that Office exceeded not One thouſand 
Pounds by Year ; Men being brought by this 
means to underſtand , that they were not 
placed in Employments to ſerve themſelv 
> but to ſerve the Publick. And that this Con- 
duct was not miſtaken, the Succeſſes of our 
= Arms by Sea againlt Portugal, France, Holland, 
Z and other Enemies, did abundantly manifeſt. 
” When Crowne! had treacherouſly advanced 
© himſelf upon the Ruins of the Common- 
= wealth, he would not be induced by any 
| means to favour or countenance his Uſurpa- 
» tion, chuſing rather to ſufter Imprifonment 
E and other Hardſhips, than to comply with 
Tyranny under any form. Upon the return 
of King Charles, being conſcious to himſelf of 
{ having done nothing in relation to Publick 
| Afﬀairs, for which he could not willingly and 
| chearfully ſuffer, he continued art his Houſe in 
| Hampſtead near London ; where under falſe and 
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unworthy Pretences, that he had engaged in 
Councils with ſome of the Army to drive him 
out of Exg/and again, he was ſeized and im- 
priſoned in the 7 ower ; from whence he was 
carried from one Place to another for the ſpace 
of about two Years ; after the expiration of 
which , they who feared his Abilities, and 
knew his Integrity , thought convenient to | 
violate the publick Faith, and under a Form of | 
Law to put him to death. | 

The King of France, who had been fully 
informed of the Importance of the Town of | 
Dazxkirk , which had been acquir'd by the | 
Arms of the Common-wealth ; and that his F 
Brother of Ezz/and, notwithſtanding the vaſt F 
Sums he had received from the People, ſtill Þ 
wanted more to ſupply the Exceſles of his way | 
of Living, tempted him with the Offer of be- 
tween Three and four hundred thouſand 
Pounds for that Place, which after ſome Dit- 
ficulties was accepted, the Bargain ſtruck, and 
the Town ſurrendred to the French : An Att F 
on ſo infamous that it wants a Name, rend- F 
ring him equally contemptible both to Prote- F 
ftants and Papiſts , and ſo aſtoniſhing in the F 


Eyes of all Exrope, that no Man on this fide | 


the Sea would believe it poſſible, till they 


found it confirm'd from all Parts, that the | 


French were aCtually enter'd into Poſlel- F 
ſion. | | 
About the ſame time a Treaty was conclud- 


ed between Ergland and Holland, the Founda- | 
rion | 
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tion of which having been laid in the Blood 
of our three Friends before-mention'd, the 
Superſtriftture was raiſed with the like Ma- 
terials ; and the Dutch agreed to an Article, 
importing, That if any, who had been the 
Judges of rhe late King, or otherwiſe except- 
ed from the Benefit of the Att of Indemnity, 
ſhould be found within their Territories, 
they ſhould upon demand be forthwith deli- 
vered into the Hands of ſuch as ſhould be 
appointed by the King of Ezg/azd to receive 
them : And that if any other Perſons of the 
Exzliſh Nation ſhould at any time be de- 
manded by the King, the States obliged them- 
ſelves to ſurrender them alſo, in caſe they 
ſhould be found in that Country fourteen Days 


| after ſuch demand made. 


In the mean time the Ezz/iſh Court know- 
ing themſelves to be fallen under the Hatred 
and Contempt of the People for their Cruelty, 
Immorality and Corruption, aggravated by 
the late ſale of Duzkirk, reſolved by the con- 


| trivance of a Plot to diſarm their Enemies, 
| and provide for their preſent Safety. To this 
| endby the means of Major General Browz and 
| others, Mony was advanced and Arms put 
| into the Hands of ſome Perſons, among whom 
| One Bradley who had formerly belonged to 
| Cromrel was the Principal, that by giving 
| ſmall Sums to indigent Officers of the late Ar- 
| my, and by ſhewing the Arms they had 
| ready, they might engage them and others 
| : | 


A 
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in this pretended Deſign. An Account of 
this Plot was printed and publiſhed, affirm- 
ing, That divers thouſands of i1ll-affected Per- 
{ons were ready, under my Command, to 
ſeize the Tower and the City of Lonadoz ; then 
to march directly to M-ztehall in order to kill 
the King and Mozk, with a Relolution to give 
no Quarter to any that adhered to them, and 
after that to declare for a Common-wealth, 
By this means one Baker, who had been of 
the Guard to Cromnrel, and lince the disband- 
ing of the Army had been reduced to grind 
Knives tor a poor living, having received half 
a Crown from Braaley, and promiſed his 
Aſſiſtance when there ſhould be occaſion, was 
executed with ſome others for this Conſpi- 
racy. However this ſerved the Court for a 
Pretence to ſeize five or {ix hundred Perſons; 
to diſarm all thoſe they ſuſpected ; to require 
thoſe they had taken to give Bonds of 200/, 
each, not to take up Arms againſt the King, 
and to increaſe their ſtanding Guards. They 
were not aſhamed allo to give out, that their 
Meſſengers had been {ſo near to ſeize my Per- 
{on, that they had taken my Cloak and Slip- 
pers, and committed two Gentlemen to the 
4 ower for accompanying me, as they aid, to 
the Sca-ſide in order to my eſcape ; tho? at the 
ſame time they knew fo well where I was, 
that they had employ'd Inſtruments to pro- 
cure me to be aflaſſhinated in Switzerlazd , 
Winch was difcovered to a Merchant of La- 
| Jann 
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fanna by a Perion of Qrality living 1n theſe 
Parts, who had refuſed ten thouſand Crowns 
offered to him on the part of the Dutcheſs of 
Azjon, Sifter to his Gracious Majeſty , if he 
would undertake that Province. 

The Earl of 4ztzim, an Iriſh Papiſt, and 
one who had been concerned among the firſt 
in the Rebellion of that Country, having been 
ſeized at Loxdon, as I mentioned before, and 
afterwards ſent Priſoner to Irclazzd, was or- 
dered by a Letter under the King's Hand and 
Seal to be cleared and fer ar Libert ty, charging 
the Guilt of that Rebellion upon his Father, 
and affirming in the faid Letter, 1hit the Earl 
of Antrim had pot dowe any ting, wittout Ware 
rant and Authority from the Rzve his Father ;; 
tho? it was well known that he had his Head 
and Hands deeply and early engaged in that 
bloody Work. "Thus the Mask was openly 
taken off, 1n confidence, that a People depriv- 
ed of their Leaders, diſpirited by the late Exe- 
cutions, and awed by the Authority of a com- 
plying "Houſe of Commons , would not be 
able to ſhew their Reſentment.

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had made a Viſit to Mr. Humelins, the princi- 
pal Miniſter of that Place, who having a 
competent knowledge of the Engliſh Tongue, 
had been highly kind and ſerviceable in pro- 
curing the Order of the Lords of Berz for our 
Protection. By him they were entertained 
with all manner of Civilities, and informed 
that we were at Lauſanna, which gave us an 
opportunity of returning our Acknowledg. 
ment for his Favour to our Friends and Coun- 
trymen, with our Deſires that he would be 
pleaſed to preſent our humble "Thanks to their 
Excellencies for their honourable Protection; 
being obliged to uſe this way rather than any 
other, not only becauſe of the Reſpect he had 
acquired in that Place by his ſingular Merit, 
but becauſe we were not ſufficiently acquainted 
with the Language of the Country, to make 
our Addreſſes to the Government. Upon the 
return of his Anſwer to our Meſlage we per- 
ceived that he had performed our Deſires with 
great Aﬀection, and that it was the Opinion of 
our beſt Friends there, and in particular of 
Mr. Treaſurer Stezzer, that for many Reaſons 
it would be more convenient for us to remove 
to YVevay, than to remain longer at Lauſanza, 
Having received this Advice, fix of us, after 
we had taken leave of the Magiſtrates, who 
expreſled their Sorrow for our departure, quit- 
ted our Relidence and went to YVevay ; but Mr. 
Phelps and Colonel Bi/co having bought Goods 
at Geaeva, and other Places, reſolved to a 

Yy 
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by Trading in Germany and Holland , they 
could improve the Stock of Mony they had. 
Mr. Serjeant Dezay and Mr. Andrew Broughton 
choſe rather to continue at Larnſanna than to 
remove with us, yet promiſing to make us 
frequent Viſits where-ever we ſhould reſolve 
to fix our Habitation. 

At YVevay we were received with the great- 
eſt Demonſtrations of Kindneſs and AﬀeCtion 
both from the Magiſtrates and People : The 
publick Wine was preſented to us in great 
abundance, and the next Morning the Bande- 
ret or principal Magiſtrate, accompanied by 
moſt of the Members of the Council, came to 
the Place where we lay to give us a Viſit ; ex- 
preſſing themſelves ready to ſerve us to the 
utmoſt of their Power ; giving us Thanks for 
the Honour they ſaid we did the Town in 
coming to reſide among them ; and aſſuring 
us, That tho? they were ſufficiently informed 
concerning our Perſons and Employments 
both Civil and Military, yet the principal 
Motive that inclined them to offer their Ser- 
vices in ſo hearty a manner was, the Confide- 
ration of our Sufferings for the Liberties of 
our Country. We returned our Thanks as 
well as we could ; and the next Day having 
retired to a private Houſe belonging to one 
Monſieur Dubois who was one of the Council 
of the Town, we were again viſited by the 
Magiſtrates and preſented with Wine, with 
Aſſurances that their Excellencies of Ber» had 
I 3 cauted 
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cauſed them to underſtand, That they would 
take the Civilities they ſhould«do to us, a sdone 
to themſelves. They acquainted us alſo, That 
Seats were order*d tor us in both their Churches; 
That rhe Commanaer, as they name him, was 
directed to accompany us the firit time to the 
one, and the Chatel/aiz to the other. Theſe 
Favours ſo conſiderable, fo cordial and fo ſea- 
ſonable, I hope a Man in my Condition may 
mention, without incurring the charge of 
Oitentation. 

The endleſs Prodigality of the Engliſh 
Court, the Perſecution of the Diffenters, the 
Sale of Dazkirk, the Articles exhibited in Par- 
liamer.r by the Earl of Bri/fol againſt the 
Charcellor Hyde, and the Factions enſuing on 
that Account , together with many other 
Cauſes of Diſcontent and Diviſion, had fo 
alienated the Aﬀections of the Peopic trom 
their King, that the beſt Judges were oi Opi- 
nion, that if a favourable ConjunEture ſhould 
happen, they would be as ready to ſhake off

{iderate in putting it on: And our Friends 1n 
all Parts began to entertain hopes that they 
might be again employ'd to reſcue their 
Country from Servitude. In this polture of 
Aftairs, Colonel Alzernon Sidzey, who, when 
Monk afted his treacherous part in Ezelazd, 
was one of the three Plenipotentiaries that had 
been ſent by the Parliament to mediate a 
Peace between the T'wo Northern Crowns,

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which they effected in Conjunction with the

/and to that end ; and fince that time had re- 
ſided at Rowe and other Parts of 1:aly, thought 
convenient to draw nearer home, that 1t an 
opportunity 3 {hould ofter , he might not be 
wanting to his Duty and the publick $ Service. 
In his way he was picaſcd to honour us with 
4 Vilit in our retire! ment 1n Switaerla, , al- 
herdog us of his Aﬀ/ection and Friendſhip, "and 
no way declining to own us and the C avſe 
which we ſufer'd. He favour'd us with 
Company tor about three Weeks, and at 
departure | nreſented me with a Pair of Fi 
the B: "% of which were made a 
Lombardy by old Laz2ar110 Comma. | 
figning to go for Flanders, where he FD Ke 
to paſs the enſuing Winter, he took iis Journy 
by the way of Bern, doing all the good Offices 
he could for us with the Advoyer and ocher 
principal Magiltrates, aſſuring them of the 
great Senſe we had of their i:xccllencies Fa- 
vours, and of our Delires to have our Acknow- 
ledgment preſented to them 1n the belt man- 
ner; not forgetting to let them know, that 
they would obtig re a con{:dcrable part of t the 
T00d Peop!e ot Em: az aan b y their Kindnets and 
Civilities tw us. He had a long Conicrence 
with the Advoyer about rhe AB Hair s of Eng 
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diminiſh their Favours to us. But upon the 
whole Matter our Noble Friend adviſed that 
ſome of us, who might be beſt able to travel, 
ſhould go to Berz, and pay our Complement 
to the Government in our own Perſons, inti- 
mating that ſo generous and publick a Favour 
deſerved a publick Acknowledgment. Hav- 
ing imparted this Advice to our Friends, Mr. 
Nicholas Love, and Mr. Anarew Broaghton 
(who tho? nſually reſiding at Lau/anna was 
then with us) offered their Company ; but 
Mr. Lift made many Objections againſt this 
Undertaking at that time; fo that we 'Three 
were obliged to go to Berz in the Name of the 
reſt of the Company. Being arrived there 
we went firſt to wait on our good Friend 
Mr. Humelivs, who received us with great 
AfﬀeCtion, and expreſſed his Joy for the Reſo- 
| Iution we had taken to preſent our Thanks 
perſonally to their Excellencies. We deſired 
of him that ſome Means might be tound to 
make our Addreſles with as little Ceremony 
and Noiſe as poſſible , which he approved, 
\ and promiſed to ſee Mr. Treaſurer Steiger the 
ſame Evening, and to conſult with him, 1n 
order to ſerve us according to our Delires, 
aſſuring us that the next Morning we ſhould 
hear from them. In conformity to his Pro- 
miſe Mr. Hamelizs came to us in Perſon, with 
Aſſurances from the Treaſurer of his AﬀeCtion 
and Services ; acquainting us, T hat we ſhould 
ave the hberty of making our Acknowledg- 
ment 
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ment to the Council of Berz in our own man- 
ner, either by Speech or Writing, as ſhould 
be moſt agreeable to us. Upon which, con- 
| fidering our Inability to expreſs our Selves in 
the French or German Language as was requi- 
ſite on ſuch an Occaſion, we reſolved to do it 
in Writing. Having agreed upon this way, 
we accompanied Mr. Humelius to ſee his 
Children, as he called them, who were Or- 
phans of both Sexes, born of poor Parents, 
and bred up by the Magiſtracy in a Place ſet 
apart for that purpoſe, all manner of Neceſ- 
faries being provided for them , ?till th 
ſhould be capable of being employ'd in ſuch 
Trades as were proper for Perſons in their 
Condition. From thence we retired to pre- 
pare our Addreſs, which we agreed to pre- 
ſent in the French Tongue as follows,

Aving been conſtrained by the late extraor- 
dinary Revolution of Aﬀairs in England, 

the Place of our Birth, for avoiding the Storm 
that threatned us and the good People there, to 
quit that Land, after we had aſed our utmo#t En- 
deavours for the advancement of God's Glory and 
the Good of our Country, we find cauſe to admire 
ihe Goodneſs of the Almighty, for inclining Your 
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Excellencies to ſuccour and protett us in this time 
of our Diſtreſs. This Favour two of our Coun- 
try-men, and one of our Number, have already 
received, by virtue of thoſe particular Proteitions 
which it has pleaſed Tour Excellencies to grant ; 
the ret of our Company relying on the General One, 
that all pions and peaceable Perſons enjoy under 
Tour Excellencies righteous and juſt Govern- 
ment. 

As we eſteem our ſelves obliged to bleſs God for 
this ſignal and eſpecial Favour ; ſo alſo to teſtify to 
Tour Excellencies our grateful Acknowledement, 
we have divers times deſired ſome of the Honour- 
able Lords of this Illuſtrious Senat to preſent Tow 
with our moſt humble Thanks. But every day 
more and more experiencing the Effetts of Tour 
Goodneſs and Favour, we have thought our ſelves 
obliged perſonally to pay this Daty to Your Ex- 
cellencies. This two of is do at this time for our 
ſelves, and in the behalf of others who have been 
preſerved by virtue of your general Protettion ; 
and one of us for himſelf and on the part of Mr. 
William Cawley , oze of thoſe, tro whom Tour 
Excellencies have been pleaſed to grant a particular 
Prote&tion ;, who finds himſelf ſenſibly afflifFed, 
that the Infirmittes of his Body do now deprive him 
of the Happineſs and Satufaition he ſhould have 
received if he could have tender'd his Daty in 
Perſop. | 

Having taken this Occaſion to teſtifiy the deep 
Senſe we have of Tour Excellencies Favours, we 
defire leave to aſſure You of our Obedience, and the

We had ſcarce finiſhed this Paper, when 
Mr. Treaſurer Sze/zer , accompanied by Mr. 
Humelius, came to our Lodging ; and having 
acquainted us that he ſhould not have failed to 
be with us in the Morning, it the publick At- 
fairs had not required his Preſence at the 
Council, he made us the Offer of his Services in 
2 molt affetionate manner, and declared his 
Reſolution to aftiſt us to the utmoſt of his 
Power ; expreſſing his Deteſtation of the late 
Action of the States of Holland, in delivering 
up our Friends into the Hands of their mortal 
Enemics, and purchaſing the Security of _ 
Trade 
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Trade with ſo much Shame to themſelves. 
When we had an{wered his Civilities in the 
beſt manner we could, and given him our 
Thanks for the Offers of his Favour, we 
ſhewed him the Paper above-mentioned ; 
which having perulſed and approved, he de- 
fired Mr. Humelinvs to accompany us to the 
Advoyer (or Preſident of the Council, by 
whoſe Hands all Addreſles paſs to their Excel 
lencies) and took his leave for that time. 

The Advoyer being informed that we were 
waiting to preſent our ſelves to him, gave Or= 
ders for our admittance, and received us with 
great Kindneſs, expreſſing his Senſe of the 
Juſtice of that Cauſe which we had defended, 
and for which we then ſuffered, together with 
the Eſteem, which he aſſured us their Excel- 
lencies in general, and himſelf in particular, 
had of our Perſons. We defired him to be- 
lieve, That we had the deepeſt Senſe of His 
and Their Exccllencies Favour, attributing 
the Civilities and Reſpect we had received as 
well trom the Magiſtrates as from the People 
in all Places within the Territories of their 
Excellencies, to the Bounty and Favour of the 
Government towards us : To which he 're- 
plied, That he was very glad, their Officers 
and others of their Subjects had fo well per- 
formed their 1uty. "Then proceeding to ac- 
quaint him with the occaſion of our coming to 
Berna, 1 delivered the Addrets into his Hands, 
with our humble Deſires that it might be pre- 
{ented 
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fented to their Excellencies ; which when he 
had read and intimated that my Name was 
not unknown to him, he aſſured us with much 
Aﬀection, That he would not fail to preſent it 
to their Excellencies, and to return a ſpeedy 
Anſwer. TI would have ſaved him that Trou- 
ble, and therefore told him that we expeQted 
no Anſwer, and deſired no more than their 
Excellencies acceptance of our humble Ac- 
knowledgments. But he ſaid we ſhould have 
an Anſwer ; accompanying us, when we took 
leave, to the outward Gate, not permitting 
us to prevail with him to the contrary. 

Having diſpatch'd this Buſineſs, we went 
to take a View of the publick Buildings, par- 
ticularly that, where the Senate and Council 
of Two hundred are uſed to aſſemble. The 
Chambers are oppoſite to each other, and di- 
vided by a narrow Paſſage, on both ſides of 
which are Rooms for the reception of ſuch as 
have any Afairs in either of thoſe Places, 
From thence we were conducted to the A4r/e- 
mal, where we {aw a Train of Artillery con- 
{iſting of about One hundred Pieces of all kind 
of Ordnance, with Ammunition and all 
Things neceſſary. There were Arms, as I 
conjectur'd, ſufficient for about Twenty thou- 
{and Foot, and a proportionable number of 
Horſe. But I confeſs nothing that I ſaw gave 
me greater SatisfaQtion, than to find a Statue 
erected in one of the Chambers of the Ar/exal, 


to the Memory of William Tel, who may 
11% 
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in great meaſure be called, The Founder of 
this Common-wealth. For when a certain 
Knight called Grifler , who was Governor of 
Ury and Saitz, after many repeated AQts of 
Tyranny, had wantonly cauſed a Cap to be 
ſet on the top of a Pole in the Marker-place of 
Alterf, commanding all thoſe who ſhould paſs 
that way to uncover their Heads, and to pay 
the fame Honours to the Cap, as if he himſelf 
had been there preſent in Perſon ; M/illiam 
Tel refuſed to obey, and for his Diſobedience 
was ſentenced by Grifler to be put to Death, 
unlefs he could with one Arrow hit an Apple 
that ſhould be placed on the Head of his Son. 
To this hard Condition he was compelled to 
ſubmit, and on the Day appointed, in the 
preſence of the Governor, ſtruck the Apple 
with his Arrow from the Cluld's Head. But 
Gri//zr having obſerved that he had brought 
with him two Arrows, tho? he might uſe no 
more than one; and detiring to be informed 
why he had fo done, W:1/;amz Tel, upon the 
Governor's Promiſe that he ſhould not be put 
to Neath, acknowledged, Thar if he had kil- 
led his Son with the one, be would have re- 
veng'd his Blood on the "Tyrant with the 
other. The Governor conſcious of his own 
Crimes, and therefore tearinz the Reſolution 
of ſuch a Man, tho' he would not put lum ro 
Death, reſolved to impriſon I:m during Lite; 
and to that end cauſed him to be tied and 
thrown into a Boat, With intenticn to ſee _ 
bY E- 
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ſecurely laid in the Dungeon of the ſtrong 


Caſtle of Cuſzach. After they had been ſome 
time upon the Lake of Ury, a violent Storm 
ariſing, the Governor finding his Lite in great 
danger, and knowing Tel to be an expert Wa- 
terman, cauſed him to be unbound, that he 
might help to ſave the Lives of himſelf and 
Company. This he undertook to do, and 
ſteering towards Suirz brought the Boat fo 
near the Shoar, that taking up his Croſs-bow 
which lay by him, he leaped out upon a Rock, 
(called to this Day The Stoze of Tel) puſhed of 
the Boat with his Foot, and made his Eſcape 
into the Mountains. In the mean time the 
Governor lay floating in his Boat upon the 
Water, and not without great danger and dit- 
ficulty at laſt arrived 1n the Port of Bran, 
from whence he continued his way to Cu/zach; 
of which H/i/1;zwmz Tel being informed , and 
well acquainted with every part of the Woods 
and Hills, he poſted himſelf 1n a private Place 
by which the Tyrant was to paſs, and with 
his Croſs-bow ſhot him dead upon the Spot. 
The Succeſs of this Action ſo animated the reſt 
of his Aſſociates who had formed a Delign to 
reſtore the Liberty of their Country, that ona 
Pay appointed they ſeized their Governors, 
demol:i/hed the Caſtles where they lived, ba- 
niſhed them and their Famities, and bravely 
irccd themſelves from that 'I'yranny which 
they could not bear. Beſides the Statue of 
William Tel taken in full proportion, ſtanding

Ce | an Apple on a Child's Head, there is allo a 
n f Statue of the firtt Advoyer, with two more, 
at | of Perſons who were principally eminent in 
i= | cſtabliſhing the Common-wealth, armed 4e 
cap er pred, and one of them on Horſeback, to 
encourage others to defend that Liberty 
which their Anceſtors had purchaſed for 
them. 

This Night as we were at Supper we re- 
ceived a Complement from the Advoyer, ac- 
companied with a Preſent of Wine; and the 
next Morning an Order was brought to Mr. 
Humelius, who was then with us, from their 
Excellencies of Bera, written in the German 
Tongue, which being tranſlated by him into 
E21:ſh contained as follows :

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Mr. Humelius afrer he had read this Order, 
informed us that the Gentlemen therein men- 
tioned, with ſome other Magiſtrates, deſigned 
to dine with us that Day, and had defired him 
to accompany them. Accordingly between 
Eleven and Twelve Mr. Treaſurer Szezzer, 
Colonel Weiſs, and one more of the 24 Sena- 
tors, in the room of Mr. Kylberger, who was 
diverted by ſome publick Buſineſs, attended 
by the Grand Sautzer with his Mace, and three 
other Gentlemen, came to us at our Lodging; 
where after about an hours Diſcourſe, Mr. 


"Treaſurer being informed that the Dinner was Þ 
ſet upon the Table, invited us to go down Þ 
into the Hall, and with great Civility placed Þ 
our Company, which being done he order'd 
the Grand S42tzer to lay aſide his Mace. At Þ 


ter we had fat about a quarter of an hour, 
two Officers clothed in their Excellencies Li- 
very brought in rhe Preſent of Wine that had 


been order'd , upon which one of the three F 


Gentlemen who came with Mr. "Treaſurer 
ariling from the Table , harangued us 1n the 
Name of their Excellencies ; concluding with 
an atſurance of the continuation of their Fa- 
vour. To this we thought our ſelves obliged 
ro anſwer, That as we ow?d our Lives and 
{.izertics ro the ProteCtion of their Excellen- 
Cies, we refolved to ſacrifice all in their Ser- 
Vice, _ we ihould be fo happy to tind an 
{ccalion, 
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Dinner being over, a Queſtion was ſtarted 
by Colonel We:ſs, How it came to paſs, that 
We, who for many Years had the whole 
Power of the Three Nations in our Hands, 
were removed from the Government without 
ſhedding one drop of Blood ? To which I an- 
ſwer'd, Thar for the right underſtanding of 
the Aﬀairs that had lately pailed in Ez2/az4, 
it would be neceſſary to take up the Matter 
from the beginning. Bur they preſſing me to 
favour them with ſome Account of thoſe 
Tranſactions, I told them with all the Brevity 
I could, & Thar moſt of thoſe Perlons who 
* had firſt engaged in the War, having made 
© their own Peace, had endeavour'd to de- 
« liver Us and the Cauſe it ſelf into the Hands 
* of our Enemics; and tho” they had many 
* Opportunities to have ended the Diſpute by 
* deſtroying the King's Army, they neglected 


'@ all, and only endeavoured to reduce the 


© Crown to their own Terms. This was vi- 
* {ible in the Conduct of che Earl of Effex on 
* ſeveral Occaſions, and in that of the Earl of 
* Mancheſter after the Battle of Newberry, who 
tho? he had Twenty rhoutand Men in his 
* Army, flu{ſh'd with that Victorv, yer fut- 
©* fer'd the King with Seven thoujand only, 
to carry off the Cannon he had leit at a Place 
which ſtood near the Ground where he had 
been routed a iew \Weeks before, without 
once offering to attacic hum, g1ving this art a 
* Council of War for the Rcaton of his re- 
K 2 5 tuſrng 
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fuſing to fight, That if the Kyng were beaten 
twenty times by us, he would be ſtill Ring ; but 
- if he ſhould once beat us, we ſhould be all treat 
ed as Traytors : For which being accuſed in 
* the Houſe of Commons, tho? they thought 
not convenient to proceed againſt him cri- 
minally ; yet upon this and divers other 
* Conſiderations, they removed him, toge- 
* gether with the Earl of Eſſex and the relt of 
* the Nobility from their Commands 1a the 
* Army, making choice of Commoners to fill 
& their Places, whoſe Intereſt they knew it 
* was to take away the Monarchy it fell. By 
* this means they ſoon put an end to the 
* War, ſentenced the King to dic for the 
© Blood that had keen ſhed, eſtabli{}d a Free 
* Common-wealth, brought their Enemies at 
«© home to ſubmit to their Authority, and re 
« duced thoſe abroad to accept fuch Lerms as 
* they would give. In the mivit of all this Þ 
« Proſperity they were betray'd by 0:79 F 
& Cromvel, whom they had entruſted with the F 
« Command of their Army; who, having Þ 
& moulded the greateſt part of the Othcers to 
& his purpoſe, by calumniating the Parlia- 
« ment, propoling Advancement to the Am- 
& bitious, and deluding the Simple with a 
* Shew of Religion ; back'd by the afliſtance 
«* of the Clergy and -Lawyers, (who had 
* been threatned by the Parhament with a 
®% Reformation of their PraCtices) ejected his 
© Maſters, and uſurped their Authority; 
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© endeavouring during the five Years of his 
« Reign, to ruin all that had been faithful to 
« the Intereſt of the Common-wealth 1, and 


'* advancing thoſe who would not {cruple to 


** ſacrifice their Conlciences to his Ambition. 
« By theſe ways the Army became ſo cor- 
« rupted, that tho? after the Ulurper's death 
« they had been perſuaded with great diſhi- 
« culty to depoſe rhe Son, and to permit the 
«* Reſtitution of the Parliament, yet ny 
« were ſoon after induced, under frivolous 
&« Pretences, to offer Violence to them a ſe- 
* cond time ; which rendring then 1 Odious 
* to the People, gave an opportuni ity to Mok, 

« by declaring for the Parliament, to divide 
« their Councils, and to render them uſeleſs, 
« And when the Parliament had in Gratitude 
* for their Reſtitution contert'd many unde- 
& ſerved Favours upon 40zk, he alfo, who 
& had been a Creature of Crow! and ad- 
« vanced by him, betray'd his Trutt, and 
# contrary to many Proteltations, Oaths and 
* ſolemn Aſſeverations, brought a great num- 
« ber of Perſons to Vote in Parliament who 
* had formerly been ejected by the Houſe, 
& which curn'd the Ballance from rhe {ide of 
the Common-wealth , and under the Injiu- 
ence of his Forces brought in the Son ot the 
late King. 

Tho? the brevity of this Account would 
not admit of that Clearneis and os dons. 
Which I could have wild ; yet one generous 
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Friends were not only willing to pardon the 
Imperfe&tions, but gave me Thanks for the 
Information they ſaid I had given them of 
our Afﬀairs, expreſſing themſelves deeply ſen- 
ſible of the Troubles that had fallen upon us 
and the honeſt Intereſt by ſo baſe a Trea- 
chery. 

After this Converſation the Senators rifing 
from their Seats, we gave them Thanks for 
the Honours they had been pleaſed to do us, 
and according to our Duty oitered to accom- 
pany them to their reſpective Habitations. 
But theſe truly noble Perſons would by no 
means permit us; and being deſirous that 
their Favours to us ſhould be yet more pub- 
lick, they invited us to goto the Church, that 
all Men might ſee they were not aſhamed to 
own what they had done. To this end Mr, 
Treaſurer Steger having ordered the Mace 
to be carried before him, conſtrained me to 
take the right Hand, Monſieur Hamelins and 
Colonel Wei/s doing the like to Mr. Love and 
Mr. Broxzhtoa, obliging us to enter the Church 
before them, and placing us in the molt ho- 
nourable Seats ; neither could we prevail with 
them to go out before us from the Place of 
publick Worſhip, or to permit us to accom- 
pany them to their Houſes. The next Pay 
we went to wait on the Advoyer who was 
then prepairing for his Embaſiy to Fraxce, 
where he and another Perfon were appointed 
£0 repreient the Canton of Bra; and having 
| acquainted 
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acquainted him with the deep impreſſion their 
Excellencies and his Favours had made upon 
us, he expreſſed himſelf highly ſenſible of our 
Condition, and heartily defirous of our Re- 
ſtitution, with Aſſurances of his farther Ser- 
vices on all Occaſions, and promiſing the like 
Favour and Protection to as many of our 
Countrymen as ſhould come to them. Ar our 
taking leave he accompanied us to the out- 
ward Gate as in the firſt Viſit, and when we 
told him he had exceeded in the Honours 
done to us, he condeſcended to fay, That in 
his own account he had never received fo much 
Honour his Life. After this we paid our 
Reſpets and Thanks to Mr. Treaſurer 
Steiger, to the ancient Bailif Monſieur Lentu- 
las, to Colonel Weiſs, and to our true Friend 
Monſieur Hamelius, with divers others of the 
Senate and Council. And being delirous to 
wait alſo on General D*Erl/ach, who, we were 
informed, had much favour'd us in the Buſt- 
neſs of our Protection, we went to his Houſe ; 
but he was gone out of Town, and we had 
not the Advantage to ſee him at that 
time. 

Having been thus ſucceſsful in our Afﬀairs 
at Bery, we returned to our Reſidence at 
Vevay, where we had not been long, before 
we were informed, That an Iriſþ Man going 
under the Name of Rzarao, and belonging, as 
he ſaid, to the Dutcheſs of Orleans, was ar- 
rived at Tariz, and had formed a Deſign 
againſt 


(2138) 
3gainſt our Lives; and that Mr. Denz:! Holly, 
fince the late Revolution called Lord Holls, 
and at that time Ambaſſador in Fraxce, had 
been with one Monſieur L!1;z, who was 
Agent at Paris for the Republick of Gezeva, 
to defire Satisfaction for a Book which he ſup- 
poſed to be printed in that Place, in favour of 
thoſe who had been condemn'd tor putting the 
late King to death. But that which alaruni'd 
us moſt, was a Report, That Letters had 
been ſent from the King of Ezz2/azd to their 
Excellencies of Berz, to demand our Perſons, 
Of this Information having given an Account 
to Mr. Humelias, and defired him to uſe his 
diligence in finding out the 'Iruth of theſe 
Things; We ſoon received in anſwer, That 
he had heard nothing of the two firſt ; and as 
tothe laſt, he aſſured us that no Letters of that 
fort from Ezg/azd were yet come to the Hands 
- of their Excellencies ; but it ſuch a "Thing 
ſhould happen, he would not fail to give us 
timely Notice and Advice, tor our govern- 
ment on ſuch an occaſion. By a ſecond, which 
we received trom him ſoon atter, he informed 
us, That General D*Erlach had acquainted him 
with the arrival of a Courier trom Frazxce, 
who had brought Letters tor thetr Ambaſla-. 
dor, together with particular Orders to inform 
himſelf, whether their Excellencies of Ber: 
might by any means be induced to deliver us 
up, or at leait to withdraw their Protection 
from us. But not finding the Ambaſſador in 
| the 
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the Country (he having taken a Journy to the 


; 
;, Court of Fraxce, to be preſent at the Reception 
i of the Swiſs Ambaſſadors, who had been ſent 
5 thither to ratify the Treaty lately concluded 
I with that King) he was returned to Pars, and 
, had carried his Letters back with him. And 
f I am inclined to believe that our Enemies , 
; upon Information of the honourable Reception 
| we had found from their Excellencies, were in- 
| 


tirely diſcouraged trom attempting any thing 
in that way, and therefore turned their Malice 
againſt us into Defigns of Violence and Aﬀſaf- 
jination. 

Divers Letters from Taris, Geneva, Lyons, 
and other Places, wich we and our Friends 
at Vevay received, were full of Advices from 
thoſe Parts, that ſo many and ſuch deſperate 
Perſons had engaged againſt us, that it would 
be next to impoſſible to eſcape their Hands : 
And one of my beſt Friends, who was then at 
Geneva, ſent a Meſſenger Expreſs to me with 
a Lettcr to inform me, "That he had received 
2 Billet from a Perſon who knew our Friend- 
ſhip, and defired not to be known, with theſe 
Expreſſions at theend, If yo with the preſervation 
of the Enzliſh Geaeral at Vevay, let him kaom, 
1 hat he muſt remove from theace with ſpeed, if he 
bave any regard to his ona Safety, We alfore- 

2ived certain Information, That Ryardo had 
been ſeen in the Pais de Vaux, and in ſeveral 
varts of Savoy. Being ſomewhat alarunvd 
with theſe "Things, our Company met, :n or: 
der 
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der to conſult what was fit to be done on this 
occaſion, and ſoon came to a Reſolution, That 
we would not remove into any Country that 
was governed by a Monarch, leaſt we ſhould 
be guilty of our own Blood, by ſeeking Pro- 
tection from thoſe who were concerned in 
Intereſt to deſtroy us. It remained only to 
confider, whether we ſhould quit the Place of 
our preſent Reſidence for any other under the 
fame Government ; or whether we ſhould re- 
move from the Territories of Berz to ſome 
other Republick. The firſt we were un- 
willing to do tor many Reſpects, and par- 
ticularly on account of the good Will and 
Aﬀection that the People had expreſſed to us : 
And to the ſecond we could by no means con- 
fent, becauſe the Protettion of their Excel- 
lencies, had been ſo frankly, publickly and 
generouſly extended to us. So that having 
determined to remain at Yevay, and being in- 
formed that a Fair would be kept there in a 
few Days, we contented our felves with 
changing our Lodging for one Night, and 
procuring the Guard of the Town to be doub- 
ied during the Day of the Fair, leaſt our Ene- 
mies ſhould diſguiſe themſelves, and mixing 
with the concourſe of People paſs unſ{uſpected, 
till they might find an opportunity of ſur- 
prifing us. 

According to cur Information, ſome of the 
Villains who were employ'd to deſtroy*d us, 
had on the Fourteenth of November 1663. 
paſſed 
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paſſed the Lake from Savoy, 1n order to put 
their bloody Deſign in execution the next Day 
as we ſhould be going to the Church. They 
arrived at /evay about an hour after Sun-ſer, 
and having divided themſelves, one part took 
up their Quarters in one Inn, and the other in 
another. The next Day being Sunday, Mon- 
fieur D«bois our Landlord going early to the 
Church, diſcovered a Boat at the ſide of the 
Lake with four Watermen in her, their Oars 
in order, and ready to put off, Not far from 
the Boat ſtood two Perſons with Cloaks thrown 
over their Shoulders, two fitting under a Tree, 
and two more in the {ame poſturea little way 
from them. Monſieur Dabox concluding they 
| had Arms under their Cloaks, and that theſe 
Perſons had way-laid us, with a deſign to 
murder us as we ſhould be going to the Ser- 
mon, pretending to have forgotten ſomething, 
returned home and adviſed us of what he had 
obſerved. In his way to us he had met one 
Mr. Bizet, who acquainted him that two 
Men whom he {ſuſpected of fome bad Inten- 
tion, had poſted themſelves near his Houſe, 
and that four more had been ſeen in the Mar- 
ket-place ; but that finding themſelves ob- 
ſerved, they had all retired towards the Lake. 
By this means the Way leading to the Church 
through the Town being cleared, we went to 
the Sermon without any Motkeſtation, and 
ſaid nothing to any Man of what we had 
heard, becauſe we had not yet certainly found 
Lat 
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that they had a Deſign againſt us. Returning 
from Church I was informed, "That the ſu{- 
pected Perſons were all dining at one of the 
Inns, which excited my Curioſity to take a 
view of the Boat. Accordingly I went with 
a ſmall Company, and found the four Water- 
men by the Boat, the Oars laid 1n their Places, 
a great quantity of Straw in the bottom of the 
Boat, and all Things ready to put off. About 
an Hour after Dinner I met our Landlord, 
and having inquired of him concerning the 
Perſons before-mentioned, he aſſured me they 
could be no other than a Company of Rogues ; 
that they had Arms under the Straw of the 
Boat ; and that they had cut the Withes that 
held the Oars of the Town-boats, to prevent 
any purſuit if they ſhould be forced to fly. 
But theſe Ruffians who had obſerved the Acti- 
ons of Monſieur Dubois, and ſuſpected he 
would cauſe them to be ſeized, came down 
ſoon after I had viewed the Boat, and in great 
haſte cauſed the Watermen to put off, and 
returned to Szvoy, This Diſcovery being 
made, the Chatelain, the Banderet, together 
with all the Magiſtrates and People of the 
Town, were much troubled that we had not 
given them timely notice, that ſo they might 
have been ſeized. We afterwards underſtood 
that one Du Poſe of Lyozs, Monſieur Da Pre 
a Savojard, (of whom I ſhall have occaſion to 
ſpeak more largely) one Ceriſe of Lyons, with 
Riardo before-mention'd, were part of this 
Crew, 
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Crew, and that Rzardo paid the whole Expence 
they made at Yevay. | 

The Bailiff, the Chatelain and the whole 
Council, ſhewing themſelves highly ſenſible 
of this Aﬀront offered to the Government of 
their Excellencies, and of the Injury done to 
us, the Banderet gave Order that the Boats of 
the Town ſhould be ready to attack them in 
caſe they ſhould return to make any Attempt 
againſt us. They not only offer*d us a Guard 
for the Safety of our Houſe, but condeſcended 
to tell us, That they were ready to do that 
Office themſelves. "The Bailiff directed the 
Chatelain to require all the Inn-keepers every 
night to give an account upon Oath, either to 
him or to Monſieur D#bozs our Landlord, of 
all Perſons that ſhould come to lodge at their 
Houſes; and the Council of the "Town or- 
ded, That no Burgels ſhould entertain any 
Man, for whom they would not anſwer. 
Their Excellencies of Berz alſo being informed 
of this Attempt, ſent their Orders to the Bai- 
liffs of Lauſanna, Morges and Vevay, to take 
eſpecial care of our Perſons, and to ſearch all 
Boats coming from Savoy, of which they 
ſhould have any Suſpicion. 

Monſieur Du Pre finding himſelf diſap- 
pointed in this Enterprize, and tearing that 
for this Aﬀront to their Excellencies of Berz, 
he might be deprived of the Profts of ſome 
Lands lying within their Territories, of which 
he had lately taken Polleſtion after a tong Suit 
at

at Law in the right of his Wife, and which 
had been ſequeſtred from him, becauſe he had 
violently carried her out of their Country be- 
fore Marriage , procured one. of my good 
Friends at Geneva to write to me on his Be- 
half, and to inform me that he had no other. 
wiſe engaged in this Aﬀair than to do me Ser- 
vice. Our Landlord alſo being unwilling to 
provoke him any farther, knowing the deſpe- 
rate Reſolution of the Man, defired that it I 
ſhould write toany of my Friends at Berz con- 
cerning this Attempt , I would» only name 
Riardo, who was confeſſed to be the principal 
Undertaker. But tho? T thought it not proper 
for us to be the Accuſers and Proſecutors of 
thoſe who were concerned in this Deſign ; yet 
being not able to ſeeany Reaſon to do as was 
deſired in his behalt, I reſolved to leave the 
whole Matter to the Wiſdom of their Excel- 


lencies; who after they had received the Re-' 


port of thoſe in our Parts, to whom they had 
committed the Examination of this Afﬀair, be- 
ing aſſured that Monſieur Du Pre was one of 
that number, ſeized again into their Hands 
the Eftate he had enjoy'd in the right of his 
Wite. 

Our Enemies {till giving out 1n all Places 
where they durſt, 'That they would not defilt 
till they had eftected their Delign, I received a 
Letter from a good Friend in which I found 
theſe Words. Tou are hated and feared more 
than all the reſt of your Companions : Tear Head 

55 
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is jet at 4 great Price : *I'ss againſt you they take 
all this Pains to find Aſſaſſias, and *twas on your 
account they contrived the late Attempt ;, ſo that 
upon the whole Matter I. cannot but adviſe, that 
you would reſolve to retire to ſome place where you 
may be unknown, there being, in my Opinion, nd 
other way left to  ſecare you "From the rage of your 
Exemmies, But having ſtrength'ned our Houſe, 
and made the beſt Proviſion we' could for our 
Defence, being aſſured of the Aﬀections both 
of the Magiſtrates and People of the Town; 
and the Government having given me Power 
to riag the Alarum-bell upon occaſion, and to 
that end contrived it ſo that I could do it 
from my ogrn Chambers, our Lodgings join- 
ing to one of the Gates, I reſolved not to res 
move ; eſpecially or ies that thoſe who 
had- made the late Attempr, being for the 
moſt part well known, had ren: der'd them- 
ſelves uncapable of retur ning again to Yevay : 
Whereas if we ſhould have removed to any 
other Place, the ſame Perſons would have 
found gr eater facility to execute their Deſign. 
As to that part of the Advice, tending to per- 
ſuade me to go to ſome Place where 1 might not 
be known, I knew it was in vain to think of 
tinding any ſuch within the Territories of 
their Excellencies, and out oi them I reſolved 
not to deparr. | 

In the mean time I was informed by Lets 
ters from Enzland, That Riardo having beer 
at that Court to give account of the W Succeſs 
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of the late Attempt againſt us, was not only 
well received by the King, but diſpatched 
with new Orders to carry on the ſame Delign ; 
and that in his paſſage through Fraxce he had 
been with the Dutcheſs of Orleans, who was 
the principal Inftrument uſed by his Gracious 
Majeſty tor incouraging and carrying on this 
Manly Attempt. I was alſo afſlured from 
France that ina Letter to that King, he had 
acquainted him, That not thinking himlfelf 
ſaſe fo long as the principal Traytors were 
alive, he deſired his Aſſiſtance to ſeize or de- 
ſtroy thoſe that were on that {ide the Sea, and 
particularly thoſe in Switzerland. 

In profecution of the Orders that had been 
ſent from their Excellencies of Berz, the Bailiff 
of Morges having notice that one of the Wa- 
termen who had brought the Aſſaſſins from 
Savoy to Vevay was in that Town, cauled him 
to be ſeized, and ſent Priſoner to the Caltle of 
Chillion, which is the Place of Reſidence for 
the Bailiff of /evazy. On the firit of Faxnuary 
we were invited by the Bailiff to a publick 
Entertainment in the Caſtle, and by that 
means were preſent at his Examination. For 
ſome time he contefſed nothing material ; but 
being found to contradict himſelt in Ins An- 
{wers, and therefore threatned with the Srrap- 
pada by the Bailiff and the Baron ae Chatteler, 
he ſceing the Cord made ready, informed 
them, "That one Monſieur De /a Broerte, 
and Monſieur Ds Fargs , both Savoyaras, 
were 
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were among thoſe who came 1n the Boat with 
Du Pre, and that one of the four Watermen 
was the Perſon who cut the Withes of all the 
Town-boats to prevent them from purſuing ; 
adding, that Du Pre told them at their return 
to Savoy, 'T hat it they had ſucceeded in their 
Enterprize they {ſhould have had Mony 
enough ; but conſtantly denying , that he 
knew any thing of the Deſign till it had miſ- 
carried. 

Yet neither the care of the Government to 
provide by their Juſtice for our future Safety, 
nor the diſappointment of the Aſlafſins in 
their late Attempt, could remove the Fears 
our Friends had entertained of new Deſigns 
againſt our Perſons, or perſuade them to be- 
leve that we could be fate whilſt we remained 
in the Place where we were. Among others, 
Mr. Treaſurer Steizer wrote a Letter.to the 
Bailiff of Yeway, in which he defired him to 
perſuade us to remove our Quarters either to 
Tverdgen, Lauſanua, or ſome other Place that 
was near the Center of their Excellencies Ter- 
ritories, where they might be better able to 
defend us, than he doubted they could at 
preſent, by reaſon of the Advantages that the 
Situation of the Lake aftorded to our Enemies, 
who, he ſaid , might come by Water from 
Savoy, or Verſoy a Place belonging to the 
Freach, to the foot of our Garden-Wall with- 
out fear of Surprize or Diſcovery ; ailuring 
him, that having been the firit Adviſer of our 
= 2 Oct 
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Settlement at Yewvay, if any Ill ſhould happen 
to us whilſt we continued in that Place, he 
ſhould account himſelf the moſt unhappy 
Man in the World. The Bailiff having com- 
municated this Letter to me, Tan{wered, That 
our Company was extreamly obliged to Mr. 
Treaſurer Steiger for the Care he expreſled to 
be upon him for our Safety ; but that our 
Diſeaſe being intirely Perſonal and not at all 
Local, we ſhould, in my Opinion, be ſo far 
from mending upon the change of Air, that 
I feared we ſhould render our Condition worſe, 
by going to a Place where we were not 
known, and putting our ſelves under the ne- 
ceſlity of making new Friends, which by the 
Favour and Goodneſs of the Magiſtrates and 
People we had already acquir*d at Yeway ; that 
therefore we ſhould willingly acquit Mr. 'T rea- 
fſurer and all our Friends from the Blame of 
whatever might befal us, and take the Conſe- 
quences of our ſtay upon our Selves. With 
theſe and ,other Reaſons the Bailiff, and by 
his means the reſt of our Friends were ſo well 
ſatisfied, that we heard no more from them on 
that account. 

About this time T received a Letter from 
one Monſieur De 1a Fleſchere, a near Relation 
of that Monſieur D# Pre who was one of the 
Twelve that came to aſſaſſinate us at Yevay, 
in which he declared his Deteſtation of that 
Villany, and promiſed to inform me from 
time to time of what he ſhould learn of their 
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Deſigns ; acquainting me of their Intentions 
to attack us in our way to the Church which 
was Without the Town, and therefore advi- 
fing that T ſhould go ſeldom thither , and 
never without Company and well armed. 
He counſelPd us by all means to keep toge- 
ther, and not to ſeparate as he was informed 
we intended to do, and that we ſhould con- 
tinue in the Place where we were, becauſe the 
Lake was a great Impediment to our Enemies 
Deſigns, who, he ſaid, aſſured themſelves of 
Succels in their Enterprize, it we ſhould go 
to Tverdey, Lauſanna, or any other Place, 
from whence they might make their Eſcape on 
Horſeback. 

Divers other Advertiſements of Deſigns 
againſt us coming to our Hands about the 
ſame time, moſt of them naming me to be the 
Perſon, againft whom the Malice was princi- 
pally directed, and infinuating, that the reſt 
of our Company were brought into hazard 
chiefly on my account, Mr. Liffe either really 
was, or pretended to be {o alarum'd, that he 
withdrew himſelf from us and went to Las 
fanna, under colour, that expecting a Viiit 
trom his Lady in the Month of May next en- 
juing, he was unwilling {he ſhould come to 
Vevay, leaſt it ſhould prove prejudicial to her 
alter her return to Ex2laud. Betore he letr us, 
he made his Will, and took leave of the Ma» 
pifrrates, and of all his Friends in the Fown 
in 2 folemn manner. At our parting, I took 
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liberty to deſire him to take the beſt care he 
could of himſelf, and not to be too confident 
of his Security, upon {uppoſition that 1 was 
the only Perſon mark'd out for Deſtruction ; 
fince he well knew, that at a Conſult held by 
our Enemies at Chatillow, they had inquired 
after him as well as my felt : I adjur'd him 
therefore to be upon his guard, leſt preſuming 
too much upon Safety, he might betray him- 
{elf into their Hands. 

Soon after the departure of Mr. Liſle, T re- 
ceived advice by the means of Monſieur at /a 
Fleſchere , that du Poſe and Cerije of Lyons, 
with one St. Du, had been at 7 anno, a Place 
lying upon the Lake, to confer with dz Pre, 
ae la Broette and az Fares, about reſuming 
their former Deſign, and that they had paſſed 
' moſt part of the night in the Wood of Conrerr, 
where it had been at laſt refolved, That they 
would come no more to //evay by the way of 
the Lake; but that the next Attempt ſhould 
be made by a ſmaller number of Perſons on 
foot, with Horſcs kept ready to receive them, 
and to carry them off either by the way of 
Chilion, St. Deans, or Lauſanaa; of all which 
I gave notice to Mr. Life, who with others of 
our Friends and Countrymen was then at 
Lauſanna, 

About eight Days after, one Monſieur du 
Moaliaz of Vevay , going towards Lanſanna, 
diicovered in a Lane not far from the Lake on 
the way of Safron, three Perſons well m— 
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ed and armed, with one on foot, and thinking 
them to have no good Deſign, he ſent a Ser- 
vant to obſerve them, who upon his return 
confirming him 1n his Suſpicion, Monfieur 
an Mouliz diſmounted, and taking up the toot 
of his Horſe to induce them to believe he only 
wanted a Shooe, he returned immediately to 
[evay. But they ſuſpecting themſelves to be 


' diſcovered, and that he was returned to give 


us notice, 2s indeed he was, made {o much 
haſte away, that before the People of the 
Town could reach the Place where they had 
been ſeen, they were arrived at 5/702; and 
having a Boat, which had brougit chem 1n 
the Mormng from Savoy, lying ready tO rC- 
ceive them, they by that means made thetr 
clcape. 'They had = two Perſons on foot 
into the Town to aſlaihnate me by itabbing or 
ſhooting, and theſe Horlemen were to have 
carried them off, as we er Wares under- 
ſtood : But that the "Town be! ing raiſed by the 
Information of Monſieur du Holi , thi ey 
alſo had thought convenient to ſhiir tor them- 
(elves. 

On the 21ſt of July 1064. we were in- 
tormed, That ſome” Savoyards had landed in 
the Harbour of Oxches bel longing to Lanſanna 
and had let fall ſome Words of a Deſign a> 
oainſt the Engliſh there. Upon winch tome 
of their Friends having notice, oye ro the 
Burgomaiter in order to procure his Warr 
to ſeize and biing them to be exam! SF beforc 
L 4 him. 
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him. But the Burgomaſter refuſing to do 
any thing in the Matter without the advice of 
the Bailiff, they went to the Caſtle ; where, 
finding the Bridge drawn up, they thought 
not fit to trouble him that Night. The next 
Morning they went again to the Caſtle, and 
having acquainted the Bailiff with what they 
had heard, he preſently granted his Warrant, 
and order*d the Fiſcal to ſummon the Sawg- 
ards before him. But they having notice of 
what was doing, got into their Boat and were 
put off, before the Warrant could be ſerved 
upon them. Yet it was {uppolcd, that if the 
Town-boats had been order*d to purſue them, 
they might eaſily have feized and brought 
them in; for they were within Musket-ſhot 
of the Shore when the Officer came to the 
Port with the Warrant, the Lake very rough, 
and the Wind directly in their Teeth. How- 
ever I mutt not omit, that theſe Villains had 
been ſeen to ſtand by the Door of the Church, 
where Mr. L:if uicd to go, all the time the 
People were going 1n to the Sermon ; but nei- 
ther he nor any of our Countrymen coming 
to the Church that Morning, they departed 
in a Rape, one of them ſaying, Le B.. gre ze 
vicnara pas ;, which Words tho! they were not 
obſerved at the time, yet were afterwards too 
well underſtood. | 

_ Mr. Lift having received Advice from the 
Lieutenanc Balival that a certain Frenchman, 
who uſed to engrave upon Seals and Piſhes 
| 7 | At 
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at Vevay, Lauſanna, and other Places, had in- 
formed theſe Savoyards of the way they ſhould 
take for the execution of their wicked Deſign, 
procured an Officer of Juſtice to demand him 
at his Lodging in Lauſamna; where being in- 
formed that he was gone to Vevey, a Meſſage 
was diſpatch'd to me, that I might cauſe him 
to be ſeized. Accordingly the Bailiff, at my 
Requeſt, granted a Warrant tor taking him 
in Cuſtody. But he having heard how things 
had  paſs'd at Lar/azmna, and ſuppoſing the 
Alarum to be over, was returned thither. 
Of which the Goverament of that Town hav- 
ing advice, they cauſed him to be ſeized and 
carried before the Burgomaſter, who after a 
ſlight Examination , contented himſelf with 
baniſhing him from their Juriſdiction. And 
now Mr. Li/ie began to think that he had not 
much better provided tor his Security by aban- 
doning Vevay. 

On the Wedzeſaay of the ſame Week, two 
Men in the Habit of Grooms mounted upon 
good Horſes came to lodge at an Inn in Vevay ; 
of which our Landlord having received no- 
tice, (according to an Order of the Baihft and 
Chatelain formerly {ignihed to all Inn-keepers) 
he went to the Houte where they were, and 
upon Examination was aflured by them, that 
they belonged to a German Count who was 
then at the Bathes in the Pais des Vallces; that 
they were by his Order come to this Place to 
wart his return, and that they had already 
ient 
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fent a Meſſenger to acquaint him with their 
arrival. Being not able to draw any more 
from them, he came home, and having ac- 

uainted me with what had paſs'd, earneſtly 
deſired that I would be upon my guard. In 
the mean time theſe pretended Grooms con- 
tinued at Yevay till the Thar/day in the follow- 
ing Week, when one coming trom the Bathes 
betore-mentioned, aſſured, "That no ſuch Per- 
ſon, as theſe Fellows deſcribed, had been 
there ; which added to a threatning Melſlage 
ſent by our Landlord to the Innkeeper tor en- 
tertaining {ſuch Rogues, they haſtned away 
and went to Lanſarna. 

On Thurſday the 11th of Augait, 1664. one 
Monſieur Longeon of Lauſanua, brought me 
the fad News, That Mr. Life going that 
Morning, to hear the Sermon in the Church 
that ſtood near the Town-gate, was ſhot dead 
by a Perſon on foot, who had a Companion 
waiting for him on Horſeback with a led 
Horſe in his Hand, which the Murderer hav- 
ing mounted and cried /Vzve / Roy, they 1m- 
mediately rode away together towards ors es. 
Soon after this barbarous Murder was com- 
mitted, we underſtood from Lax/azza by the 
deſcription of the Perſons, their Clothes and 
Horſes, that they were the ſame that had 
lodged at Yevay, They had continued for a 
Week in Lan/anzz before they found an oppor- 
tunity to put in execution their deteitable 
Plot, and had carried themſelves with ſuch 
In- 
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Indiſcretion, that divers Perſons ſuſpected 
them to have a Deſign againſt the Engliſh ; 
of which Mr. Life being informed, he ſent 
his Landlord twice to try what he could draw 
from them. But they had ſo well contrived 
their Story, that he could find no colour to 
remove them. Many Perſons upon ſuſpicion 
of theſe Fellows had defired Mr. Life to be 
upon his guard, and to forbear going to the 
Church he uſed ; becauſe it lay fo near the 
Town-gate, that it any Perſons ſhould make 
an Attempt againſt him, they might with 
little difficulty eſcape by that way. Our 
Countrymen allo who were with him per- 
formed the ſame Office ; but he would by no 
means hearken to their Advice, ſaying he was 
inthe Hands of God, and had commutted him- 
ſelf intirely to his Protection ; adding to this 
Anſwer, that my Life was his Defence, and 
that *till our Enemies had diſpatched me, he 
aſſured himſelf they would not think of him. 
The Villain that murdered him had waited 
his coming at a Barber's Shop, where he pre- 
tended to want ſomething for 1s Teeth, till 
ſeeing Mr. Life at diſtance he itept out of the 
Shop, and as he came by, faluted him. Then 
following him into the Church-yard, he drew 
a Carabine from under his Cloak, and ſhot 
him into the Back. With the recoil of the 
Piece the Villain's Hat was beaten off, and he 
himſelf falling over a piece of Timber, 
dropp'd his Gun, which he Jett behind him, 
| and 
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and as ſoon as he had recovered himſelf, run. 
ning to his Companion who held the led 
Horſe , he mounted and made his eſcape, 
Thus died Johz Liſle, Elq; Son to Sir William 
Liſte of the Iſle of Wight, a Member of the 
Great Parliament, one of the Council of State, 
Commiſſioner of the Great Seal, and one of 
the Aſſiſtants to the Lord Preſident, in the 
High Court of Juſtice that was erected for 
the Trial of the late King. The Government 
of Lauſanna was {0 remils in the purſuit of the 
Aſſaſſins, that it was ſuſpected they had ſome 
Friends among them. And of this the Vik 
lains themſelves ſeemed to give proof ; for 
before they had advanced halt a League on 
their way, calling to ſome Men who were 
working in the Vineyards, they bid them give 
their Service to the Governors of Lauſana, 
and tell them they would drink their Healths. 
But the common People openly cried out 
againſt the Burgomaſter, and accuſed him of 
naving favoured the Afſaſſins. And that T 
may do Juſtice to the Bailiff of Lauſanna, who 
had been abſent tor ſome time from the Town 
upon publick Buſineſs, I mult not omit, that, 
when he heard of the Aſſaſſination of Mr. 
Liſle, he faid, That it he had been at. Las 
{anna, thoſe Villains ſhould not have continued 
io long there without Interruption. 

Upon this we received a great number of 
Letters from our Friends in 1everal Parts, to 
form us of the rage of our Enemies, and of 
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their Reſolution to leave no means of deſtroy- 
ing us unattempted , ſome of them having 
affirmed, That 1f they could not accompliſh 
their Deſign either by Stabbing, Poiſoning or 
Shooting, they were reſolved to attempr us 
even in our Lodgings. Theſe Advices, to- 
gether with the death of Mr. Lz://e, ſo alar- 
um'd my Companions at FYewvay, that I found 
it difficult to bring them to any certain Reſo- 
lution, every one making a different Propoſi- 
tion touching the way we ſhould take to pro- 
vide for our Safety; tho? for my own part I 
thought nothing ſo rational, as to fortify our 
Intereſt in that Place, where the Magiſtrates 
and People had been always more ready to 
oblige and ſerve us, than we could be to ask 
any Favour from them. To this end, with the 
Concurrence of my Country-men, which I 
at laſt obtained, I went to Monſieur Geoffray, 
who was then Chatelain and Deputy-Bailiff of 
Vevay,acquainting him with the Letters we had 
litely received, and he readily offering to do 
whatever ſhould be in his Power for our Ser- 
vice, I propoſed, "That, conſidering the De- 
ſign of our Enemics was either to furprize us, 
as they had done 1n relation to Mr. Liz ; or, 
(all other Means failing) to attempt us by 
open Violence ; tor prevention of both, Orders 
might be iſſued out to the Town of Yevay, 
and to the other Towns and Villages of that 
Juriſdiction, to ſeize and examine ſuch Per- 
{ons as they ſhonald find caule to fuſpett ; and 
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that upon the ſound of the great Bell at /vaz, 
upon the firing of a great Gun, or the view 
of a Fire upon any of the Towers of the ſaid 
Place, they ſhould take Arms, ſecure the Paſ- 
fes, and ſeize all unknown Perſons 1n order to 
carry them before the Bailiff ; and that if 
theſe Signals ſhould happen to be given in the 
Night, they ſhould be appointed to repair 
with their Arms to our Lodgings at Yevay, to 
receive ſuch Orders as ſhould be neceſſary, 
The Chatelain approved the Propolition, and 
deſlir'd, "That ſuch an Order might be pre- 
pared, promiſing he would ſend it to the Bai- 
lif to be ſigned ; which being drawn up and 
ſent to the Caſtle of Chil;ozz, the Bailiff moſt 
readily {figned four Orders of the ſame Tenour, 
and directed them to //evay, Montre, the 
Tower and Blozey, with Injunction that they 
ſhould be publiſhed two ſeveral times in the 
Market-places , and betore the Churches of 
the ſaid Places, that none might pretend cauſe 
of Ignorance. 'This worthy Perſon, as he 
had done us great Honour upon all Occaſions, 
to at this time finding us to be extraordinarily 
perſecuted, he reſolved to ſhew us more than 
ordinary Marks of his Favour ; and theretore 
when he came to Town, accompanied by the 
Baron de Chatteler and Monſieur Hoſpitalier 
of Villa Nova, he was pleaſed to make us a 
Viſit, and to honour us with his Company at 
Dianer, expreiling his abhorrence of the Baſe- 
aeſs and 'Treachery of our Enemics, and al- 
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ſuring us of his Friendſhip and Services to the 
utmoſt of his Power. 

But Mr. Say, notwithſtanding theſe Afſu- 
rances and the Care he ſaw taken by our 
Friends for our preſervation, would by no 
means be pertuaded to think himſelf ſafe 
whilſt he continued in theſe Quarters, where 
we were all ſo publickly known, and there- 
fore reſolved to retire to ſome Place where he 
might be 7zcognzto; and to that end, accom- 
panied by Colonel Bzi/co, prepared to depart 
tor Germany, earneltly preſſing me to the ſame 
Reſolution , and protefſing himſelt to be as 
much concerned for my Safety as for his own. 
T gave him my Thanks for his Friendſhip ; 
but acquainted him that I thought it much 
better to be in a condition of making oppoſi- 
tion againſt my Enemies, than to live in the 
perpetual Fear of being diſcovered ;- with 
which being ſatisfied, he took leave, after he 
had aiſured me that if we ſhould continue at 
Vevay till the next Spring he would make us 
a Vilit. | : 

The Court of Ezzlazd being informed of 
the Aſſaſſination of Mr. Lz/lte, that King pro- 
cured one Dr. Colladoa, a Native of Geper 
then reſiding at Loxaon, to write to one of lis 
Relations in theſe Parts tor a particular In- 
tormation of that Action, and to inquire of 
the ſame Perſon if I continued {til] at /eway, or. 
had removed to Zxrich, as was reported ; 
wich Particulars being too well known to 
him, 
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him, to need any ſuch Information, it may 
be juſtly conjeQtured, that this Meſſage was 
fent to no other end, than to feel the Pulſe of 
the Gentleman, that by his Anſwer he might 
know, whether he were a fit Perſon to be em- 
ploy'd in his honourable Deſigns. Upon the 
reception of this Letter, the Perſon to whom 
it was directed, being a Man of Probity and 
Honour, not only gave Advice to our Friends 
of the Contents, but protelted that if he had 
a thouſand Lives, he would loſe them all, be- 
fore he would do us the leaſt Injury, utterly 
refuſing to give any Information touching the 
Things that were demanded. Monſieur ae 
{a Fleſthere alſo was pleaſed to continue his Care 
of our Safety, adviling us, That his Kinſman 
Monfieur 4d Pre, accompanied by da Broetti, 
and da Fargis, had lately given a meeting at 
Tvian to one of the Duke of Savoys Guard 
who uſed to come into our Parts ; and that a 
certain Frenchman living at the ſame Place, 
was alſo ſuſpeted to be of their Gang. He 
added, That tho? he had received a thouſand 

Aſſurances from d« Pre that he would never 
make any farther Attempt againſt us, yet he 
would not believe him, much leſs would delire 
us to rely upon his Word, but rather that we 
ſhould be conſtantiy upon our Guard, eſpect- 
cially in conſideration of what had lately hap- 
pencd to our Countrymanat Lanſarna. 
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This was the laſt Mefſage we received trom 
Monſieur de /a Fleſchere, who without any 
Obligation laid upon him on our part, from 
the Motives of Humanity and true Good- 
neſs, had been fo generoutly {ſerviceable to 
Perſons he never ſaw. For many days had 
not paſs'd, before we were informed, that a 
Difterence ariſing between this Gentleman and 
Du Pre, whole Siſter he had married, a cer- 
tain Gentlewoman of 7axzo, with whom 
Du Pre was too familiarly acquainted, under- 
took to make up the Diſpute; to which 
Monſieur 4e/a Fle/chere conſenting, and come- 
ing to her Houle for that purpote, was there 
ſhot 1nto the Body by D# Pre, and afterwards 
diſpatch'd with a Stlletto. But this not be- 
ing done without Noile, divers Perſons came 
about the Door to enquire what was doing; 
to whom the Gentlewoman anſwering, That 
there had been no other Diſturbance in the 
Houſe, than what had been made by 
tome Children, they preſently departed. 
Night being come, Du Pre went out ; and 
after a ſhort ſtay, brought rwo Country-men 
with him, and compelled them to take up 
the Body, and to lay it at the Door of an 1n- 
famous Houle in the fame 'iown, threatning 
to kill them it they ditputed his Commands, 
or ould afterwards reveal the Secret. And 
that it might be believed that his Brother-1n- 
Law had been fo uſed tor endeavouring to 
cet ſome bad Deſign, Du Pre went after 
M them 
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Lnem to the Place Wix.c they laid the Body, 
and hiring a Piſtol, left that and a Sword up- 
on the Ground by him: This Hypocrite 
feemed to be much concerned for his Death, 
and in deep Mourning accompanied him to 
the Grave; proteſting to his Siſter, that he 
would willingly expend a great Sum of Mony 
ro find out the Murderer. Yet this Mask 
was ſoon taken off; for the Paritament of 
Chambery 1a Savoy, having been informed of 
this Murder, and deputed tome of their Num- 
ber to make Inquiry into the Matter, they, 
by the Depoſitions they received, ſulpetting 
Dy Pre to have been the Author, ſent to f{cize 
him ; but he having norice of their Inten- 
tions, had made his Eſcape betore the Officers 
could reach the Houle where he was. 

In Erzl/azd, the Presbyterians had been 
log betore ejected from all the Benefices they 
potiels'd, and rewarded 1n the current Mony 
of thote, tor whoſe fake they had betray'd 
their Friends: "Fhe Priſons had been tre- 
quently 6IPd with all forts of Men diſſenting 
from the Church, eſtabliſh!d by the' Act of 
Uniformity : "The People had been exhault- 
cd by frequent and exceſſive 'T axes to ſupply 
the I.uxury of the Court : Great numbers of 
the Officers of the old Army had under falſe 
or irivolous Pretences bcen impriſon'd or exc- 
cuted : Many of the Iriſh Rebels had been 
reſtored to the Lands that had been ſettled up- 
on the Engliſh tor the Reward of their Ser- 
V iCCS 
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vices and Blood: Plots Ead been contrived 
to furniſh the Court with a Pretence to 
Tranſport thoſe they feared, to remote and 
barbarous Confinements; and the deſign of 
ſ{ubverting the Rights and Liberties of the Na- 
tion, was become manitelt. 

In this Poſture of Afﬀairs, the Court of 
Ezelanud thought fit to declare War againſt 
the States-General of the Unired Provinces ; 
by means of which, ſome oi our Frienas con- 
ceiving great Hopes of the Reſtitution of the 
Common-wealth, enter*d into a Treaty with 
divers Principal Miniſters of that Country, 
for procuring ſome Forces to join with our op- 
preifed Party in Ezelazd, againit the Common 
Enemy. Having received Informat1on of this 
Treaty, and being preſſed by a Perton of Ho- 
nour and Integrity to declare my Concurrence 
in the thing, I acquainted him, 'I hat tho? I 
thould be ready to embrace any good Occa- 
jon of ſerving the Common-wealth, and re- 
leving my Country from Opprefiion ; and 
that I had no greac Reaſon to be a Friend to 
the preſent Eitabliſhment, yet the I reachery 
of the Dutch, in celivering our three Friends 
into the Hands of rheir Enemies, made me 
tear the fame "Treatment from them in caſe 
of an Accommodation with E2/and, For if 
they had purchaſed their tormer Agreement 
with the Price of chat Blood, ] couid fee no 
Reaſon to perſuade me that they would not 
purchaſe znorher with ours: I told him, That 
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all Men knew they preferr*d the Profits of 
Trade before any other thing in the World; 
and how dangerous it might prove to engage 
with ſuch a fort of Men, I lett to Ins Judg- 
ment to determine ; that being convinced in 
Conſcience, that they had contracted the guilt 
of the Blood of our Friends upon themſelves, 
my Duty would not permit me to act in con- 
junction with them, till they ſhould make Sa- 
tisfaction for that Injuſtice: However, I of- 
terd that if they might be brought to diſown 
that Action, as done by the influence of a 
particular Faction, and promiſe, at a more 
convenient time, to Puniſh the '1mmediate 
Authors, I would freely hazard my Lite in 
the Expedition. 

In the mean time TI received a Letter irom 
Mr. Say, who was then at Amſterdam; in 
which, among other things, I found theſc 
Expreſſions ; 


« Beheve me, Sir, things are ſo well pre- 
« pared here to anſwer the good. Ends we all 
& dclire, that nothing ſcems to be wanting 
« but Hands to fet the Wheels going. In- 
* vitations and Incouragements are not only 
* offered, bur preficd upon You; and therc 
& 15no ground to fear their Retrear, of which 
& You feem to doubt. "The ruin of the pre- 
& {ent Government in Ez2/azd 1s certainly 1n- 
& tended, and ] have cauſe to believe will be 
« eticcted; rhe States heing unanimouſly = 
* this 
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this War, and at laſt brought to ſee that 
their Common-wealth cannot long ſubſiſt, 
if Monarchy continue in Ezg/and. Of this 
they will ſoon give the cleareſt Evidence, 
as well as of their Reſolution to afſilt the 
Common-wealth Interelt as far as ſhall be 
deſired ; in which they ſeem to be no leſs 
Zcalous, than how to detend themſelves. 
As to the Uſage our three Friends met with 
in this Country, I have examined the Par- 


* ticulars, and find the thing to have palled 


in a different manner than has been repre- 
ſented : They are able here to give You 
or any Perſon Satisfaction, that the matter 
docs not lie ſo foul upon them, as 15 gene- 
rally conceived ; and would, 1t it might be 
any way conducing to the Advantage of 
our Afairs, ſet that Buſineis 1n 1ts true 
Light. But this 1s not thought adviſable 
at preſent by many of our Friends, who 
think ſuch a Courſe may too much alarum 
the Court of Ezz/azd, and put them upon 
Meaſures of procuring Peace at any rate. 
The King of Exg/and 15 never mentioned 
without the utmoſt Contempt, and Writ- 
ings every day publiſhed to expole his Per- 
fon and Government. You may propoſe 
what You pleaſe for your Safety, and I 
dare anſwer it ſhall be granted: Only 1 
mult take leave to tell You that the mot 
private manner of Treating 1s beſt appre- 
ved by our Friends. 'Fhe Offers they make 
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here are very great, and yet no Promilſes 
exated from Us for their Security. 'There- 
fore I beg of You to think of ſeeing this 
place, and quitting the Quarters where 
You are, that You may be inſtrumental in 
the Service of Your Country at this time. 
t am certainly informed, That conſiderable 
numbers in Ez2/and, Scotland and Ireland, 
{enſible of their preſent Servitude, will ap- 
pear for iJs; and ſuch meaſures will be 
taken here {or rheir aſſiſtance, that I have 
great hopes of Succeſs. Nothing ſeems 
now ſo much wanting as fixed Councils 
both here and in Ezz/and, and no One can 
be more ſerviceable than Your Self in tus 
important Matter : I beſcech You therefore 
let Us have Your help, ior we cannot be 
without it, and I am perſwaded the Work 
will proſper in Our Hands. Make all the 
Expedition You can 1n Your Journy ; for 
tho? this be not the conjuncture of Action, 
yet I am perſwaded *tis Iigh time to he 
preparing, and *twill be to Our Shame if 
we neglect it. 


About Fight Days after this, I received 


another from the ſame Perſon ; in which, 
having deſired me to give credit to the Con- 
tents of his laſt, he added, That the Heer 
Nieaport had at a Conference aſſured him, 
That the Intentions of the Government of 
Holland were to relieve the good People in 
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Ezeland; and that he. ſhould be glad of any 

Overtures to that purpoſe from me or any 
other Perſons; That there was more 1n the 
deſign of this War than w _ commonly un- 
deritood, and that the deſtruction of the whole 
Proteſtant Party was intended : That ſome of 
the moſt eminent of that Rehgion in Frazce, 
| had ſent Meilengers into Hol{ard to give in- 
formarion of this Matter; advilting, That the 
States would make the beſt Preparations they 


could for their defence, and alluring, 'That if 


they ſhould be born down in this War, the 
Retormed Religion wouid foon be extin; Tuiſh- 
& in Fraxce: That the Dutch had "Uhi Irty 
Thouſand Men ready to put on Board their 
Flect, of which number "Fen Thoutand were 
Land Soldiers, and to be di{polſed as we ſhould 
adviſe and direct : That a great Sum of Mony 
was prepared for this Service, and that rhe 
whole Fleet ſhould be commanded to tavour 
Our Enterprize: Thar it it ſhould be thought 
neceſlary . to arc Horſe into E222, 
the States would willingly comply 1n t hat al. 
lo, having reſolved to endeavour a perfect 
Friendſhip with the good People of Emz2land, 
which, he ſaid, he hoped ſhould never be 
broken. At the bottom of the Letter were 
theſe Words, I beg of you to lay alide all 
tormer Prerudices, and as you love the Caute 
in which you have ingaged, come ſpcedily, 
and fer your Heart and Hand to this Work. 
I can certainly ature you, That the molt 
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conſiderable Miniſter of this State, has lately 
very much inquired tor you, and having re- 
ceived ſome account of you, has given us 
reaſon to hope, That it you will come to 
them in this conjuncture, they will place you 
at the head of fuch a number of Men, as 
ſhould by the Bleſſing of God, and the Con- 
currence of our Friends in Eze/and, be {ufh- 
cient to reſtore the Common-wealrth. TI dare 
aſſure you from the beft information I can 
get, That on ſuch an Occafion there would 
be a greater appearance tor us, than at the be- 
gI1nnINg of the late War. Let me therefore 
not hear from you, but ſce you. 

Tho? theſe Offers were very advantagious 
eſpecially to one in my Condition, and the 
Honour I received more than T could expect, 
yet theſe things, I thank God, were no temp- 
tation to me. The Cauſe of my Country 
which is dearer to me than my Lite, was that 
alone which made me earnettly with, "That 
I could have perſwaded my felt to lay hold 
of this opportunity, and to 10in with my 
Friends in this Enterprize for our common 
Deliverance. But the Reaſons betore men- 
tioned fate {o clole upon me; that 1 was 
conſtrained, not without great regret, to ac- 
quaint my Friends with my Intentions to per- 
{iſt in my former Reſolution, not to enter in- 
to a conjunction of Counſels and Intereits with 
the Dutch, till they had given fatisfaction 
toucih:ng the Bulineis of the three Gentlemen 
they 
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they had fo inhumanly delivered into the 
Hands of our Enemies, together with ſome 
reaſonable aſſurances that they would not a- 
bandon the Concernments of ſuch as ſhould 
join with them. 

In the mean time, a Perſon of Honour and 
Quality of the Ezgeliſh Nation whom I had 
never ſeen, being then at Parzs, took care 
to let me know by a third Hand, that the 
King of Ezglazd {uſpecting I would join with 
the Datch againſt him, had cauſed the 4/- 
ſaſfias to double their Diligence, and that the 


Perſon who had murder'd Mr. L:/e was: 


come to Paris, accompanied with others of 
the ſame Trade, and had undertaken either to 
carry me off alive, or to diſpatch me upon the 
place. St. Dz, another of this Tribe, endea- 
voured alſo to engage one Monſieur ' orzert, 
a Gentleman of Savoy, and my Friend, in 
the Delign againſt me, promilting him a 
oreat Recompence it it provel {ucccſsful. 
He dated his Letter from Parzs, and de- 
fired the Anſwer to be directed to one at 
Ljons. But Monſicur Torzeri fuſpetting him 
to be nearer to us than he would have it be- 
lieved, and being delfirous to penctrate farther 
into their Secrets, told him in his Anſwer 
that Mony was not to be refuſed ; but that T 
kept my felt ſo much upon my Guard, that 
nothing could be attempted without previous 
Conſultation. This Gentleman did me the fa- 
your to give me a ſight of the Letter and 
Anlwer, 
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( 172) 
Anſwer, with aſſurances of his Service, and 
a promiſe to ſend me St. Dz's Reply as ſoon as 
it ſhould come to his Hands. He informed 
me alſo that Du Pre had been degraded, and 
broken on the Wheel 7z Efrgze, tor the Mur- 
der of Monſieur 42 /a Fl:{chere ; that his Eſtate 
in Savoy had been confiſcated, and that he 
was fled for protettion to the Town of Fri. 
burg, and that he was countenanced by the 
Magiſtrates of that Place. "Theſe things made 
me reſolve upon withdrawing trom my Lodg- 
ings at Vevay, and lying privately for ſome 
time, that my Enemies might be amuſed, and 
uncertain how to lay their Deſigns; which 
having done, it produced the eftect 1 deſired. 
For no ſooner had I withdrawn my ielt from 
the publick View, but it was generally con- 
cluded that I was gone for Ho!land, which 
E conjecture might put a ttop to the Deligns 
againit me for that time, and rendred my 
Country-men at /**vay more laſe and undt- 
turb'd than they had tormerly been. 

During this retirement, 1 received Letters 
trom my Friends in Ezel/aaa, with Advice 
that four Perſons had been diſpatch'd by the 
King for our Parts with the accuſtomed In- 
itructions; but hearing no more concerning 
them, I concluded they were either the Vil 
tains of whom I was already informed from 
Paris, or part of thoſe who had been ſent to 
Aucvurg, with Orders from the lame Hands 
to Aflaſſinate Colonel Algernon Sidney; and 
s probably 
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probably being Ten in number might have 
effeted their Deſign, if having undertaken a 
ſourncy to Ho!/aud upon Bulinels relating to 
the Publick, he had not removed from that 
Place before their Arrival. After E had con- 
tioued about ſix Weeks privately with my 
Friends at Lavſarma, 1 returned ro my Quar- 
ters at //7evay, and had not been there above 
cight or ten days, before a Frexch-man, well 
furniſhed with Mony, and Arms, came ta 
one Monfieur D# Fort, a Merchant of Yevay, 
with a Letter Unſealed trom a Trader of Ge- 
neva, Who was little known to him, which 
contained an Account, That the Perſon who 
ſhould bring him that Letter, having been 
proſecuted in Fraxce, for getting a Wench 
with Child, had defired to be known to ſome 
Perſons tn this Place, which he had choſen 
jor his Retreat. Tho” ſuch a Recommenda- 
tion had been ſufficient to have cauſed him to 
be Whipp'd out of the Town; yet other 
things contributed chiefly to his Removal. For 
it had been obſerved that he had acknowledg- 
ed he came lately irom Ez2/azd, and feemed 
to be well informed of the Aﬀairs of that 
Court; that he was no leſs initructed of all 
the Circumitances of the Allafliination of Mer. 
Life; that he intruded into all Companies, 
and had endeavoured to Lodge in leveral 
Houſes that ſtood moit convenient to difcover 
our uſual Walks; that he had expreſſed his 
Diſcontent, that no cne would entertain him 
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without the permiſſion of the Council, and 
had offered to pay double at certain Places for 
a Lodging. To this was added, "That on a 
Market-day, having dreſſed himſelf in the 
Habit of a Buffoon, with a Basket on his 
Back, and Wooden Shoes on his Feet, he 
bought many things that were to be ſold at 
much more than the value, and gave them 
to the meaneſt of the People, drawing by 
that means many idle Perſons aſter him. Up- 
on Conlideration of theſe things, the Chate- 
lain, by Order of the Bailiff, went attended 
with his Ofticers to the Inn where he Lodged, 
and upon Examination, finding him unwil- 
ling to tell his Name,. or Buſineſs in this Place, 
he acquainted him, 'T hat by reaſon of divers 
Attempts that had been made againſt the Enz- 
7iſh Gentlemen, who had been taken by their 
Excellencies into Protection, it haa bceen re- 
ivlved that no Stranger ſhould remain at Ve- 
vay, without giving a good account of him- 
felt; which he having not done, had incurred 
the Conſequence, and therefore mult reſolve 
to depart within the {pace of 'T'wenty four 
Hours. He was much diſturbed whullt the 
Chatelain was preſent ; but having recovered 
his Spirits by drinking Brandy atter his de- 
parture, he hired a Boat for YVilla Nova, pre- 
tending to go direttiy for Max, but we were 
informed aiterwards, that from Yi1la Nova, 
he turned ſhort to Savoy, and by the way of 
£1cis Went to Pars, |

Some Publick Bufineſs requiring the pre- 
ſence of Mr. Treaſurer Szezger at Vewvay, he 
came accompanied by Monfteur Lextulys, late 
Bailiff of Lauſauma, Commilſlary General Go 
dart, and another Perſon of the Senat of Berr ; 
and having diſpatch'd his Aﬀairs, did us the 
Honour to make us a Vitit, in which having 


expreſſed great Kindneſs and Friendſhip, he 


intormed us, That Ds Pre had procured the 
Magiſtrates of Fribaurg to give inftructions to 
Colonel Pharamond, and their other Deputies 
then at Ber, to follicit their Lordſhips for 
the Reſtitution of his Lands ; but that the 
Council was ſo tar from doing as he deſired, 
that they forthwith cauſed the Advoyer to 
iſſue out an Order to ſeize his Perton if he 
ſhould come within the Territories of their 
Juriſdiction, and to fend new Inſtructions to 
the Bath of Morges, for receiving his Rents, 
and employing them in Publick Utes ; direct- 
ing the ſaid Treaſurer Steiger to give rhe 1e- 
puties an account of their Proceedings ; whici: 
when he had done, and acquainted them wzrt: 
the Attempt Du Pre had made to Aflafſinate 
us, together with the Murder he had commit- 
ted upon the Perſon of bis Brother-1n-Law, 
and many other Vyllanies of which he had 
been guilty, the Colonel fa:d, That he had 
not heard any thing of theie Matters before ; 
and defiring to be excuſed, promiſed never ty 
open his Mouth more in his behalf. The 
next Day we returned the Viht we hat re- 
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ceived from the Treaſurer and his Company, 
and were molt affectionately received, all of 
them expreſſing themſelves with the utmoſt 
Friendſhip, and aſſuring us of the care and 
favour of the Government. 

Of this we had in a ſhort time the moſt 
evident Demonſtration ; for their Excellencies 
of Berz having received information that Dy 
Pre deſigned to take a Journy to a Place in 
Burgundy, called Joizny, they tent out two 
Parties to lie upon the way ; one of which 
meeting with him, and commanding him in 
their Lordſhips Name to {ſurrender himſelf, 
he at firſt made fome reſiſtance : But finding 
that way too hazardous, he clapp*d Spurrs to 
his Horſe, and when he was at ſome diſtance 
trom the Guard, endeavouring to leap a deep 
and broad Pitch, he fell with his Horſe into 
the middle of it. Some People who were 
carrying in the Harveſt, ſeeing him 1n Dt 
{treſs, and not knowing that he was purſued 
by Pablick Authority, haſtned to his Relief, 
But he being conſcious of his own Crimes, 
and therefore ſuſpeCting all Men to be his E- 
nemies, fired one of his Piſtols upon them, 
which provoked the Country-men to entertain 
him with Stones, till the Officers came up, 
and ſeized him. They found a Caſe of Pi- 
ſtols at his Saddle, another pair at his Girdle, 
and a Carabine hanging by his fide. In his 
Pocket was a Letter directed to him without 
2ny Name f{ublcribed, containing 1n ſubſtance, 
1 nat 
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That he ſhovld inform himfelf where the 
oreat Whale or the little old Fiſh might be 
found; and give notice if any Publick Ho- 
nours had becn done to the memory of the 
Enzliſh Gentleman who was kilPd at Lauſaxza. 
The reſt of his Papers and Letters he had torn 
in picces beſore he could be taken ; but upon 
putting them together in the belt manner that 
was poſſible, it appeared, That moſt of them 
had relation to the ſame Subject, and were 
full of malicious Expreſſions againſt the Go- 
vernment of Ber, He was carricd to the 
Houſe of one Monſieur De /a Berchere, a Gen- 
tleman living near the Place where he was 
ſeized, and being kept there all Night, he 
was the next Day brought Priſoner to Twverder, 
and commiticd to the Caſtle. 

Their Excellencies having received informa- 
tion of the Seizing and Impriſonment of Dx 
Pre, diſpatch'd Orders to their Officers at 
Vevay, to examin all Perſons upon Oath who 
might know any thing concerning the At- 
tempt made againſt us, 1n which he had been 
a Principal Actor; and to tranſmit to them 
the Examination and Confteftion of the Water- 
man which had been taken by the Bailiff at 
the Caſtle of Chi/{zov, Whiilt the Evidence 
was preparing againit tim, great intercit was 
made to their Lord{hips of Berz tor their Fa- 
vour to the Priioner. but mecting with coid 
Reception trom them, they applied 
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the firſt Judgment in the Caſe. His Mother 
being admitted to ſpeak with him. 1n preſence 
of the Guard, told him, That certain Fathers 
Capuchins would remember him in their 
Prayers. But he had another Game to play ; 
and having already promiſed to quit the Ro- 
miſh Superſtition, and to Educate his Son in 
the Reformed Religion, it by that means he 
might fave his Lite, anſwered, That he own- 
ed no ſuch Perſons to be his Fathers ; that 
he needed not their Prayers, and that they 
might have enough to do if they would pray 
tor themſelves. By theſe and other Artifices 
that were uſed by himſelf and his Friends, 
the Officers of Juſtice at Jverdez, were per- 
ſwaded to Sentence him only to be baniſhed, 
and to pay the Fine of One Hundred Pounds; 
But four of the Twelve who were his Judges 
Diſſented from the reſt, and not only Voted 
him worthy of Death, but Signed a Paper 
to that purpoſe, and preſented it in their own 
Perſons to their Excellencies, that they might 
acquit themſelves from the Blame of this Pro- 
ceeding. When the Judgment was prelented 
to the Lords of Berz tor their Approbation, 
they eſteemed it to intrench upon their Sove- 
reignty; in that an inferior Juriſdiction 
had taken upon them not only to moderate 
the Puniſhment, but alſo to aſcertain the Fine. 
His Mother, and divers other Perſons who had 
accompanied the, Sentence to Ber, molt car- 
ne[tly ſollicited to get it confhirm'd ; but be- 
caule 
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cauſe Mr. Treaſurer Szezger was to go to Fr i- 
turg the next Day about fome- Publick Afairs, 
the Conſideration of this Buſineſs was deferr'd 
for. ſeven or eight Days. At which rime the 
Treaſurer being returned, the Cauſe was 
heard before their Excellencies; and after ma- 
ture Deliberation, Dz Pre was condemned to 
loſe his Head on the next enſuing Jozaday. 
The principal Crimes objected againſt him 
were, "That he had ftollen and raviihed the 
Perſon he had ſince Married, who was Born, 
and reſided within the Jurifdiftion of Bez2 ; 
and that he had made an Atrempt to Ailzſli- 
nate one or more of the Ezg/iſh Gentlemen 
that were protected by their Excellencies. He 
denied that he had taken Iis Wite away: in a 
violent manner, or that he deſigned to take 
away the Lite of any other Ezz/ih-man except 
me. He ſaid alſo, Thar having relolved to 
uſe him thus, they might have acquainted 
him ſooner with their Intentions, and not 
have incouraged him to ſuch a mif-pending 
of his time as they had done. And indeed, 
tho? this could not juſtly be objefted to their 
Excellencies, who def{igned no more chan that 
he might be civilly entertain'd till the time 


of his Trial, yet divers of the Magittrates of 


Iverdea, can by no means be excuied, who 
drank and plaid at Cards with: him in the 
Priſon, The Day appointed for his Execution 
being come, he was brought down ; bur che 
Terrors of Death, with the dijmal Reflections 
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upon his paſt Life, ſeized upon him to ſuch a 
degree, that he fell into a Rage, throwing 
himſelf on the Ground, biting and kicking 
thoſe that ſtood near, and asking it there 
were no hopes of Pardon. He was told that 
he ought to remember, "That if he had been 
taken in his own Country where he had Mur- 
derd his Brother-in-Law, and had been bro. 
ken 72 Effigie on the Wheel, he ſhould not 
have been uſed ſo gently. He refuſed to go 
to the place of Execution any otherwiſe than 
by force; ſo that about two Hours were ſpent 
before he arrived at the place where he was 
to Dye, tho? it was within Musket-ſhot of 
the Priſon. Here the Executioner put a Cap 
on his Head, and placed a Chair that he 
might fit ; bur he took off the Cap and threw 
it away, and kick'd down the Chair among 
the People. When the Executioner ſaw this 
he tied his Hands between his Knees, and 
having aſſured him, Thar if he perliſted in 
his Refiſtance, he would cut him into forty 
pieces, after about an Hours Conteſt, he at 
laſt performed his Office. 

Soon after this, Mr. Treaſurer Szezger ac- 
companicd by our Bailiff and ſome Gentlemen 
of Bery, was pleaſed to make us a Publick 
Viſit, leaving the Officers that attended him, 
who were Fifteen or Sixteen in number at 
our Gate, to the end as he informed us, T hat 
the People obſerving the Conſideration and 
Favour we received, might be ___s in 
their 
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their Duty upon any occafion that might 
happen. He gave us an account of the Pro» 
ccedings againit Du Pre, and informed us, 
That when the Watermen of Morees had car- 
ried his Mother back to T0, and thoſe of 
that Place had taken the liberty to cenſure the 
Juſtice of Berz; Madam ae /a Fleſchere, the 
Widow of our good Friend and Sifter to D« 
Pre, coming to meet her Mother at the Wa- 
ter ſide, had preſently filenc'd them, and o- 
penly ſaid, That tho* he was her Brother, 
yet ſhe acknowledged their Excellencies had 
done nothing in reiation to him but that 
which was moiſt 11. In ts Converſation 
heinformed us alto, L ha. being 1n 1-4/y in the 
Year 1643. when the War berween the late 
King and the Pai liament was, as he expreſſed 
it, moſt inflamed, he had there ſeen a Bull 
trom the Pope, tor incouraging all good Ca- 
tholicks ro take Arms for the King againit the 
Parliament, promiſing that thoſe who ſhould 
loſe their Lives on his ſide in that Quarrel, 


| ſhould go forthwith to Heaven. Which is 


{o plain that it needs no Comment. 

By this time, my Friends in Ho!/and began 
to think they had been deluded with vain 
hopes from that People ; but being unwilling 
to take the Shame of their Credulity upon 
themſelves, they refolved to lay the Blame 
upon me ; alledging, Thar rhoie of the States 
who had treated wirh thera, having inquired 
why 1 was not come to 4d, and receiv- 
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( 182 
ing no ſatisfactory Anſwer, had concluded 
we were not agreed among our ſelves, and on 
that account would not proceed to finiſh the 
Treaty. Whereas indeed the true Reaſon was, 
That they were ſtill in hopes. of patching up 
a Peace with Ezz/azd, or if that ſhould fail, 
they promiſed themſelves the Aſſiſtance of 
France, whoſe Intereſt ſeemed to be very dif: 
ferent from ours. Accordingly the King of 
France being, ſollicited by the Dutch to make 
good the laſt Treaty with that State, and 
finding he could not procure a Peace tor them, 
withdrew his Ambaſſador from Lozaoz, and 
declared War againſt Ezgland : Soon after 
which a Declaration of War was alſo pub- 
liſhed in Lozaor againſt the Frexch King, and 
entertained by the People with great Joy, the 
Mayor and Aldermen attending on the Pro- 
clamation in their Habits of Ceremony. 

On occaſion of this War, one Monſieur 
Stuppa, *a Native of the Griſons, formerly a 
Miniſter, and at that time an Officer in the 
French Service, was fent into his own Country 
to raiſe Men ; and having performed his Com- 
miſſion, reſolved to paſs by Yevay 10 his re- 
turn to Parzs. Being come to this Place, he 
procured ſome of my Friends to defire me to 
give him a meeting, - to which IT conſented. 
After ſome general Diſcourſe upon the preſent 
Conjuncture, he acquainted me, "That tho' 
he had no cxpreis Orders either from race or 
Hollaud to make any propolition to me; yet 
ic 
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he acknowledged, That the Dutch Ambaſſa- 
dor then reſiding at Paris, had fo far opened 
himſelf, as to tell him, That his Maſters de- 
ſigning nothing more in this War than to ſe- 
cure themſelves from ſuch double Dealing as 
they had met with from the Ez2/# Court ; 
and their Quarrel not being againſt the Peo- 
ple, but only againſt the King of Ezz/and, 
he hoped I might be brought to Act in Con- 
junction with them for the good of my own 
Country. Then he proceeded to ask ,what 
grounds there might be to hope that the Com- 
mon-wealth Party, with a moderate number 
of Forces to join with them, would be able 
to carry their Point, profefling himſelf to be 
as well in Judgment as Intereit difpoſed to 
wiſh them well : And on this Head we went 
over many Particulars, tho? I durit nor be fo 
tree with him as was requiſite ro a full clear- 
ing of ſuch Matters. Some Lays after this, 
we had another Conference, in which by the 
perſwaſion of a particular Friend, I acquaint- 
cd him, 'That it any juſt and honourable way 
ſhould be propoſed for the reftiturion of the 
Republick in Ezgland, I would readily ule the 
belt of my Endeavours, and hazard my Life 
In that Service. He ſeemed well ſatisfied with 
this Anſwer; and having aſſured me that a 
great ſum of Mony would be advanced to give 
Life to the intereſt of our Friends, and to afltift 
them in their preparations for Action, we 2- 
greed on a way of Correſpondence, and fo 
parted, N 3 4128 
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The next Morning, one Mr. Conſtance 
came to me from the Count of Doxmnagh, with 
a Meſſage to deſire me to meet him privately 
at Lauſazaa, which I promiſed to do the 
more willingly, becauſe the {aid Count had 
lately given Proof of his Kindneſs to us, by 
ſending me Advice, That his Ladies Father 
paſſing through Chat://on, (the princpal Place 
of our Enemies Rendevouz) had been certain- 
ly informed, "That thoſe who had Murder 
Mr. Liſle, were come again into theſe Parts 
with intentions to Aſſaſſinate us; and more 
particularly me, aſſuring, That I might give 
credit to the thing, becauſe it had been im- 
parted to his Father-in-Law, on ſuppoſition 
that he approved the Feſign. The Gentleman 
informed me alſo, That the Count had a 
Cominiition from the States of H/azd to raile 
Three Thouſand Men in theſe Parts ; that the 
Heer Johz de Witte had adviſed him to ſee 
me, and that he hoped the Levies he was to 
make, might be imploy'd for the reſtitution of 
the Common-wealth in Ezzlazd. To which 
T anſwered, as I had done before to Montfieur 
Stuppa, that T was always ready to lay down 
my Lite in {o good a Caule. 

Few Days after this, IT received a Letter 
from Hel/and to inform me, That our Friends 
wereentring into new Meaſures, and that the 
Heer John de Witte, together with the Heer 
Nieaport, and others who ſeemed moſt Aﬀe- 
ftionate to us, had adviſed, That for ſeveral 

| | Reaſons, 
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Reaſons, the Treaty between Ho//ana and our 
Friends might be carried on at Paris ; that 
Colonel Alzermon Sidney and I would repair 
to Fraxce for that purpoſe, where we ſhould 
be Lodged at the Houle of the Dutch Ambaſſa- 
dor, promiſing that we ſhould have Paſtports 
in the beſt Form, requiring all Magittrates 
and other Officers in that Kingdom to be fer- 
viceable and afſiſting to us. In the fame 
Packet I had another trom Ezg1aza to inform 
me, That the Condition of our Friends there 
was not Contemptible, and that they thought 
no Hazards too great to be ventur'd 1n order 


to deliver themſelves from the Evils they ſut- | 


ter'd, and greater which they had juſt Cauſe 
to fear. "They exhorted me therefore to lay 
aſide all Scruples and former Prejudices, and 
to improve the preſent favourable Conjuncture 
to the advantage of the Common-wealth. 
Theſe Letters were accompanied with three 
more; One from Colonel A4/zeraon Sianey, 10- 
viting me to give him a meeting at Bajt, 
in order to continue our Journy from thence 
ro Paris, The other two were written by 
Mr. Say, and Colonel Bz/co, to prels me to 
engage in this Undertaking, promiſing, That it 
I would reſolve to go,all the Exiles would not 
tall to accompany me ; and adding, Thar it I 
refuſed, thev believed no Man would ſtir. I 
tound by theſe Letters that there had been 
'ome Heats and Jealoulies berween Colonel 
*7dney and Mir. Say, the former charging Mr, 
N 4 Say 
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$:y with having privately diſſwaded me from 
engaging in this Enterpriſe, and Mr. Say ac- 
culing Colonel Szdzey of uſing all the means 
he could ro diſcourage me; but to do them 
Juſtice, } muſt needs fay, That they both en- 
deavoured to the utmoſt of their Power to 

engage me 1n this Aﬀair, 
Thete things brought me into great Doubts 
and Þ1fticultiess For on the one hand, if 
{ ſhould neglect the preſent Offers, and the 
Deſign ſhould miſcarry, I foreſaw that my 
Friends, who had follicited me to engage, 
would not fail to attribute the Fault to me, 
by whatever means the ill Succeſs ſhould hap- 
pen. On the other ſide, if 1 ſhould reſolve 
to enter upon {uch a Treaty, befides my own 
want of Ability for the management of fo 
oreat an Aﬀair, the unſuitableneſs of my Prin- 
ciples and Circumſtances, together with the 
Averlion I had to treat in Fraxce, and per- 
haps with that King's Miniſters, who had all 
along tavour'd thoſe bloody Deſigns which 
had been contrived againſt my Life, I could 
not ſee how I might come to any Reſolution 
what to offer, demand, promiſe or perform. 
zeing under this Perplexity, I was attack'd 
again on the fame account by two of our 
Friends, who made a Journy from Holland 
on purpoſe to perſwade me to take part in 
this Aﬀair; 1o that finding my ſelf thus preſ- 
ied on all Hands, I told them, That the Lord 
fermya being lately arrived at Parss, with 
| Occlers 
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Orders from the Court of Ezz1and, to treat of 
an Accommodation with the King of Frazce, 
in which he would not fail to be powerfully 
aſſiſted by the Queen-Mother of Eze/and; this 
Treaty might take effect, as that of the Biſhop 
of Munſter with the States had already 
done ; by which means it would certainly 
fall out, That, tho? we ſhould not be betray'd 
by the French, which I doubted, yet the 
Lords of Berz would no longer think them- 
ſelves obliged to protect us as they had hi- 
therto done ; that it the Levies of Sz/s Sol- 
diers which the States were about to make, 
ſhould be deſigned for Ez2/4zd4 as we had been 
informed, I thought my preſent Stay in theſe 
Parts might be of more ule to the Publick, 
than if 1 ſhould take the Journy that was 
propoſed ; and that for many Reaſons I was 
very unwilling to put my ſelf into the Hands 
of the King of Fraxce. Yet that they might 
{ce I would go as great a length in this Bu- 
fineſs as I could, I ofter'd, "That it the States 
{ſhould think fit to publiſh a Declaration to ac- 
knowledge the Error of delivering up our 
three Friends; promile to uſe their Endea- 
vours to reltore the Common-wealrit to the 
Exerciſe of their Authority ; furniſh ſuch a 
number of Troops of the Retormed Religion 
as might be probably ſuſhcient to protect our 
Friends in coming into them, and oblige 
themſelves not to leave us in a worſe condi- 
tion than we were at that time, I would 
heartily 
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heartily engage in the Enterprize. With this 
Anſwer my two Friends returned to Hollazd, 
and being on their way ſent me Word, That 
the Perſon who reſided for the King of Fraxce 
at Mezxtz, and is Brother to his Ambaſſador at 
Ratisbonne, had been at Frazkfurt on purpoſe 
to meet Colonel Szazey and me, ſuppoſing 
we had both been at that place; where in a 
Conference with the Colonel, he had commu- 
nicated to him a Letter from Monſieur 4s 
Lyonne Secretary of State, written in Cypher 
by the Order of the King of Frazce, in which 
he was commanded to acquaint us, That if we 
would go to Pars, we ſhould have all the Se- 
curity the Government could give or we 
could defire for the Safety of our Per- 
ſons. 

The Court of Ez2/azd having received ſome 
obſcure Informations of a Delign carried on 
by the Dutch to land ſome Forces to affiſt 
their Enemies at home, publiſhed a Proclama- 
tion to require Colonel Johz Desbrowe, Colonel 
Thomas Kelſey, Colonel John White, Major 
Joh Grove, Sir Robert Hoaywood Junior, Cap- 
tain Johu Nicholas of Monmouth, and divers 
other Perſons, to return into Ezg/azd and to 
ſurrender themſelves into the Hands of ſome 
Juſtice of the Peace 1n the County where they 
fhould land, before the 23d Day of the next 
enſuing July, on pain of being proceeded a- 
Sainſt as Traytors. But not being contented 
with this, they employed a Jcſuite to —— 
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who not only undertook that Employment, 


but promiſed to get me to be aſſaſſinated alſo. 
Myn Heer Nieaport, who had formerly been 
Ambaſſador for the States in Ez2/azd, lent his 
Son to Mr. Say to acquaint him with this 
Matter , aſſuring him that the Jeſuite was 
already come to Hollazd, and that they hoped 
to ſeize him ; bur leſt other Perſons might be 
engaged with him in the Deſign againit me, 
of whom they had no Information, he de- 
fired that T might be forthwith adviſed of 
what they had diſcovered ; which Mr. Say 
punctually performed. 

Our Friends began now to perceive the Ef- 
fects of Jermyz's Negocition, and that the 
Freach King would rather chule ro procure to 
himſelf the management of the Court of Ezz- 
land at any rate, than either to do an honour- 
able thing for Men 1n dittreſs, or to give his 
Allies common Satisfaction in the {malleſt 
Things that might diſgult his Brother of Exg- 
land in this Conjuntture, For the Dutch Am- 
baſſador having demanded that Te Deaum 
might be ſung in the great Church at Pars 
for the late Victory they had obtained againſt 
the Engliſh Fleet commanded by Mozk and 
Prince Rapert; he refuſed to permit it for 
three Reaſons. Firſt, On account that they 
differed in Religion. In the ſecond place, 
That having had no Forces in the Engage- 
ment, he could have no ſhare in the Victory. 
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And Thirdly, That it would be of little ad- 
vantage to either of the States to triumph over 
their Enemies. Our Friends had been made 
to believe that they ſhould have the aſſiſtance 
of Fraxce in a great Sum of Mony ; but few 
of them approved of their ſending Forces, as 
was at laſt propoſed, ſuſpecting their Fidelity 
in caſe of Succeſs. And IT think the Event 
ſhew*d that this laſt Propoſition was made by 
the French (who had been lately intriguing 
with the Court of Ez2/az4) in confidence that 
it would not be accepted. 

But however Afairs might ſtand in Fraxce, 
yet our Friends in Hollazd had not Ioit all 
hopes, as may appear by the following Letter 
which I received from thence. 


SIR, 


« XK 7E cannot look upon the frequent and 
* carnelt Applications of ſo many of 
* our Friends for your coming into theſe 
« Parts to be loſt. We are fully ſatisfied of 
& our Intereſt with you, and haveheard with 
* Joy the Report of thoſe Gentlemen who 
* were lately at YVevay, how much you are 
** concerned tor the Publick Cauſe. We can- 
«© not but be ſenſible of the difference between 
« treating with a Monarch, and engaging 
* witha Free State, and are glad to find that 
the ſame Principles which arm you om 
' £16 
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« the one, cauſe you to incline to the other 
« upon reaſonable Terms ; which we doubt 
« not would be offer'd, if you would appear 
« among us. They have here received ſuch 
« an Account of the condition of our Friends 
« in Exzlazd, that they are inclined to give 
« us conſiderable Succours of all Things ne- 
« ceſlary for our Enterpriſe. This 1s the {e- 
« cond time that the States have cauſed a 
« great Body of Land-Forces to be ſhipp*d on 
& board their Fleet purely on our account, 
« proteſting in the molt folemn manner, that 
& they ,have no other Deſign than to give the 
« good People of England a ſcaſonable and 
« eftectual Aid. If we loſe tlus opportunity, 
« we may probably repent our Folly, but ſhall 
& hardly redeem our Credit. For theſe Rea- 
« ſons we renew our moſt affectionate Deſires 
& that you would haſten to us, and hope for 
« your ſpeedy Anſwer rather in Perſon than 
&« by Writing , leſt this alſo be added to al! 
© our former Affiictions, that another oppor- 
© tunity be lolt. 


This Letter being ſubſcribed by many Per- 
ſons was ſent to me by the way of German, 
and a Duplicate being diſpatch'd at the fame 
time through Frazce, I received both. From 
all which, confidering that fo much weight

was laid upon my Preſence in Ho!lana, tho' t 
could fee little reafon for their Opinion, I re- 
folved to inlift no longer upon any thing to be 
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done by the States previous to my Engage- 
ment,. but only that they would diſclaim thar 
Aion which had paſſed in relation to our 
three Friends, and promiſe to make Proviſton, 
in any Treaty they ſhould make with our 
Enemies, for all thoſe who ſhould engage with 
them, or at leaſt to leave them in as good a 
Condition as they were at the time of their 
Engagement. Tf this could be effected I de- 
termined to make uſe of the following Paſs- 
port, which I had received from the Count 
D*Eſtrades Ambaſſador for the King of Fraxce 
to the States General of the United Pro- 
VINCES.

Some 
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Some time after this, an Engagement hap- 
pening between the Ezeliſh and Dutch Fleets, 
tho? both Parties made Bonfires for the Vifto- 
ry, yet the Court of Ezz2/azd conceiving the 
Advantage to have been on their fide, reſolved 
to improve the opportunity for the advance- 
ment of the Prince of Orazge. To this end 
the Earl of Arlizgton, who was then Secretary 
of State, wrote a Letter to one Baat a French 
Man, with whom he had Correſpondence; 
and knowing him to be well affected to the 
Prince, acquainted him that he judged this to 
be the time of promoting that Intereſt. But, 
who, tho' he had a Military Command in 
Holland, yet pretended to ſerve that State with 
Intelligence from Foreign Parts, having on 
that account ſome Paper to preſent to the Pen- 
fionary John de Witte, put the Lord Arlington's 
Letter by miſtake into his Hands. Upon this, 
Baat was ſeized with his Papers ; which, as 
was {aid , gave them ſo much Light, that 
Trump with his Brother-in-Law the Sieur 
K uivoit of Roterdam, were removed from their 
Employments, and forbidden to appear in any 
publick Council ; the latter, with one /axaer- 
bul# of the ſame Place, departing the Coun- 
try. Many others were ſeized, and Orders 
being given to proſecute Bat for Treaſon, he 
was found guilty and condemned to loſe his 
Head. Tramp was confined to his Houle, and 
the Baron de Gheat was appointed to ſucceed 


him in his Command by Sea. 
About 
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About the middle of September, 1666. The 
Count of Doxagh {ent me Advice by M. Coz» 
ſtance, That, having been at ChatzUlioz, the 
uſual place of our Enemies Rendevouz, he had 
obliged the Maſter of the Inn where they 
met, to promiſe, Thar it he ſhould diſcover 
any Perſons to have a Detign againſt us for 
the future, or 1t thoſe who tormerly trequent- 
ed his Houſe on that account ſhould ar any 
time return thither, he would not fail to in- 
form him forthwith. This Meſſage was the 
more {ea{onable, becauſe within tew Days, 
our good Friend Monſieur 7 orzer:, upon 
whom alone, {ſince the Death of Monſieur 
de Ia Fleſchere, we depended for Intelligence 
trom Savoy, was Murder*'d by Du Farg7s, one 
of thole who with Ds Pre attempted to Al: 
faſſfinate us in the Year 1664. It was faid, 
That Monſieur 7 orzer: had ſpoken ſome words 
concerning Du Fargis, which containing too 
much Truth, and theretore molt Offending ; 
Du Farzis having waited ſome time for an 
occaſion of Revenge, at lat ſhor him in the 
Head, as he was on Horſeback taking leave 
of lis Siſter at her Houſe in 1:42; of which 
Wound he died the ſame Day. 

The Court of Ezz/zzd having procured 
from the Parliament a Grant of about Eigh- 
teen Hundred "I houtand Pounds, under co- 
lour of carrying on the War againit #/9//a;zd 
and Fraxce ; began immediately after the Pro- 
rogation of the Paritament, to diſcover their 
O Latent104s 
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Intentions to make Peace with their Neigh- 
bours. Preſents and Offices of Civility pailed 
Tony between Paris and Loadon ; and 
the King of Fraxce ſent Orders to all his Ports, 
That if” any Exzliſh Ships ſhould be forced 
into them by ſtreſs of Weather or otherwiſe, 
they ſhould be received and affiſted with all 
things neceſſary. The King of Erglazd ac- - 
quainted the Ambaſſador of Swed den, that as 
Mediator he might intimate to the States, 
That upon an invitation from them, they 
ſhould not find them averſe from Peace, and 
that he was contented the Hagze ſhould be the 
4c of treating. But the 'Penſionary John 
ite, who well knew what Opportunities

:ntlters as ſhoul d be {ent to treat, from the 
nfl oi the People, as they had formerly 
experienced to their great Regret, and to ot 
ier Utretct, Breda or Ma eftr icht tor the place 
of treating, at the choice of the King of Ezg- 
land, When the Sreajb Ambailador ha Fl 
Com» 
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communicated this Anſwer to the King, he 
tel into a great Paſſhon, not ſo much on ac- 
count of their refuſal, but becauſe he faw his 
Deſigns diſcovered. However, being refolved 
not to ſet out the Fleet, and therefore con- 
ſtrained to be Calm, he ſwallow?d the bitter 
Draught, and made choice of Breaz for this 
purpoſe. He nominated Mr. Dezzi! Hollis, 
who for his Merits in helping to bring about 
the late change, was now called Lord Hollzs, 
together with one Mr. Coventry to he his 
Commiſſioners for treating the Peace, putting 
on an appearance of careſſing the Daich, cal- 
ling them his Allies, offering that each Party 
ſhould keep what they poſlels'd, and that the 
Treaty concluded between them in the Year 
1662, ſhould be the foundation of this. The 
Seamen wanting Employment, enter'd them- 
ſelves tor the moſt part into the Service of 
the Merchants, and fome of them into thar 
of the States ; by which means ic became 1m- 
poſiible to Man out a Fleet upon any Occa- 
fon however preſſing. 

The Dutch being well inforn' of what 
paſfd in England, "and thinking this Oppor- 
tunity nOt to be negtetted, * mace 4s great 
preparations for War as they had ever done. 
De Reuter Was appoil ated to command the 
Fleet, and Four Thouſand Land-men were 
put on Board under the Cond! 12 of one Colo- 
nel Doleman, an Experienc'd Oiicer, and 
who for nci readring rtimicit within the time 
() 2 limited 
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Iimited by the late Proclamation, had incur- 
red the penalty of Treaſon by Virtue of a 
late AQ paſſed at Weſtminſter, and on that 
account believed to be more firm to their In- 
tcreſt. In this Conjuntture, my Friends and 
Country-men in Holland attack'd me again 
with Letters, aſſuring me, That nothing 
could hinder the ſpeedy Diſpatch of this Fleet 
but the Expectation of my Arriyal ; That the 
States had reſolved to Land a conſiderable 
Force in a certain place in England by their 
Advice, and that our Friends in Exg/ad ſhould 
have timely notice of their Intentions; T hat 
Colonel Doleman was to command thoſe 
Troops as General, unleſs I ſhould arrive be- 
fore the Sailing of the Fleet, and in ſuch caſc 
it was orderd that he {ſhould have the next 
Poſt under me. But having received no ſa- 
tisfaction touching thoſe things upon which I 
had formerly inſilted ; being of Opinion that 
it lay within the Power of the Court of Eze- 
land to make Peace with the Dutch when they 
pleaſed, and conceiving that the great Prepa- 
rations made by the Dztch, and the Correſpon- 
dences kept on foot with our Friends were 
only in order to conſtrain the King to a Com- 
pliance with them; I returned for my An- 
{wer, that I thought Colonel Dolemay, who 
was in the actual Service of the States; and 
an able Officer, to be much fitter for that Em- 
ployment than my felt. But if, contrary to 


my Senſe of things, the States and our Fricnds 
ſhould 
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ſhould judge otherwiſe, I told them again, 
That if I might have fatisfaction in the two 
Points I formerly mentioned, I would not be 
wanting to contribute my beſt aſſiſtance to 
the Service of the Publick, tho? in the loweſt 
degree of Employment ; and that if I might 
be aſſured that a Journy to Holland art this 
time would not tend to deprive me of the 
ProteAion TI now enjoy*d, I would not fail 
for their Satisfaction to undertake it without 
delay, that we might debate theſe things to- 
gether upon the Place. Ir ſoon appeared that 
] had good ground for this Caution ; tor up- 
on the Arming of the Biſhop of Mzrzfter con- 
trary to the late Agreement he had made, 
and the Reſtitution of Rhyzberg demanded by 
the Elector of Coley, together with fome o- 
ther Accidents, the Dutch ſhewed themſelves 
ready to treat with Erzlazd, upon the toot 
ot the Treaty concluded between them in 
the Year 1662, with little alteration in the 
Articles touching the King's Enemies, and 
none at all in that relating to the late King's 
Judges. 

The Erzliſh Plenipotentiaries, notwith- 
ſtanding the ill Condition of Aﬀairs at home, 
ipent a whole Month at Breaz without en- 
tring into Conference with thoſe of Holz, 
which with the Quarrels that happened be- 
tween theſe two Miniſters, gave the Statcs a 
farther occaſion to improve the pretent Con- 
;unQure to the beſt advantage ; many of them 
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declaring openly that they would protect the 

moſt obnoxious of the King's Enemies. In 
this Reſolution -ugf ſent their Fleet to Sea, 
and made direaly for the River of fy as 
with their Land-Forces on Board. The Court 
of Ezglazd having made no preparations for 
the defence of the N ation, was alarunYd to 
the laſt degree with the News of their Ap- 
proach ; and at the by {t mectins of the Coun- 
cil, a Propoſition was mace - Aſlemble the 
_— liament with all -oſfible xpedition, tho? 

cy had been 4 \djourn' d& to Foy ' enth of Otto. 
yo 7, that by their Advice c1:her a Peace might 
be made to the Satisfaction ci the Nation, or 
the War carried on to the belt 4 dvantage. 
On the other fide, the Chancelior 71«e know- 
10g himſelf to be in danger from the Parlia- 
ment, did all that he could to oppoſe that 
M otion : : and conceiving an Army more ule- 
tul to promote the Arbitrary Deiigns of the 
Court, took this occaſion to propoſe the raiſing 
of T welve Thouſand Men. And rho” the 
Major parr of the Council carried it tor A{- 
{mbling the Par lament on the 25th of the 
next eniuing Jay, and that a Proclamation 
ſhould be forthwith publiſhed to thar end, yet 
the deſign of raiſing an Army was not laid 
aſide. 

The Dich Admiral finding no Enemies at 
Sea, refolv'd to attack rhe Eng li in their

ral Van Gheat, failed the next D ay into the 
River of Chatham, and notwithl1 tanding LNG 
Ships that had been {| {uak ro þ1 under their Pai- 
ſage, came up to an Iron Chain that traveried 
the River, and had been made On tnis OCca- 
fon, fought rhe Maihias and Charles the fitch, 
which were order'd to dciend ir, kilied mo{t 
of their Men, burnt the Ships and broke the 
Chain. "Fhen paſting by Upzer-Caltle they

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ſmaller Veſſels. In this deplorable State of 
Afﬀairs, Monk being deſirous to fave the re- 
maining Ships, he cauſed them to be ſunk in 
the River, and order'd five Fire-ſhips to fall 
in among the Dutch Fleet,” but without the 
Succeſs he expected. In the mean time, the 
Trained Bands from all the adjacent Parts 
were Marching towards Chatham, to endea- 
vour to prevent farther Miſchiet by Land; 
Nine Ships were ſunk at Woolwich, and four 
at Blackwal ; and Platforms furniſhed with Ar- 
tillery and Works to defend them, were raiſed 
in divers Places to hinder the Enemy trom 
coming up to Loxdon. But the Datch, who 
had another Game to play, having exacted a 
Sum of Mony from the Inhabitants of Shep- 
way, and carried off the Guns and Ammuni- 
tion they found at Sheerneſs, fell down with 
their Fleet to the Buoy in the Nore, and Sole- 
bay ; giving leiſure- to all Parties to make 
their Reflections upon this Expedition ; the 
Court in the mean time taking hold of this 
occalion to colour the raifing of Land- 
Forces, 

Theſe Loſſes, and this Diſhonour falling 
upon the Ezzliſh, were not without effect at 
Breda. For their Plenipotentiaries, who had 
hitherto been very flow in their Negotiation, 
now apphed themſelves ſo eftectually to the 
Work, that in two or three Days they made 
a conſiderable progreſs in the "Treaty, and 
agreed to the Articles that were thought to 
Contain 
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contain the greateſt Difficultigs. One Article 
concerning Deamark retarded the concluſion 
for ſome Days, the Exg/ih Ambaſſadors deſir- 
ing time to know the King's Pleaſure in that 
Matter. But he being compelPd to ſubmit 
tothe preſent Neceſſity, order*d them to Sign 
all, expetting to take Revenge at a more con- 
venient time. 

By this time it was manifeſt, That tho? the 
Penſionary John de Mitte, and the Heer Niew- 
port, with one or two more might be ſincere 
in their Dealings with us ; yet the far greater 
part of the States and their Oſticers had de- 
fired our Conjunction with them tor no other 
end, than to procure better 'Lerms for them- 
ſelves from our common Enemy, chuſing ra- 
ther to ſee a Tyranny than a Coimmon-wealth 
Eſtabliſhed in Ezzl/azd, as knowing by Expe- 
rience that they could corrupt the former, and 
by that means poſleſs themſelves of the moſt 
profitable parts of Trade. And tlicretore hav- 
ing procured from the Eze/ijb Court ſome 
new Advantages for their Commerce, not- 
withſtanding all that had paſled, and their 
molt folema Proteſtations made to our 
Friends, they agreed to Articles touching the 
King's Enemies, which were the {ame in tub- 
ſtance with thoſe of 1662. promiting to deli- 
ver up thoſe they call Regicides into the hands 
of the King's Miniſters, or others appointed 
by him; and to deal with all Perſons who 
ſhould be declared Fugitives or Rebels, _ I 
have

have mentioned already in another place: On- 
iy forſooth thoſe who flie to them tor matters 
of Conſcience {hall not be judged to be com- 
prehended in that Article; as 1f the King 
would not be glad to clear his Hands of all 
thoſe who have any Conſcience, having prel- 
{ed them long iince to ſhew their peaceable 
Viſpolition by retiring into ſome of the Ame- 
YICAan Plantations, where they might enjoy the 


[ibert ty of their Conſciences without inter rup-. 


tion. Beſides, it he ſhould defire to reach any 
Perſons who might withdraw to Holland on 
this account, 'tis but charging them with 
iome heinous Crime, and then they are to be 
treated as Rebels and Fugitives. But having 


purchaſed the former Peace with the price of 


Blood, they refolved to ſtrengthen the ſecond 
with the ſame Cement. So that I think it 
may be concluded without Injultice, that the 
Dutch has no real intention to do any good to 
thoſe who were opprefled in Ezz/azd, and 
_ it was in the Power of that Court to 
make Peace with them whenever they pleaſed, 
tho? with the run of thoſe who ſhould en- 

Lage on their ſide. And I conceive my {elf 
obllend to blcis God for the caution I uſed in 
requiring them to deal plainly and openly in 
the things which I demanded, and they pre- 
tended to do tor us, before I would join in the 
Undertaking. It the Dutch had been neceſſi- 
tated by ill ſucceſs to accept {uch Terms as 
they could get ir2m the Court of England, 
I doubt 
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1 doubt not all the Blame would have been 
thrown upon me; bur ſince it pleaſed God to 
put it into their Power to do us all the good 
imaginable, and our Enemies all rhe hurt, *tis 
paſt Diſpute that the detect was alrogether i In 
their Will. 

Whilſt theſe things were in agitation, the 
Parliament met on the 25th of July, accord- 
ing to the late Proclamation ; and entring im- 
mediately upon the Debate of the Army, 
which they reſolv*d to break, ſpoke fo clearly 
and freely touching that Matter, "That the 
Court reſolv*d to giVC them a little Interrup- 
tion, hoping in that time to take off ſome 

of thoſe who had appeared with the greateſt 
= by fuch means as they had in their 
Hands, or if that Deſign ſhould not ſucceed, 
to think upon taking new Viealures. To this 
end they were acquainted by the Chancellor 
Hide, That it was the King's Pleaſure they 
ſhould Adjourn till the 2gth of the fame 
Month : But before this Meſlage came to 
them, they had paſicd a 2 Reſolution, That the 
King f ſhould be defired forthwith to Disband 
the Army he had lately raiſed. "The Day 
to whic dos hy ad been Aczourncd being come, 
and the Houſe full of Members, their Speaker 
appear'd nor, till the King came to the Houle 
of Peers, where, having tent for the Houle os 
Commons, he nuade a (hort Speech touching, 
the late Peace, and then dirccted the Chan- 
cellor to do as he had commanded ; Who, 

| withou! 
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without any Preamble told them, That it was 
His Majeſties Pleaſure they ſhould be Ad- 
journed to the Tenth of Ocfober next. But for 
all this, ſome of the Council had the Courage 
to oppoſe theſe violent Courſes, and to vice 
That the Army might be Disbanded according 
to the deſire of the Houſe of Commons, That 
the Seal ſhould be taken from Hyae, and that 
the Parliament ſhould meet at the time ap- 
pointed, and be left to the liberty of provid- 
ing for the Publick Safety 1n their own way, 
Purſuant to this Advice, Mozk was employ'd 
to demand the Seal of the Chancellor, and 
embraced this occaſion of Revenge with Joy ; 
for the Chancellor had openly blamed his 
Conduct in preſuming to attack the whole 
Datch Fleet the laſt Year, whilit Prince Ra- 
pert with part of the Exgliſh Fleet was ſepa- 
rated from him. "The Chancellor refuſed to 
deliver the Seal to Moxk, under pretence that 
fome Men had ſuffered for parting with it 
r00 eaſily, telling him, "Fhat he would bring 
it to the King in Council the next Day, being 
not without hopes by his intereſt and preſence 
r0 prevail with them to change their Re- 
folution. But his Maſter finding himfelt 
obliged to give way to the preſent "Torrent, 
perſiſted in his Demand, and having received 
te Seal from his Hands, entruſted 1t to Sir 
riando Bridaman, with the Title of Lord» 
Keeper, 


Among 
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Among the various Reaſons that were given 
to juſtifie the King 1n abandoning the Chan- 
cellor to the Reſentment of the People, one 
was, That he had Countermined the King 
in the Deſign he had to be Divorced from the 
Queen, under pretence that She had been pre- 
ingaged to another Perſon ; That She had 
made a Vow of Chaſtity before her Marriage, 
and that She was uncapable of having Chil 
dren. The Perſon deſigned to fill her place 
was one Mrs. Stuart, a Young and Beautiful 
Lady, who had ſome Office under the Queen. 
The Chancellor, who had procured his Daugh- 
ter to be Married to the Duke of Tork, and 
was therefore ſuſpected of having made the 
Match with the Intanta of Portugal, that he 
might make way for the ſucceſſion of the col- 
lateral Line, ſent for the Duke of Richmond : 
and pretending to be ſorry that a Perſon of 
his Worth, and near Relation to the King 
ſhould receive no Marks of his Favour, ad&- 
viſed him to Marry Mrs. Stuart, as the moſt 
certain way he could take to advance himſelf, 
The Young Man unwarily took in the Bair, 
and creduloufly relying upon what the Old 
:/20ne had ſaid, made immediate Application 
to the Young Lady, who was ignorant of the 
King's Intentions, and in a few Days Mar- 
ried her. "The King being rhus diſappointed, 
and ſoon after intormed by what means this 
Match had been brought about, baniſhed the 
Duke with his new DLutchcl(s trom the Court, 

| | | 
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and kept his Reſentment againſt the Chancel- 
lor to a more convenient Opportunity. | 
By Letters from Paris I was informed, 
That the Putcheis of Or/eazs, not at all dif- 
couraged by the Unſucceſsfulneſs of the At- 
tempts of her Inſtruments againtt us, had 0. 
penly declared, "That ſhe would not relt, till 
the Deſign ſhould be effected, it Mony would 
bring it about ; and to that end had employed 
other Perſons than thoſe who had formerly 
enceavoured-to Allafſinate us. Few Days at- 
ter, a Swiſs Merchant refiding at Lzozs, com- 
ing to YVevay upon Bulinels relating to his Pro- 
teſſion, acquainted me, That having obſerved 
an Ezxzliſh: Gentleman of a reſcrved Carriage 
to have taken a Lodging in a private Houle 
at Lyoas, and finding upon 1nquiry that he 
was no Trader; thinking him to be too far 
advanced in Age to travel either for Pleaſure, 
or to acquire Experience, and difliking the 
Company he frequented, he began to ſuſpect 
him to be one of thoſe who were employed 
in the Deſign again{t us; and being deſirous 
to know the truth in order to do us what Ser- 
vice he could, he foon tound means to be 1n- 
troduced into his Acquaintance. After two 
or three Days Converſation, the Gentleman 
iinding him to be a Sw2/s, and of the Canton 
of Fripnarg, inquired of him whether Yevay 
were within that Juriſdiction, whether the 
Erzliſh Gentlemen were itill there, and in 
what Number, and whether he had any Ac- 
QUALItAaAcE 
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quaintance or Intereſt in the Place ; and ups 
on Anſwer that he had many Friends there, 
he began to make him great Offers if he 
would enter intoan Engagement againſt us. He 
proceeded to tell me, That in order to draw 
out what he could of the Deſign, he had ob- 
jected the difficulty of the Undertaking, by 
reaſon thoſe Gentlemen were fo conltantly up- 
on their Guard, and ſo well beloved by all 
Perſons in the Town, that no Stranger could 
come thither without being ſtrictly examined 
and diligently obſerv'd : Belides, that their 
Excellencies of Ber, by ſo ſeverely puniſhing 
one of thoſe who had attempted to Aſſaſh- 
nate them, had ſufficiently declared to the 
World what Uſage orhers might expect, who 
ſhould engage in ſuch an Enterprize. To 
which the Aflaſhin made antwer, That he was 
convinced there was no hope of carrying any 
of us off by torce, or attempting againſt us 
in an open manner, but that rhe Buſineſs 
might be done from a Hedge or a Wall by 
Perſons Diſguiſed ; adding, That Rzazdo and 
others had tooliſhly {quander'd away the Mo- 
ny of the' Dutcheſs oi Orleazs ; but that now 
the Deſign was ſo well laid that it could nor 
caſily miſcarry. This Perion he defcrib'd to 
be of a low Stature, his Hair ot a dark Brown 
beginning to turn Gray, of quick Apprehen- 
non, ana of an active and ftrong Conttitu- 
tion. He informed mc. alto, Thar tho? ſome 
Perſons 1n Savoy had undertaken for a conft- 
acrable 
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derable Sum to raiſe ſuch a Party of Men as 
might ſeize us by open force; yet thoſe who 
had engaged. them, failing to ſupply them 
with Mony according to Agreement, that 
Deſign, and all others of that Nature, he be- 
lieved, were totally laid aſide. He concluded 
with aſſuring me, That he would take pains 
to learn what he could of this or any other 
thing that might concern us, and not fail to 

ive me timely and faithful Advice of what 
he ſhould diſcover. 

The part 1n this Scene, on which our Ene- 
mies laid moſt weight, was to be ated by 
one Roux, a quick witted, nimble tongued 
and confident Frezch-man, who upon Recom- 
mendation trom Fraxce was entertain'd at the 
Houſe of one Colonel Baz/thazar, in the Coun- 
try of YVeaux, as others had been who were 
engaged in the ſame villanous Delign. He 
gave himſelf ; out for a confiderable Perſon, 
and pretended to be Commiſſhonated from the 
King of Ezelazd, to treat about Aﬀairs of 
great Importance with the four Proteſtant 
Cantons of Switzerland, and more particular- 
ly with their Lordſhips of Ber. Colonel 
Balthazar had lived for ſome time in the Pala- 
tinate under mean Circumſtances ; but put- 
ting himſelf into the Armics of the King of 
France, he in a ſhort time by Plunder and 
Rapine had accumulated great Riches. Be- 
rween theſe two it was concerted, 'T hat Co- 
lonel IVeifs, a Senator of Bery, whom TI have 
hag 
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had occaſion to mention before, being at Ge- 
zeva, by Order of their Excellencies, for ad- 
juſting tome Matters 1n diffreence between that 
Republick and the Duke of Savoy, ſhould, 
after he had diſpatch'd his Aﬀairs, be invited 
to the Houle of Colonel Ba/thazar. Which 
being accordingly done, Roux was introduc'd 
into his Company, and after ſome Diſcourſe 
inform*d him, "That the King of Ez2/4a7d4 was 
defirous to entertain a more particular Cor- 
reſpondence with the Proteltant Cantons, and 
eſpecially that of Berz, than he had done for 
the time paſt, if on their part they would 
make him the Compliment to delire it by an 
Agent to be ſent into Ezg1azd on that account, 
and preliminary to this Treaty, would with- 
draw their Protection from thoſe who had 
contributed to the Death of his Father, ex- 
preſſing himſelf amaz'd that their Excellen- 

cies ſhould favour thoſe whom Fraxce and the 

Low-Coaxtries had deliver'd up, and all other 

Nations had abandon'd. An account of this 

Buſineſs being ſent to Ber, was imparted by 

Mr. Treaſurer Szezger, to our true Fr;cod Mr. 

John Henry Humelias, with Advice to inform 


me forthwith of what was doing. In the 
mean time, Roux made 1t his Butmels where- 
loever he came, to endeavour by Aſperfions 
to render us odious, and to juititie tote who 
had killd Mr. Life at Larſanna, affirming 
they had been moſt liberally rewarded both 
in Ezzland and France, and that the King of 

; —_ England 
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Feland wanted not means to gratihe all thoſe 
who ſhould do him Service. Of this I had 
certain and ſpeedy information by divers Per- 
ſons, who at ſeveral times had heard theſe and 
the like Diſcourſes from Rovx ; which I may 
not let paſs without obſerving, that what he 
ſaid concerning thoſe who Murder'd Mr. Li/t 
was fo far from being true, that one of them 
died not long after he had committed that Vil 
lany, in extream want, at a mean Lodging in 
IWeſlminſter : And the other, tho' advanc'd 
to be a Captain in Frazce, complain'd of the 
Ingratitude of thoſe who had employ*d them, 
proteſting they had never receiv'd any other 
reward than Three Hundred Piſtoles from 
the Dutcheſs of Orleans, of which Two Hun- 
dred had been 1pent in laying the Delign, 
and waiting an occaſion of putring 1t in Exe- 
cution. 

Roax having inforn”d himielt as well as 
he could of things 1n theſe parts, addreſsd 
himſelf to lome of the Government of Zur, 
pretending to be {ent from the King of Em- 
{ana with a Commiſſion to propole that the 
tour Proteſtant Cantors would enter into the 
Alliance lately made by the King of Ez2/aza; 
the States of {Ho!{zd, and the Crown of Swe- 
acz, tor {ecuring the Peace between the Kings 


of Spaiz and Frayce, Which Propoſition bu- 
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nels, That their Excellezcies of Bern ſhould ahan- 
don the Engliſh, retugd him Audience under 
pretext that he had not any Letters of Cre- 
dence, which he would have perſwaded them 
he had leit at a place in Burgundy calld St. 
Claud, Having met with this cold Reception 
at Azrich, he reſfolv'd to make tryal of the 
Government of Bezz ; and accordingly pro- 
cur'd one of their number to acquaint them 
with his Propoſitions ; but they us'd him more 
roughly, and order'd the Perſon he had en- 
eawd to inform them of his Buſineſs, to let 
him know, "That they approv'd neither of his 
Perſon nor of his Propoſitions, and that he 


might return by the ſame way he came. Yet. 


all this was not enough to check the Impudence 
of this Fellow. For upon the return of Colo- 
nel /ez/s from Geneva, (who had left the Dit- 
ferences between that State and the Duke of 
Savoy in a fair way of Accommodation) he 
attack'd him again, in hopes by his means to 
procure ſome Intereſt at Bezz; protciting that 
the King of Ezel/aad had a great delire to en- 
ter into a more particuiar Alliance with that 
Canton than any other, provided they would 
deliver thoſe who had adjudg'd his Father to 
Death into his Hands, or at leaſt withdraw 
the Proteion they had granted to them, 
tempting him with aſſurances, 'T hat whoever 
ſhould carry the News of their Concurrence 
to the King, ſhould receive Fifty Thouſand 
Crowns for a Gratuity. To which the Colo- 
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nel made anſwer with more than ordinary In. 
dignation, That he could not think of the 
Propoſition without Horrour ; That it was 
derogatory to the Honour of their Excellen- 
cies, and that it was not the cuſtom of the 
Swiſs to betray thoſe who had put themſelves 
under their Protection. This Attempt was 
ſeconded by a Letter pretended to be written 
from the Court of England, by one who 
would be thought a great Friend to the Swiſs 
Intereſt, dated in Auguſt 1668. and addreſs'd 
to one of the Syndics of Gezeva, 1n order to 
be communicated to the Governors of Ber, 
Having obtain'd a ſight of this Paper, I found 
in it the following Words : 


/ OU are deſir'd to give immediate 

notice to the Lords of Bery, That 
< their Enemies have endeavour'®d to per{ſwade 
* His Majeſty, that they have neither the 
* Reſpect nor Aﬀection tor his Perſon, that 
« he might juſtly expect from them ; That 
« they have not only taken the Murderers of 
* the late King into their Protection, but 
* have publickly honourld them with extra- 
* ordinary Favours. "This Report I have en- 
* deavour'd to diſcredit, even in the preſence 
* of the Perſon who killd Mr. Liſle at Lau- 
« ſana, aſſuring His Majeſty, That if any 
« {uch Perſons were with:n the Territories of 
& Bern, the Government was not inforn''d of 


5 their Crimes; and that I firmly believ'd, 
« It 
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« Tf His Majeſty ſhould deſire it, they would 
« not only banifh them, but deliver chem up, 
« as the Hollanders had done, to receive the 
« juſt Puniſhment of ſo horrible a Crime. 


Upon this Letter, and other Artifices us'd 
by our Enemies, Colonel Ba/thazar openly 
gave out, That this would be the latt Year 
of our reſidence at Vevay ; But their Excellen- 
cies of Ber having perus'd the Letter, and 
finding no Name 1ſubſcrib'd, conciuded ir to 
be written by ſome mercenary Fellow, who 
had been hir'd to that purpoſe ; and tome of 
them did us the favour to promile that they 
would endeavour to find out the Authors of 
the Contrivance. Colonel Wezſs alic ſent to 
inform me of the late Converſation he had 
with Roux, and to aſſure us, That tho? he had 
been deluded into a good Opinion of him, by 
the falſe Pretences of Balthazar ; yet being 
ſufficiently convinc'd of his Miſtake, he ſhould 
be always ready to ſerve us to the urmoſt of 
his Power, and would anſwer, That General 
D*Erlach ſhould alſo do the ſame, with as 
many of the Senate as he could make to be 
our Friends. Theſe aflurances were accom- 
pany'd with a Meflage from the Advoyer, 
by one Captain Bartholomeo Turene, win had 
been an aQtive Officer in the defence of his 
Country-men of the Vallies of Predmot, a- 
gainſt the Tyranny of the Duke of 32vgy. 
The Contents of this Meſſage were to let us 
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know, That tho? we might have ſome Ene- 
mies, yet we had many more Friends at Ber; 
promiſing to continue his care of us, and to 
do his beſt to defeat the. Deſigns of our Ene- 
mies. 

About the fame time, Mr. Treaſurer Szeiger 
coming to Yevay about the Publick Afﬀairs, 
made us another Viſit, and did us the honour 
to Nine at our Quarters, accompany'd by the 
Bailiff of the Town, and other Principal Per- 
ſons of the Country. In this Converſation 
he informed us, That when Application was 
made to their Excellencics, that they would 
appoint ſome Perſons to treat with Rox, or 
at leaſt give him an Audience, he had taken 
the liberty to ſay in the Council, That tho? 
there were no ground to {uſpect him of ul 
Deſigns, as there was but too much, and that 
the King of Ezzland ſhould ſend to them with 
all the Ceremony and Forms requiſite to delire 
them to withdraw their Protection from us, 
he could never prevail with himſelf to give 
his conſent to {uch a Reſolution ; becauſe the 
Protection having been granted after ſerious 
deliberation, and the Eze!liſh Gentlemen hav- 
ing done nothing to forfeit their Excellencies 
Favour, it ought in his Opinion to be eſteem'd 
Sacred. He told us, "That the Perſon who 
had mov*'d the Council to take Rowx's Bull 
neſs into Conſideration, had been publickly 
Reprimanded for his forwardneſs in that Mat- 
ter ; and that their Exccllencies had refus'd to 
rCCELVE 
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receive an Agent trom the King of Exgland 
to reſide among them, returning for Anſwer en, 
That they had no Buſineſs with that King for 
the preſent ; but if at any time they ſhould 
have Afﬀairs to treat with him, they would ad- 
dreſs themſelves by their own Miniſters. 
Rows having met with the Repulſes above 

—_—— and recelving information from 

the Bailiff of ; {\'yor, That Monſieur Gabrzel de 
Diesbach, at that time Bailiff of the Juriſdi- 
(tion of Vevay, had threatned to treat him ac- 
cording to his Merits if he ſhould preſume to 
come within Iis Power, retir'd to St. Clara, 
in the Free-County of Burgunay ; having 
made great Complaints-of the Uſage he had 
receiv'd at Berz and Rnrich ; boaſting of his 
Correſpondencies with the Miniſters of Sweder 
and Holland, as well as of his prefent Employ- 
ment from the King of England, and ſhewing 
Letters from Don Diego "de Caſtel- Roarizo, 
Governor of Flanders to the Governor of the 
County of Burgundy, defiring him to furniſh 
Mony and whatever might be neceſfary to 
his Undertaking. From hence he went to 
Geneva, and was there {een frequently in the 
Company of a certain Stranger, who, by the 
deſcription we receiv'd of his Perſon, we 
found to be the ſame that had been for ſome 
time at Lyozs, and of whom I nad an account 
by the 7 Merchant of Friourg. Airer a 
ſhort itay at Creneva, he retnrn'd to St. C/ aud, 
3nd appearing in betrer Bquipz30 tan he e had 
t. 4 zQr 
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formerly done, he ſent one of his Companions 
to the Bailiff of Nyoxz to inform him, That 
having receiv'd freſh Inſtructions from the 
King of Ezz/and, he had Propoſitions to make 
to their Excellencies of Berz, which would be 
of 'great advantage to their Republick, parti- 
cularly in the way of Trade; deliring leave 
to be admucted to impart the Heads of his Ne- 
gotiation to him. The Pailiff who had been 
tufficicatly inform'd touching his Perſon and 
Deſigns, foon difmiſs'd his Meſſenger with this 
Anſwer, "That being abundantly fatisiy*d, his 
principal Errant was to atrempt ſomething a- 
gainſt thoſe Ezzliſh Gentlemen, whom their 
Excellencies had taken into their Protection, 
and were reſoly*d to detend, he would have 
nothing to do with him. But this proving 
not ſufficient to oblige him to deſiſt, he ſent 
his Meſſenger a ſecond time to the Bailiff, to 
propoſe that he would ſurrender himſelf into 
the Hands of the Government of Berz tor 
Caution, that he intended no Miſchief ro our 
Perſons ; but indeed conte{s'd, I hat being 
charg'd by the King of Ezglazd with Propo- 
{itions to thole of 5e7;., tending highly to their 
Advantage, he ſhould not conſult the Honour 
of his Malter, by treating with them, whilſt 
his molt dangerous and avow?d Enemies were 
openly protected in their Territorics. Which 
being in effect the fame with whar he had ſaid 
before, the Bailiff concented himſelf to return 
the !ame Anſwer, and immcditely diſpatch'd 
| | Is 
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his Son-in-Law to give me notice of what 
had paſgd, and to adviſe me, tho? there ſeem?®d 
to be little probability of his daring to attempt 
us openly, and that Ba/thizar would nor be 
thought to correſpond with him, yet that we 
would be upon our Guard againſt the private 
Deſigns of both. 

In the mean time, Monſieur Moal:ere, who 
was then Reſident for the King of Frazce in 
Switzerland, having receiv'd information from 
ſome Perſons (as I think I have Reaſon to be- 
lieve) that wiſÞd well to us, T hat this Roxx, 
tho! a Native of Fraxce, had fſollicited the 
Cantons to enter into Meaſures prejudicial to 
that King's Intereſt, he preſently diſpatcl'd 
Advice of what he had heard to the Court ; 
upon which Orders were given to one Mon- 
fieur Martel, who had ferv'd under the Ma- 
reſchal 7zrezze, to {urpriſe and ſeize him. 
Martel having travers'd the Country for ſome 
Months, before he could find an opportunity 
to compaſs his Deſign, at laſt fell acquainted 
with and eaſily corrupted a Prieſt of St. Cland, 
who was a great Confident of Rozx, pro- 
curing him to ſend a Meſſenger to Balthazar”s 
Houſe, where Rozxx then was, with a Letter 
to invite him to the Houſe of another Prieſt 
at Roeſſaire, on the Frontier of Barganady , 
where he promisd a great Regale ſhould be 
provided for his Entertainment. Roax would 
by no means diſappoint his Friend the Prieſt, 
and therefore attended only by one —_— 
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and the Prieſt's Man he {ſet forward in the 
Morning, that he might reach the Place of 
appointment in convenient time. But Martel 
with his Party having placed themſelves in the 
way by which he was to pals, as {oon as he 
faw him approaching, rode up to him and 
ſeized him. Roux his Servant made his eſcape 
and left his Maſter to ſhitt for himſelf. But 
the Prieſt's Man who was 1gnorant of the De- 
fign, ſuppoſing them to be Robbers, made 
what Reſiſtance he could, and received a Shot 
tn the Shoulder of which he died ina tew days 
at Nyou. Roux being thus ſeized, Martel or- 
der'd his Hands to be tied to the Pommel of 
the Saddle, and his Feet uncer the Horſes 
Belly, and in this poſture carried him off. As 
they paſſed by the Abbey of Bearmout, which 
is ſituated within the Territories of Berz, he 
began to call for Aid, but a Handkerchict be- 
ing preſently put into his Mouth, his Voice 
was not heard. In three Days they arrived at 
Lyons, and ſecured their Prifoner in the Caſtle 
of Prerre ea Scize, where after he had remained 
fome Days, he was tranſported to Parzs, and 
impriſoned in the Baſ7zle. 

For this Service the King of Fraxce reward- 
ed Monſieur Martel with a thouſand Piſtoies 
in Mony, and a Promile of the hrit Company 
that ſhould be vacant in his Guards. The 
iccond Perton in this Party received fix hun- 
dred Piſtoles, and a Promiſe of a Foot Com- 
pany. The reſt had fifty Pittoles a Man, _ 
A lluts 
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Aſſurances of Preferment according to their 
Capacity. During the Confinement of Roux, 
Monſieur ae Lyoune, Secretary of State, went 
frequently to him in the Priſon ; but 'tho' it 
had been reported that he had contributed 
much to the making of the League called The 
Tripple Alliance, yet he could draw nothing 
from him concerning. any Negotiations in 
which, *twas ſaid, he had been concerned. 
Only he told him, That he had Things of 
great Importance to difcov er, which he re 
ſolved not to communicate to any Perſon but 
the King. In the mean time def {pairing of 
Lite , and dreadi ing the Puniſhment of the 
Wheel with which he had been threatned, he 
gave himſelf a Wound 1n the {mall Guts with 
a Knite he had procured trom one of his Keep- 
e's ; hoping by that Means and an obſtinate 
refraining from cating, he might put an end 
to his Fears. On the 21ft of June finding 
him Helt very weak, and as he thought a [molt 
ready ro expire, he ſent to acquaint Monſjeur 
de Lzonne with his Condition, and to ler him 
know that he had helitated too lone. Upon 
this the Secretary went iunmediately to th 
King, and having informed him of the Mel. 
ſage he had recerv 7 from Rows, the K img ſent 
one of his Phifitians to him :; who returning 
with all poſſible Expedition, and repreſenting 
the Danger he was in, a Letter was immeds- 
ey drawn by Monſieur Colbert, fgned by 
the King, and direQcd to the Licicnant- 
Criminal! 
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Criminal to proceed without delay to his 
Trial. Being brought before his Judges, the 
Witneſſes depoſed , that he had ſaid, There 
were thirty Ravazllar's in Trance, which the 
King ſhould find before the next Azgu/?; with 
other Things tending to prove that he had 
engaged in Deſigns againſt the King's Perſon, 
But he denied all, and refuſed, as beiore, to 
make any Diſcovery of the Things he knew, 
unleſs to the King himſelf. He was con- 
demned upon the Evidence to be broken alive 
on the Wheel, and afterwards to be thrown 
into the Common Shore tor eadeavouring to 
Kill himſelf in the Priſon ; which Sentence 
was order*d to be put in execution at the end 
of the Poxz Neaf ; but by reaſon of his Weak- 
neſs it was performed betore the Priſon of the 
Chaſtellette, whither he had been removed 
from the Baſtille, This Roux alias Font-covert, 
and St. Marcelle, was a Native of Ni{zes in 
the Province of Lazgaedoc, and had been a Spy 
ior the Court in the time of Cardinal Maza- 
71zz ; for which Service he had been rewarded 
with a Patent for Licenſing Stage - Coaches 
and cther publick Carriages in the ſaid Pro- 
vince. But the Cardinal upon ſome Informa- 
tion having ſuppreſsd that Grant, and re- 
mov*d his Brother from another Employment, 
ne became {o diſcontented, that he quitted the 
Kingdom, and procur'd himlelf to be natura- 
lizd in Ho!lavd. During his Imprifonment, 
Spain, Holland and Switzerland demanded wm 
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of the King of Fraxce; the firſt, becauſe he 
was employ'd in their Service ; the Hollander 
for the ſame reaſon, and on account of his 
Naturalization ; the Swiſs, only to lay claim 
to their Right, he having been ſeized within 
their Juriſdiction. But the Court of England 
was by this time become ſo intirely French, 
that they ſaid not one Word 1n his behalf, 

Our Friends at Berz, according to their ac- 
cuſtomed V ig1lance, gave us notice that a cer- 
tain Engliſh Man going by the Name of Tho- 
mas Schugar , had applied himſelf to ſome of 
the Magiſtrates, to procure them to recom- 
mend him to teach the Mathematicks in that 
place, pretending to have been converted firſt 
from Popery to Lutheraniſm, and then from 
that to Calviniſm, acknowledging that he had 
been a Prieſt and a Servant to the Queen- 
Mother of Exglazd, and that he had been in 
Arms for the late King to the year, 1646. at 
which time, upon the diffipation of that 
Party, he had tranſported himſelf beyond the 
Seas, and continued abroad till the year 1660. 
They deſcribed him to be of low Stature, ill 
Looks, ſpeaking ſeven or eight Languages, 
and that he was very inquiſitive after the Eng- 
liſh Gentlemen, who had put themictves un- 
der their. ExceHencies Protection, "This Per- 
ſon, under pretext that he could tind no Em- 
ployment at Berz, came to /evay, and uſed 
all means poſſible to become acquainted with 
ſome of our Company, denying to them _ 
ie 
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he had ever been either a Papiſt, Prieſt, or 
Servant to the Queen Mother. But being 
told that we had too good Information from 
Berz to doubt of that Matter, he finding him- 
felf ſuſpected, and therefore not likely to ſuc- 
ceed in his Deſigns, departed from /evay the 
next Morning after this Di{(courſe. We un- 
derſtood afterwards that paſſing by Ausbarg 
he had been entertained for eight or ten days 
at the Houſe of Mr. O/iver St. Tohs who had 
been formerly Chict Juſtice of the Common- 
pleas in Eze/and, and that having gotten the 
Name of the Perion by whole means he re- 
ceived his Letters, he had procured his Cor- 
reſpondence to be interrupted ; which cauſed 
us to ſ{uſpect that he had tound means to ſerve 
us in the like manner, our Intercourie with 
England being for ſome Months wholly cut off 
ill we had taken new Meaſures to renew 
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About this time Hezriettas Daria , Queen- 
Mother of Ezelazd, and Aunt to the preſent 
King of France : having been formerly an 
attive Inſtrument in contr wing and fomenting 
the long and bloody Civil War in Enzlane, 
and encouraging the barbarous Maſſacre of 
the Proteſtants in Irelaad; and more lately 
0M a Spirit of Revenge and Malice, a prin- 
cipal Adviſer of the Cruelties ated in Ez land 
upon the alteration of the Government, dicd 
at Paris, Her Diltemper at firlt ſeem? d not 
to be dangerous, but upon taking ſomething 
Pre» 
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preſcrib'd by the Phyſicians to procure Sleep, 
the Potion operated in ſuch a manner that ſhe 
wak'd ne more. She receiv'd Threeſcore 
Thouſand Pounds Yearly from Ezgland, and 
yet left many and great Debts unpay'd. She 
was our particular Enemy, and had conſtanr- 
ly favour'd the Deſigns that had been carry'd 
on againſt our Lives. 

The Parliament in Ezg/aza having been 
Prorogu'd tor about Eighteen Months, mer 
on the 2oth of Ofober, and the Houſe of 
Commons being ſent for to the Lords Houkfe, 
after the King had acquainted them with his 
Joy to {ee them again after fo long abſence, 
he defird they would conlider his Debts, and 
exhorted both Houſes to Uz702. Which laſt 
Admonition was thought to arite from a Pam- 
phlet that had been publiſh'd by the Lord 
Hollis, touching the Caſe of one Mr. Skyzrer 
a Merchant of Loxaop, againit the Eajt-Inais 
Company, in which Diicourle he feed to 
out-do the higheit of all cthote who had ever 
written tor the Privileges of the Lords, This 
was a {trange Reverie of the Medal ; efpeci- 
ally to thoſe, who knew, That when he was 
a Member of the Houſe oft Commons, he had 
lo far deſpis'd the Privileges of the Lords, that 
at a Conterence between the two Loules, in 
which the Lords ſhew'd themlelves unwilling 
to comply with the Commons; he had open- 
ly faid, "That it they periitted to retule their 
Concurrence, the Commons would do rite 
things 
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thing in Diſpute without them. However, 
one of the Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons anſwer'4 Ho!liss Pamphlet with ſuch 
force and ſharpaeſs, that upon Debate they 
came to three Reſolutions to this Effe& : 
Thar divers things affirm'd in his Book were 
falſe and ſcandalous : "That from this time the 
Lords ſhall never originally intermeddle with 
the Cauſe of any Commoner : And that what 
the Lords have done in the Buſineſs of Mr. 
Skyaner ſhall be razed out of their Books. 
Theſe Votes being carry'd to the Lords for 
their Approbation, they return'd tor Anſwer, 
That they would ſhortly ſend them a Bull 
touching this Matter. 

The King of Fraxce having reſolv*d to viſit 
his late Acquiſitions 1n the Low-Coartries, put 
himſelf at the Head of a great Body of Troops 
to that purpoſe ; of which the States of Hol- 
{and having receiv'd information, and that 
the Dutcheſs of Orleans would accompany the 
King to the Sea-Coaſt, and then paſs over to 
meet her Brother at Dover, they began not 
only to diſlike the perſonal Neighbourhood of 
the King of Fraxce, but vehemently to ſuſpect 
that this Interview was deſign'd to unite the 
two Kings againſt them. And that they 
might not be wanting to themielves in this 
ConjunCtture, they immediately diſpatch'd an 
Ambaſſador to complement the King of Fraxce 
in his Progreſs, and ſent the Heer an Bea- 
uingen into England, to endeavour to Tn 
the 
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the Clouds that threatn'd from that ſide. The 
Court of Fravce, who were not ignorant of 
the Dcfigns carry'd on by the King of Ezglazd, 
to ſubvert the Laws and Liberties of the Ezg- 
liſh Nation ; and well underſtood how much 
the Eſtabliſhment of an Arbitrary Power in 
the Crown would contribute to weaken that 
Force which had been fo formidable under a 
Free Government, had inſtructed the Dutcheſs 
of Orleazs not only to offer Mony to her Bro- 
ther, in caſe the uſual way of ſupplying his 
Luxury by Parliamentary Aids ſhould fail, 
but alſo to give him Aſſurances of whatever 
number of Forces he ſhould judge requiſite to 
render the Monarchy abſolute and uncon- 
trolPd. To theſe ſhe her ſelf had added ano- 
ther Argument to be propos'd, no leſs preva- 
lent where it was to be apply*d than the for- 
mer. For ſhe had in her 'Train one Mrs. Que- 
roaalle, of a Family in Low- Br itany, who, be- 
lides her Frexch Education and Carriage, was 
Young, and had pals'd in Frazce for a great 
Beauty. With ſuch Baits the Monarch was 
eaſily raken, and for this Tinſfel Ware was 
contented to barter the Aﬀections and good of 
the People, together with the quiet of almoſt 
all Exrope. Puff'd up with this Succeſs the 
Butcheſs returns to Parrzs, and found ſuch a 
Reception from- the King as {0 great Services 
ſeent'd to deſerve. Bur her Husband the Duke 
ot O;{eans, either upon ſuſpicion of her too 
great Familiarity with her Brother, or of 
ſome 
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{ome other Gallantry, to which ſhe was not a 
little inclin*d, did not ſhew himſelf ſo well 
contented with her Negotiation. However 
it was, ſhe being at St. Cloud, a Palace be- 
longing to the Duke, few Weeks after her re- 
turn, having taken a Glaſs of Limonade, or 
other cooling Liquor, was ſuddenly ſeized 
with ſuch violent Convullions that ihe died 
at Two of the Clock the next Morning. 

The Death of the Dutcheſs of Orlears being 
ſignify*d to the King her Brother, he at firit 
ſeem'd to be highly diſlatisfy*d with the Con- 
du&t of her Husband, and full of ſuſpicion 
that ſhe had been us'd in a manner not uncom- 
mon among Princes. But having reſolv'd 
that nothing ſhould diſturb the Meaſures lately 
taken between the two Courts, he {oon cooPd, 
and ſent the Duke of Buckingham with the 
Character of his Ambaſſador to the Court of 
France, in appearance to condole with them 
tor the Death of the Dutcheſs, but indeed to 
confirm the late Agreement made at Dover, 
and to concert the Methods of purſuing their 
Deſign. The Duke was receiv*d with all pol- 
ſible Demonſtrations of Eſteem and Favour. 
'The Forces about Parzs were exercis'd in his 
Preſence ; Balls and Comedies were prepar'd 
to divert him ; the King gave him divers rich 
Preſents, and made a publick Feaſt on the 
Day of St. Loais, principally on his account. 
Soon after his arrival, Things began to pro- 
ceed vigorouſly, A great Sum of Mony wu 
ent 
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ſent into Ezelard; the French Army was or- 
der*d to break up, and to march towards the 
New Conqueſts ; Draught - Horles were 
bought, and diſpatch'd to them with all Ex- 
pedition, and no Man douhted any longer ei- 
ther of the League between Frazce and Exg- 
land, or of their Tntentions to employ their 
Joint Forces againſt the Common- wealth of 
Holland, The Datch Ambaſſador at Pars was 
ſo alarun'd with this News, that he went in 
great haſte to Monſieur ae Lyoze, and delu'd 
to be intorn'd whether the Frexch Army were 
to be employ*d againſt his Maſters. But the 
Secretary alſurd him there was no ground 
tor any ſuch Apprehenfions, and that if thoſe 
Troops were us'd in an Expedition, the Storm 
would fall far enough from their Territories. 
And accordingly the Marelchal ae Crequz at 
the head of about Twenty five Thouſand Men 
enter'd Lorrain, feiz?d Naxcy, and all the 
Places that lay on his way, and was within 
half an Hour of ſurprizing the Duke himſelf 
at E/vizal. The Freach King pretended tor the 
reaſon of this ſudden Invaſion, That the Duke 
of Lorrain had contrary to a late Treaty, 
fortify*d ſome of his own Towns, and had 
endeavourld in a clandeſtin manner to be 
admitted into the Triple Alliance ; declaring 
that he intended not to retain the Dutchy 10 
his Poſſeſſion, but deſigned ro put it into the 
Hands of ſome other Perfon of the Lorramn 
Family who ſhould be more wortizy. In the 
C2 mean 
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mean time the Mareſchal de Crequi having 
driven the Duke out of his Territories, pub- 
liſhed an Order, forbidding his Subjects to 
yield him Gbedience ; commanding thoſe who 
had been in Arms for him, to quit his Ser- 
vice, and to put themſelves into that of the 
King, and requiring all Orders of Mea in 
that Country. to do Homage and {wear Alle- 
giance to him, under pain of Death and Con- 
fiſcation of Eſtate. 

The Duke of Lorrazz being in this manner 
diſpoſieſsd of his Dutchy, without any pre- 
ceeding Declaration of War on the part of 
France, fill d all Exrope with his Complaints, 
and diſpatch*d a Miniſter to the King of Erz- 
{1d to delire his good Offices with the French 
King in this Conjuntture, which he thought 
he had no reaſon to doubt, on account of the 
Obligations he had formeriy laid upon him, 
in offering to ſerve him with lus Perſon and 
Troops during the time of his Exile. But 1n- 
ſtead of the Favour expected, his Minitter re- 
ceived no other An{wer, than that he was 
forry for what had happened, and that the 
preſent Violence, like the Miſchiefs of a ſud- 
den Inundation , mutt be endured at this 
time. 

The Duke of Buckiz2ham, after he had fi- 
niſhed the Buſineſs of his Embaſſy and re- 
ceived many extraordinary Favours and Pre- 
ſents of great Value from the King of Fraxce, 
return'd to Ez21and ; ſoon after which, in or- 
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der to find new Pretences of breaking with 
the Dutch, a Meſſage was ſent to the Engliſh 
Miniſter refiding at the Hazze to demand the 
ſurrender of Cornet Jozce, who having for- 
merly by Command of the Army, ſeized the 
late King at Holby, where he was treating 
with the Parliaments Commiſſioners, had 
ſince the late Revolution withdrawn himſelf 
from the Fury of his Enemies, .and retired 
with his Family to Roterdam. Fhe Pretext 


uſed by the Court of Ez2/aza to colour this 


Nemand was, That TJojzce being toid that a 
Shot had been lately made at the King, an- 
{wered, That tho? that had mifs'd, another 
might prove more ſucceſsful ; to which they 
added, That they had received Information 
that he had aQually engaged himſelf in a De- 
lion againſt the preſent Government in Exg- 
land, by this means they hoped 1t would 
come to pals, either that the States by refuſing 
to deliver him according to an Article of the 
late Treaty , might juitly He charged with 
breaking the Peace; or by turrendring Jus 
Perfon, would totally difoblige the Comnion- 
vealth Party, and make them lefs averic to 
the intended War. Purſuant to his Initructi- 
ons the Miniiter of Ez2/az4 makes His Ue- 
mand ; and the States perceiving the Snare 
that was laid for them, immeGtately tipaed an 
Order to the Magiſtrates of Ro!erdam for 
ſeizing the Corner, and delivered it into his 
Hands: Burt {o contrived the Matter, that the 
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Officers who were appointed to take him in 
Cuſtody, walked fo long before his Door, 
that he had time to go out by a back way, 
and by that means made his eſcape. 

Our ancient and hearty Friend Mr. Trea- 
ſurer Stezzer falling into a Paralytical Diſtem- 
per, of which he ſoon atter died, {urrendred 
his Employments inzo the Hands of their 
Excellencies, and one Monſieur /eldea was 
choſen to ſucceed him, who being well in- 
formed of the many Favours we had reccived 
from his Predeceſſor, aſſured us upon his firſt 
Journey into our Parts, 'T hat he would do ys 
all the good Offices that ſhould be 1n his Power, 
and would be as careful of our Concernments 
as the late Treaſurer had been. And here] 
may not omit, that one La Rae of Lzons, who 
had been engaged with Da Pre in his Attempt 
to aſſaſſinate us, having ſome Acquaintance 
with Monſicur Du Four a Merchant of Ge- 
meva, Wrote a Letter to let him know that he 
had heartily repented of that Action , and 
would be more ready to ſerve us for the future 
than he had been to take part in ſo baſe a De- 
ſign. Ke informed him alſo that the Iriſh- 
man, who had pais'd under the Name oft R:- 
ardo, and was one of the principal In{truments 
that were employed againlt us by the Dutcheſs 
of Orleans, had lately bein at Lyons, and had 
told him, That 1 he had known how many 
well-wifhers I had among the beſt of his 
Friends, he would not have enter'd into any 
WES | | ke 
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Engagement againſt me ; That he had quitted 
the Service of the King of Ezz/azd on account 
of his Ingratitude, and that he deſired above 
all Things to have my good Opinion, and to 
keep a conſtant Correſpondence with me ; 
That he had been with Mr. Richard Cromwell, 
where he had met with ſo good reception, 
that he had reſolved never more to apply him- 
{elf to the Court, and thac he would ſerve 
the honeſt Party in Exg/azd with the laſt drop 
of his Blood ; all which being communicated 
to me by Monſieur Ds Four, I concluded, 
that Riardo (if not Le Rae alſo) defigned, 
according to the beſt of his Underſtanding, to 
at the DeviPs part, fir{t to enſnare and then 
to accule. 

In the mean time Colonel Balthazar who 
had entertained this Rzardo at his Houſe whilſt 
the deſign of our Aſſaſſination was forming, 
and had received Rowx alſo with the ſame 
familiarity , finding himſelf diſappointed in 
the hopes he had conceived and openly pub- 
liſhed of our removal from Yevay, reſolved to 
take new Meaſures, and to employ Artifices 
ro perſuade their Excellencies to withdraw 
their Protection from us. To this end he 
went to Commitlary-General Godart, who 
was a Member of the Council of Berz, and 
pretending to have received Letters from Exg- 
/azd, informed him, That the Ambaſſador of 
the Duke of Savoy then in that Court, had 
oftered to the Commiſſioners appointed to 
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treat with him, That if the King of Exglaud 
would by his Intereſt and other Means, EN- 
deavour to procure the reſtitution of ſuch 
Places as were kept from him by the Canton 
of Bera, his Maſter would underteke to de- 
liver us dead or alive into his Hands. The 
Commiſſary-General coming to Yevay by or- 
der of their Excellencies to terminate ſome 
Matters in diſpute between the Baron de Cha- 
ſteler. and his Tenants, was plcaſed to give me 
an account of this Buſineſs : and upon Con- 
ference we agreed, That there was no proba- 
bility of any ſuch Offers made , for many 
Reaſons, and particularly that the Duke had 
refuſed to countenance the Lelign againſt us, 
when he had been follicited by Riardo and 
others to that purpoſe ; concluding it to be a 
contrivance of Balthazar to perſuade the Go- 
vernment that the Favour extended to us 
might prove prejudicial to the publick Safety, 
But he who had endeavoured to bring us into 
| Danger, could not without difficulty preſerve 
himſelf. For the Court of Fraxce upon In- 
formation that Roxx, who had been executed 
at Parzis, as have already related, had left his 
Papers in Ba/thazar's Houle, ſent a Party of 
between twenty or thirty Horſe into the Pai 
de Gex, who hovering about that Country 
for ſome time put him into fo great a Fright 
that he burnt the Papers. He had ar firſt 
ſhghted rhe Report ; but being informed by 
one Bearregard his Wite's Brother that {ome 
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of them were the ſame who had aſhſted Mon- 
feur Martel in ſeizing Roux, he made the beſt 
Proviſion he could for his Ifefence. 

As the Memory of thoſe Men whoſe Lives 
have been remarkable for great and generous 
Actions, ought to be tranimitted to Poſterity 
with the Praiſes they have deſerved, that o0- 
thers may be excited to the Imitation of therr 
Virtues: ?Tis as juſt that the Names of thoſe 
who have render'd themſelves deteſtable by 
the Baſeneſs of their Crimes, ſhould be record- 
ed, that Men may be deterr'd from treading 
in their Steps, leſt they draw upon 
themſelves the ſame Infamy. For this Reaſon 
I think it neceſſary to infert in this Place the 
true Names of fome of thoſe Afſaſſhns who 
were employ*'d by the Court of Eze/azd and 
others to take away our Lives, as I received 
them from an Engliſh Gentleman who was 
well acquainted with their Affairs, and who 
having pailed ſome time 1n ray, made me a 
Viſit at Yeway in his return to Ezz2/and, He 
aſſured me that the Villain who murder'd 
Mr. Liſte by ſhooting him 1nto the Back, is an 
Iriſh-man and named O Cro/: ; that the Name 
of his Companion, who waited with a freſh 
Horſe to carry him oft, 15 Cotter, and that he 
is a Native of the ſame Country ; That the 
Aſſaſſin who goes under the Name of Rzardo 
is alſo an Iriſh-man, and his true Name Mac 
Carty, who having murther'd one Colonel 
Dilloz his Country-man at Par, had been 
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puniſhed with death, if the Queen-Mother of 
England had not interceeded for him and 
procured his Pardon, for the good Services he 
had already done, and others that he promiſed 
to do for the time to come. Which Favour 
that he might farther merit, he went into Hol. 
Jazd ſoon after he was diſcharged from Priſon, 
where he attempted to aſſaſſinate one Mr. W il, 
Carr, who having been a Servant to the King, 
had taken liber ty to write {ome Things that 
diſpleaſed the Court, and on that account had 
been obliged to retire from En21azd. 

The King of France making great Prepa- 
rations for War, obtained a new Levy of 
Switzers from the Cantons, and procured {ix 
thoufand Men to be raifed in Ez2/azd to be 
;mploy*d in his Service. And that he might 
divide the Strength of the Empire, and render 
them uncapable of aſſiſting the Hollanaers 
when he ſhould think fit to attack them, he 
ſent an Agent into Humgary to foment the Diſ. 
contents of that People who had been invaded 
in their Privileges , and perſecuted for Reli- 
g10n by the influence of the Emperor's bigot- 
ted Council. He cauſed his Brother the Duke 
of Orleans to marry the Daughter of the Ele- 
or Palatize, and on that account made many 
large Promites to that Prince which were 
never performed. He tamper'd with divers 
other Princes of Germany; and knowing that 
the EleCtor of Cology had a Deſign to ſeize 
and ſubvert the Rights and Privileges of that 
City, 
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City, he tempted him with Offers of his Aſ- 
ſiitance. The Court of Ez2/azd on their part 
recalled Sir Willzam Temple from his Employ- 
ment in Hollazd, fuſpecting him not to favour 
the French Intereſt, but rather to be zealouſly 
inclined to maintain the Triple Alliance which 
they were reſolved to break, and ſent Down- 
iz2 to ſupply his Place who was a much fitter 
Initrumenr to carry on the Defigns they had 
on foot. And ſince my Subject has led me to 
ſpeak of this Gentleman, I mutt here acknow- 
ledge, That tho? Downing had acted contrary 
to his Fairh , former Pretences and Obliga- 
tions, in betraying our Friends as I mentioned 
before; yet none of thoſe who remained in 
Holland , or afterwards retired thither were 
ever moleſted during his Miniſtry, which was 
as much as could reaſonably be expected from 
2 Perſon in his Poſt. To this was added an 
Attempt, which for the ſingularity of the 
thing deſerves to be remember'd. For upon 
notice that a conliderable number of Dutch 
Men of War were riding 1a the Channel, the 
King to procure by any means ſome Pretences 
for the intended War, gave Orders to the 
Commander of a Yacht to paſs through the 
Fleet, and to oblige the Admiral to take down 
his Flag. The Captain, purſuant to his In- 
ſtructions ſets fail with his Yacht, and en- 
countring the whole Dutch Fleet, who would 
not be brought to take down the Flag, falls 
upon them and jired on all ſides til] his "wu 
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der and Ball was quite ſpent. But the Dutch 
well underſtanding the defign of this Inſult, 
choſe rather to ſufter patiently the tearing of 
their Tackle, than to return one Shot. Thus 
they endeavoured by all means to keep fair 
Weather with their Neighbours : And that 
they might prevent the City of Co/92zz from 
falling into the Hands of thote who might 
make uſe of it to their Prejudice, they treat- 
ed with the Magiſtrates of that Place, and 
finding them diſpoſed to receive their Aſſiit 
ance, they ſent them a Regiment of Foot com- 
manded by Colonel Bampfeld. 

The Canton of Bcrz having raiſed Two 
thouſand four hundred Men tor the Service 
of the King of Fraxce in twelve Companies, 
proceeded to nominate the OiFcers that were 
to command ten of them, leaving to that King 
the nomination of Officers for the other two, 
according to the Agreement made between 
them. 'Fhey ſtipulared in their Treaty, That 
none of their Forces ſhould be employ'd 4- 
gainſt any People of the Retormed Religion ; 
which Condition was readily accepted by the 
King of France, who knew that 1t he ſhould 
break with the King of Spain or the Emperor, 
he might uſe the Proteſtant Swztzers againft 
them, whilit thoſe that were furniſhed by the 
Popiſh Cantons ſhould be employ*d againft 
the Dutch. This Contract with France was 
made without conſulting the other Cantons, 
and at a lower rate than had been ſettled by 
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the laſt Treaty with that Crown ; on which 
laſt account chiefly fome Members of this 
Union ſhewed themſelves much diſguſted. 
But upon the whole Matter, tho? I have heard 
many Arguments brought to juſtify the way 
uſed by the Switzers for keeping their People 
continually exerciſed to Arms, yet it were to 
be wifh*d, that ſome Means might be found 
to.cauſe this Traffick to ceaſe, and to perſuade 
thoſe who have Authority,to examine the Ju- 
Rice of every Cauſe in which they engage, 
and not to ſuffer their Subjects to make a 
Trade of War. The King of France was 
much diſpleaſed with the Government of Z#- 
rich for refuſing to permit any Levies of Men 
to be made among them ar this time ; but he 
ſent Letters of Thanks to thoſe of Berz for 
their ready compliance with his Demands , 
confirming what had been promiſed on his 
part, and offering (as they had deſired) his 
Mediation to compoſe the Differences between 
them and the Biſhop of Ba/ſe, with Aſſurances 
of his Aſſiſtance to conſtrain the Biſhop to 
accept reaſonable Conditions. He promiſed to 
maintain them in - poſſeſſion of the Pais de 
Veaux, and to pay all the Arrears of Penſions 
that ſhould appear to be due to any of 
them. 

In the mean time the Dutch with the ut- 
molt diligence prepare to fend out their Fleet. 
They nominated Michael Adrian de Rayter to 
be their Admiral, and the Heer Cornelius de 
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Wit to be Commiſſioner for the States at Sea, 
allowing a Guard of twelve Halberdiers to 
attend his Perſon. They hoped to prevent 
the Conjunttion of the Engliſh and French 
Fleets, but could not : For the Engliſh hay- 
ing notice that the Count D*Eſtrees, whocom:- 
manded the French , was arrived with his 
Ships at the Iſle of H/zzhr, found means to join 
them in that Road, yet not without the loſs of 
one of their Frigats which carried thirty eight 
Guns, and was taken by the Zelazaia almoſt 
without Reſiftance , the: Seamen being gene- 
rally unwilling to be employ'd in this War. 
On the ſeventh of Jaz? 1672. the two Fleets 
engaged near Solebay, the French Squadron 
againſt Admiral Baxkart ; the Engliſh Blue 
Squadron , commanded by the Earl of Saza- 
wich, againſt the Heer Va» Ghent Admiral of 
Amſterdam ; and the Red Squadron com- 
manded by the Duke of Tork, againft the 


Dutch Admiral de Rayter. The Fight was 


bloody, and continued from Eight in the 
Morning to Sun-ſet. The French behaved 
themſelves as if they deſired to be Spectators 
rather than Actors in this Tragedy : The 
Duke of Tork was obliged to ſhift his Ship, 
either becauſe ſhe was diſabled, or the better 
to provide for his own Safety. But the great- 
eſt Loſs fell upon the Blue Squadron, the Ad- 
miral of which was burnt by a Dutch Fireſhip, 
the Earl of Szzdwich drown'd, many Volun- 


tiers and Officers killed, with a great number 
of 
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of private Seamen. On the Dutch ſide, the 
Admiral of Amſterdam , the Vice-Admiral of 
Zealand, and Captain Brake! were kilPd. 
Three of De Wir's Guards were ſhot by his 
fide, and a fourth loſt both his Legs by a Can- 
non Ball. After this Fight the French ſet Sail 
for Bre## and the Engliſh retired into Port, 
leaving the Dutch Maſters at Sea for that 
time. 

The States of Holland well knowing that 
the Alliance between the Engliſh Court and 
the King of France was nor at all pleaſing to 
the People of En212zd, publiſhed a Declara- 
tion, to ſhew that they had been conſtrained 
to make War againſt the King and his private 
Council, who had deſigned and endeavoured 
to deprive them of their Commerce and Li- 
berty, and to render. the Crown of Exgland 
abſolute and independent. But that they were 
ready to conſent that the People of Ezgland 
might Trade freely either with them or others. 
They diſcharged and fet at Liberty ſuch 
Ships, Men and Merchandize belonging to 
the Engliſh Nation, as they had ſeized in their 
Ports in requital of the Attempt made by 
the Court of Ezz/aza to ſurprize their Home- 
ward-bound Swzzza Fleet, betore any Decla- 
ration of War had been publiſhed againſt 
them. Theſe Things obliged the King to 
promiſe Reſtitution of what had been unjuſtly 
taken from the Dutch betore the date of the 
{laid Declaration. Put whatever Advantages 
the 
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the Dutch mighr have by Sea, they were 
infinitely over-balanced by their Lofles ax 
Land. 

The King of Fraxce having drawn together 
One hundred and twenty, thouſand effeQtive 
Men , divided them into three Bodies: The 
Firſt, conſiſting of Seventy thouſand, he took 
under -his own peculiar Command. At the 
Head of the Second, which was of Forty 
thouſand, he placed the Prince of Cozae ; and 
gave about Ten thouſand Men more to the 
Count of Chamilly to ſerve as a Flying Camp, 
All theſe Forces directing their march towards 
Maſtricht, a Council of War was held 1n the 
King's Quarters, and a Debate ariſing about 
beſieging that Place, it was adjudged to be an 
Enterprize ſo full of Hazard and Difticulty by 
reaſon of the numerous Garriſon and good 
Fortifications about the Town, that they re- 
ſolved to turn their march towards the Rh12e, 
where the Places were not in {o good Condi- 
tion. Yet it was thought convenient to leave 
Chamilly near Tongzeren to prevent the Excurſt- 
ons of the Garriſon of Maſ#r:icht, which was 
done. The two Armies commanded by the 
King and Prince of Code marched ſeveral 
Days without ſeeing an Enemy, except only 
about Two hundred Men who had intrenched 
themſelves on the ſide of the Rh:ize, and ren- 
dred themſelves Priſoners atter little Refiſtance. 
From thence the Prince of Code was lent to 
beliege Weſe!, whilit the King beſieged Oſo, 

an 
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and the Mareſchal 7 wrenne Burick. Theſe 
three Sieges being undertaken at the ſame 
time. cauſed a general Alarum. But when 
they ſaw that Orſoy had hardly held out 
twenty four Hours, and that Barick and We- 
fel had been ſurrendred 1n little more than the 
ſame time, the Conſternation greatly in- 
creaſed. The Governor of Me/e/, which was 
accounted a ſtrong Place, was ſentenced to 
loſe Its Head ; but having ſome Friends a- 
bout the Prince of Orazge, the Executioner 
was order'd only to paſs the Sword over him. 
The Count Deſtrades was, in conſideration of 
his Services and particular Correſpondencies 
in Holland, made Governor of this Place. 
Reez, Emerik, Beavize and Dedeztom follow?d 
the Example ; and an Iriſh-man who com- 
manded at Rhijaberg, finding himſelf beſieg'd 
by the King of Frazce, was ſo frighted, that 
he delivered the Town without a Shot ; and 
was afterwards beheaded tor his Cowardice. 
The King deſigning to paſs the Tſe/, in order 
to attack the Places on the other ſide of that 
River, communicated his Deſign to the Prince 
of Conde and to the Mareſchal de Tarenne, 
who having diſſuaded him from the Attempr 
as too dangerous, it was reſolved to try to 
paſs the Rhzze, which they thought more 
practicable. In purſuance of ths Reſolution, 
they procured the beſt Advice they could get, 
and were informed by a Betrayer of his 
Country, that there was a Place where the 
Water 
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Water was low and the Paſſage fafe : Which 
being tried and found to be according to the 
Information, the King expreſſed more than 
ordinary SatisfaQtion, becauſe he could as 
well enter the Country that way as by the 
Tſſe/, and fall upon the Enemies Rear. The 
Dutch ſuſpeCting this Place, had already ſent 
an Officer to ſecure the Paſſage ; but he find- 
ing himſelf too weak, abandoned the Poſt 
with the Approbation of the States Deputies ; 
and Lieutenant General MWwurtz was ſent by 
the Prince of Orange with a greater Force. 
By this means much time was loſt, and the 
King of Fraxce had lieſure to erett Batteries, 
which galPd the Horſe of Wartz in ſuch a 
manner, that they found themſelves obliged 
to ſhelter in the Woods. All Things being 
prepared by the French, part of a Regiment 
of Horſe pailed the River, and were received 
ſo warmly by Martz, that they were forced 
back into the Water : But being ſeconded by 
more of their Companions, they ſoon became 
{trong enough to make good their Ground, 
and to put the Dutch Horie to Flight. How- 
ever in this Paſſage the Duke of Longneville 
Nephew to the Prince of Conde was killed, 
and the Prince himfelf wounded in the Wriſt 
by a Musket-ball. After this the French took 
the Caltle of Tolhuys, and laid a Bridge OL 
Boats over the Khize ; which fo terrified the 
Putch, that they abandoned all their In- 
trenchments: So that the King, who had 
deftgned 
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deſigned to attack them, finding that Work 
over, repaſſed the River, and ſent the Mareſ- 
chal Tareane to command the Prince of Conde's 
Army during his ablence. Then the King 
reſolved to paſs the Tſſe/, and was not a little 
ſurprized to tind the Paſſage ſo eaſy, and quite 
otherwiſe than had been repreſented to him. 
Having beſieg*'d and taken Doesbarg, Depu- 
ties arrived in his Camp from Urrechrt, offer- 
ing to deliver the Town and Dependencies. 
The Duke of Orleans took Zutphen in Gelder- 
land; and the King himlielt advanced to 
Urecht , having ſent a Lieutenant-General 
with ſome Troops to take Poſſeſſion before. 
Here he received the Dutch Ambaſladors who 
were ſent by the States to know upon, what 
Terms he would treat. In the mean time the 
Mareſchal Twrexne poſſeſſed himſelf of Arz- 
heim, the Fort of Kpotſembarg and Nimezuen ; 
which laſt Place was better defended than any 
other had been. Upon this News the Dutch 
abandoned Gravea, which T7 uwrenae (ezed. 
Bominel and the Sckincken Scans tell alſo into 
the Hands of the French : The Biſhop of 
Munſter took Gro! and Deventer : And the 
Marquis de Roehefort made himſelf Maſter of 
Naerden and {ome other Places. 

This aſtoniſhing Succeis attending the 
French in every Attempt, drove the common 
People of Ho{/zzd into Rage and Detpair. Di- 
laſters came ſo thick upon them, that they 


could not diſcern the Inequality of their Forces 
R 2 when 
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when compared to the united Strength of 
France and England, They would not refle& 
upon the natural Tmpetuolity of the French 
Nation, or the fuddenneſs of the Invaſion : 
Bur in ſpite to common Senſe would needs 
believe that Men of Republican Principles 
had conſpired to betray the Common-wealth 
to one or both of the Confederated Monarchs, 
And tho? I am not concerned to defend thoſe 
who at that time had the principal part in the 
Adminiſtration of Aﬀairs in Hollaxd ; yet the 
King of Ezgland himſelf ſhall be their Com- 
purgator, not only on his own Account, but 
laſo 1n reſpeC&t of his Brother of Frazce. His 
Tettey written Words are theſe: The Infolencies, 
by K. Ch.2. and continual Contrivances againit 
72e, of certain Perſons, who for ſome time paſt have 
had the principal direction of Affairs in the Go 
vernment of the United Netherlands have xeceſſita- 
ted me 10 make an Alliance with the Moſt Chriſtian 
Kjnz, who alſo has the ſame Grounas of Com- 
plaint againſt them, having no other end, than 
to ſuppreſs the inſupportable Greatneſs of the 
Louveſtein Fuition ; and to ſecure our ſelves 
from the like Taſults aud Afﬀronts for the time to 
come, &c. But the People being deaf to all 
Reaſon, Things every where tended to Sedi- 
tion and Tumult ; divers of the Clergy, par- 
ticularly one Lantman at the Hague, and Bor- 
; [tins at Roteraam, exciting the Populace bot! 
by Printing and Preaching, againſt their Go- 
vernors. In this unhappy State of "_—_ - 
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fell out, that on the 2oth of Jwxe 1672. the 
Penſionary John de Wit coming out of the 
Council in the Hagae at eleven a Clock ar 
Night , accompanied only by one Servant 
who carried a Torch in his Hand, was aſſault- 
ed by four Perſons, wounded, and left for 
dead. The next Day one of theſe Aﬀafſins by 
Name Jacob Vander Graef was fiezed, tried, 
condemn'd, and in a few days executed, the 
States of Holland judging this Expedition to 
be abſolutely neceſſary for the Security of their 
own Perſons in the exerciſe of their Employ- 
ments. On the 24th of July in the fame 
Year Cornelius de Wit, ancient Burger-maſter 
of Dort, Grand Baily of Patten, and elder 
Brother to the Penſionary, was brought Pri- 
ſoner to the Hague, upon the Accutation of 
one Tchelaar a Barber-Surgeon, who depoſed, 
That the Priſoner would have hired him to 
poyſon the Prince of Orazge. He was ſeveral 
times put to the Rack, and conſtantly aſſerted 
his Innocence, Yet he was ſentenced to loſe 
his Offices and Digaities, and to be baniſhed 
for ever from Hollayd and Weit- Frieſland. 
This Sentence being publiſhed, cauſed Men 
to murmur, az their Paſſions variouſly 1n- 
clined them. Some ſaid that ii he were guilty, 
the Puniſhment was too little ; and it inno- 
cent, too much. Others ſaid that he was cer- 
tainly guilty , becauſe his Judges had fer the 
Accuſer at liberty. Tichelaar in the mean 
time went about the Hazwe, and told the Peo- 
1 | ple 
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ple that he had convicted the Grand Baily ; 
which Suggeſtion brought great numbers of 
them about the Priſon-doors. In the mean 
time his Brother Joh» de Wit came in his 
Coach to take him out of the Priſon, upon 
which one of the Populace cried out, That zow 
the two Traytors were together , they ſnould not 
eſcape. Tn this inſtant a falſe Report was 
ſpread among, the People, that ſome thouſands 
of Boors were coming to plunder the Hague, 
by which means the two Brothers were de- 
prived of all hopes of Safety. For upon this 
Report, the Guards that been placed by the 
Council of State about the Priſon for the de- 
fence of the Priſoner, took occaſion to draw 
_ off, and left them to the Mercy of the Rabble; 
who growing impatient of any farther delay, 
immediately broke open the doors of the Pri- 
ſon, and divers of them ruſhed into the 
Chamber where the two Brothers were, 
John de Wit, who was litting on the Bed-ſide 
with a Book in his Hand, demanded of them 
what they would have ; and receiving for 
anſwer, that they ſhould ſee it they would go 
down, he took his Brother by the Hand and 
led him down to the Street ; where they were 
no ſooner arrived, but the enraged Multitude 
fell upon them, and with a thouſand Wounds 
moſt barbaroufly murder'd them, The Parti- 
culars of this Cruelty are ſo abominable and fo 
excceding all Exampie, that I purpoſely omit 
any farther mention of this Tragical ., 
The 
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The King of Fraxce in purſuance of the 


Agreement he had made with the Canton of 


Bern, procured the Differences between them 
and the Biſhop of Baſle to be adjuſted accord- 
ing to their Excellencies deſire. Bur that part 
of the Treaty by which he had promiſed not 
to employ their Subjetts againſt any of the 
Reformed Religion was not fo well obſerved ; 
for he had uſed them in the War againſt the 
States of Holland, and obliged them to ſerve 
on all Occaſions without diſtinction, contrary 
to his Promiſe, and to the Oath that both 
Officers and Soldiers had taken before their 
departure from Switzerland. This Uſage the 
Swiſs Officers and Soldiers reſenting, deputed 
one Monſieur de Bear an Officer of their Body 
to acquaint their Excellencies, That they had 
been conſtrained againſt their Inciinarions to 
do what they had done. Of which the French 
having notice, they cauſed him to be ſeized at 
Metz, where he was put into a Dungeon, 
And tho? upon the Sollicitation of his Friends 
in Switzerland, their Excellencies deſired his 
Liberty, they could nor for fome time obtain 
any more than a better Accommodation tor 
him in the Priſon ; the late Succeſſes of Fraxce 
having carried that Court to fuch a height, 
that they cauſed a Letter to be written by 
Monſieur St4ppa to the Canton of Bcrz, to let 
them know, 'That the King accounted him- 
telt little obliged to them for the Men they 
had raiſed under pretence oi ſerving hum ; and 
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that he was better ſatisfied with the refuſal 
of the Canton of Zyrich, than with their 
Grant which was accompanied with ſuch 
Reſtrictions and Regret. The Government 
of Bern finding their Aﬀairs with Fraxce to be 
in this uncertain Condition, were doubtful 
what Meaſures to take in the Diſpute which 
had been on foot for ſome time, and {tiH con- 
tinued between the Duke of Savoy and thoſe 
of Gemeva on account of a Fort which had 
been built by the Duke within half a League 
of that City, under colour of a Magazine for 
the Veſſels he had built, and to ſecure a Port 
for their uſe ; politively requiring all thoſe of 
Gezeva who poſſeſled Lands within the Juril- 
diction of Savoy, to hear Maſs on pain of For- 
feiture. However, the Proteſtant Canrons 
having ſeriouſly conſidered the Importance of 
this Afﬀair, tent to the -uke of Savoy to de- 
mand, Whether he would have Peace or War, 
and whether he would 1n all Things make 
good the Treaties that had been concluded 
with them by his Anceſtors, or not. Bur be- 
fore the Duke had determined what Anſwer 
to give to this Meſſage, an Accident happen'd 
which ſerved to ſecure thoſe of Gereva 
from any Apprehenſions from Savoy at that 
time. For the Duke of Savoy having corrupt- 
ed the Governor of Savona (which belongs to 
the Republick of Gezoa) and received his Pro- 
miſe to put him into poſſeſſion of the Place, 
had raiſed Forces, and order'd them to 
RH - | march 
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march thirher. But thc Officers not agreeing, 
either concerning the manner, or the time of 
putting the Enterprize in execution, 1t was fo 
long delay'd that the Government of Gezoa 
had notice of their March ; and ſuſpeQting 
their Deſign, immediately removed the Go- 
vernor and changed the Garriſon. The Duke 
finding his Project defeated, was yet unwilling 
to have it believed that he deſigned any Clan- 
deſtin Attempt (for no ſort of Men will avow 
an unſucceſsful Treachery) and therefore he 
publiſhed a Declaration of -the Reaſons that 
moved him to make War againſt Genoa ; 
which were ſo {light and trivial, that it plainly 
appeared he rather ſought to cover his Lefign 
upon Savora, that that he had any juſt cauſe 
of Quarrel to pretend, it being notorious to 
all Perſons concern'd , that the Duke had re- 
ceiv'd Offers of Satisfaction to the utmoſt of 
what he could demand. In conſequence of 
the Declaration his Forces poſſeſs'd themſelves 
of Pzeve, a Place belonging to the Geroeſes, but 
of no great Strength or Importance. On the 
other ſide, the Government of Gezxoa ſent to 
complain to the King of Frazce, That con- 
trary to the Agreement , which he by his 
Agent had made between the Duke of Savoy 
and them, the Duke's Forces had attacked 
them in a hoſtilemanner ; but yet they omit- 
ted not, at the ſame time, to draw together 
what Force they could to do themſelves right, 
1; other Means ſhould fail. The Duke's Army 
finding ' 
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finding Pzeve not to be tenable, quitted the 
Place and marched to Caftelvecchio , with in- 
tention to fortify it by reaſon of its advantagji- 
ous Situation. But the Geroeſes well knowing 
the Importance of Caſtelvecchio, drew together 
about nine thouſand Men and ſeized all the 
Avenues, before the Savoyards had made any 
Proviſion for their Subſiſtence. So that the 
Governor with about three hundred Officers 
and Soldiers found no other way to prevent 
falling into the Hands of the Enemy bur by 
withdrawing privately, which they effected, 
leaving the reit to ſhift for themſelves, and 
the next day the Geroe/es pollefled themſelves 
of the Place, killing and taking Priſoners all 
thoſe that were within. From thence they 
went to Onezliz, reſolving to ſtorm the Town 
by Sea and Land ; but the Savoyaras prevented 
them, and capitulated to leave both Officers 
and Soldiers to be Priſoners of War. Tn theſe 
Actions the Marg. of Pare!/a with many of the 
principal Nobility, weretaken and carried Pri- 
{oners to Gemoa : Which, with fome other Suc- 
ceſſes obtained by that Common-wealth againlt 
the Duke of Savoy, obliged him to cntertain 
cooler Thoughts than he had done, and to 
haſten his An{wer to the Demands of the Pro- 
teſtant Cantons ; in which he proteſied, he 
would have no difference with them, being 
lincerely deſirous of their Friendſhip ; Thar, 
indeed, he'. had heen much {urprized they 


ſhould take any Umbrage on account of a 
Houſe 
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Houſe he had built in his own Territories, 
and intereſt themſelves in the Differences 
. which had happened between him and thoſe 
7 of Geneva, who , he ſaid, had broken the 
r Treaty of St. Julian, which yet for their Ex- 
: 
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cellencies ſake, he would obſerve, as if it were 
{till in full force.

Grounds for you to perſuade the Iriſh diligently 
to diſpatch a Peace upon reaſonable Terms, af- 
ſuring them that you having once fully engaged 
to them my Word (in the concluſion of a Peace) 
all the Earth ſhall not make me break 1t. | 


_ © But not doubting of a Peace, I muſt again re- 


member you to preſs the Iriſh for their ſpeedy 
aſſiſtance to me here, and their Friends in Scor- 
land : My intention being to draw from thence 
into Wales (the Peace once concluded) as many 
as I can of my armed Proteſtant Subjects, and 
deſire that the Irih would ſend as great a Body 
as they can to land about Cumberland, which, will 
put thoſe Northern Counties in a brave condi- 
tion; wherefore you mult take ſpeedy order to 
provide all the Shipping you may, as well Dun- 
kirk as Iriſh Bottoms; and remember that after 
March it will be moſt difficult to tranſport Men 
from Ireland to England, the Rebels being Maſters 
of the Seas: So expeding a diligent and particu- 
lar account in anſwer to this Letter, I reſt :

Hat Your Sacred Majeſty will vouchſafe to 

prevail with His Majeſty, to condeſcend to 
the juſt demands of his 1riſh Subjets, the Confede- 
rate Catholicks in His Majeſty's Kingdom of ITre- 
land, at leaſt in private. 

That upon the Conſideration thereof, Colonel 
Fitz-William humbly propounds and undergoeth 
(with the approbation of Mr. Hardegan, now em- , 
ployed Agent for the ſaid Confederate Catholicks in 
France) to bring an Army of Ten thouſand Men; 
and more of His Majeſty's SubjeQs in his Kingdom 
of Treland, for His Majelty's Service into England. 

That Colonel Firz-William undertakes for the 
ſum of Ten thouſand pound Sterl. to Levy , Ship, 
and Arm the ſaid Ten thouſand Men, and ſo pro- 
portionably tor niore or leſs; and that the ſaid 
Mony may be put into ſuch Hands as may be ſafe 
for His Majeſty, as well as ready for the Colonel, 
vhen it ſhall appear the faid Army ſhall be in a rea- 
dincſs to be tranſported into England. 

That upon the Landing the ſaid Men, there ſhall 
be advanced to the Colonel one Months Pay for all 
the Army, according to the Muſter, for the pre- 
fent ſupport of the Army. 

That Colonel Firz-Willam may be Commander 
in Chief thereof, and diſpoſe of all the Offices, and 
only be commanded by His Majeſty, his Highneſs 
the Prince of Wales, and Prince Rupert, and quali- 
fied with ſuch Commiſſions as hath been formerly 
granted to His Majeſty's Generals that have Com- 
rmanded 
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manded Bodies apart from His Majeſty's own Ar- 
my, as the Marquiſs of Newcaſtle, the Earl of 
Kingſton and others, hereby the better to enable 
him in the Levies as well as in the general Con- 
duct of the Buſineſs; and that in reſpec the Parlia- 
ment glves no Quarter to His Majelty's Iriſh Sub- 
jets, therefore that the ſaid Forces ſhall not by a- 
ny Order whatſoever be divided. 

That the Colonel may be ſupplied with a Body 
of Horſe, of at leaſt Two thouſand, to be ready 
at the place of Landing. 

That the Colonel may be provided with Ammun- 
nition and Artillery, or with Mony requiite tor 
himſelf to provide neceſſary Proportions to bring 
with him. 

Thar the Army ſhall be paid as other Armies of 
His Majeſty. 


Having taken theſe Propoſitions into Conſfidera- 
tion, We have thought fit to teſtihe our Approba- 
tion and Agreement thereunto under our Sign Ma- 
nual, aſſuring what hath been delired of us therein, 
ſhall be forthwith effteQually endeavoured, and not 
doubting to the Satisfation of the Confederate Ca- 
tholicks of His Majeſty's Kingdom of Ir-dand, and 
ro the ſaid Colonel Firz-Wiliam, ſo that we may 
juſtly expect an agreeable Compliance and Perfor- 
mance accordingly from all Parties in theſe ſeveral

T 1s not unknown both to the French King 

and his Mother, what Unkindneſlſes and Di- 
itaſtes have fallen between my Wife and Me;

an amendment, knowing her to be but yonng, and 
perceiving it to De the 1] crafty Connſels of her Ser- 
Vans,

rants, for advancing of their own ends, rather 
then her own Inclination: For at my firſt meeting 
of her at Dover, I could not expect more Teſti- 
monies of Reſpect and Love, then ſhe ſhewed ; as 
to give one inſtance, her firſt Suit to me was, That 
ſhe being young and coming to a {trange Country, 
both by her Years and Ignorance of the Cuſtoms of 
the Place, might commit many Errors, therefore 


that I would not be angry with her for her Faults 


of Ignorance, before I had with my Inſtructions 
tearned her to eſchew them, and defired me 1a theſe 
Caſes to uſe no third Perſon, but to tell her my ſelf 
when I found ſhe did any thing amiſs. I both 
granted her Requeſt , and thanked her for it, but 
delired that ſhe would uſe meas ſhe had delired me 
to uſe her, which ſhe willingly promiſe me, which 
Promiſe ſhe never kept. For a little after this, 
Madam Sr. George taking a Diſtaſt becauſe I would 
not let her ride with us 1a the Coach, when there 
was Women of better Quality to fill her room,

She, inſtead of 
acknowledging her Fault and Miſtaking, gave me 
ſo ill an Anſwer that I omit, not to be tedious, 
the relation of that Diſcourſe having too much of 
that nature hereafter to relate. Many little Neg- 
lets I will not take the Pains to ſet down, as her 
eſchewing to be in my Company. When I have 
any thing to ſpeak to her, I muſt manage her Ser- 
vauts firſt, elſe I am ſure to be denied; her neg- 
let of the Engliſh Tongue, and of the Nation 1n 
general. I will alſo onurt the Afﬀront ſhe did me, 
before my going to this laſt unhappy Aſſembly of 
Parliament, becauſe there has been Talk enough of 
that already, &c. The Author of it is before you 
in France. To be ſhort, omitting ali other Paſ- 
ſages, coming only to that which 1s moſt recent in 
Memory ; I having made a Commiſſion to make 
my Wifes Jointure, &c. to aſſign her thoſe Lands 
ſhe is to live on, and !t being brought to ſuch a 
ripeneſs that it wanted but my conſent to the Par- 
ticulars they had choſen ; ſhe taking notice that it: 
was now time to name the Officers for her Re- 
venue, one night when I was a Bed, pur a Paper 
in my Hand, telling me 1t was a Li{t of thoſe that 
ſhe deſired to be of her Revenue.

Inſtructions to Colonel Cockran to be purſued in 
his Negotiation to the Kjng of Denmark. 


OU are to inform the King of Denmark , 
that by his Majeſty's Conmand ; as to the 
neareſt Ally of his Crown, his Uncle, : ind whom 
he belicves wil not be unconcerncd 12 his Afﬀairs, 
as well in Intereſt as Aitection , you are ſent to 
give a particular Accompt of the Etate of his Ma- 
jeity's Aﬀairs-z to renew the ancient League and 
Amity that hath been between the two Kingdoms 
and Families Royal, and to reduce it to more 
exact Particulars, ſvch as might be uſeful to the 
preſent Afﬀairs of E-/and, and all Occurrences in 
the future of thoie of Peamark. 

That the preſent Afr of your Negotiation, is 
to demand an Aſliſtance from his Majeity, ſuch a 
one as the preſcnt State of the Affairs of £7 wland 
requires, againſt a dangerous Combination of his 
Majeſty's Subje&ts, who have not only invaded his 
Majeſty 1n his particular Rights, but have laid a 
Deſign to diſſolve the Monarchy and Frame of Go- 
verament , under pretences of Liberty and Reti- 
fron, becoming a dangerous Precedent to all the 
Monarchies of Chriſtendom, if attended 'with ſuc- 
ceſs in their Deſign. | 

That the nature of their Proceedings hath been 
ſuch as hath not admitted any Foreign Treaty to 
he. interefſed in ſipprefiing their Delign, withour 
ZIving them advantage of ſcandaling his Majeſty's 
Zntentions,, -and drawing away univerſally the 
Hearts of his People, whom they had inſinuated 
| under 
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under pretence of Reformation of particular Abuſes 
of -Government,, and Miniſters of Eſtate, to con- 
cur generally with approbation of their Proceed- 
ings, and in which (though the dangerous Conſe- 
quence and Deſign were Vilible to his Majeſty) a 
preſent compliance was neceſſury, leſt any pab- 
{ick oppolition on his Majelty's part, that mizhr 
ſeem to deteat the great Expectations which the 
had raiſed in the Commons 1n thoſe plaulible Par- 
ticulars, might have occaitoned a general Revolr 
throughout the Kingdoms, great jealoulies Helng 
diſperſed and fomented among them of his Maje- 
ſty's Foreign Treaties, and Force to be uicd to op- 
poſe and ſuppreſs thoſe their Delires and the Mo- 
vers therein. 

Upon the Credit they had herewith huilt on the 
Pcoples Opinions, they proceeded under pretence 
of Reformation of Religion to diſſblve the Go- 
vernment of the Church, according to its Conftiru- 
tion in England, a chief Column and Support to 
that Monarchy and Crown. 

_"oT laſtly invaded his Majeſty in all the Pre- 

ogatives of hs Crown, and under pretence of i] 
Miniſters and Counſellors of Ettate , whom oh 
pretended to remove , endeavoured to 1nveit 1n 
themſelves in all times for the future the iDomina- 
tion of all Miniſtries of Eſtate, and of his Majeſty's 
Family ; withdrew all his Revenues 1nto their ow 
Hands, and to confirm themſelves in an abſoiute 
Power of diſpoſing his Eſtate, centred upon po{- 
iefiing themſelves of the Militia of the Kingdom,

That the Particulars 1n which his Majeſty doth 
deſire his Aſſiſtance, are, in the loan and raiſing of 
Men, Mony, Arms and Ships, all or ſuch of them 
as may conliſt beſt with the convenience of his own 
Afﬀairs: And of ſuch in the firſt place as may be moſt 
requiſite and wanting to his Majeſty. 

That to ſer his Levies on foot, and put him in a 
poſture to protect his Subjects in all Places that ad- 
here to him, and receive their Contribution , 
1000001. will be neceſſary for him , which his Ma- 
jeſty deſtres by way of Loan. . And for the reſtitu- 
tion of it, beſides his Kingly Word and ſolemn 
Engagement upon this Treaty, he is contented , 
of ſuch his Crown-Jewels as are in his diſpo- 
ſire, to leave his Royal Pledge, if it ſhall be 
clelired. 

The Particulars of Arms that he deſires, are 
6000 Muſquets, 1500 Horſe-arms, and 20 pieces of 
Field-Artillery mounted. 

Aſlittance of Men, he deſires only in Horſemen, 
and to know in what time they may beready, and 
how many. 

That the Zoly INand, or New-Caſtle, are deſign- 
ed for the landing of the ſaid Horſe, and Magazin 
of the ſaid Proviiions; for reception likewiſe, and 
yrote@ion of ſuch his Ships as he ſhall think fit to 
employ for the countenance and ſecurity of thoſe his 
Subjects that ſhall Trade upon theſe Coaſts, and for 
aſcertaining the Correſpondence and Intelligence 
between the two Kingdoms; in which the number 
is left to be proportioned as may belt fort and 
4zree with his own Afﬀairs. And for which the 
Holy Iſland is conceived one of the apteſt Harbours 
in his Majeſty's Dominions, being capable of any 
Ships 
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Ships whatſoever, in a very great proportion, a 
excellent Road at the entrance, a ready Out-ler, 
and a ſtrong Fort under his Majeſty's Com- 
mand. 

That in Lieu of this Aſſiſtance contributed by 
the King of Denmark, his Majeſty wiil oblige him- 
{elf, and ratifie in expreſs Articles, to reſtore into 
the Magazines of Dermark, a like proportion of 
Arms and Ammunition, to repay and defray the 
Charges of the Mony leat, and Levies of Horſe, 
and ſo ſoon as his Afﬀairs ſhall be ſettled, and him- 
ſelf in a condition to do it, upon all Occaſions, to 
contribute the aſliitance of his Fleet, in mantain- 
12g his Right and Title to the Cuſtoms of the S924 
agaluſt all Perſons whatſoever; ro ratifie the Treaty 
that was made Iaft by Sir Thorns Roe, aud to cnter 
into a League Offenſive and Defenſive againtt jn- 
teltine Rebellions. 1n purſuance of which Treaty, 
while the Negotiations and Articles may be ſeve- 
rally perfeted, his Majeſty doth expett this firſt 
Supply of Monies and Arms, preſent Atﬀairs nor 
admitting a delay in the ſame. 

That in caſe the King of Denmark will lend 
Mony upon Jewels, there is in Ho!/and a great Col- 
lar of Rubies, and another of Rubies and Pearl, 
that may be ſent to him or deliver'd to his Agent 
there: Who may have order to pay the Mony 
re: Or any other Jewels. 

That there have been in Diſcourſes ſeveral Pro- 
poſitions of Accommodation made by them to the 
King, to which the King hath at all times made 
more advances an his part, than in reaſon could 
have been expected from him, and the Difficulties 
have ſtill riſen on theirs. 

And4 that whereas his Majeſty doth underſtand, 
hat a Perſon 18 addreſſed to the King of Denmark 
om his Parliament, to infipuate Miſlunderſtand- 
nes 
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i12s abroad with his Majeſty's Allies, as they have 

done at home amoug his People, his Majeſty ex-- 
pets that he be neither received, nor permitted 
Oo remain- within his Dominions, to become an 
Intelligencer and Spy upon the Treaty and Nego- 
tiations between their Majeſties, but that he be dif- 
miſt and ſent away ſo ſoon as ever he ſhall 
arrive.

Ouching the firſt, having conſidered divers 

KK Means, I find none ſo important to ſtreagthen 

your Majeſty's Regal Authorities againſt all oppoſt- 

tions or practices of troubleſome Spirits, as to for- 

tity your Kingdom, by having a Fortrets In erery 
Chie 
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Chief Town and Important Place thereof furniſhed 
with Ordnance, Munition and faithful Men, as 
they ought to be, with all other Circumſtances fit 
to be digeſted in a Buſineſs of this nature. 

Ordering withal, the Trained Soldiers of the 
Country to be united in one Dependency with the 
ſaid Forts, as well to ſecure their beginnings, as to 
ſecure them in any occaſion of ſuſpe&, and keep 
their Arms for more Security, whereby the Coun- 
fries are no leſs to be brought into ſubjecion than 
the Cities themſelves, and conſequently the whole 
Kingdom; your Majeſty having, by this Courſe, 
the Power thereof in your own Hands. 


The Reajons of theſe Suggeſtions. 


Firſt, That in Policy, it is a greater Tie of the 
People by Force and Neceſlity, than meerly by 
Love and Aﬀection; for by the one the Govern- 
ment :*!teth always ſecure ; but by the other, no 
longer than the People are well contented. 

Secondly, It forceth obſtinate Subjets to be no 
more preſumptuous than it pleaſeth your Majeſty 
to permit them. 

Thirdly, That to have a State unfurniſhed is to 
£ive the Bridle thereof to the Subject, when by 
the contrary 1t reſteth only in the Prince's 
Hand. 

Fourthly, That modern Fortreſſes take long 
time in winning, with ſuch Charge and Diſhculty 
as no Subjeas 1n theſe times have means probable 
to attempt them. 

Fifthly, That it 1s a fure Remedy againſt Re- 
bellious and Popular Mutinies or agalalt Foreign 
Powers, becauſe they cannot well ſucceed, when 
by this Courſe the apparent Means 1s taken away 


to force the King and State upon a doubtful For- 
T tune 
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tune of a ſet Battle, as was the Cauſe that moved 
the pretended Invaſion againſt the Land attempted 
by the King of Spain, 1589. 

Sixthly, That your Majeſty's Government is 
now ſecured by the People's more Snbjection, and 
by their Subjection your Parliament muſt be forced 
conſequently to alter their Stije, and to be con- 
formable to your Wiil and Pleaſure, for their 
Words and Oppoliticn importeth nothing, where 
the Power 1s in your Majeſty's own Hands to do 
with them what you pleaſe; being indeed the chief 
purpoſe of this Diſcourſe, and the ſecret intent 
thereof fit to be conccal'd from any Engliſh at all, 
either Counſellor of State or others. 


For theſe and other weighty Reaſons it may be 
conlider'd in this Place to make your Majeſty 
more powertn] and ſtrong, ſome Orders be oh- 
ſerved, that arc uſed in fortify'd Countries, the 
Government thereof importeth as much as the 
States themſelves, I mean 1a times of Doubt and 
Suſpect, which arc theſe. 


Imprimi:, That none wear Arms or Weapons at 
all, either in City or Country, but ſuichas your Ma- 
jeſty may think fic to priviiedge , and they to be 
enrolled.

Kings and Queens of the ſaid Kingdom for many 
huadred Years paſt, but alſo have poſleſſed them- 
ſelves of the whole Strength of the faid Kingdom, 
in appointing Governors, Commanders and Offi- 
cers, 1n all Parts and Places therein at their own 
WilF and Pleaſure, without our confent, whereby 
we are deprived of our Sovereignty , and lefr 
naked without Defence.

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A Letter writtes by Robert Sidney Earl of 


Leiceſter, 70 Algernon Piercy Earl of 


Northumberland, touching the Service of 
Ireland. 


My Lord, 


HO” I have written thrice to the Commiſſi- 

oners for the Aﬀeairs of Ireland fince my 
coming from Loxdon, to give them Account of my 
ſtay at Court, and that I have alio written ſeveral 
Letters to ſome particular Friends, in hope that 
thereby the Truth might be known and my ſelf 
rightly underſtood; yet beczvf© 1) oje Letters per= 
adventure may have nuſcarried, aid leſt I mould 
incur the cenſure of the Parliament for Negligence 
or Slackneſs in that Service to whic' I have been 
deſign'd, I will truly and as briefly as I can relate 
to your Lordſhip how I have behaved my felt; and 
if your Lordſhip pleaſe you. may communicate 1t to 
the Houſe of Peers; as in your Judgment and Fa- 
vour to me you ſhall think fit; and I hope 1c will 
appear that as I have been very impatient of this 
delay, ſo I have not wanted diligence in the Solli- 
citation of my Diſpatch. 

When I came to York, I told the King that I was 
come thither to receive his Majeity's Command- 
ments and Inſtructions for that Employment which 
he had done me the Honour to confer upon me, 
and I did humbly beſeech him that I might not be 
ſtaid at Court, becauſe the Parliament Gid dciire 
my ſpeedy repair into /rcland, and that his Service, 
as I conceived, did require it; at leaſt that ſome 
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Governor, if 1 were not worthy of that Charge, 
ſhould be preſently ſent into that Kingdom. The 
King told me that he would think of it. Bur I 
mult confeſs I did not find his Majeſty ſo ready tos 
diſpatch me as I hoped and expeted. From that 
time I did not fail to beſeech his Majeſty to ſend 
me away , upon every opportunity that I had of 
ſpeaking to him; and I think there paſſed not a 
Day that I did not deſire the Secretaries of State 
and ſome*other Perſons about the King, to put his 
Majeſty in mind of me and to haſten my Diſmiſ- 
Hon. Divers times I made 1t my Petition to the 
Ring that he would diſpatch me, or declare his In- 
tention that he would not let me go at all. The 
King ſaid, My Inſtructions ſhould be drawn, and 
that he would give order to Mr. Secretary Nicholas 
to do it as ſpeedily as he could : In expeQation 
whereof I ſtaid about three Weeks till the King 
came from YNork , at which time his Majeſty ap- 
pointed me to follow him to Vorringham, promiſing 
that there I ſhould have my Expeditions. I obey'd 
his Majeſty and came after him to this Town, 
where Il have attended ever lince, perpetually ſolli- 
citing to be difpatcird, and beſeeching his Majeſty 
that I night either go.to my Employment, or have 
his leave to retire iy ſelf ro my own Houſe and 
private Condition: That if he were unwilling to 
truſt me in an Employment of ſo great Impor- 
tance, I did beſeech him that I might be no Bur- 
den to his Thoughts; and that he would be plea- 
fed to let me know his Reſolution ; becauſe I con- 
ceived my felf to be under a heavy Cenſure both 
of the Parliament and of the whole Kingdom, 
whilſt poſſibly they might think it my Fault chat ] 
was fo long abſent from that Charge which I had 
vadertaken. *T's to no purpoſe to tell you every 
Pallage; but this I proteſt to your Lordihip, That 
It 
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zt it had been to fave the Lives of all my Friends 
and of my felt, 1 could not hezve done more tg pro- 
cure my Diſpatch. Nevertheleſs I] have not been 
able to advance 1t one Step; nor have I ſeen any 
thing to make me hope to have it quickly, Ll] this 
Morning Mr. Secretary Nichol. gave me a Draught 
of my Initructions to peruſe. So I hope that be- 
tween this and A7onday 1 ſhall have done that part, 
and I will do the beſt 1 can to procure ſome other 
thing, without which I know not how I ſhall be 
able to do any acceptable Service 1a that Kingdom. 
Your Lordſhip knows I am a Servant, and I could 
not run away it I would, or at lealt it had been to 
little purpoſe, tho? I ſhould have adventur'd to do 
ſo indecent and fo undutiful an Action. There- 
tore I hope it will be believed that I have not been 
to blame. Now with your Lordſhip's leave I ſhall 
trouble you with another Particular, whereln per- 
haps I ſuffer in the Opinion of thoſe who know 
not what has paſS'd, tho? I beas innocent as a new- 
born Child; nay, I have oppoſed it as much as I had 
Power to do. The King being informed at York by 
ſome officious Perſons, that certain Draught- 
Horſes were provided to be ſent jato 7rdland, his 
Majeſty told me that he muſt needs have them for 
his own uſe. I did humbly beſeech him not to take 
them away from his own Service in /rc!aud, for 
which they were bought, and in which they were 
to be employ'd; and belides what I ſaid my ſelf, I 
uſed means by others to ſave the Horſes, 1o that I 
heard no more of it till I came hither ; but then his 
Majeſty told me again, That he muſt needs have 
thoſe Horſes, and prefled me to ſend for them. I 
repreſented to his Majeſty the inconfiderableneſs of 
thoſe tew Horſes, and that the Parliament might 
take It very ill, in regard that the Hories were 
Loight with their Mony for the Service of tc poor 
& 3 yy 
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Kingdom of Ireland: Therefore I did beſeech him 
not to take them z or howſoever, that he would 
ſecure me from being an in!trumeat in that which 
I ceived W ould much hurt his Afﬀairs ; and that 
I beins cruited by the Parhament, could neither do 
it my felf, aor conlcat that any other ſhould do 
that which was a Breach of Truſt, and a great Diſ- 
{ſervice £:: fo his Majeſty himſelf. Notwith- 
ſtanding this thy King fent to me by Mr. F-9y- 
mica Porter and Sir G:: &c i1ay at ieveral 1c TO 

the fame mu, but | :crorned the ſame Art 27; 
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them. But for all this ir ple: aſed his Majeſty to 
employ one Erringron who ſerved me, and gave 
him a Warrant to fetch the Horſes. Errin Tton 
told me of it; and I forbad him as far as 1 could, to 
do it, telling him thar if he did, he mult not look 
to have any thing to do with me for ever : ; andthat 
I made no doubt the Parliament would hang him 
for ſtealing their Horſes. This and more I ſaid to 
Errington 1n the preſence of Fames Battiere my Se- 
cretary, who will witneſs it: And FOnretying it tq 
be an unjuſt thing in it ſelf,diſpleaſirg to the Parlia- 
ment, and hurtful to the King's Service, [ proteſted 
azainſt it; tho' Errington 1: id, thar his Majeſty had 
commanded him upon his Allegiance to Execute 
the Warrant. But indeed I told him that I did 
not believe him; nor conld think that his Majeſty 
would command a Subje& upon his Allegiance ro 
take away other Mens Horſes This I thouz Zht ſuf- 
ficient ; brt it ſeems I was deceiv'd ; for Erringtor 
without m7 conſent or knowledge WCnt from AVot- 
rincham towards Cheſter as I heard afterwards, and 
I have never feen him ſince nor heard from him. 


Wi nat he hath done I know not, but { ſent to 
Che fter 
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Cheſter that the Horſes ſhould be preſently ſhipp'd 
away, and I cauſed my Secretary to write to Ma- 
ſter Hawkin to take care that neither Errington nor 
any Body from him ſhould receive any more Mony 
of Mr. Loftus or his Deputy, to provide the reſt 
of the Horſes ; for as yet 1 think there has been 
only Sixteen hundred Pounds iſſued to buy two 
hundred of the fix hundred Horſes allow'd by the 
Parliament ; and of that Sixteen hundred Pounds I 
will do the beſt I can to get a good Account , 
whereof the Parliament, God willing, ſhall be in- 
formed with my utmoſt Care and Diligence. 
Truly, my Lord, I do the beſt I can to ferve my 
Country : They that are wiſer may do more ; but 
of any thing contrary to the Duty of an honeſt 
Man, the Parliament upon ſtrict examination ſhall 
never find me guilty. For the reputation of Ho- 
neſty and Fidelity is, and I can ſay no more, as 
dear to me as your eſteeming me

1 ſhould have wait- 
ed the firſt upon you, both to have rendred my 
Duty according to the precedence of my Obliga- 
tion above others, and to have informed your Ma- 
jeſty the earlieſt of the ſtate of this Place whither 
you are coming, both in point of Aﬀections and 
Intereſts; but that there fly about ſuch Reports 
that the Parliament hath deſired your Majeſty not 
to admit me to your preſence, as I dare not pre- 
ſume into it without particular permiſſion. The 
ground of their Malevolence towards me in this 
particular 1s ſaid to be, upon ſome Letters which 
they have preſumed to open, directed to your 
Majeſty from me; which I profeſs I cannot appre- 
hend. For I am certain that I have not written. to 
your Majeſty the leaſt Word that can be wreſted to 
an 1] Senſe by my greateſt Enemies, having not ſo 
much as mentioned any Bulineſs to your Majeſty 
ſince I left England. To the King I confeſs I 
wrote once with that hardineſs which I thought his 
Afairs and Complexion requir'd ; but that was 
ſent by ſo ſafe Hands, as I cannot apprehend the 
miſcarriage of it.

The Form of a Bill for a new Coronation-Oath, 
purſuant to the Treaty in the Iſle of Wight. 


w HEREAS the ſolemn Oaths and Stipula- 
tions of Kings to their People at their 
Inaugurations to their Crowns, and the renewing 
and inlarging of them after Civil Breaches 
and Wars, have been reputed and found a 
principal and moſt effetual Means to preſerve Peace 
and Amity between them and their People, and 
prevent unjuſt Incroachments upon their Subjects 
Rights, Laws and Liberties: And whereas by rea- 
ſon of ſome Alterations made without Authority 
of Parliament in the Gath which his Majeſty took 
at his Coronation, and of the late unhappy Differ- 
ences hetween him and iis Houſes of Parliament, 
there is juſt and neceſſary occaſion adminiſtred to 
alter and enlarge the ancient Oath and Stipulation 


of the Kings of England to their People, for the 
| better 
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better compoſing of the preſent Differences, ana 
preventing all future Breaches and Incroachments 
upon the Laws and Liberties of the Subjet, and 
the introducing and exerciſing of all Arbitrary and 
Tyrannical Power ; Be it therefore Ordained and 
Enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeity, the 
Lords and Commons 1n this preſent Parliament afſ- 
ſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That 
rhe King's Majeſty upon his return to this preſent 
Parliament, and at all other times when both 
Houſes of Parliament ſhall require the ſame, and 
his Heirs and Succetlors Kings and Queens of this 
Realm at their Coronations, and at all times elſe 
when their Parliaments ſhall think fic, ſhall take 
this enſuing Oath before both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, to be adminiſtred by the Speaker of the 
Lord's Houſe for the time being, in Form follow- 
Ing. | 

We CHARLES King of Ergland, in the 
Name and Preſence of the moſt High God, do ſo- 
lemnly ſwear and proteſt to all our Subjects and 
Liege-People of this our Realm of England, That 
we ſhall and will to the uttermoſt of our Skill and 
Power all the Days of our Reign over them, invio- 
jably keep , preſerve and maintain the true Re- 
formed Religion and Confeſſion of Faith therein 
eſtabliſked, and all juſt Laws , Cuſtoms, Rights, 
Franchiſes and Liberties heretofore. granted to all 
or any of our ſaid Subjects and People by our Royal 
Predeceſſors or Gur . Self, together with the Rights 
and Priviledges of Parliament, and likewiſe en- 
deavour to preſerve intirely Peace and Amity be- 
tween all our Subjects and People, and cauſe equal 
Juſtice to be adminiſtred to them in Mercy and 
Truth, without Partiality, Afﬀection or De- 
lay. | 


That 
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That we wall neither proclaim nor make any 
open War Foreign or Domeſtick, nor raiſe any 
Forces, in nor invite or introduce any Foreign 
Power into our faid Realm, nor conclude any 
publick Truce or Peace, nor impoſe nor levy any 
Tax, Talliage, Contribution, Aid or Benevolence 
on our ſaid Subjets and People, nor embace nor 
inhaunce the Current Coin of this Kingdom, nor 
alienate any Honours, Mannors, Lands, Rents, 
Demeaſnes, Caſtles, Forts, Jewels, Ships or Am- 
munition , belonging to the Crown of this our 
Realm; nor diſpoſe of our Self nor of our Heir 
apparent to the Crown in Marriage ; nor confer 
any of the great Offices of State or Judicature 
within this our Realm; nor create any new Peer 
or - Baron thereof; nor erc& or maintain any 
Monopoly againſt Law; nor grant any Diſpenſa- 
tion for the Breach of any Penal Statute of this 
Realm whiles in Force, without comnion Conſent 
in Parliament. 

That we will duly cauſe a Parliament to be 
ſummoned within this our Realm once every Year 
or three Years at leaſt, according to the Statutes 
in that behalf provided; and will likewiſe give our 
Royal Aſſent from time to time for altering or re- 
pealing all ſuch old Laws as ſhall be held preju- 
dictal, and paſſing all ſuch new Bulls and Statutes as 
ſhall be judged neceſſary and bencficial for our ſaid 
Subjeas and People by both our Houſes of Parlia- 
ment upon mature Debate. 

And if we ſhall at any time (which God defend) 
wiltully violate this our ſolemn Oath and Prote- 
ftation in all or any part of the Premiſles, to the 
Grievance and Prejudice of our ſaid Subjects and 
People, and ſhail not upon due Information there- 
of by one or both Houſes of Parliament, or by 
thoſe intruſted by them with the Militia of thisK ing-

dom, or by our great Officers and Council of State 
in the intervals of Parliament redreſs the ſame, 
We do hereby freely and voluntarily proteſt before 
God and the World, that then and from thence- 
forth it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid Houſes 
of Parliament during their Seſſion, and for the 
greateſt part of thoſe intruſted by them with the 
Militia, or for our great Officers and Council of 
State in the intervals of Parliament, and for ail or 
any of our Subjects and People by their Direction 
and Command, to aſſemble together in Arms, and 
by open Force or otherwiſe to redreſs the ſame, 
and to withſtand and reſiſt us, and to apprehend 
and ſurprize all ſuch Perſons and Forces as ſhall be 
aiding or aſſiſting to us therein, wirchout incurring 
the Guilt of Treaſon, Sedition, lnſurretion, Re= 
bellion, Breach of Allegiance, or any other Crime, 
Forfeiture or Penalty : It being done in Defence 
of their juſt Rights, Laws and Liberties, to which 
they are obliged by the Law of God and Na- 
ture. 

And that all and every Perſon or Perſons who 
ſhall be willingly aiding, counſelling or aſliſting to 
us in ſuch Caſes and Breaches of all or any Clauſe 
of this our ſolemn Oath, ſhall and may be preſently 
proceeded againſt in due Form of Law, and ad- 
judged and executed as Traytors and publick Enee 
mies to Us and this our Realm, or otherwiſe pu- 
niſhed according to the quality and degree of their 
Offence. 

And all this we do cordially and ſincerely ſwear 
and proteſt without any Equivocation or Mental 
Reſervation; and that we will neither directly or 
indirealy ſeek to be abſolved from this our Oath.

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A Letter written by Command of Kzng Charles 
the Second, concerning the Marquiſs of 
Antrim. 


CHARLES R. 


Ight truſty and well-heloved Couſins and 

Counſellors, &c. we greet you well. How 
far we have been from Interpoſing on the behalf 
of any of our Iriſh Subje&s, who by their Miſcar- 
riages in the late Rebellion in that Kingdom of 
treland, had made themſelves unworthy of our 
Grace and Protection, 1s notorious to all Men; and 
we were 1o jealous in that particular, that ſhortly 
afrer our return into this our Kingdom , when 
the Marquiſs of Aztrim came hither to preſent his 
Duty to us, upon the Information we received from 
thoſe Perſons who then attended us by a Deputa- 
tion from our Kingdom of 7reland, or from thoſe 
who at that time owned our Authority there, that 
the Marquiſs of Antrim had fo misbehaved himſelf 
towards Us and our late Royal Father of Bleſſed 
Memory, that he was in no degree worthy of the 
leaſt Countenance from Us, and that they had ma- 
nifeſt and unqueſtionable evidence of ſuch his Guilt. 
Whereupon we refuſed to admit the ſaid Marquiſs 
ſo much as into our Preſence, but on the con- 
trary committed him Priſoner to our Tower of 
London, where after he had continued ſeveral 
Months under a ſtrict reſtrain, npon the continued 
Information of the faid Perſons we ſent him into 
Ireland, without interpoſing the leaſt on his be- 
half, but left him to undergo ſuch a Trial and Pu- 
niſhment as by the Juſtice of that our Ringo 
ſhould 
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ſhould be found due to his Crime, expeQting ſtill 
that ſome heinous Matter would be objected and 
proved againſt him, to make him uncapable, and 
to deprive him of that Favour and Protection from 
us, Which we knew his former AQtions and Services 
had merited. After many Months attendance 
there, and, we preſume, after ſuch Examinations 
as were requiſite, he was at laſt diſmiſs'd without 
any Cenfure, and without any tranſmiſſion of 
Charge againſt him to us, and with a Licenſe to 
tranſport himſelf into this Kingdom. We con- 
cluded thar it was then time to give him ſome 1in- 
ſtance of our Favour, and to remember the many 
Services he had done, and the Sufferings he had un- 
dergone for his Aﬀection and Fidelicy to our Royal 
Father and our Self, and that it was time to re- 
deem him from thoſe Calamities, which yet do lie 
as heavy upon him lince, as before our happy return; 
and thereupon we recommended him to you our 
Lieutenant , that you ſhould move our Council 
there, for preparing a Bill to be tranſmitted to us, 
for the re-inveſting him the ſaid Marquiſs 1nto the 
polleſſion of his Eſtate in that our Kingdom, as 
had been done in ſome other places: To which 
Letter you our ſaid Lieutenant returned us anſwer, 
That you had informed our Council of that our 
Letter, and that you were upon Conlideration 
thereof, unanimouſly of Opinion, That ſuch a Bull 
ought not to be tranſmitted to us, the Reaſons 
whereof would forthwith be preſented to us from 
our Council. After which time we received the 
 lacloſed Petition from the ſaid Marquiſs, which we 
reterr'd to the Conſideration and Examination of 
the Lords of our Privy Council, whoſe Names are 
mentioned jn that our Reference, which is annexed 
co the ſaid Petition ; who thereupon met together, 


end afcer having heard the Marquiſs of Antrin, 
did 
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did. not. think fit to make any Report to us, till 
they might ſee and underſtand the Reaſons which 
induced you not to tranſmit the Bill we had pro- 
poſed , which Letter was not then come ro our 
Hands. After which time we have received your 
Letter of the 18th of A7a7c, together with ſeveral 
Petitions which had been preſented to you as well 
from the old Soldiers and Adventurers as from the 
Lady Marchioneſs of Aztrim, all which we like= 
wiſe tranſinitted to the Lords Referees : Upon a 
ſecond Petition preſented to us by the Lord Mar- 
queſs, which 1s here likewiſe incloſed, command=- 
ing our faid Referees to take the ſame into their 
ſerious Confideration, and to hear what the Perti- 
tioner had to offer in his own Vindication, and to 
report the whole Matter to us, which apon a third 
Petition herein likewiſe incloſed , we required 
them ro expedite with what ſpeed they conid. By 
which deliberate Proceedings of curs you cannot 
but obſerve, that no Importunity how jult —_— 
could prevail with us to bring our Selt to a Jud 
ment in this Affair without very ample infor 
tion. Our ſaid Referees after ſeveral Meetings 
and peruſal of what hath been offered to them by 
the faid Marqueſs , have reported unto us, That 
they have ſeen ſeveral Letters, all of them 'of the 
Hand-writing of our Royal Father to the ſaid Mar- 
quets, and ſeveral Inſtructions concerning his treat- 
Ing and joining with the Iriſh 1n order to the King' S 
Service , - by reducing them To. their Obedience, 
and by drawing ſome Forces from chem for the 
Service of Scotland: Thar belides the Letters and 
Orders under his Majelty's Hand, they have re- 
ceived ſufficient Evidence and Teſtimony of ſeveral 
private Metlages all q Directions ſencfrom OUT Royal 
Father, and from our Royal Mother with the Pri- 


vity and with the Directions of the King Our 
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-zther, by which they are perſuaded, that what- 
yer Intcilizence, Correſpondence or 'Actings, the 
Bid Marque had with the Confederate Iriſh Ca- 
nolicks, was directed or allow'd by the ſaid Let- 
rs, Inſtructions and Directions ; and that it ma- 
:ifeftly appears to them; That the King our Father 
was well pleaſed with what the Marqueſs did after 
he had done it, and approved the ſame. This be- 
3az the true ſtate of the Marqueſs his Cale, and there 
being nothing proved upon the firſt Information 
2gainſt him, nor any thing contained againſt him 
in your Letter of March 18th, but that you were 
informed he had put in his Claim before the Com- 
mitſioners appointed tor executing the Act of Set- 
tlement, and that if his Innocence be ſuch as 1s al- 
iedg'd, there 1s no need of tranſmitting ſuch a Bill 
to us as is defird; and that if he be nocent, it 
confiſts not with the Duty which you owe to us to 
tranſmit ſuch a Bill, as it it ſhould paſs into a Law, 
muſt needs draw a great Prejudice upon ſo many 
Adventurers and Soldiers, who are, as 15 alledged, 
to be therein concerned. We have contidered the 
Peticion of the Adventurers and Soldiers, which 
was tranſinitted to us hy you ; the Equity of which 
£214417rs 1n nothing, but that they have been peace- 
ably in poſieſſion for the ſpace of 7 or 8 years of 
thoſe Tands which were formerly the Eſtate of the 
Marqueſs of A-trim and others, who were all en- 
gage 1n the late Iriſh Rebellion, and that they ſhall 
jnffer very much and be ruined, if thoſe Lands 
fnoald be taken from them. And we have like- 
w1e conidered another Petition from ſeveral Citt- 
7ens of Londoa near fixty in number, directed to our 
Self, wherein they defhre, That the Marqueſs his 
Eitate may be made liable to the payment of his 
juit Deits, taat ſo they may not be ruined in the 
Favour of the preſent Poſitflors, who they ſay m 
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but a few Citizens and Soldiers, who have dishurs'd 
very ſmall Sums thereoii. Upon the whole Marrer, 
no Man can think we are leis engaged by our Decla- 
ration and by the A& of Settlemeut, to protect 
thoſe who are innocent, and who have faithfully en=- 
deavourcd to ſerve the Crown, how unfortunate 
ſoever, than to expoſe to Jultice thoſe who have 
been really and maliciouily guilty. And therefore we 
cannot in Juſtice, but upon the Petition of the Mar= 
queſs of Azrrim, and after a ſerious and ftrict Inqui= 
{ition into his Actions, declare unto you, That we 
do find him Innocent trom any Malice or Rebellious 
Purpoſe againtt the Crown ; and that what he did by 
way of Correſpondence or Compliance with the Triſh Re= 
bels, was in order to the Service of- eur Royal Father and 
warranted by his Inſtrudtions, and the Truft repo'ed in 
him; and that the Benefit thereof accrucd to ti, Stern 
vice of the Crown, and not to the particular Ad- 
vantage and Benefit of the Marqueſs. Aud as ve 
cannot in Juſtice deny him. this Teſtimony, fo we 
require you to tranſinit our Letter to our Comnitl-- 
ſioners,, that they may know our Judgment 1a This 
Caſe of the Lord of Aim, and proceed accord- 
ingly: And ſo we bid you heartily Farew el.

Hough I received no Letters from you by 
Pooley, I will not forbear to write to you, 
though it were but. to reproach you, and to tel!

HE Prince of Orange was very inquilitive 

this Week after my- Letters from Par, 
hoping to be reſolved preciſely concerning the Sum 
of the Portion, as I perceived by his Diſcourſe : 
For that Point, I gave him this Anſwer, That the 
Portion alone could not be of that conlideration as 
to conclude the Marriage, unleſs it were able to 
give the King ſuch Succours as might probably 
reſtore his Afairs, which the Sum demanded could 
not do; And that therefore I was ordered to aſ- 
ſure him, that if the other Articles were accorded, 
the Treaty ſhould not break off upon the Sum of 
the Portion: From thence we - came off of the 
other Particulars, and the Reſolution was this, That 
the Aﬀair of the Duke of Lorrain was to be pur- 
ſued with all vigor, and for that end Ships ſhould 
be ſent from hence to meet ar the time preiixt, 
that when the Ambaſſadors are returned, all En- 
deavours ſhall be uſed to induce the States to a 
League defenſive and offenfive ; and that Monlicur 
D'Eftrade ſhall return home fully inſtructed in theſz 
Particulars, that- is, to remonſtrate the 1mpoſſibt- 
Aaz3 lity 
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lity (as they call it) of the paſſage for Holland, 
and to facilitate the other to and from Dicp; And 
for the ſecond, to pertuade the ſending of an Am- 
baſlador from Fr2:ce hither to thar purpoſe ; 
Which yet notwithſtanding the Prince' of Orange 
thinks will be very difficult, by reaſon of the King 
of Dcermar'?s War, to which the Hollazders are 
violeurly carried : However, all Endeavors are 
and hall be uſed to bring them to our Detires, for 
whicit end I propoſed that in the mean time we 
mizgirm at leaſt have Juſtice from them, and ſuch 
Acts of Amity, as by their pat Alliance they were 
bond unto : Such as are, Firilt, the liberty of 
their Ports to our Men of War, and the Freedom 
cf ihem now detained. - Secondly, The liberty to 
fell our Prize here as we may do 1n Flanders, at 
leaſt that both ſides may ſell in their Ports. 
Thirdly, The diſiniſſion of Srricklzand. Fourthly, 
The permitiing of Arms and Mony to be ex- 
Ported for the King borh from hence and from 
Duakirk, with the denial of the ſame to the Re- 
bels. Fifthly, An open and miolick Declaration 
of their dillike of the Rebels late Propolitions ſent 
to the Kiag, according as lu Conſcience they are 
bound to declare, thereby to- preſerve this People 
from the guilt of approviag the Rebellion in E-g- 
land; That in fo doing they ſhoutd declare no 
War azalii!t the Parli:meat, and it would be a great 
preparation for the work in hand : This the Prince 
of Or4:ge ſeemed very much to approve of, and 
hath ord2r2d me to prepare my Papers 1a this 
kind againſt the time that their Ambaſſadors come 
from England; And began to ask me concerning 
the Deſign, and whether 1 had received any Orders 
abcur 1t.: For that I roid him I ſhould be particu- 
trly mnitrefed by the next Poſt; he likes this very 
(3 | - .: well, 
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well, and D*E#rade ſhall be inſtructed about it : 
This was all that paſt lince the receipt of yours, be- 
fides thar for concluſion the Prince of Ora»ge would 
know , whether if the Duke ſhould fail us, our 
Treaty were at an end. I anſwered, No. for if 
the States would be brought to declare for the King, 
with Shipping, and 1n other Particulars, as ſhould 
be preſented to them , 1 did nor doubt bur the 
King would quickly ſubdue the-Rebels, which was 
the end we purſued ia this Aﬀair : To which when 
he replied with more chearfulneſs than has been 
aſual of late, That all Endcavours ihould be uſed, 
I took my leave of him, and do of your ——— 
There's no dangcr in diicourling, as you find, con- 
cerning the Portion; for the Conditions for the 
Princeſs muſt be proportionable to ic; And if 
other things be accorded, they will be ioiicitovs 
themſelves ro 1nlarge the Portion : For that end 
che Princeſs of Orange is very civil to me, and de- 
fires much the Bulineſs ſhould vo on. I ſhould be 
inſtructed what to ſay concerning the condition and 
habitation of the Princels. before her geing into. 
England.

FT Will not doubt but that. all my Letters of laſt 
I Week are reccived ; and if ſo, your Lordſhip 
doth perceive the whole Negotiation here depends 
upon full Inſtructions how to proceed in the par- 
ticular Treaty of the Marriage 3 whereln the ſe- 
veral Circumſtances being underitood and agreed, 
it will quickly appear what the Prince of Orange 
iS at, and willing to do with the States for the 
Kiaz's afſitance, withont the actual performance 
whereof, it 18 to be declared, that the private Ar- 
ticles ſhill not be Signed. For this purpoſe, if 
the Copies of former Treaties cannot be had, it 
were neceſſary to ſet down particularly what 
Houſes and what Dowry the Qucen will preſcribe 
for the Princeſs ; and for the Portion, the loweſt 
Sura that mult be admitred of, with the times of 
payment. Yet herein it cannot be prejudic:al to 
leave much unto Debate here, it being reſolved, 
That nothing ſhall be concluded till the State; do 
fully declare in Defence of the King. Whilſt their 
Hands are buſie againſt Deamark (whither they are 
now ſending Sixty Men of War, and Six thouſand 
Foot) it cannot he expetted that they ſhould be 
induced to ſupply the King with any Forces pre- 
ſently ; but yet theſe Things following will be in 
their Power, aud may be expected from the Prince 
uf. Oranges Negotiation viith them, as ſoon as their 
Ambaliadors r<tern:* 1.-To entcr into a League 
Offenſive and Defenſive with the King, againſt all 
En-mes whatſoever : And though the eftect here- 
Gf -cannct bs the preſent preparing and _—_— 
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of Forces by Sea and Land, yet they will be brought 
to it. 2. To publiſh a Declaration of diſlike of 
the Rebels later Propoſitions ſent to the King z 
together with the ill uſage of their Ambaſſadors. 
3. To ſet ar liberty thoſe Ships of ours which are 
now detained , and to olter the' liberty of their 
Ports hereafter. 4. T'o permit the ſelling of our 
Prizes in their Ports; and for that end, ſuch Offi 
cers for the King as ſhall be neceſſary. $5. To 
cauſe Arms and Powder to be Exported for the 
King, with denying the ſame to the Rebels. 6. 
To give Letters of repriſ4l to ſich of their own 
People as have been myjured by the Parliament. 
7. To permi: the King to hire or buy Men of War 
in theſe Cou.itries, to ſet to Sea againſt the Rebels. 
8. To admit of no Agents from England. and Scot- 
land that are not ſent by che Kinz, and to diſmiſs 
thera 'that precend nom the Paritament of 2ither 2: 
And in: purſuance of theſe Points, it his Majeſty 
pleaſe to put out of his Proteftion all ſuch of his Suh= 
jets which dwell or Trade here, as have aſliſted 
the Rebellion in England, the States may proceed 
to ſuch Confiſcation and Penalties as they ſhall 
think fit, whereby the King may find a contiderable 
Profit, and they be invited to a more vigorous Con- 
jun&ion with him; and if this be done for the pre- 
ſent (France concurring in the ſame Particulars) 
it 18 apparent, by God's Blefling, that the King 
muſt needs overcome the Rebels, it he can but kee 
his Perſon and the Prince's out of their Hands, 
till his Friends that are join'd 1n League with hinx 
can ſend more powertul Aflittance. 
Though the Portion with the Princeſs were as 
much as was demanded, and paid by ſeveral parts, 
as the Prince of O-ange ſhould be able, it were not 
pollible by that to {erve the King to any efiect, un- 
| leſs 
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leſs. theſe Things mentioned were together oh-. 
tained, whereby London might be impoveriſhed, 
which is and will be the Fountain of all this Miſ- 
chief: And on the other 1ide, let the Portion he 
never ſo ſmall and ill paid, yet if theſe Things be 
done, and the King . by vertue of this Marriage 
enabled to borrow Mony, or by any means to ap- 
pear ſtronger at Sea than they, and at Land with 
the ſame Power he hath formerly done, by God's 
Bleſſing, he will be quickly reſtor'd, which will 
give all the World full Satisfaction concerning 
this Treaty, and make the Conditions Honourable 
beyoud all queſtion. Upon theic Coniiderations, 
I believe your Lordihip may approve what I wrote 
by Monſieur D*Eftrade, and ſend ſome Orders ac- 
cordingly for proceeding in the Treaty of the Mar- 
riage apart from other Things. 

And for them, beſides what I am inſtrated to 
do already with the Prince of Orange , it will be 
very neceſſary to write to Sir William Boſwel, that 
upon the coming, of the Holland Ambaſſadors from 
England, he according to his Ofhce be inſtant with 
the States, to perform the Duties of their former 
Alliances with the King; and that he make ſuch 
other Propolitions to them as he ſhall judge fit : 
But when the Prince of Orange ſhall find Matters 
ſucceed well, it will be neceſflary that your 1 ord- 
ſhip in the Quality of an Ambaſſador appear acre, 
to make a firm and quick Concluſion. 

In the mean time, It is the Opinion of the Prince 
of Orange, That the Buſineſs of Shipping is with- 
out queſtion the ſole Thing which ought to be in- 
tended by the Queen, and may probably reſtore 
the King's Aﬀairs again , though the Duke of 
Lorrain's Voyage, and the Prince of Orange's En- 
Geavers ſhould fail. When I wrote from Rotter- 

dam, 
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dam, 1 was not clearly ſatisfied in the Advantages 
on the Kiug's part, and jince that the Sickneſs of 
Dorp (who is now pertectly recovered again, and 
fixedly diſpoicd as he was) kept me from the par- 
ticular purſuic of that Argument, wherein your 
Lord{hip had juſt cauſe to be little encouraged 
with what 1 wrote before ; it it be poſſible to pro- 
vide Mony, it will prove an excelieut Deſign, for 
the whole execution 15 to be diſpoſed of by the 
King as abſojutely as if they were Engliſh Ships, 
and the Commanders Engliſh, the inteution being 
not for P. and ©. but tor the Honour and Service 
of the King, for which purpoſe Dzrp detires to 
have large and particular In:tructions ; allo ſome 
Perſon of Trult and Courave to be a Shipboard 
with him by whom he migzirt correſpond with the 
Queen ; and that his Najejity would appoiat fome 
Ports to which all Prizes might be bronzht, and 
there judged, which he detires ſhould be princi- 

ally tr. and there Officers of Trutt to be 
eſtabliſhed, all which ſhall be particularly ſet down 
under his own Hand, and before concluijion of the 
Matter be made, be coutidered by the Prince of 
Orange, who talks of this particular with pleatare : 
The condition for himfelt is very ftiort but very 
great, to preſcribe nothing, but truſt the King 
and Queen in that point; but for his Officers, he 
expects liberal Pay and Reward, as It ſhall be de- 
ferved : So that in all re{pe&ts, this 1s to be eſteem- 
ed his Majeſty's Royal Execution ; bur that the 
Commanders and Maſters are Strangers, and Ships 
hired. And it 1s here prouonnced by all that have 
knowledge of their Majeity's Aﬀeairs, and any 
Thoughts and Eudeavours for their Reitirurion, 
that this is fo neceliary to be done, that without it 
a} other good Succeilos will Init ſerve to protrac 

| the 
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the War, and not at all to procure Peace; for til 
London be humbled, the Rebels can never be re- 
duc'd to Reaſon ; but I know Arguments in 
this kind are not ſo needful as Prayers, that 
God would ſend ſome means to provide the 
Mony. 

For the Garter which is deſigned for the young 
Prince , 1t 1s very earneſtly deſired by them all, 
and ſhall be conſtantly worn by the Prince in that 
manner as in England: The Prince of Orange de- 
fires that the King would write himſelf to him con- 
cerning it, as alſo to the States, and that it may 
be conferred after the ſame manner as it was to the 
P. EleQor in the Field, if it might, before the 
beleaguering of any Town begun: But of theſe 
Things both Sir William Boſwel, who hopes to be 
imployed in it, and Mr. Hemfleet will write at

of theſe Inſtructions ; it otherwiſe ſhe finds means 
to do ir, then all the Profits of the Tin will be duly 
accounted for to the King.

Y I received yours of the ſeventeenth 
of April by the Portxugal Ambaſlador, by 
which you may pleaſe to obſerve, That all your 
Letters by that way are ſtill a Month at leatt a 
coming ; it will be good to enquire where the ſtop. 
1s made ; at the ſame time I received the King's of 
the Thirtieth of April by Sabran, and. I mark that 
by him they come {till quicker: By both, and by 
all other concurring, I ſee that our Afiairs in Eng- 
land, if they had received any competent aſliſtance 
from abroad, would have been in an excellent con- 
dition ; that which I moit lament, is the Queens ina- 
bility in the relief of Marqueſs 249ztrofſe, for which I 
conceive ſhe had provided by ordering Ha/douck to 
furniſh him our of the proportions he had provided 
for England. The proportions deligued for him, I 
have mentioned in my former Letters, but Haſ- 
douck would not obey the Queens DireQions, but 
carried all he had provided into England, fo that the 
Queen remaining without credit, or other means to 
do that Work,. it. remains now imperfect until ſhe 
be furniſhed with one or the other: Something ſhe 
hath ſince attempted, bur ir is not to he relied on 
this ay, that no poſſible Things within her Power 
ſhall be omitted for this purpoſe, for ſhe conceives 
the importance of it even beyond that which you 
have repreſented. Our Holland News from Scot- 
tznd, which we have often, do no leſs than yours 
confirm the neceſſity and moment of this confider- 


ation. I fend you herewichal what T had lait weep 
rom 
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from Doctor Goff, by which you will perceive 
there 1s ſince the return of the Ambaſſador, ſonie 
new hopes of prevailing with the States for the 
Declaration againſt the Rebels, which is a thing 
of 10 great concernment, that we muſt make it our 
endeavour not to fruſtrate the hopes of it by a 
ſudden breaking off the Treaty, and to defend our 
jelves againſt the Prejudices we ſuſtain by the ex- 
pectation of the Succeis ; tor that cannot be aſſured 
enough, to rely on it for great preſent Utilities z 
and methinks it were a hard thing, being thus 
awakned in the confideration , to provide againſt 
both the Inconveniences. The Duke of Lorrain 
hath again this laſt Week made ſo many new Pro- 
teſtations of his Intentions, that the moſt poſitive 
Commands that could be to Sir Hex. de Yic. have 
not prevalled with him to break oft the Treaty, but 
his Troops now March, though himſelf do not re- 
main at Brruxels; fo that it wiil be 1mpoſlible for 
any Art to prolong the Buſineſs beyond four or 
hive days, but there is no hopes to be allowed to ir. 
The -Bulineſſes here to be done, whicn ſnall be 
carefully attended , are, That of Holand, the 
Form I have propoſed in this Letter ; the ſupply 
of Marqueſs Montroſs with Arms and Ammunt- 
tion; the Weſt with the ſame for the Prince's new 
Levies, and for the Supply of the King's and 
Prince Rupert's Army, and the relief of Garafey 
for the Prince of Wiles his Army W:YL. Godolphin 
is very ſolicitous, what he will be able to cticct , 
is as doubtful as the Queens expectation in all 
the other Particulars; Mony tor the King 1s alſo 
in her Thoughts and Pretentions ; and now tus 
Clergy is aſſembled, upoa winch many of our i:9p23s 
have depended , ſhe will with all the laitance aud 
care that may be have that way atteinpred. We

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are at this time ſtrangely ſolicitous for you, for 
there ſcems to be a gathering together on both 
{ſides ncar Oxford, like to produce ſome notable 
Encounter , which cannot well be followed but 
with great Events ; God make them proſperous, 
and enahle us here to contribute ſomething more 
hereunto than our Prayers.

Wrote to you yeſterday by the Ordinary ; 

Something I have to add by this Expreſs the 
Queen ſends to vitit the King, and to bring her 
back an accompr of his Health, and of the ſtate of 
his Affairs. Her reſolution of ſending Cockeran 
into Denmark, is without doubt very opportune 3 
For upon the concluſion of the Peace with the 
Swedes he cannot but be in a condition to help us, 
and if as it ſhall be in the fir{t place demanded, 
he could be prevailed with to give us ſuch an 
Army as might land in any place where the King 
hath no Forces, without fearing who they meet, 
their Deſcent at Scarborough Or Burlington would 
five a new turn to all; Butchis 1s a Felicity I care 
nor hope. That which with more attiraace I loo'; 
npon, which in the ſecond place thail be ſolicited, 
would be of infiaite uſe, That 1s, a {mall number 
of Men, ſome Mony, Arms and Ammunition, and 
all to go to Scotland to Marqueſs Aoxtroſs : But the 
Men in that caſe muſt ſome of them be Horſemen, 
five hundred at leaſt, and their Horſe to paſs with 
them: This I conceive would enables Marquets 
Montroſs to make his Victories prohtable as well as 
miraculous : But in the mean Eſtate he 1s, for waut 
of Horſe (for all that he complains 1n his Letter t9 
me) and of Arms and Ammunition, his Advar- 
zages have brought almott none to the Klug bi 
Atairs, for he advances not into the good Parcs 61 
Scotland , nor is fo conideravle to the Army un 
Enzland, as that they have forborn tor tear of bla 
6 leave choir Conntry expoſed ro. him: 1 cance 
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ſend yon by this Bearer ſo great a Volume as 
Cockeram's Inſtructions would be , but you ſhall 
have them by the next: He ſhall have order to 
ofier the Iflands that Pooley had order to offer to 
the King of Denmark. The Winter growing on 
makes me not apprehend that all our Loſſes can 
bring us ſo ſoon to an end as this Summer, and the 
il Weather will reprieve us until either this or 
ſome other Help be found out. The Queen is 
therefore now more induſtrious than ever, and 


hath found means to get twenty thouſand Piſtols

I once wrote to you of, ſo that if the Perſons that 
ſhould have undertaken it be ſtill of the ſame Mind, 
and the Prince of Orange, which we have written 
to know , that Bulineſs will go forward and may 
prove of great uſe in many Conliderations; but the 
importanteſt Aim in it is the inſenftble ingaging the 
Hollanders in the War. Sir Kenelm Digby writes 
hopefully of Supplies of Mony from Kome, but 
concludes nothing, the Iriſh troublingall our Solas, 
until the Peace be made with them. I fear all Ca- 
tholick Help will be drawn that way. Upon this 
purpoſe I muſt tell you with what amazement the 
delays of the Peace in Ireland is confidered here, 
and you leave us ſo ignorant of the condition of 
the Treaty, that we know not what to fay of it. 
Pray by the return of this Bearer, or the firſt like- 
ly Paſſage, ſend me the ſtate of it, their Demand, 
the King of Enzland his Offers, and what you know 
of the Difficulties; If yet it be not concluded, it is 
119% like that ever 1t will be, by thoſe that manage 
it now: And therefore it ſeems to me for Satisfa- 
ctio1 of thoſe that ſo much preſs ir, of the Irith, 
and to ſatisfie this State, who are much of that Opi- 
nin, and to ſecure our hopes at Rowe, - and laitly, 
© PUT, that Buſincls into a poſtibility of being con- 
Cn OT Ln, - cluded, 
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cluded, that the Propoſition long ſince made to 
the King, of having the Treaty made here by the 
Queen and Queen Regent, were not unfitly re- 
ſumed. . For I am confident the King by this means 
might have the Peace upon better Terms, and might 
limit the Queen by the ſame Inſtructions that thoſe 
that now treat are bound by ; and upon this, one 
of theſe Fruits would tollow , That either 
ſhould have the Peace, or the exorbitancy of their 
Demands would be ſo apparent to the Queen Re- 
gent, that we ſhould have great advantage by thar. 
The only Thing I fear is, That the King his Party 
in Jre/z2zd might poſſibly not acquieſce in ſuch a 
Peace as weuld be fit for the King to mike, and 
then he would have the ſcandal of it (for ic will 
be a ſcandalons one, that is unavoidable) without 
the benefit of an afliſtance from Hreland. To con- 
clude, if nothing be done 1n Treland, I think it moſt 
neceſſary that the Offers of Treating he withdrawn 
from thence, and that the Queen may be truſted ta 
Treat and Conclude with the Queen Regent here, 
' with ſuch as the Catholicks from 1reland ſhall ap- 
point. This I write to you to conlider of it; by 
the return of Sir D. Wyart you ſhall know more of 
this particular. This Bearer ſend back immedi- 
ately, and write without flattering your felt or us, 
the pure and natural ſtate of Aﬀairs. God of Hea- 
vea keep you, and give us, if he pleaſe, ſome other 
Puniſhment for our Faults, than that of our Coun- 
cries falling into the Hands of the Rebels. I am 
moſt entirely yours.

without doubt there 1s no deſire here to ſee the 
Monarchy of Ezeland devolve into another Govern- 
ment, and there 1s as little doubt that there are 
ſfrong Inclinarions for the Perſons of the King aad 
Queen, and delire to contribute to their re-e{tabliſh- 
ment; yet the humbling of the Houſe of A»ſtrir, 
the beating them during the War , or making a 
glorious Peace, 1 confeſs are Paſſions that prevail 
more; and it 15 no wonder : In the mean time we 
receive great Curtehes.

ſhe dares not write her ſelf. 1 am entirely 
yours. 

Pray ſend me Word whether the Barony paſſed

S 1 KR, 
N my laſt, which was but yeſterday by the Poſt, 
I gave you an Account of the Agreement made 
tor the delivery up of Afornt-Edgccomb, and the 
disbanding of the Regiments raiſed in thoſe Parts, 
and of the coming of Mr. Coritoz and divers other 
Gentlemen of Quality, which is every day more 
apparent than other, by their hourly ſending to 
the General to be received into the Protection of 
the Parliament, which is now in ſome meaſure made 
known to the Country, who had this day a meet- 
ing upon Bodmar-Downs: It was but yeſterday 
they had notice, and one Hundred of the four had 
not the Notice come to them , yet about eight : 
hundred or nine hundred appeared; And now for 
the occaſion the meeting was detired, which was 
for this purpoſe, to let them know the Army was 
come to protect them , not to ruia them; That 
the Soldiers Horſe and Foot had charge to dcetray 
their Quarters; That if any Soldier offered vio- 
lence unto them, upon Complaint it ſho!11d be re- 
dreſſed; That the Gentlemen of the Country , 
naming ſuch and ſuch Perſons, were come 1: io the 
Parliament, which did very much 1ncouragze the 
Commonalty to be the more forward to hearken 
to what might be for the Service of the Publick, 
and Defence of their own County : And that which 
wrought the Impreſſion deepeſt upon their Heaits, 
was Mr. P. his publiſhing to them the Packets taken 
in the 77; Veſſel, which I mentioned nato you in the 
laſt Letter, which he not ouly ſhewed unto _ 
CC ut 
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bnt read the ſame, and permitted ſuch of them as 
deſired It to read them, and told them they ſhould 
have Copies of Glamorgar's Articles, and his other 
Letters, if they delired them, which abundantly 
zave them Satisfaction; and that which pur it out 
of doubt was, That the Ship and Packets were 
ſeized on, and taken by the aſſiſtance of the Inha- 
bitants at Padſfow within their own County but 
the day before : And indeed it was a very ſeaſon- 
able and remarkable Accident as could have hap- 
ned for the Uniting of this County to the Parlia- 
ment, for the very Thoughts of 1riſh and French 
are hateful unto them : Thoſe Letters that were 
moſt conſiderable miſcarried in the Water ; which 
was the Earl of Glamorgar's to the Prince, Sir 
Edward Hyde, and to another, which Capt. Allen, 
an 1riſh Papiſt and Merchant of Waterford confeſſeth 
he had from the Hands of the Earl of Glamorgan to 
deliver as aforeſaid : Upon his Examination he faid 
further, That the three hundred 7-iſh deſired for 
the Prince's Life-guard were to be thus diſpoſed, 
an hundred to be put into the Mount, an hundred 
to Pendennis, and the other hundred to be a Guard 
to the Prince. The General hath ſent Poſt to 
Capt. Moulton Admiral of the [iſh Coaſts, to give 
him notice in what forwardneſs the 1riſh were to be 
tranſported, that they may keep out Ships at Sea 
for prevention : The Trumpet that went with the 
Summons to the Lord Hopron 1s not yet returned, 
To morrow early the whole Army Horle and Foot 
advances towards Truro: All Paſſes, By-lanes and 
Fords being for the moſt part barricadocd or blockt 
up ; ſo that if the Enemy ſhould flip by (which we 
no ways tear) their Marches will be fo flow, that 
their Rear will be ingaged before they get half 
through the Paſſage. Before this come to your 
Hands, without peradventure the Buſineſs will be 
| vcry 
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very near decided by a Treaty or retreat into the 
Sea: There came ſeven or eight of the Prince's 
Servants this day for Paſſes to go home, much 1a- 
menting the ſudden carrying the Prince on Ship- 
board when they dreamed not of it: At Foy we 
took thirteen pieces.of Ordnance monated, belides 
Arms and Powder; the firſt Night the Town ſtood 
upon their Guard, but the next Morning repented 
of their Folly, and without diſpute admitted our 
Forces to come in. Be pleaſed ro haſten down 
Monies to the Army, and Match and Powder with 
all ſpeed to Lime: Neither of theſe will admit of 
delay: And haſten Recruits that they may meet us 
when we face abour.
